But War has this time taught only too dreadfully the grand Peace 
lesson ; for, alas ! the moral warns us from the tombs of more than 
Three Thousand Friends, Countrymen, and Brothers; and 
although they lie together in & common grave of glory, and, as it 
were, have perished to make more and more imperishable the love 
and fhme of country for which they died, yet their lives were 
part of our hope and love in England ; and true and holy and 
bitter tears will be wept for them from the best home-springs of 
the human heart ; and a nation’s grief, glistening through her 
very- triumphs, shall bedew, though it can never tarnish, the shin- 
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ing inscription that is epitaphed upon her soldiers' tombs ! 
Noblest and most beautiful of mortal sorrows — those which gush 
from the gratitude of a nation — are shed by a country over her 
devoted children, and hallow by her affliction the glory which 
they perished to preserve 1

HOUSE OF LORDS. — Monday, Feb. 23. 


Ireland — The Bari of St. Germans moved the second reading of the Pro- 
tection to Life and Property (Ireland) Bill. The Noble Bari having laid before 
their Lordships a summary of the murders, homicides, firings at the. person, and 
aggravated sssaqUi which have beep committed in Ireland during tbe last two 
years, and having particularised some Of the most atrocious cases, said it became 
imperatively necessary to arm the Government 'with extraordinary powers, fn 
order to protect the lives and properties of the poor especially, but also of the 
rich: He trusted that the Government would soon" hate the satisfaction of pro- 
posing the repeal of this measure as one no longer required by the circumstances 
of Ireland. — The Marquis of Lansdownb could offer no opposition to the Bill. 
— Lord Banco ham considered that to make Ireland habitable was the first thing 
requisite. ■ To talk of improving the condition of the people while it remained a 
land of assassination was ridiculous — Lord Fa rnh am attributed the crimes of 
Ireland to the Ribbon societies.— Tbe Marquis or Clanricaede agreed to the 
BUI. 

Bari Gbbt gave notice that; unless the Government laid beforrthe House an 
outline of the policy which they intend to pursue towards Ireland, be should, 
upon the third reading of this Bill, submit a motion to their Lordships pledging 
them to inquire ft to the root of the evils of Ireland, and t? devise other measures 
than those already proposed as a temporary relief for the suffering people._r.The 
Earl of Clancaety, Lord Campbell,' the Earl of WuJKLOfr, and the Matqols of 
Wbstmjuth addressed the House, all agreeing in the necessity of some such 
addition to the ordinary law. — The Bill was read a second time. 


HOU8B OF COMMONS. 


To questions put by Mr. O'Connell, Sir R Peel replied, that he hoped, in 
the course of tbe present session, to bring iu a Bill encouraging .the improvement 
of land in Iceland, by affording compensation to the tenants in proportion to the 
terms of their holding. Also to introduce a Bill for the purpose of amending the 
registration of county voters, and the holding elections generally in that country, 
which will involve some alteration with respect to the elective franchise. The 
Government also proposed to bring in a Bill, the effect of which will be substan- 
tially to assimilate the municipal franchise of Ireland as nearly as possible to that 
of England. 


THE ADJOURNED DKRATB 

Was resumed by Mr. E. Bullbr, who supported the free-trade scheme proposed 
by the Government. — Captain Bstrson opposed it. 

Mr. Montagu Goes designated a change of opinion in public men as highly 
distinguished by precedent. He also cordially supported the ministerial scheme. 

Mr. R. A. FwxoaaALD likewise gave his voice to the Government ; but he re- 
minded them that they could not stop with a repeal of the corn laws ; they 
should keep moving. 

Captain Lockhart gave a decided opposition to the Government plan, which, 
hs a practical farmer, he affirmed would throw all the Inferior land out of cuL 
Si vat ion. 

Sir G. Clerk supported the proposition of his chief. He fearlessly maintained 
that no change had taken place hi tbe policy of the Government that was not 
fairly deducible from their previous measures. 

Mr. Liddell asked, if no ah an go had taken place In the policy of the Govern- 
ment. why Lord Lincoln, theft new Secretary for Ireland, was in process of Sec- 
tion from South Nottingham ; and why other Noble Lords and Hon. Members 
were likewise absent from the Hkusa > >

•ither to open the porta or to assemble Parliament immediately, he differed with 
the First Lord of the Treasury.) Tbe grounds of his difference of opinion were— 
that he thought it a dangerous experiment to Interfere with the existing law, and 
that the state of th*poUto rot was not so alarming as to warrant such extraor- 
dinary measures. The suspension of the law by an order in council under such 
circumstanoes would have amounted to an abrogation ; and bad Parliament been 
called together, he did not think that it won a have concurred in tbe desired 
measures. Subsequently to November, when further evidence of tho scarcity of 
food in Ireland was acquired, his opinion underwent a change, and he then saw 
that the corn laws required to be alter'd. Feeling that his responsible position 
under the Crown was paramount to his party connections, he agreed to support 
the repeal of these laws, though he wished it to be proposed by genttemen oppo- 
site. As they could not form an administration, he had no option but to be him- 
self a party in bringing forward those changes, of tbe necessity for wtrteh he now 
felt convinced. 

Mr. Ferrand exposed the way In which petitions Sad been got up by the 
League ui the West Riding of Yorkshire, one man having attached 14,000 signa- 
tures with his own hand. He called. upon the House to pause well before they 
consigned the entire working population of Great Britain to the griuding avarice 
of a few tyraonival roillowners.

The Earl of Ripon laid upon the table certain papers from the sett of war in 
India — The D«ke of Richmond wished to ask the Noble Lord (and in doing so 
he felt deep gratitude for the braver? and devotion exhibited by the army in 
India), whether it was by desire that the governor- general had accepted a 
secondary position in the Indian army. It might be very natural for Sir Henry 
Hardinge. an old soldier, to wish to t>e in the thick of the battle, but he (the 
Duke of Richmond) felt that a divided authority might be prejudicial to the in- 
terests of the country. — The Karl of Ripon said that due attention would be 
given by her Majesty 1 * Government to the suggestion of the Noble -Duke. 

Execution or Brian Sebry — The Marquis of Westmbath said he had to put 
two questions to the Noble Bari (the Secretary for Ireland) regarding the exe- 
- cutioo of Brian Seery. The first question was, whether there had been a depu- 
tation to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, as slated, prior to the man's execution, 
and the second question was, whether, if there bad been surh a deputation, it 
could be considered an improper proceeding of those forming that deputation ?— 
Earl St. Germains said be would answer the questions which the Noble Marquis 
bad placed upon the tahle; and he could not do better, be thought, than read an 
extract from a letter written by the Lord- Lieutenant of Ireland to the Right 
Hon. the Secretary of State. The Lord Lieutenant said that neither tbe language 
of the deputation nor that of any individual member of it — and he (Earl of Sr. 
Germans) could give the names of the members composing it, but he did not think 
it advisable to do so — had the slightest influence on his mind or swayed in the 
smallest his judgment in the case of Bryan Seery. The principal object of the 
deputation was to represent the lawless state of Roscommon,’' not of Westmeath, 
“ with a view of getting the Government to enter into more stringent measures 
for the purification of that county.” He understood that they had stated that 
any leniency to Brian Seery would be looked upon as evidencing the weakness of 
the Government, and keep alive that sanguinary spirit which was so fatal to the 
peace of tie country. He apprehended that that extract would fully satisfy tbe 
questions ef the Noble Marquis. With regard to the third question, he was cer- 
tain that the persons who composed that deputation were actuated solely by a 
sense of duty iu making that representation ; but at the same time he (Earl St. 
Germans) was ready to acknowledge that the proceeding was altogether an un- 
usual-one, asd he was not aware that in this country such a representation was 
ever made by" a deputation to the head of the Executive Government. He did 
not wish to my anything harsh, but he had no hesitation in' pronouncing this a 
most uhususl course on the part of that deputation. 

The County Works Presentments (Ireland) Bill was read a second tfine. 

The Public Works (Ireland) Bill was read a third -time, and ordered to be 
committed on Monday.

INDIA AND CHINA. 

THE OVERLAND MAIL. 

At the date of the laat tidings sent home, tbe governor-general, at the head of 
a considerable force, was hastening to the relief of Sir John Liltier at Feroxe- 
pore, near which place the Sikhs had collected in large numbers ; while the 
Umballah troops, under command of his excellency the conmaander-ln-chU-f. 
and llftse from Loodiana, under Lieutenant- Colonel Wheeler, were proceeding 
in the same direction, with the Intention of joining Sir Hcjfry Hardinge, and 
movlog with hhn to the frontier. This junction was effect?* at a place called 
Busaean, and from hence — after leaving, a portion ot thd ^governor- general's 
camp equipage and some stores under protection of a detachment of tbe lift 
Bengal Native Infantry — tbe united force marched p* to Wudnee, a Sfkh town 
manUr gpaflsaatail seeUec Sir H. Hardinge’ 4 JoritadamAtion.

The 
anxiety of the authorities to push oh may Mtatfeml from the fact that the 
troops moved at the rate of thirty milts a M On the aflerioon of tbe 18th the 
force arrived at Moodkec, 83 miles from Ferokeporo, and hod uot been long en- 
camped when the alarm was given that the fifths were approaching, aud orders 
were instantly issued to prepare for action. Tbe enemy’s force consisted (ac- 
cording to one account) of about 20,000 infantry and 12,000 cavalry, with horse 
artillery ; but another statement gives thrir tote! strength as 60JX.0, which it 
probably an exaggerated estimate. The British force is said to hare been under 
10,000. Rajah Lall Singh led the Sikhs, whyq. H it said by the Lahore news- 
writers, were so impatleut to engage that tbqy commenced tbe attack without 
the sanction of their commander. The governor* general and his escort appear 
to have sustained the first charge ; but on the coirnnander-in-cbief coming up 
the action became general. Sir Henry Hardinge served in a military capacity 
under Sir Hugh Gough. The following notice of the battle appears in tbe 
“ Agra Akhbar,” of the 7th Inct. 

“The Sikhs first came down on the governor- general and his escort, but, not- 
withstanding they had him at advantage, he kept his ground till the commander- 
in-chief came up with the main body of the force, and then went into action in 
command cf a division subordinate to Sir Hugh Gough. The fire of tbe enemy 
was literally one continuous roar of thunder, and was heardat immense distances, 
justifying the remark of Sir Henry, that he had never seen one so hot in Europe. 
Of course our small army suffered dreadfully ; one half of the whole force, in- 
cluding nearly fifty officers, having beeu either kHledor wounded— tne governor- 
general and his staff having been throughout special objects of aim. No fuH ac- 
count of the battle has been vet received, nor docs the last notification give any 
dates of the manceivres. Tne enemy seems, however, as we gather from other 
sources, to have been successful in strategy, in having drawn the 3d dragoons 
upon a body of their horse, and then retiring and opening up a destructive fire 
from a masked battery, and completing the work by pouring in upon the shat- 
tered corps a heavy body of cuirassiers : only 350 men remained unscathed. Six 
of the officers were killed, and several wounded. It was probably in the vicinity 
of the battery here mentioned that Majof Broad foot lost his life. Hor Majesty’s 
80th foot had also a terrific struggle, having refused to yield ground though re- 
peatedly under the fire of artillery, and as often obliged to repel cavalry by form- 
ing squares —their loss amounting to 200 men killed, as also six officers, in- 
cluding Colonel Wood and Captain Scheberras. The 29tb (Queen's) lost 
| Colonel Taylor, killed, and Major Congreve wounded. The losses up to this 
time ascertained in the horse artillery are, — killed. Major Todd, Captain Swin- 
iey, Captain Dash wood, Lieutenant Lambert, and Lieutenant Pollock ; of the 
Foot Artillery, Captain Trower and Lieutenant Wheelwright wounded. The 
heavy sands met on the line of march seem to have greatly impeded artillery 
movements, the 13-pounder elephant battery not bring in many places manage- 
able with a single animal. Captain Swinley** troop of horse artillery having 
got Into very heavy sand and unable to move, it is fared was destroyed under the 
fire of the enemy's guns. They, however, at last lost all their own, which are 
now safe in Feroaepore, and beautiful piece* -they are, ready, if need be, to pay 
them back in their own metal. 

’’ Colonel W* eeler's action is said to have been a spirited affair, but a good 
part of his baggage was made away with br the Sikhs. They are not likely to 
think this any very satisfactory equivalent for what they have lost.” 

A renewal of the engagement was looked for oil tbe morning of the 19th, but 
the Sikhs, enutrary to expectation, retired during the n ght, and contented 
themselves wilh «-a»rylng off their killed and wounded. Our troops halted at 
Moodkee on the 10th and 2flth. and marched on the following day, when they 
were joined by Major-Goneral Sir J. Ltttler, from Ferotepore, at the head of 
some five thou»and men. This gallant officer’s position had been fur several 
days Investod by the bikhs, and he had on the 13tn moved out with his troops 
Into camp, and on the 15th proceeded to a village shoot two miles distant, in 
order to intercept the enemy’s forces which were advancing to attack the city of 
Feroxepore. This movement checked i heir advance, and on the following day 
another attempt was made to draw the Sikhs into an engagement, in which, how- 
ever, we were not successful. On the night of the 17th part of the tnrmy had 
moved off to meet and attack the ’governor-general, and on tbe 30th Sir Juhn 
Littlcr had received the instructions in obedience to which he noty arrived to co- 
operate with the army Under the commander-in-chief.' The enemy, it was 
found, had entrenched themselves in a stteag position at Fenzeahuhur, and 
with the troops beaten at Moodkee and theTresh men from Feroxepore were 
found to be here concentrated, so that the edtire strength, br heariy so, of the in- 
vading army was opposed to us. 

The subjoined extracts from letters from officers of the ^British force- describe 
in vivid Language the operations of 2Jst and 224:— 

“ Yfe halted on the 10tli anil 20th, and the 1st Eurnpenns and the 20th f-vtt 
having joined, we moved on tho 21st, aud cam* near the enemy’s lortified posi- 
tion at 2 p.m. We opened our artillery, but with .iglit £uus little was or could 
be done Against their heaVy ones. The infantry were tunned m brigades, aud 
advanced in line by the right in regiments eighty paces distance ; when our artil 
lery ceased firing, the infantry went at the fortified positions and found the enemy 
posted at them ; went at them with the bayonet, every gun of theirs turning 
down half a dozen of our ranks every time they hied. We e;.rri<i, we Loercame 
all, but imrift. were then let off, anu’disible-fynni ,tt:d l.un<i;edj of our tine fel- 
lows warn blown up. Night c.uuti on. and weyacre r idged to wuhdi-uv the 
troops outside the fortified j-osichai, ju.'J draw them clear o; it. The made 
Dragoons went on, but capieou another position with gen* find infantry, •‘UlTered 
dreaofuily and retired. Tho enemy occupied the position again, and began 
hammering a*ay with all their heavy jun. at S o'clock, p m. f lif v got to bold 


that we were obliged to detach a brigade or two f and cleared their position* Sot 
not without heavy loss. They kept up a heavy fire on err ail night. Wo 
without water or covering, and tired enough on the mornfmr of the 2 fid. Tho 
enemy assembled everv man and gun they bad, and brought their cavotry Eo 
threaten an attack. We formed again in echeliou of brigades, atid advance* 
from the right by echellon of regiments ; attacked and carried every thing befero 
us in two of the positions, and thought all was ours and over ; but in an hour 
another alarm was sounded, that 40,000 cavalry, with infantry and m heavy battery 
of artillery, wore at hand. Our cavalry and horse artillerywere in advance and 
forced to retire. The infantry threw themselves into squares of regiments, ana 
bore the most dreadful fire of round and grape you can imagine. Part of the In- 
fantry in an hour or fWo were ordered to take possession of a strong village, tbe 
rest ready to advance i'tke cavalry were formed on both flanks and ordered to 
advance. Such cheering as took place, each corps and regiment cheering eads 
other, and on all went, butthe Sikhs, horse, infantry and all, took te their heels, 
leaving their one hundred and one as floe guns as any in our nrmy ; the whole off 
their magazine, tents, cattle, baggage, and everything ; and were off across tho 
Sutlej. We|have lost many very dear friends. Hull amongst them. He was 
the admiration of every mltu who saw him leading and cheertag on the HKh Gre- 
nadiers; Burnett, the brigade major, is amongst the killed; two officer* of the* 
1st European light Infantry killed, six wounded. One of the 3d Grenadier* 
killed, and three wounded. Our loss is great ; the enemy had upward* of 60,009 
men in the field, hut their cavalry would not come near us. I cannot write more* 
We have beeu out without a great coat, even meat or drink, excepting a chupAlcw 
cooked by the sepoys, or gram and sweetmeats, since the 21st, night and day ; anti 
we have got our baggage and tents about 1*2 to-day. You can imagine'what figure* 
we were. I believe Brigadiers Taylor, 29th, and McLaren are the only briga- 
diers of infantry that liar* escaped. Wallace killed ; Wheeler wounded ; the- 
above Taylor wounded ; Colonel Taylor, 9th foot, killed ; Broadfoot and N i- 
colson killed ; General M’Caskill killed ; Sale wounded, and said to be since 
dead.” 

“ On the night of the 20th Instant orders were received, directing tbe force t* 
more next morning for the purpose of co-operating with the portion of the army 
accompanying the governor.geueral, to attack and dislodge from their entrench- 
ment a large body of the enemy in petition at Ferozeshuhur, for which place 
the portion of the 9ikh army with guns left Feroxepore on the 16th instant, an* 
moved to join their friends, so the whol* were nearly concentrated at this point. 
— On meeting the governor -general about three p.m. on the 21st instant, he per- 
sonally directed the attack of our division. The troops deployed into line aiui 
moved to attack the west face of the enemy’s camp ; the line advanced to tbw 
charge under as hot and destructive a fire as was ever experienced — as sewer© as 
Waterloo ; here the shower of death was frarful, and the returns show the 
casualties were anormou*. The enemy's artillery was served with such ac- t 
curacy and rapidity, and their weight of metal so great, that buy light field gu»© 
had no chance of stleoctng them : the word was passed that the enemy's c&valrjr 
was advancing, squares were formed, and the reserve moved to tbe attack. Wo 
remained on the ground the whole night, affrirs continuing uns«-ttled, and our 
guns playing into part of the enemy’s eotrenebment ; such as was t on tb© sootta 
side of the village was fired, and their camp destroyed. 

“ On the morning of the ttd instant the commander-in-chief renewed Its© at-! 
tack, and charging at the bead of one of the divisions, gallantly carried their 
camp. Shortly afterward* the enemy appeared In strength on high ground toihe ' 
front. We formed echellon of battalions, moved op to the village, and ntjdn- 
tained it under a heavy fire the whole| day, the governor -general apd com-' 
mander- In-chief being both frequently present. > 

“ During this day several officers aud men were killed, but nothing equal to Ck« ‘ 
number that fell on the 21 st.' Tb© privations endured by all from the tine War 
left Feroxepore were excessive, the cry for water universal, and wb«u we found- 
a well on tne 33d in front of the village, tbe water was putrid, it having bean da- ' 
strayed by the Sikhl, and partially filled with their dead ; it was then omgeAf ' 
drunk by all grades. . * 

“At thia position w© discovered ip the Sikh entrenchment hackeries con- 
taining mess stores for the 44th Bengal Native Infantry, which tho enemy had 
captured The beer was handsomely dealt out to all, and was the saving ormany 
a thirsty soul. Late in the evening the enemy again appeared to our right, when 
we turned out of the villape, and advanced to give them battle. They disap- 
peared ; we remained, and bivouacked for the night. 

“ Thus ended as severe an action as was ever known in India ; the captured 
guns (90) ninety odd in number, are splendid trophies, and it would he as well If 
our iGovernmant had similar tools at hand when emergency demanded Lbeftr 
use.

“ One op the Feroeetore Division.” . 

“ Extract of a Letter from ad Officer with the Feroxepore Force, dated 34th 
Dec. 1845. 

" My dear— We havehtfd frtaost severe and terrible fight, such as India never 
saw before. .We have gained a victory, it is true, but at what a cost ! There* 
arc, ! am sure, at least two thousand killed and wounded; amongst the former 
General* Sale, aud M'Gatkill, Major Broadfoot, Captain Nicolson. Capitals 
Egcrtop. and a host of others. The Europeans have suffered dreadfully ; only 
about' two huttd/ed of the 3d Draffoon* can now be brought into the field. The* 
fifths,, after throaftqing to. attack us for many days, moved off to meet the. 
governor-general artd commauder-in-cbief, that Is, a portion of them, the mam v 
body bring at a village about right VfcMty from^thia- U io m M e e e- de fe nd ar i sta 
great loss, and seventeen row taken. We suffered terribly. On tho morning 
df the-Slst (Sundays we, for tb© fourth 4im«, turned out nbout s*x*n a ; m», and, 4^ 
after it arching about toil roll«f« foil Iu vfttr thu.pt.her force uqdcr,thejrovprnos<>w r> 
general and commander-in-chief.

The troop* 
bivouacked, and oic^what a night it was 1 dying and dead all <frOuhd hs ; bar)* - 
whistling around us in every direction ; no food, ,and. above, ail, no water v end, 
the cold Intense : dnay I never spend such anotiief night again. * At four tile nexW< 
mottling the actibn commenced again, *qd raged with great, fpry! tlftspvdn,. an<k > 
from that. tim« to ten o’clock with redouble^ lury. At oue o’clock, -their camp • 
wav- taken by'tform, and the fighting then ceased, end tbe Stkhs retreated we 1 
took their whole camp, and 106 guns. The field is literally covered with daadv -- 
and horses and camels out of number, ammunition, and baggage, guns, «c„ . 
blown up.' The whole of tho Sikh camp-ground was mitftd, and -th’eir ar* 
even now going off every hour. Tbe 63d barracks are ftill of - wounded, so is th* 
magazine. --*.»■ 

The enemy's guns were most efficiently served, and committed fearful htrrp. 
Our horse artillery suffered severely, tbe harness being cut Op, and manfy of the 
horses kiUed. The European regiments appear to have borne the bciiot of the ^ 
fights. The sufferings of the wounded, on the night of the 21st, are described a» . . 
having been intense. The “Delhi Gaxetto.’’ of the 7th has the subjoined tm-i 
formation relative to the lamented deaths of Major Fitxroy Somerset and ,CajH 
tain Nicolson: — “ Somerset was folind on the morning of the YBd, benumbed /. 
with cokl, and a most ghastly spectacle, but quite sensible. wns k*-:, 

cured for him, but he soon expired Captain Nicolson was found lying on the 
ground on the evening of tho 21st inst. just as her Majesty’s 9th foot was- fdl- 
Iving from a repulse under a fire, atfd forming line again. He was rarrfed by ^ 
friend to the rear, with the assistance o' some men of the 9th, with whom he ' 
must have been fighting, and committed to the. charge of Dr. McGregor. Tin* 
latter no sooner uw him than he pronounced his wound (a gun-shot through J,* 
the left breast and out at the back) mortal, and; his was one of the first bqdle* 
carri-d into the entrenched magazine of Feroxepore. Captain Egeru n, of the 
artillery, and of the quartcrma»ter general's department, was found on the. 
morning of the 23d in the village of Ferozeshuhur, almost cut to pieces, and ia - 
not likely to survive his dreadful wounds.”

When we reached Wudnee, it was evident that the force before Feroxepore 
felt the influence of our movements, as we beard that a very large portion of 
that force had been detached to oppose oor further advance ; their feeling par- . 
ties retired on the mornlbg of the 18tb before our cavalry piquets, near the village 
and fort of Moodkee. 

Soon after mid-day, the division under Major-General Sir Harry Smith, a 
brigade of that under’ Major-General Sir J. M’CaskHl, aud another of that under 
Major-General Gilbert, with five troops of horse artillery, nnd two light field 
batteries, under Lieutenant- Colonel Brooke, of the Horse Artillery (brigadier 
in command of the artillery force), and cavalry . division, consisting of her 
Majesty’s 3d light dragoon v, the body guard, 4th and 5th light cavalry, and 9th 
irregular cavalry, took up their encamping ground in front pf Moodkee. 

Tne troops Were in a utate of great exhaustiqn. principally from tho want of 
water, which was not procurable on the road, when, about three P. M.. Inform- 
ation was received that the Sikh array was advancing ; and the.troops had scarcely 
time to get under arms, and move to their positions, When tho fact was ascer- 
tained. > • ’ 

1 immediately pushed forward the hone artillery and cavalry, directing the 
infantry, accompanied by the field batteries, to move forward in support. We 
luid not proceeded beyond two miles -when we found the enemy in position. 
They were said to consist of from 15.000 to 20,000 infantry^ about the same force 
of cavalry, and 40 guns. They evidontiy had eithsr just taken up this position, 
or were advancing in order of battle against us. 

To resist their attack, End to cover the formation of the infantry, I advanced' 
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the cavalry under Brigadiers White, Gough, and Mactier, rapidly to the front, 
in columns of squadrons, and occupied the plain. They were speedily followed 
by the five troops of horse artillery, under Brigadier Brooke, who took up a for- 
ward position, having the cavalry then on his flanks. 

The country is a dead fl;it, covered at short intervals with a low, but, in some 
places, thick jhow jungle, and dotted with sandy hillocks. The enemy screened 
their infantry and artillery behind this jungle, aud su<*h undulations as the ground 
afforded ; and, whilst oor twelve battalions formed from echellon of brigade into 
Bne, opened a very severe cannonade upon our advancing troops, which was 
vigorously replied to by the battery of horse artillery under Brigadier Brooke, 
which was soon joined by the two light field batteries. The rapid and well- 
directed fire of our artillery appeared soon to paralyse that of the enemy ; and, 
as it was necessary to complete our infantry dispositions without advancing the 
artillery too near to the jungle, I directed the cavalry under firig.diers White 
and Gough to make a flank movement on the enemy's left, with a view of 
threatening and turning that flank, if possible. With praiseworthy gallantry the 
3d light dragoons, with the 2d brigade of cavalry, consisting of the body guard 
and 5th light cavalry, with a portion of the 4th lancers, turned the left of the 
Sikh army, and, sweeping along the whole rear of its in'antry and guns, silenced 
for a time the latter, and put the numerous cavalry to flight. Whilst this move- 
ment was taking place on the enemy’s l>*ft, I directed the remainder of the 4th 
lancers, the 9th irregular cavalry, under Brigadier Mactier, with a light field 
battery, to threaten their right- This manoeuvre was also successful. Had not 
the infantry and guns of the enemy been screened by the jungle, these brilliant 
charges of the cavalry would have been productive ot greater effect. 

When the infantry advanced to the attack. Brigadier Brook rapidly pushed on 
bis horse artillery dose to the jungle, and the cannonade was resumed on bo'h 
sides. The inuntry, under Major- General Sir Harry Smith, Gilbert, and Sir 
John M'Caskill, attacked in ecrrellon of lines the enemy's infantry, almost in- 
visible amongst wood ami the approaching darkness of night. The opposition of 
the enemy was such as might have been expected from troops who had every- 
thing at stake, and who had long vaunted of being irresistible. Their ample and 
extended line, from their great superiority of numbers, far outflanked ours ; but 
this was counteracted by the flank movements of our cavalry. The attack of ihe 
infantry now commenced; and the roll of tire from this powerful arm soon con- 
vinced the Sikh army that they had met with a fot; they little expected ; and their 
whole force was driven from position alter position with great slaughter, und the 
loss of seventeen pieces of artillery, some ol them of heavy calibre ; our infantry 
using that never- failing weapon, the bayonet, whenever the enemy stood. Night 
only saved them from worse disaster, for this stout conflict was maintained dui ing 
an hour and a hair of dim starlight, amidst a cloud of dust from the saudy plain, 
whtch yet more obscured every object. 

foreigFTntelligence. 

P Constantinople, Feb. 4 The ascendant which Khoirew Pacha takes in the 

councils of the government increases each day, to the detriment of HeachUi 
Pacha. Sir Stratford Canning, who is on excellent terms with the new 
minuter, had recently a long and secret conference with Khosrew. It is said 
that towards the end of M*rch the Sultan will make a voyage into Koumelia. 

We learn from Alexandria or the date of the 3rd, that Hu Highness the 
Viceroy was still at Kane, in excellent health. The Viceroy means to exteud 
his excursion to Souan. There is a current report that Mehemet Ali is fully 
determined on a visit to Europe ; lie will first proceed to Constantinople to take 
his leave of the Sultan. Hit H'glinets has, it it sdd, expressed a particular 
desire fo be at Paris at the same time as the Qu«en of England. 

Berne, Feb. 20 Yesterday the Grand Council named a commission to make 

a report on the motion of various members, who demanded th-i t the nine 
members of the executive council who put their signatures to the declaration of 
the 29th of January should send in their resignation. The cominLsion made 
their report in the sitting of the evening ; they were of the opinion that the nine 
members of the executive council should render account of their declaration, 
within one hour and a half after the resolution taken by the grand council. aAfter 
a long discussion, the Grand Couucil decided by a majority of 75 against 29, 
that the nine members of the executive couuc 1 should give an explanation on 
the 20th of February, at eight in the morning at the latest. 

IRELAND. 

The sanguinary deeds which have long attracted pub ic attention to the eondi 
tion of the huh populace have not, as appears from the accounts from Dublin, 
diminished either in frequency or atrocity. A most savage inunUr was per|»c- 
trated some twelve days since on the body of an old maji named Samuel Drum- 
mer, aged 75, at Killibegs, county Donegal. The supposed murderers are the 
son and daughter- hi- law of the wretched victim, now in custody. The mangled 
body was found in an sojaccut lake, the chest completely crushed iu, the arms 
broken, and several contusions on the »kull. From the " Newry Telegraph ” we 
learn also that a dastardly attempt at assassination was perpetrated this day 
(Tuesday) week, upon a young naan aged 20, by name George Kyle; a shot 
having been fired at him on the high road, near Keady, c« unty Armagh. 
Sixteen slugs were thus lodged in the hips and thighs of the victim, of whose 
recovery scarcely any hopes were entertained. His presence among the Orange 
party at the riot of July, in Armagh, is stated as the cause of the murderous 
attempt. According to the “ Limeiick Chronicle " a desperate contiict had taken 
place near Cush, between the police and the Rockites. Six police patrols having 
uot only beat about double their number of assailants but capturen three of the 
gang, named Dwyer, Kosheer, and Sheban. Several shots were fired, followed 
by a violent struggle baud to band, in which, as above stated, the police came off 
victorious. _ 

ELECTION NEWS. 

Captain Vtsk (Protectionist) has been elected without opposition for South 
Northamptonshire, In the room of Mr. Cartwright, resigned. 

Rspresbntation op Lincoln. — The rumour that Mr. Collett is a convert to 
free-trade principles has induced Mr. Seeley, a merchant of the city, to declare 
his intention of offering himsolf as a candidate. A brisk canvass has been com- 
menced. Mr. Jones, a tradesman, bos also expressed his determination to con- 
tent the election. 

South Nottinghamshire. — The constituency of South Nottinghamshire 
amounted, according to the last returns, to 3614. It is stated ou the best autho- 
rity, that many electors were attempted to be Influenced in Lord Lincoln's 
favour, but, rather than side with the government candidate, they refused to come 
forward at all. This may in some degrett account for the large number of 
•lectors who have not c.»rae forward to register their votes on this occasion. 
The result must be exceedingly mortifying to Lord Lincoln, at the same time 
that it will teach him this useful lesson — men of influence and in power cannot 
all at once abmdon every principle they hive hitherto advocated, and lorn over 
to diametrically opposite opinions, without incurring the moral retribution due 
t » their delinquency. A few intimate friends and expectant retainers may join 
in the speedy conversion, but the great bulk of thq people cannot be led all at 
once thus to “ wheel about and turn aboat.”

Representation of South Lancashire — A meeting of the principal free 
trade electors for south Lancashire, residing in Oldham, was held on Monday 
evening, at Oldham, to promote the requisition to the Hon. C. P. Viiliers, M P., 
and Wra. Brown, Esq., to become candidates for this division of the county at 
the next election. 

Representation op Wigan. — We may look for the issue of a writ for a new 
election, on or shortly after the 13th proximo. Notwithstanding the fact, that a 
number of Torres in the borough are, to some extent, pledged to invite Thomas 
Bright Crosse, Ksq. (late the hlga sheriff), to offer hiinseit as a candidate, we 
understand that the only step taken by the Conservatives, so far, is the origina- 
tion of a requisition (which is now in course of signature) to a brother of the re- 
tiring candidate. Captain Charles Hugh Lindsay, the third son of the Karl of 
Balcarres, who is in his thirtieth year. No public steps have yet been taken by 
the free-traders to supply the vacancy ; but there is no doubt that Ralph lhick- 
nesse. Esq., will again be brought forward.-— Manchester Guardian. 

Sir Robert Peel’s Measure. — The” Manchester Guardian” says, it is now 
confidently stated that Mr. Talbot Clintoo, M.P., the member for North Lan- 
cashire, will vote with the protectionist*, »thus neutralising the vote of his col- 
league, Mr. Wilson Patten. The “Birmingham Journal" states that Lord 
Ward, of Dudley, has gireu his proxy in favour of the government measure, 
when it comes before the House of Lords. 

Beamont InaTmrnoN— An excellent concert was given at this Institution^

This tirtwie possesses qualities that few can hope to attain, but for 
which all ought to strive ; he is always in tune, his words are distinctly heard, 
no orator more articulate ; his dramatic exprrssiou very great, whether his sub- 
ject be grave or gay ; and his pianoforte playing marked with the utmost delicacy 
and finish : with such united qualities, no wonder that he is so great u favourite. 
Maurice Davies conducted, and proved himself a worthy successor of Mr.

DEATH OF SIR ROBERT SALE. 

It is extremely painful to record the fact, thst a veteran who had passed un- 
scathed through a hundred fights, should have fallen in the 64th year of his age. 
So much interest is attached to this melancholy event, that the following brief 
memoir of Sir Rohm cannot fail to be acceptable : — Robc't Sale, a colonel in 
the service of the Hist India Company, married the daughter of Mr. Henry 
Brine, of Buckdeu, in Huntingdonshire,' and the second son of that marriage 
was the distinguished commander wiime recent death the. whole,pcople of Eng- 
land, and most of the inhabitants of British India, will deeply deplore. Sir 
Robert Sale was horn on the I'Jth of Sep* ember, 1782, and before he completed 
his fourteenth year, he had the honour of carrying hi* Majesty’s colours as an 
en-dgn in the 3dth foot, to which he was gazetted on the 24th of February, 1795. 
Within two years from that time he was advanced to the rank of a lieutenant, 
and immediately proceeded to India. In the course of the next year he ex- 
changed iuto the I2'.h, and served with the army that Lord Harris commanded 
at the battle of M*lla»edy, which memorable action took place on the 27th of 
March, 1799. Again, on the 4th of May, in the same year, we find his name 
mentioned with honour as having been much distinguished at the siege of 
Seringapuam, although still a subaltern. He served throughout the whole of 
the campaign of 1801, under General Stevenson, yet it was not until the month 
of March, 1806, that he became a captain, being then in the 24th year of his age. 

In lit ie more than three years from that time, he married Florentia, daughter of 
Che late Mr. George Wynch. Sir Robert's marriage, which took place in the 
month of May, 1809 , does not appear to have interfered in the slightest degree 
with that ardent devotion to his professional duties which seems to have been at 
all times the distinguishing feature ot his character. Within a few months alter 
his marriage, we hud that he formed part of the army which, under the command 
of Colonel Chambers, stormed the Travancorc lines; and again, under General 
Aberciombie, he aided in the capture of the Mauritius. Notwithstanding ihe 
activity and the efficiency of Captain Sale, his promotion proceeded slowly ; he 
had passed through a distinguished career of eighteen years before lie reached 
the rank of a fi^ld-offlcer, his majority bearing date in the year 1813. The 
regiment to which he belonged was the 2d battalion of the 12th; and that 
having been reduced in the year 1818, Major Sale was placed upon the half- 

C ay list. He submitted to three years of inactivity ; ” but flesh anJ 
lood could endure it no longer" — at least his temperament would allow him 
no long-r to remain excluded from professional occupation. Accordingly, in 
June, 1821, he “ pa*d the difference," exchanged into the 13th Light Infantry, 
and with that regiment proceeded in 1823 to the scene of his early services ; aod 
once more we find him engaged in the military o aerations then going forward in 
India under Sir Archibald Campbell. He was present at the capture of Rangoon, 
in May, 1824, where h ■# heroism became an object of especial notice to the mili • 
tary authorities on the spot, and of genera! ad in i ratio i throughout India. It was 
on the 10th of June in the same year that he stormed the stockades near Kem- 
mendine. That service was considered of so much importance that he received 
the thank* of the commanding officer on the field of battle. I he gallantry and 
skill displayed by hnn on that occasion were further noticed in the general 
orders issued on the 1 0th of July following. Upon the 1st of December in the 
same year he stormed the enemy’s lines, and on the ftth of that month he led a 
body of 1600 men in an affair which terminated with signal success, the enemy 
having been driven from every one of tln ir positions. He likewise achieved 
another equally distinguished victory near the great pagoda of Rangoon. On 
the 15th of December, 1824, he received a severe wound in the head while storm- 
ing an lutrenchment of the enemy near Koskein. making altogether four victories 
in the course of one m jnth ; every one of them hara-lought battles. As was to 
have oven expected, his services were again noticed in the general orders; his 
fame spread, and he was advanced to the command of a brigade sent to reduce 
Uassein, in which object he proved, os usual, to be eminently successful, as well 
as in the subsequent operations from the 10th of February to the 2d of May, 
1825. The rank of lieutenant-colonel was conferred upon him on the 2d of June, 
1825 ; on the 1st of December following he distinguished himself in command of 
the 1st brigade, repulsing the Shauns and Burmese at Prome, and attacking the 
lines and heights iu the neighbourhood of that place on the succeeding day. He 
received a severe wound ou the 18th of January, 1826, in storming Maiown or 
Mcllo. n, but his gallant conduct was immediately acknowledged by the com- 
man Jer-iii-chief, and he was presenter! with the badge and riband of a Companion 
of the Bath. On the 28th of June, 183i, he became a colonel by brevet. The 
advance throughout the campaign in Afghanistan was confided t > the 1st Bengal 
Brigade of the Army of the Indus, and from October, 1838, the command of this 
brigade was field by Sir Robert Sale. He likewise led the detachment of 2500 
men who were sent to Girishk in May, 1839 ; and on the *23d of July he commanded 
the gallant band which stormed and carried the fortress of Ghuznec. A sabre- 
wound in the chin and musket-bullets in the chest and shoulder were to Sir 
Robert the results of this formidable conflict ; but not the only results, for nix 
services were suitably acknowledged in the general orders of Lord Keane, and 
her Majoty conferred upon him the local rank of major-general, with the stir 
of a Knight Commander of the Bath ; w hile Schah Soojah-ool-Moolk added his 
name to the list of those eastern knights w ho constitute the order of the Doura- 
nee Empire. 

The forces sent to subdue the Kohistan country in September, 1840, were in- 
trusted to the command of Sir Robert Sale. On the 29th of that month he as- 
saulted and took the town aud fort ot Taolu in Durrah. Before the 3d of the 
following month the fort of Jhoolghur yielded to his attacks, and in less than a 
fortnight Baboo-Koosh-Ghur whs added fo his triumphs ; in four dnyi more he 
destroyed the fort of Kar Durrah. On the 2d of November he expelled the 
enemy under the command of Dost Mohammed Khan from the forts and town 
of Perwan ; and was enabled to return to Cauul by the flight and surrender of 
Dost Mohammed, whose submission bir William Macnaghien received. These 
triumphant results were acknowledged by Schah Soojah. Who raised Sir Robert 
Sale to the first class of tire order of the Dooranee Empire. The series of 
events which immediately preceded tire heroic defence of Jellalahad are still 
fresh in the public memory. In that year (1841) he conuounded the brigade 
which stormed the Khnord Cabul Pass, drove ihe cuemy from off the heights of*] 
Teexecn, with fcniitieui xk 1 11 forced the Jugdulhick Pas*, stormed the fort of 
Mnmoo KbaM, and finally retreated upon Jellalabad. - Here, from the 12th of* 
November, 1841, to the 7th of April, 1842, he was shut np with the garrison by 
the besieging forces. After numerous sorties, with varied success, their intrepid 
commander led the wearied prisoners to a liuai effort ; and on the last mentioned 
day attacked and utterly routed the besieging army under the notorious Akhbar 
Khan, capturing their guns, ammunition, aud camp. In forcing the Ktaoord 
Cabul Pass be wax shot through the leg, and he was also slightly wounded in 
storming the heights of Jugdulluck, where he commanded a brigade; but he en- 
joyed the gratification of contributing to those closing operations which redeemed 
the British nama iu Afghanistan ; he took a part iu the general action of Ta- 
xed! , and the recapture of Cabul; and was immediately afterwards created a 
K night Grand Cross of the Bath, receiving the thauks of Parliament for “the 
skill, intrepidity, and perseverance displayed in the military operation* in A Af- 
ghanistan.” In the month of December, 1843, he was rewarded with the com- 
mand of the 13th, or Prince Albert’s regiment of light infantry ; and after a short 
visit to his native country, he returned to India to close the 51st year of his mili- 
tary service iu repulsing a florae of barbarian invaders. — 7'iwcf 

THE SCINDE PRIZE MONEY. 

The East India Company have recently conveyed instructions to the govern- 
ment of India for the pijment of prize-money to the Queen’s troops, and those 
of the company, in pursuance of hvr Majesty’* royal warrant, dated the lith of 
November, 1845, authorising the distribution of tne booty captured in the year 
1843, in the operations of tire army employed against the Ameers of Scmde. The 
captures cunsuted ol gold and silver in bars and corns, of ornaments, jewels, and 
ornamental arms, of guns, cattle, and other property, and have realised the fol- 
lowing sums, viz.

making a total of 46.62.898 rupres ; to which are to be added the sums due from 
the government lor articles transferred to public departments, the sums due from 
individuals lor articles sold in Si ind-, and the sums which may be produced by 
the sale of tue jewels, Ac., winch are at present iu deposit at Bombay, but ordered 
to be sold. 

Her Majesty directs that onp sixth be given to all such of the troops stationed 
at or between Shukarpoor, Sukkurf, and Kurrachie, and ali such of the Indus 
flotilla stationed between Sukkur and Kurruclne on any day between the 17th of 
February and the 24th of March, 1813, both days included, as shall not be other- 
wise entitled to a share In the booty. 

'I he major-general commanding in Scinde, and the officers of the general staff 
of tire forces serving under his orders in the above-mentioned operations, are to 
share in this portion, as well as in the other portions hereinafter specified. 

The remaining five sixths to be divided into two equal parts, iu the following 
raanuer ; — one half to be distributed to the troops who fought at the battle of 
Meance, and th« other moiety to tnose who fought at Hyderabad ; the troops, 
however, who were engaged in both battles are to share 4n each moiety. Tne 
allowance of batta money which may have been received by th# troops Is to be 
deducted from the respective shares. It is further provided that the troops 
under the command of Lieutenant- Colonel Outrara, who were detached pre- 
viously to the battle of Meauee, and directed to tire the Snirkargah upon the 
right flank of the army, as well as the detachment which so gallantly defended 
the British residency on the 15th of February, and also such portion of the Indus 
flotilla as were engaged in that defence, or co-operated with the detachment 
under Lieutenant Coiouel Outram, or were in any other way employed in imme- 
diate connection with the army that achieved the victory of Meauee, should 
share as ii they had beeu actually present at the battle of Meanee ; and in like 
manner the troops o: Hyderabad should be entitled to share in the sums allotted 
to those engaged in the second battle. 

It is stipulated in the royal warrant that a portion of the ornament* and 
jewellery captured shall be restored to the Ameers, at tbe discretion of the 
government of India. 

THE DREADFUL EXPLOSION AT DO VER. — THIRTEEN LIVES 
LOST. 

Dover, Wednesday Afternoon.— Yesterday, shortly after twelve o’clock, 
an accident of a most appalling character, involving the live* of no fewer than 
eleven human beings, aud serious injury to four or five others, took place on the 
works of the South Eastern Railway, at the Koundown Cliff’, about two miles 
distant, by the explosion of u large quantity of gunpowder which had been de- 
posited in a cave in the cliff. 

As soon as the excitement consequent on the shocking catastrophe had some- 
what subsided, infonm.tlo i of the calamity w as immediately forwarded, by means 
of the electric telegraph, to the officials at the London Bridge terminus, when 
Mr. ilberry, the superintendent oi the line, accompanied by Mr. Richardson, the 
inspector of the general works, and other officers of the company, proceeded with 
all possible despatch to institute inquiries into tbe cause of tire accident. The 
parciculars attending the catastrophe may be gathered from the following sum- 
mary of fact* elicited during the inquiry ; — . 


iuiuicu «•» .... *ea wall, or, more properly speaking, on the basement ol tb-'t po ' 
liou of the cliff which has beeu blasted for the formation of thd line, about i-R 
yards from high water mark, the cliff on the other side rising to H crmsuleraore 
height. The cave is a few feet above the level of the line, and is approached oj 
slight ridges in the chalk. It wax originally intended for a powder niagnztiv* — - 
iu remote position rendering the site one of great security — for the purpose ol 
having a prompt supply of powder for blasting. It was entered by a small door 
— considered by the authorities to be always locked, and perfectly secure — tno 
keys being kept by the assistaut engineer. The interior was five feet in height* 
and six feet in length. . 

Recently a gang of men, excavators, under the direction of Messrs. Grisscll ana 
Peto, the contractors, have been engaged in sloping the cliffs and removing 
tions of rirek that might be^ detached by the heavy rains. They acted under tho 
order ol the foreman, who was wholly under the control of the contractors, and 
were employed iu keeping the cliffs in a secure condition, the repairs of tbe per- 
manent way being performed by a party in the service of the company’s engineer. 
It appears that the men — the exact number of whom could not be ascertained, 
supposed, however, to be sixteen or eighteen — were perfectly aware that gun- 
powder was kept in the ca\e, for *6 late as last Saturday, finding that unpleasant 
weather was coming on, they endeavoured to force an entrance to the cave for 
shelter, when they were informed by a man nanred Thomas Dingley, the fore- 
man of the plate layers, of the dangerous contents, and lie opened the door to 
satisfy them, and pointed out two barrels of powder, containing 2 cwt. each. 
Yesterday the gang were at work at the same place, near the cave, sloping tho 
cliff, when, at about half-past twelve o clock, there caine on a heavy shower of 
rain. The labourers not heeding the previous caution, ran to the cave, and fintl- 
tng it locked, they without much hesitation forced it open, and went in. I hey 
were all seen in it by a carpenter of the name of Watkm», in the service of the 
company, who noticing them in such a dangerous situation, remonstrated with 
them, and advised them to leave. This advice, howet er, they did not evince any 
desire to adopt, nnd Watkins left. He, however, had not proceeded more tha*i 
fifty yards, before he heard and felt a terrific explosion, and found that the pow der 
in the cave had exploded. The poor fellows were blown out as if from a mortar, 
and their mangled and blackened b-dies presented a shocking spectacle. Ax ma» 
be supposed, they were thrown a considerable distance, and in several instance* 
tbe bodies were completely severed. Eleven were found to have been killed, no 
doubt, instantaneously. Four or five were picked up seiiouslv in filmed, and it ** 
a question whether two of them ere this are not added to the list of dead. The 
survimrs were, with all dispatch, removed to the terminus of the towu, as also 
the bodies of the sufferers. 

Owing to the fearful character of the explo*ion, it is somewhat remarkable 
that a large portion of the cliff was not displaced. Such, however, wax not tb« 
result, and even the cave esraped with buttrifling Injury. Sinnll pieces of chalk 
were blown down, but not of such a character as to eiuwnger the. security of tho 
cliff in the slightest. It lias been strictly examined in every quarter, and is per- 
fectly sound. Tho accident produced not the least obstruction to the passage* of 
the trains. With regard to the cause of the explosion, a report has been circu- 
lated that one of the men was smoking a pipe in the cave, and that a spark from 
it falcon to one of the barrels, and thus lpd to the melancholy affair. It is, how- 
ever, stated that the barrels were secured in wrappers, and ths*t a spark could 
not have got inside. Be that as it may, it is more likely that some of the powder 
might have sifted through the wrappers, nnd a spark falling on it would hava 
fired the contents. The inquest on tho bodies is to be held this evening* beforw 
the borough coroner. 

THK MUTINY AT DINAPORE. 

The following is an extract of a letter from the above station, giving details df 
a murderous conspiracy against the Europeans, which had Just been provi- 
dentially frustrated : — 

“ We have all had a most wonderful and miraculous escape here, for there ha* 
been a plot against Dinaporo arid every Euro|>erm, all of whom were to have 
beeu murdered, the town burnt, and the barracks taken possession of by tho 
Ncpaulese. I will relate to you the story as I have heard it, and you may rely 
on the truth and accuracy of it. Whilst the row was goiog ou in the Punjab, 
and almost all the troops were there, it was prop ped to the King of Nepaul to 
murder all the inhabiunti at this station, and take pnssersiou of the place. The 
man who made this proposition was the moonshee of the 1st regiment, who wm 
to he made the king’s vizier. He was to bribe the whole of the Mussulman 
Sepoys, and to raise men in the king’s senfico, take the barracks, and murder *11 
tlte European soldiers and inhabitants. For this purpose he received, they say, 
three lacs of rupees, and thousands of rupees have, I believe, been found in li is 
house, done up into small parcels. He bribed several of the Mussulman Sepoya 
of the 1st regiment, and offered a large bribe to two of the head Jemadars and 
Subadars; they accepted the bribe, aud signed the receipt for it before four wit- 
nesses, and the moonshee revealed to them the whole plan, to which tlrev readily 
assented. After he had settled every thing with them, and lud taken his depar- 
ture, the Jemadars and Subadars went slick to Miyor Roweroft, commanding the 
1st regiment, who was juft going out in his buggy, and told him that they wanted 
to ypeak to him. He said they must come at another time, a* he was in a hurry ; 
but the men told him it was something very particular am) important, and they 
then related to him the whole plot. He told therh to go to themoonshee’s house 
that evening, under pretence of asking him some questions; und he went him- 
self, I believe, with a guard, surrounded the house, and, of course, nabbod tho 
moonshee, who was clapped into the main guard cells, with two Kuro;*ean sen- 
tries with muskets before the doors, with orders to shoot him if he tried to 
escape. He was sent to Patna for trial the other day, and must feel in rather an 
awkward predicament, as letters have been found upon him which, they say, 
prove the whole affair, and some say that he will be hanged, ocher* that be will 
be tied toacuinon nnd blown to pieces. The massacre was to have taken place 
last Sundat, Spring chqrch time, when the rascals were to have, gape to the bar- 
-racks. taken possession of ihenrraiand ammunition, and havenisqqd into church 
and murdered all the European soldiers, and also all the officers’; eome were to 
have gone to the bungalows of the different people and sacked them ; and then a 
regiment was to have been sent over by the King of Nrpnul ; In fact, there wa* 
to have been a regular mutiny among tKe Jacks. It is rather amusing, isn’t it, 
when you come to think that you have escaped being murdered in cold blood. 
Next mail I shall lie able to tell you more about it. There has been a robbery 
committed at Patna, at the house of a very rich Zemindar. The Dacoir* tried 
to steal all the rupees which he had in his house, but (our of them were kiilco, 
and they turn out to be Nepaulese, which looks verv suspicions. The grenadiers 
and light infantry of the 6Gih have been sent, with three officers, to Patna, to 
guard tbe treasury, which, lh»y say, is to be attacked to-morrow by all the 
rabble. Should they try It, they will find rather a warmer reception than they 
bargained for.

DREADFUL CATASTROPHE AT WEST DERBY. 

Very considerate sensation ha* been excited in West Derby, and the whole of 
that popular neighbourhood, by the deplorable circumstances, thd a wieow iad.* 
of ihe name of Gitton, together with her two sons and two daughters, have ail 
died from having unconsciously partaken of a «olution of arsenic. Three weeks 
since the family consisted of six individuals, Mrs. Giiton and her five grown up 
children ; but now, with the exception of the eldest sou, I lad of about 15, they 
have all been hurried loan untimely grave. 

SrThe family of the Giltons are very generally known in’Liverpool. The husband 
of Mrs. Giiton, now dead about sixteen months, was in partnership here for some 
time with a gentleman named Walker, in the oil and colour trade. 

It appears that the workmen employed in the factory have been occasionally in 
the habit of using arsenic, for the purpose of making verditer — a composition to 
which paper stairer* have recourse in carrying on their business. For months 
previous to the last three weeks arsenic had not been used ; but then about 28 lb*, 
of that poisonous substance was dissolved In about ten rallnns of wnter, and of 
this solution the whole family, unconsciously, drank, and w ith one exception died. 

An inquest was commenced on Wednesday upon the bodies of John, Jane, and 
Margaret, the three last fatal sufferer*, «*t the Ilare and Hounds, in the village of 
West Derby, and was attended bv th* Rev. Mr. Giiton. Methodist minister, and 
brother-ln law to the deceased, Mrs. Giiton, and also by the eldest son of the de- 
ceased, and several gentlemen of the vicinity. After hearing evidence, the iu- 
quest was adjourned. 

Fsdimiamy 25 — This morning, at ten o’clock, the Inquest on the bodies of 
John, Jane, and Margaret Giiton was resumed before the county coroner, at West 
Derby. The coroner, in summing up, said it must be satisfactory to all partiex 
to know that the arsenic had accidentally communicated with the water. The 
jury accordingly found a verdict to the effect that the deceased parties had died 
in consequence of having d^ank a solution of arsenic, which had accidentally 
oozed from the drain into the well.

a fair specimen of the lake 
seamen, and at times it does 
indeed require a thorough 
knowledge of seamanship to 
encounter the heavy gales that 
are frequently experienced in 
those inland seas, whilst it is 
absolutely necessary to be well acquainted with the navigation of the 
rapids. 

T here cannot be a doubt that much hostile feeling prevails in the 
United States against the English, and should this break into open 
warfare, attempts will most assuredly be made upon Canada; it 
therefore becomes a paramount duty of the government to place the 
frontiers in the best possible state of defence. 

Wheat, barley, rye, oats, Indian com, and buck wheat are pretty 
extensively cultivated in the neighbourhood of the lakes, as well as 
most of the vegetables raised in England. At Quebec, apples and 
pears and other hardy fruit grow in abundance, but the peach and

sweeps round and forms its security. The locality is low and 
marshy, but the ground gradually rises in the interior, and the forest 
is almost impenetrable. The prosperity of Toronto does not seem 
at the outset to have been very great, as upwards of twenty years 
after its being founded the total. number of inhabitants did not exceed 
1200 ; in 1826 it amounted to 1670; in 1836 it was 9652, and from 
this period the increase was rapid, for three years afterwards it was 
15,000, and at the present time cannot be much less than 20,000. 

The principal streets of the city are six, running parallel to the 
shore, and about two miles each in length, crossed by other streets at

they possibly could, and then return to their native land and enjoy 
their plunder in affluence and case. 

The recent manifestations of the United States towards hostility 
with England must very naturally have drawn the attention of 
ministers to Canada, where assuredly discontents have prevailed, and 
which it is the duty of all governments to endeavour to remove. 
The adjacency to the United States may be looked upon as hazardous 
to our retention of the United Provinces, but we earnestly hope that 
the Canadians will adhere to the fidelity they have always cherished 
for England, and, in fact, at present, we entertain no fear of a defal- 
cation. Still it is the paramount duty of an executive to give no 
cause for disaffection, but in all wavs strive to cement the bond 
which unites the colony to its head. We firmly believe that the con- 
dition of Canada is becoming much better understood, and as this 
progresses in the public mind, the importance of possessing it as one 
of our dependencies will be more clearly ascertained. Nothing can 
sxwrtaii* than (hat the mlauuUtratiou of England is awaken- 
ing to the necessity of providing better defence, as active operations 
are now being employed in strengthening our line of frontier, and 
the arsenal of Woolwich has been ordered to make and supply a great 
quantity of artillery for a chain of forts and batteries to repel the in- 
vasion of an enemy, and which accounts from the United Provinces 
state are in preparation to receive the guns. Our conviction is, 
that after all there will be no war, for the United States cannot afford 
it, not even with the foolish declaration of French neutrality, But 
otherwise we have no doubt that the aspiring ambition of our trans- 
Atlantic brethren would plunge them into hostilities ; in fact, they 
have declared as much, and in their proud assumptions have taken 
upon themselves to express an opinion that in after times both conti- 
nents of America must receive their laws from Washington.

right angles for a mile inland. The distinctive modes of building 
may be easily traced, the houses originally being formed of wood ; 
but as fires have frequently occurred, the spaces have been filled up 
by handsome habitations of brick, as the subsoil of the district is 
chiefly of good clay. The wharfs and piers are generally small and 
inconvenient. It has a great many public structures, but they have 
not much to boast of architectural design in their construction. The 
principal are the Parliament Buildings, the Bank of Upper Canada, 
the city hall and market-house, the college, the lawyers’ halls, and 
the English Protestant, Roman Catholic, Scotch, and dissenting 
churches and chapels. The church establishment has its bishop of 
Toronto. Education is closely attended to, and there is a flourish- 
ing mechanics’ institution, ana seven or eight newspapers, one of 
which belongs to the Methodists. 

The appearance of Toronto is that of active industry, end perhaps 
no place in those regions has manifested a more independent spirit 
united to loyalty amongst its inhabitants. In a great measure sepa- 
rated from land intercourse, except with considerable labour, the 
caOAls afford an admirable means of conveying large burdens, and 
the steam vessels afford a quick communication with Kingston and 
the lakes; in fact, steam navigation has done, and will yet do, more 
fbr these remote places than conjecture can possibly anticipate. 
The resources of the country are becoming more and more enlarged, 
aad as active industry developes their full value, so will real wealth 
increase. It certainly is much to be regretted that intelligent engi- 
neers have not devised some means for widening the entrance to the 


grapes do not succeed, though they do at Montreal. On Lake Erie 
m the western districts of the Upper Province, peaches, nectarines, 
and grapes are brought to the highest perfection, and in some dis- 
tricts hemp, flax, and tobacco are successfully cultivated. Maple 
sugar is manufactured from the maple tree, and the spruce fir is used 
in making spruce beer. 

Kingston and Toronto are the grand entrepots for goods between 
Montreal and the widely extending settlements along the lakes to 
the west. Many towns on the Ontario have only lately been 
founded, yet the tide of emigration has been so strong that they are 

rapidly increasing in population, and bid fair to become greatly en- 
larged in the course of a few years. 

The Chippeway Indians are dispersed over the land bordering on 
Lakes Superior and Huron. The most numerous of their tribes are 
the Algonquins,who inhabit the country between Lake Superior and 
the upper course of the Ottanea. The Mowhawks live in the 
countries along the St Lawrence, and between the lakes Ontario, 
Erie, and Huron. They are principally wandering, but some few 
have settled in fixed habitations and embraced Christianity. It is 
remarkable, however, that the numbers of the Indians have long 
been, ajn^L still are* progressively decreasing, especially in the locali- 
ties of tha 'European settlements.

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RESTORATION OF SEPULCHRAL MONUMENTS. 

Rngisid if richer in storied monuments of the deed t h e n perhaps 
any country in Europe. Her village churches are filled with them. 
But there Is perhaps no country in which they have suffered more 
from violence and the tasteless guardianship of ignorance or super- 
stition. How, however, a better spirit U abroad, and in most parishes 
the task of restoration is proceeding with a just knowledge of archi- 
tectural peculiarities and a sacred love of the claims of public or 
biographic history. In no place is this more apparent than in the 
heamiftil chur ch of Cob ham , t" The chancel of that “ humble 

fane” is celebrated for a series of bra ss es thirteen in number, me- 
iw w ui f of the and Brookes* the proud ancestors of the 

present Darnleys of Cobham. These have been cleaned and reno- 
vated with great care, and they now present an unrivalled exhibition 
of the art of monumental brass engraving. In addition to these the 
three ancient seats for the officiating priests of the mass and the 
beautifully carved piscina have been restored to their pristine beauty. 


the ancients are too well known to need mention here ; but the se- 
pulchral monuments of the middle ages are so numerous, and so 
various, as to require more minute description and classification. 
The earliest monumental tombs found in this country, which can be 
considered as at all of an architectural character, are the stone coffins 
of the eleventh and twelfth centuries : the covers of these were at 
first simply coped (en dos d’ane), afterwards frequently ornamented 
with crosses of various devices, and sometimes had inscriptions on 
them ; subsequently they were sculptured with recumbent figures in 
high relief, but still generally diminishing in width from the head to 
the feet, to fit the coffins of which they formed the lids. 

The tombs’ were sometimes placed ^beneath low unornamented 
arches or sepulchral recesses, formed within the substance of the 
church wall, usually about seven feet in length, and not more than 
three high above the coffin, even in the centre ; at first circular at the 
top, afterwards obtusely pointed ; they often remain when the figure 
or brass, and perhaps the coffin itself, have long disappeared and been 
forgotten. On many tombs of the thirteenth century, there are 


relieved with niches, eurmounted by decorated pediments, ench con- 
taining a small sculptured figure, as In the monument of Sir Oliver 
Ingham, at Ingham Church, Norfolk, 1344; sometimes with on 
imitation of a row of windows, as in the monument of a priest, in 
Beverley Minster. Other tombs, about the same period, but more 
frequently in the fifteenth century, were decorated along the aides 
with large square panelled compartments, richly foliated or quatre- 
foiled, and containing shields, as on a monument in Meriden Church, 
Warwickshire. 

Many of the tombs of the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries appear 
beneath arched recesses, fixed in, or projecting from, the wall, and 
indosing the tomb on three sides ; and these were constructed so as 
to form canopies or festoons, which are often of the moat elaborate 
and costly workmanship. They are frequently flat at the top, par- 
ticularly In the later period, as in the monument of King, the first 
bishop of Oxford, in Christ Church Cathedral, and a very elegant 
one in Wolstan Church, Warwickshire. These canopies were some* 
times of carved wood, of very elaborate workmanship ; and some-

One monument only remains to be repaired — the altar-tomb of Sir 
George Brooke, Lord Cobham, and governor of Calais in the reigns 
of Edward VI. and Mary ; that completed, the early English chancel 
of “ little ” Cobham Church will present a perfect monumental his- 
tory of England, through the long period of five centuries. 

To enable the public to discriminate end pronounce a correct 
judgment in cases of future proposed restorations, we hs7« appended 
a brief historical view of monumental architecture from the earliest 
to the present times, end we trust to see the styles which it attempts 
to distinguish religiously preserved against the inroads of— falsely 
called — “ improvement” 

Sepulchral monuments have in all ages been favourite subjects of 
architectural decoration, according to the taste of the period in which 
they are built, which is sometimes long after the death of the person 
to whose memory they are erected ; though, in the generality of cases 
they are nearly contemporary with it, usually, of course, built shortly 
after the decease of the person whose body is interred within, but 
frequently also prepend by themselves during their lifetime, espe- 
cially in the case of prelates in the middle ages. The mausoleums of 


plain pedimental-shaped canopies over the heads of the recumbent 
effigies, the earliest of which contain a pointed defoliated arched 
recess ; towards the end of the century these canopies became gra- 
dually enricbed with crockets, finials, and other ecclesiastical details, 
as in the tomb of Edith Astley, in Hillmorton Church, Warwick- 
shire, who died about the close of thi« century. 

In the reign of Edward I. the tombs of persons of rank began to 
be ornamented on the sides with armorial bearings, and small sculp- 
tured statues, with pedimental canopied recesses ; and from these we 
may progressively trace the peculiar minutiae and enrichments of 
every style of ecclesiastical architecture, from that period to the 
Reformation. 

Altar or table-tombs, with recumbent effigies, are common during 
the whole of the fourteenth century ; these sometimes appear be- 
neath splendid pynmidieal canopies* or flat festoons. At thebe- 
ginning of this century the custom commenced, and during the,latter 
part of it prevailed, of inlaying flat stones with brasses ; sepul- 
chral inscriptions, though they had not yet become general, are more 
frequently to be met with. The sides of these tombs are sometimes 


times the altar- tomb of an anther date was at a later period enclosed 
within a screen of open-work, with a grained stone canopy, and an 
upper story of wood, forming a mortuary chapel or chantry. 

In the early part of the sixteenth century the monuments were 
generally of a similar character to those of a preceding age; but 
alabaster slabs, with figures thereon, cut in outline, were frequently 
used. The altar-tombs, with figures in niches, carvod in bold relief, 
were also frequently of alabaster, as is that of John Noble, 1552, in 
St. Aldate's Church, Oxford. Towards the middle of this century 
the Italian style of architecture had come Into general use. Wade*s 
monument in St. Michael's Church, Coventry, 1556, is a good 
example of the mixture of the two styles which then prevailed. 

In the two following centuries every sort of barbarism was intro- 
duced on funeral monuments ; but the ancient style lingered much 
longer in some places than in others, particularly in Oxford. The 
tomb of Sir Thomas Pope, founder of Trinity College, who died in 
1558, in the chapel of that society, shows rise altar-tomb in its de- 
based form, after the true era of Gothic architecture had passed

AFFAIRS ABROAD. 

While a powerful and protracted interest is being manifested 
in the gigantic scheme of change which a Prime Minister is just 
now forcing upon the Parliament and the people — while free 
trade is the aura popularis with which the pilot swells his sails— 
and the social revolution that is being effected, whether for woe 
or weal, fixes the full gaze of society upon the great legislative 
struggle which is just now in the agony of its passionate strife — 
while the eyes of the multitude turn now to the election commo 
tion in their metropolitan stronghold, and anon to the violent 
county contests which conscience and a sense of principle have 
forced upon so many public men — while the swaying voices of the 
constituencies are being listened to by day, and the magnificent 
plausibilities of the Minister are cheered and wondered over by 
night, there are still (besides its entranced enthusiasm over a subject 
of IHe strongest interest to itoelf) other doiierdf attention, whig h 
history requires from every refieetive people*— duties which point 
to events beyond the domestic limit, an<U claim a watchfulness 
towards the progress of other nations, even amid the laborious 
responsibilities of its own affairs. 

There is no citizen of England who is not influenced to be- 
come also — by her immense weight in the scale of nations — to 
certain extent, a citizen of the world ; there is no educated 
Englishman who can afford to be indifferent, even amid events of 
utmost domestic turmoil, to the progress and history of modern 
Europe, or of the immense tracts and empires beyond the seas. 
And this is not a time when nations are standing still. Within 
the last few days the foreign intelligence which mails and ex- 
presses have brought to our shores have been replete with excite- 
ment With the sound of war and victory which has reached us 
from our unbounded Indian empire, have come repetitions of 
those fearful warnings against the lust of conquest and the aggres- 
sions of ambition, which Algiers, through blood and mnrder, has 
ever missived unto France. The threat of far-spread conspiracies 
discovered in the bleeding heart of Poland has promised to 
avenge recent religious persecution, and to call back ancient 
liberty with the voice of revolution and despair. The attempt 
would perhaps have unfolded less of hope than glory ; and the 
working of Russia's despotic vigilance wojukl soon curb back into 
s* passive bondage the spirit that would break its chain. But that 
the bold and burning thought was kindled into a flame, our 
foreign correspondence has abundantly corroborated. In Spain, 
the crude fragments — the disjecta membra — of another ministry 
are scattered among the ruins of a shattered constitution. And 
America, if she be less loud with her blast of defiance, and less 
presuming with her vaunt of war, is still stirred deeply — and that 
scarcely with peaceful influences — by that great territorial ques- 
tion which disputes with this country the issues of treaties and 
the rights to possessions, which the sword may be called upon to 
confirm. In the meanwhile, France and England are still carry- 
ing out the strength of civilisation upon the River Plate ; so that, 
in the momentary aspect of our present foreign intelligence, we 
are presented with — 

1. The prospect of a war of possession with America. 

2. The certainty of a war of subjugation in India. 

3. The alarm of revolution in Poland. 

4. A war of retribution and protection against Rosas. 

5. The recurrence of. disasters to France in her aggressive 
injustice to Algiers y and, 

The dissolution of the ministry in Spain, and a fresh cam- 
paign of government for a country in which all the noblest ele- 
ments of power have perished and passed away. 

It is at least worth while to cast a glance upon this position of 
affairs abroad. 

With regard to America, all home apprehensions are for the 
moment lulled. England, in her intercourse with other powers, 
now looks towards Peace as harbinger of tbe happiness of 
nations; and not hastily, or with indifference, will she. per- 
mit its blessings to disappear from her political horizon. But 
she has still a dearer treasure io her national honour, and this, 
men feared that England would be driven to bloodshed to 
maintain. And, at first, the President’s Message, tended to 
foment uneasiness in the British public mind. The immense 
commercial stake of a war with the United States awed the 


mercantile spirit, and there was a slight action upon the funds* 
The last packet has dissipated the alarm. A strong spirit of con- 
ciliation had infused itself into one influential section of Ame- 
rican politicians — the common sense view of the question that, 
in these civilising times, a triumph of negociation would be 
better than the most brilliant victory by the sword — had flashed 
some of the better lights of conviction upon an obstinate and hot- 
headed community ; and although their self-glory flattered tbe 
belief that all the yielding would be oars and all the acquisition 
theirs, the perception was in them, that the Oregon question, like 
the old question of the boundary, would come to a diplomatic 
end — that the commercial Cobdens of England would repay 
them for their vanished speeches with eternal purchases of corn, 
and that tbe Old World and the New would settle down into an- 
other Ashburton amity, peaceful and prosperous as the one 
already matured 

Tbe last belief is the best— the hope of peace we are willing 
to think the most likely of realisation. The funds make capital 
barometers. Still, thoughtful citizens will not lose sight of the 
fact, that the Oregon question is still in reality an open question 
of war, and that it has to be conducted to a peaceful terminal 
amid all the tortuosities of American ambition, vanity, and want 
of faith. 

Of the fresh war in India, we shall have more to write when 
we are more informed upon its merits. At first blush, we appear 
forced into what has begun in self-defence, and will end in Sikh 
subjugation. We believe that glory has attended — we feel that 
it will attend our arms; and we participate with the community 
that anxiety for authentic and official intelligence which pervades 
so large a portion of tbe community nearly and dearly interested 
in the events of the war. But until the truth is made Impressive 
and circumstantial to us in a reliable form, we shall neither 
indulge in social or political speculation upon the awful and 
responsible battle we have begun to wage. 

That the embers of Liberty still smoulder in cruel-fitted 
Poland — that in the land of Kosciusko the flame of Freedom has 
more than a fading flicker — has been revealed in the astounding 
announcement of a conspiracy — everywhere organised, and 
nearly everywhere matured — to disenthral her from the Russian 
yoke. But the discovery of the plot has preceded its explosion ; 
and for Poland, the dark destiny seems still upon her that has 
converted a land of warriors into a land of slaves. The power of 
the gallant people seems crushed utterly ; and Europe now only 
mourns over the melancholy fortunes which she might have been 
just and geueroua enough to have rescued from their adversity, 
ere yet the cloud became too dense for any human dissipation. 

While France and England are still teaching to Rosas a lasting 
lesson of civilisation, the former power should be experiencing 
bitter and baffling reverses in its own tyrannous aggression 
upon Algi&i> Abd-el-iCader is again to be seen in the dis- 
tance, to be again marched against in' vain. * Hfo fi a scos 
though flitting warfa/c puzzles the commanders and tortures the 
truth ; though evei; visible he is never vincible, and whatever he 
appears it is still as a blood-meteor upon their path. France, dis- 
satisfied with her conquests, recalls her marshal heme to defend 
in her senate the policy which has cost her so much of blood 
and treasure; and yet it is rumoured that the government 
of Algiers is to be made vice-regal, and that the representation of 
its sovereingty is to be delegated to the Doc d’Aumale ! There 
is a sod fatality in this vain clinging to a marked and monstrous 
error, which all Europe condemns and deplores in France. 

Little English interest now attaches to the demolition or re- 
constructiou of a Spanish cabinet. Tbe Queen of Spain's mar- 
riage is no longer likely to entrap Europe into a war. For the 
fate of a ruler like Narvaez not one generous soul can care; 
in or out of office, humanity surveys him with disgust Bat it is 
only just to record that the commercial policy of Mon, the ere- 
while minister of finance, was the first advance to true statesman- 
ship that Spain has mode by any recent administration ; and had 
it retained endurance : eqnal to its wisdom, it would have been 
crowned with prosperity and success, and have given at least one 
aspect of sunshine to Affairs Abroad. 

HONESTY OF THE PEOPLE. — MINISTERIAL 
DEFEATS. 

Most distinctly, most emphatically is public opinion expressing 
itself against the Minister upon that question of political morality 
which we are so anxious the country should discuss. And we do 
solemnly believe that its discussion is one in which the constitu- 
encies, for the truth and honour of their representatives, apart 
from their own predilections, are willing and desirous to join. 
They feel a sort of participation in the disgrace which so many 
public men are now incurring, so long as their voices are silent 
and their hands tied. They, many of them, plainly tell their mem- 
bers of Parliament, that it is their will to have their bonds loos- 
ened, and that they seek another and a better exercise of thoir 
franchise in favour of honesty, consistency, integrity, independ- 
ence, and the higher virtues of political life. They may deem 
free trade better than protection, or they may vision forth a 
frowning ruin from its dread predominance; they may see in it the 
fabulous happiness of an Utopia, or behold it as the wooden horse 
which it is the passionate prophecy of their Cassandra shall bring 
rain to their Troy ; nay, to further the simile, they may in Peel 
detect another Ulysses — if not as wise, at least as wily, as plau- 
sible, and as dishonest as the Greek of old. But whatever their 
belief in the Minister's policy — in whichever view, they take his 
mighty speculative measure — they wish to mark their sense of 
the iniquity of his conduct, and of those whom he has oonverted 
to his aims. And whenever they can express a pointed and de- 
cided censure, they do; so that, if elections afford a criterion of 
public feeling, the indignation of the country is speaking onr. 
Look, first, at the important issue of the contest in South Notting- 
hamshire ! There a great county has displaced a cabinet minister 
— a representative of two apprenticeships — fourteen years the 
servant of the constituency who now discard him on the ground 
of political apostacy. Thus is 1$ that every man whom Sir Robert 
Peel appoints, M office no sooner discovers its badge to the people, 
than it is accepted svs the symbol of disgrace 1 
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Mr. Gladstone took office, and he is without a parliamentary 
seat Captain Rous took office, and Westminster rolled her idol 
in the dust Lord Lincoln, who is a Cabinet Minister, takes the se- 
cretaryship of Ireland and becomes a visitor to Maynooth, and South 
Nottinghamshire at once proclaims her participation of the popular 
disgust. The renegade colleague of a renegade Minister may go to 
Dublin if he will — he may even be sent as far as Jericho for that 
matter — but not for the old true constituency he abandoned shall 
he sit among the Commons of England. Nol they return a pro- 
tectionist opponent of Peel upon grounds of public honesty, and 
they return him by a majority of nearly 7001 The fact — treat 
it how you will — is in this case astoundingly significant and plain- 
speaking, because Lord Lincoln was mixed up by family attach- 
ments with the county, and when he took upon himself his late 
struggle — he must have done it desperately — he must have been 
driven to it determinedly — for he had to oppose his own Father 
in the fight That father had expressed an anxious wish that he 
should retire from the painful contest — he did not seek to array 
his natural # influence against his child — he did not wish the 
hereditary representative of his house and race to drive the iron 
into his soul — in the presence of a phalanx of political friends — 
before a whole family of neighbours, tradespeople, and tenants, 
who must witness and deplore the agony, and behold, though 
with a generous sympathy, the affliction he was fated to endure. 
Why did Peel, to strengthen his apostacy, thus destine the Duke 
of Newcastle to be tortured by his son ? Why force the Earl of 
Lincoln to desecrate the sanctuary of filial obedience and love — 
when no Roman virtue could have been called for — no Spartan 
resolution have been enforced by any immediate exigency of the 
country or the times? The more unnecessary the sacrifice the 
broader its aspect of wickedness and cruelty; and in proportion 
to the strife of trying to win in such a battle, is the disgrace and 
bitterness of the Minister’s defeat The blow he would have 
inflicted upon consistency has recoiled with retribution upon his 
Cabinet and himself. 

Again South Northampton has returned Mr. Vyse, a protec- 
tionist, unopposed! North Nottinghamshire has yet its fiat to 
award. Stamford has called for the resignation of Sir George 
Clerk, who beats the bush round his conscience — doubtful 
whether he will resign or not. Mr. Austen, a liberal, is about to 
fight Guildford against Peel ; while the Hon. Captain Gordon, the 
brother of the foreign secretary, announces to his constituents 
that he has resigned his seat at the Board of Admiralty, rather 
than falsify the understanding upon which Aberdeenshire sent 
him to the House. In this last case the Minister divides brother 
agaiost brother, as in the former he divided father against son ! 

In the meanwhile, the Corn Law Debate is drawing to a close, 
but every step of the conflict proves that the question of Public 
Honesty is uppermost in the Legislative mind. 

One man winces under it and is silent ; another speaks in the 
faltering accents of\excuse; a third brazens out an unblushing 
tergiversation ; a fourth reasons upon the ‘effects of a bad mo- 
rality ; and a fifth revels in the strength and bitterness of an in- 
dignant exposure. Upon the latter tack Mr. Fenrand was on 
.^Xnesday night in his very element, and fierce and merciless was 
the castigation which the Peel converts received at the hands of a 
member who, in the heart of a ministerial hypocrisy, proclaimed 
his [bold belief that the country still maintained virtue enough to 
he consistent in its attachment to the character of an honest man* 


LEGISLATION FOR IRELAND. 

The subject of crime in Ireland is one which will immediately 
and prominently engage our attention. The attention which we 
have brought pictorial ly to the illustration of the condition of the 
peasantry of that distracted country will prove that we have not 
failed in Christian interest in the present fate and future prospects 
of a people, bouad up, as we hope, in an indissoluble union with 
Eogland, which strengthens the British empire, and is the only 
hope aod source of prosperity for Ireland herself. Parliament has 
begun to legislate upon the subject; and from the disclosures of 
the Minister in the Commons, and the propositions of Earl St. 
Germans in the Lords, we now know that measures are in con- 
templation of the highest social and moral importance to the 
anxious sister kingdom. The repression of crime is one great and 
'valuable purpose in view ; an alteration in the franchise, and in 
the action of corporation influences, appears to be meditated ~ 
with what wisdom, it is as yet impossible to conjecture ; and from 
questions asked in parliament by Mr. Stafford O’Brien on Wednes- 
day evening — from the cautious answer of Sir James Graham, 
and the less vague aod not unstartling explanations of Lord John 
Russell — all to the effect that the new secretary, the Earl of 
Lincoln, bad made to Mr. Dennison a communication which satis- 
fied the latter gentleman’s views (those views being known to be 
in favour of the appropriation of ecclesiastical property), we may 
reasonably gather that some Church legislation is being concocted 
for Ireland which will probably disorganise the Protestants of 
that country as fearfully as free trade has alarmed the protec- 
tionists of this. Until, therefore, some^f the projected measures 
come before us in a tangible form, we are most unwilling to 
plunge into hasty and undigested discussion; and therefore we 
abstain for the present from opening ground upon a subject, upon 
which, however, our readers may believe that we shall not long 
be silent, and are ever most watchfully alive. 

Mill-Ownerh fined. — Al the Borough Court, Stockport, oa Saturday, the 
cases "of Mes*rs. James and Nancy Howard, of Brimmington ; Mr. Joseph 
Mayer, of Hope Hill ; Messrs. James Wilkinson (the ex-Mnyor) and Son, 
Heaton Lane; and Mr. Thomas Walmslry, of Heaton Lane, which had been re- 
manded for a month for the Attorney-General's opinion on a point of law, 
whether 44 gearing" meant "machinery” In the Factory Act, was re-opened. 
Tne Court was informed that Sir James Graham had declined sending in the 
case as prepared for the opinion of the law officers of the Crown, alleging that 
the magistrates were quite capable of forming a correct opinion upon the con- 
struction of the sections referred to. The bench then held that “ gearing ” was 
not “ machinery ” (the contrary having been argued by Mr. Trimmer, the factory 
Inspector), and therefor^.all the cases came within the clause which indicted the 
smaller tine, from 21. to 5/ Mr. Trimmer intimated that such an opinion was at 
variance with all the decisions in the neighbourhood, and therefore tin* matter 
would ultimately be brought before the Crown. The Mayor remarked that the 
term “machinery” did not occur in the informations. Messrs. Howard aud 
Messrs. Wilkinson were fined 21. and costs ; Mr. Mayer, 3/. and costs ; and Mr. 
VT alms ley, bl. and costs, being the full penalty. — blanch' ster Courier .

Civil War in the City.— O n Saturday morning, Mr. Dadd, superintendent 
of the Waterman’s Steam Packet Company, and Edmund Macky and John Ire- 
land, two of the crew of the Waterman. No. 5, were liberated from Newgate, 
after an incarceration of thirteen days. They were convicted on the 9 th instant, 
for the part they took in resisting the water bailiffs, city police, and others, act- 
ing under the authority of the lord mayor, who removed by force the barges 
forming the St. Paul's Wharf pier. Directly they quitted Newgate, they each re- 
ceived a handsome present in money, and a new suit of clothes. They were also 
entertained at a public breakfast at the offices of the City Steam Packet Company, 
in Earl Street, Bla:kfriars. 

General Steam Navigation Company. — T he half-yearly general meeting of 
this company was on Tuesday held at their office, Lombard Street. The meet- 
ing was numerously attended, Mr. Wilkin in the chair. The report, which was 
of a very satisfactory character, was unanimously adopted, aud the usual divi- 
dend and bonus declared, after which the meeting separated, highly g rati lied 
with the prosperous state of their affairs. 

The Bey of Tunis has issued an edict declaring the blacks throughout his 
dominions free. 

Major-Genrral Lord Saltoun, K.C.B. and G.C.B., is to have the 55th 
regiment, vacant by the decease of General Sir William Clinton, G.C.B. 

A meeting had been held at Calcutta to collect subscriptions for the relief of 
the distressed Irish. No less than 23,356 rupees were at once subscribed. 

It is proposed to celebrate the hundredth anniversary of the last witch- 
burning on the Brocken, by a national feast. The last occurrence of this nature 
took place on June 21 . 1749. 

Gluck and Beethoven — F or the maintenance of the monument erected to 
Beethoven in the Wahring Church at Vienna, and the restoration of the monu- 
ment above the grave of Gluck, in the M at z stein church yard, in the same city, 
and but recently discovered, a subscription was set on toot toVards the end of 
last year. Will it be believed that iu musical Germauy it now amouuts to only 
somewhere about 4/ 10s.! 

Colosseum. — I t was agreeable to learn that the prices, reduced for the ac- 
commodation of the young folks during the Christmas holidays, but which have 
since been liberally continued, hate well answered expectations. Wc were told 
that for some time past the visitor# have numbered nearly 2000 a week. In this 
instance, as in most others, reduced prices are eventually advantageous. We 
were glad to see so many young persons present — the several exhibitions are 
peculiarly adapted to charm as well as to instruct and improve them. 

Fire at Cambridge — A fire of a very alarming nature broke out some time 
after midnight on Saturday night las:, in the iron works belonging to Messrs. 
Headier, of the Market Hill, Cambridge. The loss is estimated at upwards of 
3000/. £ The cause of the fire is supposed to have been an overheated flue. 

Forgino Pawnbrokers’ Tickets At Woolwich Police Court, a woman 

named Anne Brown was charged with having forged two pawnbrokers’ tickets, 
which it appeared she had disposed of. Thu blank tickets she had stolen from 
the pawnbroker’s shop, and had filled them np. She was remanded. 

Death prom Extracting a Tooth — On Tuesday. Mr. Howling, of John 
Street, Tottenham Court Hoad, died iu consequence ol the extraction of a tooth. 
It appears that he fastened some silk round the tooth, it being decayed, and 
a friend of his, on Thursday last, extracted it wills the silk by pulling it vio- 
lently. The consequence was that a small blood-vessel was ruptured. The de- 
ceased was only twenty-six years of age. 

Warning to Smokers. -O n the Huh Instant, as a person was passing the 
guardhouse on the Wieden, at Vienna, smoking a cigar, he was ordered by the 
guard to lay it down. He refused, and »as immediately shot, losing one of his 
hands. This is the fifth occurrence of the same nature within a few days.

96,920.

In the counties of Hog- 
land there were ‘ 2 1 . 979, and in the counties of Wales, 1459, making ‘23,436 in 
counties. In boroughs in England and Wales the number was 12,311. In Middle- 
sex the number was 220 . The largest number was in Lancaster, where 1332 
summary convictions were filed. 

Misconduct of tiir Police.— A t the Mansion House, a policeman, named 
Maher, charged Mr. Watson and Mr. Paiker with obstructing him in his duty, 
and with a'sisitng to rescue a prisoner. It turned out, however, that the inter- 
ference of Mr. Watson was occasioned by the cruelty of the policeman to a boy 
who was selling nuts on Loudon Bridge, whom he knocked on the head, and 
scattered the nuts on the ground. Wheu Mr. Watson desired the policeman not 
to use the hoy so crueliy, the policeman took him into custody, ami separating 
him from his wife and family, with whom he was walking at the lime, took him 
to the station house. Mr. Parker, who interposed in his behalf, was also appre- 
hended. When brought before the lord mayor he discharged the defendants, and 
said he should report the case to the police commissioners.

It is stated in respect to the reading room, that the 
number of books returned to the shelves of the general library from the reading 
room is 142,179 , to the royal library, 22,408; to the closets where they are kept 
for the use of readers from day to day, 78.470 ; aud to the shelves of the reading 
rooms about 116,400; altogether 359,457 volumes; on the average 1230 a day. 
The number of readers is 71,494. 

Christ’s Hospital. — T he public suppers of this institution commenced on 
Sunday last, aud will continue on each successive Sunday evening, terminating 
with Kaster-day. It was on one of these occasions last year that her Majesty and 
Prince Albert honoured Christ’s Hospital with a visit. The ceremony is partly 
of a religious nature, consisting of the reading of a select lesson and prayers, with 
the singing of psalms before supper, aud an anthem after it.

HOUSE OF LORDS.— Friday, Fu. 20. 

Lord Lyttelton moved an address to the Crown for certain papers connected 

with the colonies.— Agreed to. 

Lord Campbell presented a petition from Cork, praying for the abolition of 
the ministers’ money. 

The Earl of Kinnaird gave notice ofhts intention, on'Monday next, to submit 
r question to the Government with respect to the proceedings of the Broad and 
Narrow Gauge Commissioners. 

Earl St. Germans said lie wished to introduce some verbal amendments into 
the Bill he had brought in the other niRht with respect to the pacification of Ire- 
land. He believed that the pro|»er course would be to move the reprinting of 
the BUI with the amendments. — Lord Campbell suggested that the proper 
course would be to withdraw the Bill and introduce a new one, containing the 
amendments.— Earl St. Germans adopted this sugegstion, and tbe Bill was read 
a first, and ordered to be read a second time on Monday .—Their Lordships then 
adjourned till Monday. 

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

General Evans took the oaths and his seat for Westminster. Mr. Gooch took 
the oaths anrt his seat for East Suffolk, and Mr. Seymer and Mr. Floyek took 
the oaths and their seats for Dorsetshire. 

Railways — On the motion of the O’Connor Don, it was agreed, t^at H 
should be an induction to the Select Committee on Petitions on Railway Bills, 
where parties h *d proved compliance with the standing orders, that they should 
have precedei eo. During the course of a somewlut desultory conversation on 
the subject of Ra Iway Bills, it was stated that on Monday the Committee would 
report on a laign number of Railway Bills, which had by them been arranged in 
groups, and it was suggested that Irish Railway Bills and Scotch Bills should 
have precedence. 

In answer to Mr. Gisborne, Sir G. Clerk said that he was not prepared to 
state at present whether the Government would iutroduce any proposition 
founded on the report of the Gauge Commissioners. There wa* an immenso 
quantity of evidence not vet printed, which the)Government must consider before 
they determined. Mr. Hudson proposed that the standing orders of the two 
Houses with regard to Railway Bills should be assimilated, and that Railway Bills 
generally should bn. permitted to originate iu the Lords as well as in the Com- 
mons, would bo a great saving of time and expense. 

The Speaker stated that he had received a letter from tbe Honourable James 
Lindsay, stating that it was not his inteniion.lo defend the return of the borough 
of Wigan. 

In answer to a question, Sir J. Graham snid it was Intended to divide the 
duties of the office of crown solicitor in Ireland, vacant by the recent appoint- 
ment of the late crown solicitor to another office, and that by the new arrange- 
ment, which was merely an experiment, a saving would be effected of 100/. a 

year. 

Potato Disk As. — In answer to a qnestion from Captain Osborne relating to 
the potato disease, Sir R. Peel said that he had since received a communication 
from Dr. Linley, stating that from experiments which he had tried, he was of 
opinion that potatoes propagated from diseasedjs«*ed were themselves diseased, 
and that therefore the greatest care was necessary in the selection of potatoes 
from sued in order to guard against the propagation of the disease. 

The adjourned debate was resumed by 

Major Cumming Buuuh, who denied that the Government measure would be 
considered a settlement of the coin law question. It wasa total sacrifice of the in- 
terests of an important class of tho community, and if this sacrifice were to be 
made to avitation, it would only give rite to a new agitation for more dangerous 
objects. If tiie Government lud been firm, the agitation would have been put 
dawn, but exporiencc proved that conceding to agitatiou only gava rise to fresh 
demands.

On the present occasion the Queen 
tiKik her statou standing a little in advance of the splendid new throne, with 
l’rince Albert and the memiiers of the royal family near her. Beyond them 
wtre grouped the ladies and officials of the household. The presentations com- 
menced with those of the cjhin* t ministers and foreign diplomatic lardy, suc- 
ceeded by the more distinguished persons who enjoy the right of entrre, and who 
have the additional privilege ol stuud.ng iu the “ circle " during the whole of the 
ceremonial. 

The fullest drawing-rooms ever known were those held Immediately after and 
in honour of the coronations of George IV., W ihinm IV., and Queen Victoria. 
On such occasions the drawing room exhibits a more dazzling display of pomp 
than iim.al. It b-ing customary fur all ladies of the rank of peeresses to wear their 
coronets ns at the coronation itself. On Thursday last her Majesty was pleased 
to wear Queen (’harlotte’s crown, and to dispense with the indispcnsald' lapjieis 
— mu.-h to the hurror of old-fashioned people, but greatly to the advantage of 
her appearance. 

This drawing room was further distinguished by the annual presentation of 
the Christ Chu.cli fe.ys to her Majesty. The sight was a peculiar one. Truly 
were they, in their quaint attire, strange visitor# within tlir walls of St. James's 
l’alace. amidst all the pomp and pageantry of a drawing-room. They were 
It idled tofo»ty in number— the most intelligent and promising boys in the school 
— and attended by four of the masters, were admitted into the throue-rooin just 
before the ceremony of the draw ing-room Commenced. The Queen, on entering 
from the royal closet, approached the boys, and with much kindness inquired 
af.er their welfare. Each of the little fellows then fell upon hi/* knees, and not* 
w ithsta nding the embarrassments of white kid gloves was able readily to pro- 
duce his map or drawing and to present it with confidence to “ his Queen,” as an 
earnest of his goodj intentions. The, Queen dismissed them with enouraging 
thanks and •* a smile ” — will the " young rascals ” ever forget it ? Be tlds as it 
may. they retired iu quick time, for wiuc and cake and wine awaited their return 
to ihe hospital. 


CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. 

Pardon of the Convict Missionary.— Hkr Majesty has been graciously 
pleated to grant a free pardon to John Potter, a runaway convict, and an order 
fur hia immediate lllierntion h.iu been received at Newgate from Sir J. Graham. 
It may be remembered that iu October last the prisoner surrendered at the 
Man ion House, .md accused himself of escaping from Van Dieman’s Lund (to 
which colony he had l>cen transported for ten years) before the term of banish- 
ment had expired. He stated that he was conversant with the dreadful horrors 
of transpoit.uion. yet he was desirous of leturning, as he was desirous of an op- 
portunity of inculcatiug religious and moral principles among the convicts, as 
they were living in an awful state of depravity. At the next session he pleaded 
guilty, and was sent' need to transportation lor the term of his natural life, after 
three months’ impi iaonment in Newgate. Since that time the matter having 
* been considered at the office of the Home Department, the result has been that 
a full pardon has be n granted. 

Henry Joseph Kclierby, aged 17, described as a printer, was indie'ed for send- 
ng a threatening letter, containing poison, to Miss Elizabeth Ward. The 
prisoner, it will be recollected, was tried in the course of the fest sessions for 
sending threatening letters to tome females in the Borough, and one to the 
churchwardens of St. tfeo ge’s, threatening to burn down the church. Being on 
bid the day l>efore he surrendered to take hi. trial, he sent two letters, one to 
Miss l heater, aged eleven, and the other to Miss K. Ward , they both contained 
a white powder, which noon examination was found to be oxalic acid. In the 
letter directed to Mi#* Chester there were thirty-five grains, and in the oilier 
It iky. In another letter he declared t liut it was his determination to murder Miss 
\\ ard ; if he could not do it by poison, he would cut her throat. The prisoner 
was tr'ed, but the evidence not t r ing sufficient he was acquitted, and was ordered 
to be detained by thr* court. While in Newgite he wrote a long letter directed 
to his brother, in which he admitted that he was the writer ol the letters ; that 
he had been in the hand of reading the nauseous trash published by I.lojd, and 
he t nought he could become a mysterious hero. If he .should escape, he would 
never act so foolishly again. The prisoner made no defence, and tailed no wit- 
nesses. Mr. Justice Williams summed up, and the jury lo.nd httn “ Guilty," 
with a recommendation tomcicy. Mr. Justice Williams sentenced him to twelve 
months' lumd labour 

Tub Greenwich Cam:. — As soon as the judges took their seats on Wednes- 
day, Mr. l.'larksun applied to their lordships to postpone the trial# ol William 
Richardson and Ann his daughter, who were jointly charged with the murder of 
Theodore Horatio lticha dson. The male prisoner was also in another indict- 
ment charged with the w ilfui murder of a male bastard child. He had nut a few 
hour* since been retained for the defence, and consequently he had not had suf- 
ficient tune to make himself acquainted with the whole bearing of the charge. 
The alleged offence had created a very great sensation in the public mind; so 
much so. that the crown had thought proper to prosecute. He »as aware that if 
he informed their lordship, tnat the circinr. stances connected with the case had 
created a great deal of prejudice in the public mind, it would not be deemed a 
sufficient cause to postpone tin* trial ; but he humbly submitted that, from not 
being prepared to defeud (he accused, he had ihowu sufficient grouuds for a post- 
ponement of the trial until the next session* 

Mr. Justice Williams — Does the crown make apy objection to the appli- 
cation ? 

Mr. Clark von said Mr. Bodkin, who represented the crown, he understood had 
received no instructions 10 < pj* *e the application. 

Mr. Bodkin said he should offer no opposition to the application. 

Air. Justice Williams — Then let the trial b« postponed uutd next session.

Court op Exchequer. — Caluicott v. Beagin. — Breach op Promise.— 
The declarai ion wa» m the usual form. The defendant pleaded, first, that he 
did not promise the plaintiff to marry her ; secondly, that he did not refuse to 

{ verform his promise to marry the plaintiff; thirdly, that the action was brought 
>ctore a reasonable lime had elapsed alter the defendant had promised; and 
la. tlr. that the plaintiff, before the commencement of the action, had afeolvcd. 
disc barged, and exonerafed the defeudaut from his promise. On all these picas 
is.ues were joined. 

Mr. Watson (with whom was Mr. Gunning) stated the plaintiff's esse. His 
e’ient was a lady of great personal attr <clloii* and accomplishments, only nine- 
teen years of age. who brought this action against a \omu gentleman, twenty-six 
years u! age, who, after making the most formal and deliberate t (forts to secure 
h-r affections and the pr .nu.e of her hand, violated his own in the most unac- 
countable manner. Tne learned counsel, after detailing the manner in whit h 
the parties became acquainted, observed that he was wholly unable to stale to 
ti e J ..ry upon what grouuds the defendant thought At to break oil ins connection 
with the plaintiff. 

Mr. Serjeant l’alfourd, who appeared for the defendant, said, that so far from 
Instructing hi n to make am imputations, his dieut was now ready to fulfil his 
engagement with the p<»intifT\ 

The Chief Baron — You’re rather late. (A laugh.) 

Mr. Watson thought It quite impossible, after the turn things had taken, and 
the length to which things had now gone, that a marriage could take [place be- 
twecu tnc psrue* with anything like a prospect of happiness. The immediate 
cause of the rupture between the (rnrties was that the defendant, after faking a 
house, and arranging for his marriage, intimated for the first time to the plaintiff 
th*t, after furnishing his house, he should only have 3ho/. or 400/ left, and pro- 
pon'd. if she th aighi fit. to absolve her from her promise.

She is a |*r»on of considerable accompli. h- 
merit, and good inannurs, From her education and manners I should say that 
she wa# rattier Mr. Bragin's superior, I hive known hurt f«»r some years. He 
was clerk tome from 1*37 fo 1 842 , and then got »nto business on the stock Kx- 
rhxnge for lurn#elf. He w as in Uie habit of visiting at my house for several years. 
In the spring of List year 1 had occasion to go into the north of England and 
M|H>n my return some communications were made to tne by Mr». Plympton re- 
lative to the defendant’s vuils to mv house, which induced me to resolve upon 
speaking to him upon ihe subject. I think it was in the mo th of June last we 
spoKe first on the subject. He addressed me, and said he supjro.ed I was much 
surprised at his frequent Tbits to mv Ionise, but that I had probably- beard they 
arose from hit attachment In Miss t'aldi, otl, and that it would be Ins greatest 
liappines* to make her Ins wife.

1 immediatelv e mirunicafed what had taken place to the 
plaintiff s father, and accompanied him the following day, 1 think, to the de- 
fendant’s house iu the Hackney Hoad. Mr. Caldicntt said he came to demand If 
the defendant meant to fulfil his obligation to inarrv his daughter. The de- 
fendant said he did no:. Mr. Cnldic ift then asked if he had any objection to 
make to his daughter’s conduct or character, and the defendant replied that he 
had not. Dresses were bought, as lie understood, for the wedding. 1 did not 
believe the defendant's communication as to his circumstances, as I had myself 
lent him on one occas on 2000 '., and on another 3000/., which he repaid me. 

Captain C.ddicott. the father of the plaintiff, stated that he had been in the 
GOth Hides up to 1820, and then retired from the army, and was engaged in the 
oflice of Sir C. Forbes and Co. He lived in Graham Street. Eaton Square. 
The plaintiff was carefully and expensively educated. He said that 50/. had 
been expended by him and his family in preparati ns for the wedding. Two 
other witnesses were called, but their evidence was not material. 

Mr. Serjeant Talfourd addressed the jury for the defendant In mitigation of 
damages. It was quite clear from the evidence of Mr. Ply mpton, that the differ- 
ence between the parties originated in a misunderstanding, which, it it had been 
treateil anietly, would have turned out to be a mere lovers’ quarrel, and the par- 
ties would have been before thi* blessed in the enjoyment of mutual affection. 
It had, unhappily, been treated differently, and the question now was. to what 
damages the lady was entitled ? He thought the jury would agree with him. 
Hi Rt very temperate damage* would sati*fy all die ju»t objects tlie plaintiff had iu 
view by bringing this action. 

The chief barmi *aid it was a case for reasonable damavo*. The jury, after a 
short consultation, returned a^verdict for the plaintiff, damages 300/. 


POLICE.

Mr. Havcoek was In such a state of ill health as not to be able to attend, m il Mr. 
Henry disposed of the case by sending the youthful offender for *21 days to Hrixton 
House of Correction. 

Worship Street — William Reduray Allen, the master builder who, it will be 
remembered, was recently brought up to tins office on a charge of feloniously 
uttering two forged lulls of exchange to Mr. David Wilson, of Brunswick Place, 
Citv Hoad, was again placed at the bar, and fully' committed lor trial.

It a |**ai«d Irom the evidence of John Lack, the footman, that 
the prisoner, with whom he had once livrd as fellow- servant , called to »ee him 
on the 7th inst., and that lie was in the pantry by himself fur some time, while he 
(L ick) and the butler were engaged upstairs, getting tea ready, in the drawing- 
room. He at length quitfed the house, and on the following morning it was 
discovered that the forks alluded to w»-re missing. Inquiries were made, mid 
the prisoner wav taken into custody. He had pledged part of the properly with 
a pawnbroker, named 1 hompson. of Fast Street, Manchester Square, whom tiie 
magistrate censured very severely for tiie readiness with winch ids shopman re- 
ceived the plate, considering the suspicious manner in which it was pledged. 
The prisoner was committed for trial.

SUPPRESSION OF AN ANCIENT CUSTOM IN DERBY.— THE RIOT 
ACT HEAD, AND THE MILITARY CALLED OUT. 

The authorities of Derby announced last week their determination not to 
permit the game of football to be again played In Derby, According to old cus- 
tom, on Shrove Tuesday. The auiimmccmert was placarded very freely, and 
every pos*ible pub. icily was given to the notice. In order, however, to secure 
the town against disturbance, and to effectually put down the play, it was 
deemed necessary that the civil power should, in case of need, have the a'sist- 
ance of the military, and lor this purpose two troops of the 5th Dragoon Guards, 
under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Scarlett, from Nottingham, were 
located here. Several hundreds of spe< ial constables were also sworn iu, and 
ordered to be on duty iu various parts of the town. 

Mdtters, however, appealed to take so favourable a turn, that It was hoped, 
and, indeed, many persons felt assured, no breach of the reace would be at- 
tempted ; and this belief wav most materially strengthened from the circum- 
stance that a body ol tiie ordinary promoters, or players, visited the town hall on 
Monday evening last, when tluy delivered up a ball, declaring their intention to 
obey trie wishes of the msyor and magistrates strictly and, cheerfully, not 
onh to abstain from playing «t football the • selves, but to use their endeavours 
to induce and prevent otners from violating the law in this respert. It was 
pretty evident, however, lrom the unusually crowded state of the principal 
thoroughfares of the town, ami particularly the Iron-gate and Corn-market, that 
the subject wa* occupying no little of the attention of the working classes. How 
far the person* who voluntarily offered to remain peaceable were sincere In their 
profession, there perhaps is no a curate mea> s of ascertaining. 

The morning of Tuesday betrayed considerable symptom* that there still Hn- 
gered'a strong disposition on the part of many individuals to set the law at defi- 
ance ;"nnd tilts feeling increased a* the hour at which the game is usually played 
drew near. Large mtmfe*rs of lad# and young men thronged the streets, but 
not to an extent sufficiently to demand the interference of the constable#, though 
it may be a question w hether a clearance would nut have been wise under the 
circumstances. There was, however, the strongest reason to expect that the 
plav was given up. The *t»ecial constables were on duty, and blocked up t lie 
Different entrances to the market-place, where the ball lias always been thrown 
up. in order tn prevent any body of men congregating there. 

Two o’clock tn the dnv Is ihe’hoiir at which the play has always commenced, 
and at this time, with the exception that a great number ol lads were in the 
streets, rather noisy, and giving various indications of a desire to see tiie game 
played, no mat rial act of insuhordin uton took place. A ball, indeed, was 
brought from the opetu g leading from Eagle Street toward* the pig market, and 
was in the water in*tanter. A general huzza was set up, hundreds rushed to the 
spot ; but the ball w.q* secured by the po'ico. and cut in pieces. Thing# went ou 
for afiont an hour, when the special constables on duty in the Morfege were in- 
sulted and nttacki d. and were obliged to exert themselves to put down the at- 
tempt to break the law. A good deal of confusion ensued, during which a ball 
was thrown out of a public-house in the Morlege, and immediately n number 
of pet sous commenced the play. The mayor ( W. E. Mousley, Esq.), Dr. Baker, 
and the rest of the magistrates who had been in attendance during the whole 
dav, were on the spot immediately. His worship was struck ou the shoulder by 
a nrickhact hurled by *otne ferocious ruffian, and seveirly bruised. Thi* and 
other proof# of the temper of the mob were too unequivocal to be mistaken, and 
it became instantly necessary to have the Hint Act read. . This was done, and the 
aid of the mtiitaty wa» called hi, th - players having, meanwhile, got the ball in 
tin- water, and were proceeding to the ifotmos. About fifty of the dragoons ac- 
companied the niavor and l)r. Baker, but the players were soon out of the limits 
or the borough, and. in 'act. at the time the military arrived many of them, as 
w« ll a< #|*c.ators, lied into the town again. Thu dragoons and magistrates then 
returned. ^

MYSTERIOUS CASE. 

A melancholy catastrophe recently happened to a family In the neighbourhood 
of Nobfehouse. which is attended with circumstances of an extremely myiterioua 
character. About a month ago. the wife of Mr. Watson, farmer at Stephenson, 
was taken seriously unwell, and, notwithstanding the best medical advice, not 
only did the virulence of the complaint continue to increase, but no idea could 
be formed as to w hat the disease really was. A female servant and Mr. Watson 
were soon after seized in the same way ; the former had not long been indiiposed 
when death terminated her sufferings. Last week both Mr. and Mrs. Watson 
came t r the same melancholy end, and many others of the family seemed ra» 
pidly hastening to the same gloomy path. In the mean time, a son and daughter 
who had been residing at Skye, returned home. The son cominga week before 
hi* sister, had not been long under his maternal roof when he was seized with 
the same complaint, and his life apparently placed in the greatest jeopardy. The 
daughter soon followed ; and no sooner had she crossed the threshold, titan the 
same un iccounlable malady laid hold of her. Three other female servants were 
also taken unwell, as also were several men connected with the farm, all of whom 
on being taken home, speedily recovered from their suffering. One man was 
removed three several times, and invariably on his return was attacked. Thw 
son and daughter were removed shortly aner the death of their parents, (and 
they are now only #lowly recovering from their severe indisposition. As was to 
be expected, the mysterious nature of the disease ha* given rise to a great deal .of 
>l>eculation. Some attribute it to the parties having eaten the mutton of sheep 
which had died of disease. This, however, is contradicted by facts, as it appears 
that during the whole of last season there has not been a diseased sheep ou the 
farm. But, independent of this circumstance, many of the persons who werw 
taken ill had purposely abstained from taking any butcher meat whatever. We 
arc informed also that the medical gentleman who attended the family frequently 
experienced attacks similar to tho*c of his patients when he had been some time 
in their house, and from which he recovered oulv when he went home. We un- 
derstand that several eminent medical men i i Edintuirgh have been consulted 
on the subject, but as yet they have not succeeded in tracing the cause ot 
the disease, except that It may be an epidemic in the house itself. Their opinion 
hss led to the conjecture that a sortof mal >ua may have been engendered in con- 
sequence of a collection ofmatter near the house from the farmyard, which it 
closely adjoins. A drain is being form' d, with a view to test the truth of this 
supposition, and no doubt the|result will be anxiously awaited.— Edinburgh Ad - 
vert ucr. 


A FRIENDLY SUIT IN CHANCERY. 

About eight years ago a 1 old lady die l^near Aylesbury, and left a gentleman 
who is a prominent member of the Court of Common Council, executor to her 
will. Her effects were to be divided equally betweeu her husband’s and her own 
nephews and nieces, which was done immediately. U wai found that a small 
farm of thirty-five acres near Harrow had been bequeathed to her for life by her 
husband, who had died thirty years before, and was upon her death to be divided 
amongst the sauio parties. The executors named in that will were dead, and 
left behind them no legal representatives. Some of thcfparties, twenty-three in 
number, having died, and their representative* having accumulated to about 
sixty, and some beiag minors, no one could be found to give a lawyer’s title to 
the estate. In this state of things tb ere appeared to be but one way of getting 
over the embarrassment, and that was by a friendly application to the Court of 
Chancery upon the subject. About two years afterwards the common -council- 
man all ded to consented to be made a defendant, with the view of settling the 
point with as little expense as possible for the legatees.

INDIAN CORN — ITS PROPERTIES AS FOOD. 

EXHIBITION IN THR OLASGOW ASSEMBLY ROOMS. 

On Saturday last, Mr. Cow-din, the consul for the United States In Glasgow, 
drew around him a larjfe party of citizens, on an invitation to luncheon in tho 
assembly-rooms, that In* might have an opportunity of exhibiting to them the 
bread and puddings which could lie prepared in various way* from Indian raesd, 
and of oxplainim: its cheapness, its nutritious qualities, and stating the vast supe- 
plies which the United States were capable of yielding to this country. Amongst 
those proent, were many of our most eminent merchant^ and manufacturers. 

After many eloquent speeches on the condition of the people of Ireland, speci- 
mens of Indian meal were Introduc ed to the meeting, consisting of several loare* 
of two distinct kinds of bread — Johnv Cakes, egg pone, puddings, Ac. These 
were cut up and copiously distributed. The principal “ fabric,” or at least that 
which may he most available among the pinched portions of (he community. In 
the exigenry which is understood to be impending, is the Indian corn meal 
brpad. According to the consul, whose statement* were corroborated by an 
American cook present, the loaf which, for distinction’s sakoj wa# called No. 1.. 
was composed solely of Indian meal, salt, and pure water. The meal used 
weighed 3 pounds ; but such was -its power of absorption, that, when baked. It 
weighed 5$ pounds. The meal, therefore, costing less that 1 id per pound, it 
followed that a loaf of this weight could be produced for about 3£d., exclusive of 
the expense of baking. The loaf No. 2. whs composed of 21 pounds of Indian 
corn meal, and one-fourth of a pound of wheaten flour, and it had swelled out, 
after baking, to 6 pounds 6 ounces. The loaf No. L. was a yellow, damp, fibre- 
less, soapv-lookmg substance, and not by any means coaxing to the palate. It 
would make, we think, a better diet than potatoes per bc ; It might be drliciou* 
to a starving man, and would always “ be better ju#t than want aye” to the In- 
digent; but we cannot conceive that it will ever displace the use of wheaten 
bread on the part of those who, by any possibility, can fiud the means of buying 
it. This, however. Is matter of taste. " No doubt the food is nutritious. It form* 
the principal part of the food of the American slaves, and (hey thrive upon l\ 
magnificently. The Johny Cakes, which »e thiuk were mixed with eggs and 
butter, and the pudding, assisted by molasses, were really very good, and being 
served hot. were highly relished by the meeting. There Is little doubt that thla 
Indian meal, either by itself. or;when mixed with flour, will become a most im-. 
portaut addition to our bread stuffs, especially when scarcity threatens ; but that % 
in ordinary tune*. It will l>e much sought after, as an article of food, by thosw 
above the rank of the wretched, we do not think at all likely. Indeed, it will be 
many a long day before the Scottish porridge are voluntarily displaced bj the 
” Indian Mush.” 

From an nged and highly respectable citizen who was present at this meeting, 
we learned that the use of Indian corn meal, in seasons of deartb, is not by auy 
mean* new in Glasgow. In the grtst famine of the year 1800, for instance, when 
oatmeal was told at 3*.Grf. per peck, and the maikct in High Street was guarded 
bv the bayonets of the military, the sufferings of the lower claiae* were much 
alleviated by an importation ot Indian corn. In the preceding famine year of 
1782, the scarcity wa# much lessened by the forethought of the benevolent David 
Dale, who caused the importation of large quantities of white peas from Belgium^ 
which, mixed with modicums of oatmeal or potatoes, made a capital rneca. 

RECEIPTS FOR UatNG THI FLOCK OF INDIAN CORN. 

The importation of Indian com, which Is going on both In England tod Sealing 
will prove of little service iu alleviating the wants of the poor, uulesi Ibry be In- 
formed of the best methods of preparing it for food. This information It is now 
in our power to afford, the following receipts, having been kindly forwarded tet 
us from North America. 

Indian corn when ground makes excellent gruel, prepared i» the same way aa 
oatmeal gruel ; and what is called mush is the same thing as Lancashire oatmeal 
porridge; but it is necessary, in maxing this, that it be very well boiled. 1m 
summer it is eaten cold, and 1* very much lixed. Treacle may be eaten with thia. 
Indian meal is considered a great improvement, either to white or brown bread : 
about one third of Indian meal should bc mixed with wheaten flour: this to 
especially advantageous in case of the Hour being damaged by wet. 

Indian bread is excellent, and i* made thus : — To a quart of sour milk, or bat- 
ter-milk, as much corn meal should be added as will make It Into a thick batter; 
a little salt, and a tea-spoonful of catbonate of soda dissolved in water, acts upon 
the acid of the buttermilk, and the effervescence causes the bread to be light: a 
spoonful of coarse sugar is an improvement, as is also a little butter or melted 
lard. This must be baked in well-greased tins, sufficiently large to allow the 
catu-s to be about an inch, thick; they must be baked in a quick oven. They 
are best eaten hot, hut are very good cold- Treacfe is excellent with these. When 
sour milk cannot be procured, fresh milk mav be ^substituted, adding a table 
spoonful of vinegar ; but the carbonate of soda must not be stirred in until just 
before putting into the oven. Another way ol making this bread is to pour 
boihug sweet milk over the meal, and, when cool, add three eggs, and a little 
salt. 

What is called Indian Slap. Jack would be very available In those part* of Great 
Britain where girdle cakes and bread of that description is used. Thev are very 
excellent, and are thu» made : — Scald a quart of Indian meal ; when lukewarm 
add a few spoonfuls of wheaten flour, half a tea-cup lull of yeast, and a little salt, 
a'.d when sufl'n iriuly risen, bake them on a’wcll-gt eased bakestone. They aro 
best eaten hi t. Another way, and the most approved here, is to mix about half 
the meal into boiling milk and water ; when cool, stir in the remainder of the 
meal so a* to make a thick batter, mixing In two or three spoonfuls of flour, three 
egg*, and two tea-spnonfuls of i-alt. 

To make Jolit.ny Cukes Scat*! a quart of Indian meal with a sufficient quan- 
tity of water to make it into a thick batter; stir in two or three sp ‘Oiifuls of salt ; 
mould it in the hand into »niall cake*, rubbing a good d»-al of flour in the hand to 
prevent them sticking. These cake# are fried in lard ; when browned on one side 
turn the other. They take about twenty minutes in baking. Eat them hot with 
treacle. 

To make Hoe Calcs: — Scald a quart of Indian meal with a pint of water 
enough to make a thick batter; stir in two tra-snoonfuls of salt, aud a small 
quantity of butter melted ; put it into a well-grea*cd tin, and bake it half an 

Hominy is made from the undressed Indian corn. The husk is freed from the 
grain in a mill, and the gram in this state resembles ahe-fiuesl tapioca. Boll it 
till soft in water. If ,1s extremely good thu* boiled; and eaten in milk, and 
with the addition of a utife sugar and spice, Wj^Xcnible# Eugli*h Immerty.

London Inventor*’ and Mechanic*’ Society — VVedumday evening a nu 
merouslv attended public meeting was held in the theatre of the Western Lite- 
rary and Scientific Institution, Leicester Square, fur the purpose of forming a 
■Oife'ty to aid the working classes in obtaining patents for their inventions. Mr. 
Dune >mb>*, M.l*. was in the chair. The Hon. Gentleman said, that the plan the 
. gentlemen by whom the meeting had been convened had In view wa* to lonn an 
association of inventors and mechanics, for the purpose of furnishing poor and 
ingenious mechanics the mean* of bringing their inventions fully Indore the 
public. (He.»r.) If the society was established, they would have an opportunity 
of applying their inventions to some useful puipos-s — a matter of some diffi- 
culty now, considering the enormous expense of obtaining patents — The meet- 
ing was addressed by Mr. Prior, Mr. Horry (the banister). Mr. Dalrymple, Mr. 
Booth, and other gentlemen; aud resolutions to the folio. ving effect were car 
ried : — That the present patent laws are injurious to the interests of inventors 
and mechanics generally ; that a society should be established to enab-e ingenious 
inventors and mechanic* to take out latter* patent for their useful inventions ; 
and that a committee be accordingly appointed to form such Society. Thanks 
were then given to the Hon. Member in the chair, and the meeting separat'd. 

Soc iety of Arts — A valuable paper was, on Wednesday evening, submitted 
to this society by Dr. Bitterbrandt, “ On the Formation of Incrustations in 
Steam Boilers, and of the means of preventing it." It was stated that the cause 
of the explosions of boilers wa* the thick incrustation ol carbonate of lime, wnich 
takes place in consequence of the carbonic acid gas, by which the lime of the 
water was held in solution, being drawn off by heat. As soon as the agitation of 
the water ceases, the disengaged lime begins to crystalise. a compact stalactite 
mass Is formed in the boiler. This coating, specimens of which, to the thickness 
of an inch, were exhibited, causes great injury to the boiler, an increased con- 
sumption of fuel, aud a considerable expense to the owner* of the ship or rail 
in i s removal. But the greatest mischief arising from it is, that it renden 
boiler liable to burst. Now, the means proposed by Dr. Ritterbrant lor 
prevention of these drawbacks, are of the most simple yet effective character. 
Hie adds a proper proportion ol chloride of ammonia to the water, the muriatic 
acid of which combines wiih the disengaged carbonate of lime, an insoluble sait, 
and forms a muriate of ammonia, which is readily held in solutn n by the water. 
The boiler is thus kept free from the incrustation and is rendered much more 
durable, and is at tlie same time freed from the inconveniences above named. 
This chemical application of muriate of ammonia to the purposes of steam uavi. 
gation, is one of extreme importance, and will, without doubt, meet with the 
notice it certainly merits. 

Caution. —Armorial Bearings. — On Tuesday last, at Bletsoe, the Rev. 
John Wing, of Stevmgton, appealed against a surcharge for using armorial 
bearings. Williams, the kurveyor of the district, laid the information in con- 
sequence of the rev. gentleman having stamped a letter sent to the surveyor, 
for a charitable purpose, with the insignia of a swan. Mr. Wing denied that 
the teal used had any heraldic style about it, or that he had intended to use 
It as such ; he characterised the information as a violation of confidence, and 
an oppressive exaction, not contemplated by the legislature. As the inior- 
ma’ion was persisted in, there was no alternative but to inflict a fine amount- 
ing to 2L 8*. 

Railway Esquires.— I n the course of the proceedings in the committee on 
the Boston, Newark, and Sheffield Railway, on Monday an objection was taken, 
that in the subscription contract alter the names of two of the subscribers, of the 
names of Bicaui and Bagrley, was added the important appendage “ tquire." A 
witness was called, who proved that Mr. Bicani of Hungerioru Hall, “squire," 
was no other then the cook in Mr. Gregory'* establishment, and that Mr. Bvge- 
ley’s occupation was to transfer Mr B>cani's dishes from the cooking depart- 
ment to the parlour. The couple of kitchen “squires" were dressid like 
gentlemen when they signed the need, and a witness who was called jto >peak to 
the respectability of their dress, and the elegance of their manners, was of 
opinion that even if Mr. Bicani had on his white cap, and Mr. Bagelcy was 
daefced with the official shoulder-knot, he would still have consideied them 
*' gentlemen," or at any rate “ gents." The chairman, however, wa* of a dif- 
ferent opinion, and decided that the standing orders had not been complied with, 
inasmuch as the two squires hud assumed a designation to whicu they were not' 
entitled. 

Executions. — By a return obtained by Mr. Ewart (Dumfries), a list is given 
of ths number of persons executed for ah crimes, und committed for murder, in 
England and W.tb*», from 1813 to 1833, as also the number of persons executed 
In London and Middlesex from 1H25 to 1S45 inclusive. In 1813 as many as 120 
persons were executed for all c rimes, of which 2u were executed at York and 17 
In Middlesex (including London). In that year 30 were hung for murder ; the 
number rommitced tor murder wai 87. For the three following year* the exe- 
cutions (for all crimes) were under 100. In 1817 they numbered 11.5, in 1819 they 
were 108, and in the year following 107. In 1821 the number was J14, and from 
that year to the end of 1833 the number executed in E -gland and Wales for all 
crimes were under 100 in each year. In 1833 (the last year mentioned), it ap. 
pears that 33 were executed for all crimes. 52 were committed for murder, in 9 
of which there wa* no prosecution; 30 were acquitted , 4 found to be in*ane ; 9 
were convicted, G were executed, and 3 commuted or pardoned. With re*|wct 
to the ex- cations in Loudon for tne last ‘21 vears ( 182.5 to ls3-> inclusive), it ap- 
pears that the executions in London and Middlesex, for all crimes, numbered 
129, of which *24 were for murder. In the *;>m« period 158 were committed tor 
murder, and 37 convicted of the crime. The only triennial period in which 
110 execution occurred in London was 1834, 1*35, a:id 1836. In the seven trien- 
nial perions embraced In tlie return resecting Loudon, the following result is 
given : — In 1825, 18’iii, aud 1827 the number was 53 ; in the next triennial pei iod, 

62 ; iu the next, 12 ; in the next, none ; next. 3 ; the next, 4 ; and the last 5 ; so 
that in the last nine years only 12 person* have been ex« cuted in London.

FOOD. ^ 

A small farmer In Ireland was on one occasion thus addressed • — 
“Why not cultivate your bo^s? You knoV that by paring and 
burning; by a little limestone gravel; by marl, sea-sand, or sea- 
weed, you get an excellent cron of potatoes the first year, and bnrk v 
or oats the following year.” The reply was characteristic : Very 

true, yer honor, and if we could get a bit of a lease for fourteen or 
twenty years it might do ; but to have it taken from us when brought 
into heart* or to keep it only by paying rent for it, would not do at 
all. And what would become of poor oulU Ireland if no turf was 
left to boil the praties?'* 

Another question has arisen of a far more serious order. “ What 
will become of poor ould Ireland when there are no praties to boil ?" 
We have had occasion already to observe in our previous papers on 
“ the condition of the people of Ireland,” that milk and potatoes 
have been the chief food of some, and potatoes only the food of 
others. We have also described the dependence of many on charity, 
and the prevalence of mendicity to an extraordinary extent ; but it 
is a fact of tremendous import, that even in ordinary circumstances 
there are multitudes whom it cannot save from death. We appeal 
to the evidence laid before the parliamentary committee of lH'JO. 
One witness is asked, “ Do you know what becomes of the tenantry 
at present ejected from estates in Ireland?” He replies, •« 1 fear 
very many of them perish.” Another sa>s, “ I have known a lane, 
with a small district, adjoining, in the town in which 1 liv**, to have 
been peopled by thirty or forty families ; and I think that in the 
course of twelve months there were not ten families of the thirty 
surviving— the bulk of them had died.” A third testifies, in addi- 
tion to various evils that he mentions, that in Ireland there is “an 
awful and terrific exhibition of human life wasted with a rapidity and 
to a degree such as is not witnessed in any civilised society upon the 
face of the earth.” 

We repeat it, this evidence related to ordinary circumstances ; but 
the potato-rot has threatened new and overwhelming calamities to 
the people of the sister isle. The hopes of their being averted, 
which have been cherished by many for some months past, are now 
gone. It was thought, for example, that the potato crop was so 
large in the neighbourhood of 1 .imerick that, making a deduction 
for the rotten and rotting part, there would be a sufficient amount 
left to feed the poor. This opinion, however, has altered with the 
time ; the potatoes that were apparently sound before Christmas had 
more or less disease in an incipient state, and the greater part is 
obliged to be thrown away, or given to the pigs and cattle. By the 
1st of May next there will be hardly enough left to supply as seed 
for the next year. With the poor it is even worse, lor they have no 
substantial outbuildings in which to proiect what they possess. 
Rotten potatoes are to be seen in every direction lying in heaps by 
the sides of the roads all over the country and every thing is con- 
sequently in a most deplorable condition 

Equally so is it in Queen’s County. In a letter from the inspector 
of police he says : — “ On Monday last, the 9th, I proceeded to Wolf 
Hill, accompanied by the Rev. Mr. Emerson, the clergyman of the 

? arish, and commenced with the property of Mr. Hovenden. Mr. 

lovenden being himself with us, we examined every house on the 
property, took down the number of each family, the quantity of pota- 
toes planted, and the quality, from actual inspection, now remaining 
on hand, with the quantitv of outs and other grain now in the pos- 
session of the family. On- Tuesday we went over the property of 
Sir Charles Coote, adjoining Mr. Hovenden’s, and also over Mr. 
Carter’s, and, as far as time would permit, examined a few families 
on the property of Mrs. Kavanagh, of Gmcefield. Our inquiries 
extended to about 190 families altogether, and enabled me, with the 
most perfect accuracy, to ftate the frightful extent to which the 
destruction »>f the potato crop has proceeded in that part of the 
country. Many families whom we visited, and who had planted 
sufficient for their ordinary wants, including the seed necessary for 
the ensuing season, have not had a potato of any kind for the last 
month. Others have lost nearly ail ; and the few that still remain 
are totally unfit for human food. In every instance where we saw 
potatoes in pits had them examined, and, with 

scarcely an exceptiJ>%j>^lo«uhd theiD to be a inass of putrefaction, 
perfectly disgusting even to lo 4jT1 |fc. We «. amined a few houses on 
the property of Sir Ihoinas Esinonde, ■ ag laud is of much 
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better quality, but -the remit was in every case the same. There ere 
literally no potatoes remaining in that part of the country.” This, 
be it remembered, was in February, at least flee months before there 
can be any natural supply from the product of the earth. 

In two districts alone of the union of Waterford, there are, early 
as it is in the year, three hundred persons whose amount of provision 
In store Is on the eve of exhaustion. The rot among the potatoes 
continues without intermission eagerly to snatch from the people the 
small amount of food they do possess/and the distress experienced by 
the poorer classes is not only dreadful, but, if possible, increasing. 

In several hundred electoral districts seven tenths of the crop has 


aait was understood that Government bad sent an agent with money 
to purchase provisions, they considered themselves relieved from any 
Amber thought about the poor; and the very persons who had been 
fed by the bounty of the public assembled in crowds, attacked the 
meal carta, and carried off the booty, so that no government supplies 
could be sent into the country without a guard ; and even this was 
not enough. In vain did the troops, who were called In, endeavour 
to prevail on them to desist ; the consequence was that two or three 
were killed and as many wounded. The Catholic archbishop of 
Tuam (not the present Dr. M‘Hale, but Dr. Kelly, a very different 
character) made it known that one of the wounded aggressors, on his 
death-bed, declared that he was not in want, and lamented tbut he 
should have been engaged in so unwarrantable a proceeding. The 
peasantry seemed to think that there was no wrong whatever in 
attacking and plundering the public property ; and the proof that 
they acted on this principle is, that in the midst of all these riotous 
proceedings, private property of every description, even provisions of 
various kinds, passed through the assembled multitude without the 
slightest molestation.” 

In the prospect of the present emergency, the lord- lieutenant of 
Waterford, Lord Stuart de Decies, proposed to Government that the 


u The best direction to be given to our people is, to tell them tm 
cook the Indian meal as they have been from time immemorial 
accustomed to cook oaten meal.” 

In the view then of threatened famine in Ireland, it is of 

consolation and thankfulness, that such a provision has been made, and 
it is marvellous with how small means a great calamity in that coun- 
try may be met. It appears that in the famine of l&<n, five eighths of 

the whole population of Mayo were in a state of destitution. But 
what was the aid that the poor received to purchase potatoes and 
meal ? The sum of sevenpence a week was allotted to each indi-

and no general scarcity of food ; but carooea of oats were shipped off 
and provisions were locked up by way or raising the prices of articles 
of thr tint necessity. Fabricated accounts of disease and death by 
starvation were eagerly brought forward at the meetings called by 
Sir John of the principal inhabitants and clergy of Mayo and Gal- 
way, and every artifice was employed, through some of the Irish 
newspapers, to create an alarm of famine. 

Such was the state of things as described by Mr. Barrow. He also 
says, “ Attempts were made to get possession oi tne public money 
thus sent, and to purchase provisions at high prices, to which they 
had been fictitiously raised. But Sir John Hill was too well con- 
versant with matters of this kind to suffer himself to be duped. He 
had laid his plans in Liverpool and Dublin, to obtain meal and po- 
tatoes, and ship them off quietly to the western ports ; and as these 
supplies dropped into Westport and Galway, the result of their im- 
portation was that the price of oatmeal was immediately brought 
down to from 18/. to 12/. a ton, and the hoarded meal was now 
brought to market. On one occasioo, when, from the state of the 
weather, the provision ships could not enter the bay, a cargo of Indian 
t orn, or maize, was purchased, but Sir John Hill was told that the 
pour would not eat it, as it was not adapted to Irish constitutions.

the arrangements they have made, and there are others by which 
their sagacity is still further confirmed.

depending solely on potatoes for food ; and 1 have been long of opi- 
nion, that if there was a value set upon the time consumed in tte 
cultivation of potatoes, and on the saving of turf to boil them thrice 
a day, and the employment of the entire family in this drudgery f 
wheaten bread would be found a much cheaper rood.” 

Heartily, most heartily do we unite in these hopes, and in the de- 
sire that there may be speedily such a practical improvement of the 
opinion thus stated, an opinion so abundantly confirmed, that, jo the 
possession of a better food, there may be a satisfactory indication of 
the greatly improved condition of the whole people.

been destroyed, and in six hundred of those districts more than 
half of the potatoes have completely gone, and in some, seven eighths 
of the produce has been destroyed. 

To the great and widely-extended evils which now prevail, the 
Government has been awake. It exercised a wise precaution in their 
anticipation, and they will doubtless profit in the arrangements they 
are making by recalling the past, la 1831 the Government de- 
cided on relieving the starving population of the west, and sent Sir 
John Hill, the superintendent of Deptford Victualling Yard, to 
Mayo and Galway. His business was to manage the funds, to pur- 
chase and distribute meat and potatoes among the starving inhabit- 
ants, at the very lowest prices at which they could be procured, and 
to deal >>ut a large sum of money to such as were absolutely desti- 
tute. 

And what was the result ? He found very little disease prevailing, 


prices should be kept down by the establishment of stores of corn to 
be sold at cost price in such places as Youghal, Dungannon, Water- 
ford, Carrick, Clonmel, and perhaps Lismore, in all of which there 
was an adequate military force for the protection of such granaries 
if established. No part of the country would then be beyond twelve 
or fourteen miles distance from a depot, whence food on moderate 
terms might be drawn to those localities which stood in need of a 
supply. 

It is worthy of remark that the provision resorted to by Govern- 
ment for the present crisis is the very substance that Sir John Hill 
was told “ would not be eaten by the peasantry, and was not adapted 
to their constitutions ;” and’that, notwithstanding this, they have done 
so with the most commendable sagacity. 

Maize, or Indian com, is the noblest of the cereal grasses. The 
American presents the largest varieties. One is generally four or 
five feet high, but it sometimes acquires, in favourable situations, the 
height of seven or ten feet Its spike or ear, called the cob, con- 
taining the seeds, is eight or ten inches in length, and five or six in 
circumference. A second and smaller variety is cultivated in Spain, 
Portugal, and Lombardy. A still smaller sort will ripen here in or- 
dinary seasons, and, it is supposed, might be cultivated, from its 
growing so rapidly as to escape the frosts of spring and autumn. 
Cobbett was enthusiastic in its praise, but he most probably exag- 
gerated the excellences of the plant, and its successful culture in 
tnis country may still be fairly questioned. 

The nutritive power of Indian corn is generally considered not 
great, from being said to contain very little gluten and sugar ready 
formed. An addition of wheat flour has been considered necessary 
to ferment it into good bread. But facts assign it a far higher place 
as an article of food than many imagine. It is generally cultivated 
in the southern and eastern parts of the continent of Europe as 
bread-corn : it has there acquired the name of ble de Turquie, or 
Turkey corn, from its being supposed to have been brought from the 
Levant by the Mahomedans. Its wholesomeness and nutritious 
power are demonstrated too by the athletic peasantry of the Tyrol ; 
and the American and West Indian labourers think no bread so 
strengthening as that made of Indian corn. 

y Facts of this kind, therefore, fully sustained the Government in

viduaL One penny a day was thus, on that occasion, to each indi- 
vidual of 225,680 persons, and these chiefly the inhabitants of Mayo, 
a relief from famine 1 This is a fact that may well be pondered. 
When a penny a day will save multitudes during the months of 
famine from death by starvation, what may not be effected by a 
small amount of property judiciously, kindly, and constantly em- 
ployed ? 

Many years ago, Cobbett denounced the potato as one means of 
keeping the Irish peasantry in that degraded and wretched condition 
in which they are beheld. Had he been living he would have re- 
joiced in the potato rot as the precursors of great benefits to that suf- 
fering people. It is a curious fact that with him Father Mathew 
has a strong sympathy. In a recent letter, from which we liave 
already quoted, he writes : — “I hope for many ulterior advantages 
from what at present is a calamity ; our people will be deterred from

RAILWAY SPECULATION’S. 

The mania for railways is not yet subdued, notwithstanding the 
heavy break that has been put on to impede the progress of the 
■everal schemes. Had mere public comfort and convenience been 
he main object of the shareholders, we might have been induced to 


extend commiseration towards the sufferers who, squeezing the glit- 
tering bubble with too great a pressure, have witnessed its bursting 
and evaporation into thin air. It is true that nearly all prospectuses 
commence with eulogies on the generosity of directors, who, solely 
in consideration of the advantages to be derived by a particular com- 
munity, lend the influence of their names (not a word about shams) 
to promote the benefit of their fellow-countrymen. Thus specula tor s 


are soon got into a line, money flies vigorously about, gentlemen 
learned in the law, and gentlemen equally keen out of the law, with 
a long train of needy, shark-nosed, hawk-eyed adventurers, watch 
the working of the telegraph till they become awake to every move, 
and obtain situations, with ample salaries, to forward the good work. 

Thera can be no doubt that many of the proposed railways will 
prove highly serviceable to the communities, and in the course of 
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time may be made to pay: these should be encouraged: It Is the mere gam- 
bling transactions that we alloda to; and certainly a more curious ijiectacle 
cannot be witnessed than that which is daily .exhibited In Palace Yard, 
Westminster, and its neighbourhood, every house nearly being occupied by 
railway committees or railway companies. Had Lavater been living, what studies 
of the "human face divine” might he not hare had at the entrances to these 
places, and amongst the groups iliat assemble in samples about the square, Ac. ; 
list , one committee room is under an arco of old Westminster Bridge. But the 
students of l.avater ma> enjoy the same gratification whenever they please, and 
It most instructive and amusing one it would most certainly be. Look at that 
Stout, approacnlng-to-corpulency man in bluet oat. buckskin tights, top boots 
and spu s, and a face perfectly greasy and shining with tire milk of human kind- 
ness — he is a railway *ecretary ; the scare individual with a quaker-l.ke cast of 
Coat, reaching down almost to hi* shoe ties, to whom he is addressing himself, is 
a shareholiler desiring to sell ; and the short swarthy personage in velveteen 
jacket And velveteen waiters, a coloured handkerchief round his ne k, and a show 
of great simplicity and innocence, is a witness expecting to be examined. That 
Individual hastily running towards Westminster Hall a< If everything depended 
upon speed, is an engineer ; and the person following him with mejsured tread, and 
a c ml calculating countenance, is a contractor. But yonder stands one alone, 
twisting hi* eyes irom underneath the brim of his hat round upon the numerous 
throng, and such eyes, the pupils arc like the point of a gimlet, shntp, piercing, 
and «crew-hkc. Observe tno feat ires of thus * fsrmer-lo king gentry, who arc 
evidently gazb'g about to find their own peculiar committee rooms, av if they ex- 
pected to find them labelled or nnm'ered; and really something of tlit* kind 
ought to he adopted to obviate the confusion that takes place amongst the pa- 
Ironisers of rails. But moving amongst these group* are men eviden ly of great 
intelligence and high respectability, woo look around them with a full conscious- 
ness of rectitude, ns if sensible that the movements of the complicated machinery 
rests principally in their hands. They manifest hut few peculiarities, lor they 
have too much of honest candour In their hearts, too much of honesty in their 

f irit'ciples to try and seem anything but what they really are, men of worth and 
innour. They are not to be seen listlessly lounging about the doors of the 
houses or committee rooms ; their object is a straignt-forward one, and they pur- 
ine it In a straight-forward manner. 

Great anxiety prevails in forwarding the evidence and strengthening the re- 
commendations to bring in bills ; money is lavishly expended, most people have 
their price, counsel are highly feed ; and perhaps in no part of the kingdom is 
there a more stirr.ng interest excited than that which prevail* in Palace Yard. 
It is a central point for the nation at large, from which will emanate the enjoy, 
went of one of the greatest advantages of commerce that ever characterised the 
history of the world. 

The railw ay hn sinew of the House of Common* I* advancing through those 
stages which relate to forms only ; and, certainly, considering the ma»s before 
them, the committee* have made very substantial progress, although there are 
very numerous cases still pending where non-compliance with the standing 
orders has been alleged. But the real questions on the merits have not as yet 
been touched, nor have the rommifees who arc to determine these point* yet 
be**n nominated. The appointment of these committees rest* with the Com- 
mittee of Selection, consisting of five members. These members have a most 
Important and didicult duty to perform. The constitution of the committee* on 
the merits on rail* ay bills didVrt now widely from Uat which obtained a few 
years since. All memliers having a local interest are excluded from serving on 
»uch committees, and fno men are selected from a distant--, each of whom mu-t, 
before ho takes his seat, sign a declaration binding him to attend throughout the 
inquiry. In this wav any bias or prepossession from local feeling- is avoided, 
althoiwh It may not he so easy to obtain security against other influences, which 
will find their way into the most honest minds where the judgment may not he so 
■ trong as the will to do ri*; ht - It L essential, seeing the vast *um» at stake that 
those who have the decision on such important questions should b® m*-n of firm- 
ness and ability. Taken at a special jury, nothing can be more effective than 
live men so selected, but it must not be forgotten th «t the tribunal is wanting in 
that essential element in a trial at law — a judge. There is no practised mind at 
the helm to guide ihe jury in the admission of evidence, or to sum up and dissect 
the mass when all have b-en beard — no one can have *at on a jury without feel- 
ing the value of that faculty of sifting and comparing the weight of conflicting 
testimony which long hah t gives to a judge. It is the want of this strictly ju- 
dicial element in the tribunal of a committee of the House ot Commons, wmch 
adds materially to the responsibility of those who are to select it* component 
parts, it l* au oflice for which none hut men of calm judgment, mature year*, 
and, above all, of integrity, defying the suspicion of undue Influence, should be 
selected. Much men are to be found in the House. It is to be hoped that those 
on whom the duty of selecioa Is imposed will feel sufficiently the importance of 
the charge to commit it to none but abb and upright mrn.

Boston, Newahk, and Sheffield Railway — On the resumption of this case, 
several allegations as to the incorrectness of ihe plans. &e.. were produced, aud 
Ihe standing orders were declared to have been not complied with. 

Nottingham, Mansfiflti. anii Midland Junction Railway. — The allega- 
tions in tne objector*’ petitions related to petty errors in the plan* and set Hons, 
and the standing orders were declared not compiled with on those p'-int*. 

Rugby and Huntingdon Railway — Further hearing postponed. 

Grand Union Railway — The formal proofs, as lar as tney could be esta- 
blished in the absence of several witnesses, were taken, and the case was post- 
poned. In the above c**e. and during other parts of the proceedings, the chair- 
man. Mr. Strutt, commented strongly on the absence of witnesses, ami he said 
that in future, if parties were not ready with their witnesses, the committee 
would proceed with the ca**, and declare the standing orders not complied with, 
and let the parties take upon themselves the eonseque- ces of the expense aud 
trouble of proving their Case before the standing order* committee. 

Sob-Committee.— No. 2. 

Dinner London and Manchester — The allegations of the petition against 
the railway, which have occupied ihe committee for the greater part of th- pre- 
vious three data, wa* brought to a close on Wednesday. The number of alle- 
gations was ,M4. but Mr. Pritt abandoned nearly 100 tld* morning, and many were 
admitted to he sustained by the agent for the bid. The most important of the 
allegation* sustained was the omission >>f the parish of Mesham, no p ! an, section, 
or boos of reference having been deposited with the parish clerk of that parish. 
It appeared that the person employed by the promoters of the bill to niako 
Inquiries, had been misled by th'* person to whom be applied for information, 
and that he only answered the questions put to him so as to give a* little inform- 
ation a* possible; and as the inquirer din not know that there wn» such a parish 
as Mesham, the person who went over the property with him to point out the 
boundaries, took care not to i cl I him, and the property was all Included as being 
in the adjoining parish of Packlngton. This person was called a* a witness, and 
when a*ked why he had not given information, he said, ** I thought what in- 
formation he wanted he'd ax me fur.” The land in question Is the property of 
Sir Charles Hastings, and it is situated on the boundaries of the counties of 
Leicester and Derby. 

The allegations from 4*fi to .M3 were Admitted to be sustained, as a great pro- 
portion of the numbers on thr«c deposited pi uisdid not corn*.* pond In nine pages 
of th- hooks of tefercnce, though corrected plans were deposited on the 13th of 
December. 

There was a petition from the Marquis of Anglesea, and al»o ft petition from 
Mr I.andnr, hut ihe allegations were merely technical non-compli *nces with the 
standing orders, and very few of those were sustained. I i one instance it was 
all-g d that notice had net been given to the occupier* of some small houses, 
which were sublet by a Mr. Wil«o», to whom nr tire wa* given, and who built 
the houses, end had a lease of three live* for the land from the Marquis of An- 
glr-sea. In one instance, an agent of the Marquis of Angl-sea refused to give 
information, as the marquis is interested in a comp-ting railway. 

The short final decision of the committee was, that in the case of the Direct 
London and Manrhes rr Railway, the standing orders h*d not been comnlied 
wifi ; and the great number of allegations sustained ronder* the further progress 
of the hill this session very quertlonahle. 

Edinburgh, Glasgow, and Dumbartonshire Railway — T^ere were seve- 
ral petition* against »hi» hill, oplv one of which was disposed ot before the com- 
nn't-e wav adjourned. Two of the allegation* on points of no consequence w<*re 
MPtonH ; in the other objections the stand ng ordrrs were declared to have 
been complied with.

F.ly and Bury Railway. — The standing orders were declared to have been 
complied with in this rase. 

W el*h Midland Railway. — The rest of the dav was occupied with the fur- 
ther examination of 'he allegations in tins case. The plans, and sections, >nd 
trucks of referen-e deposited on the 30th of November were avowedly incorrect 
in irimerous instances, and they were also defective in the important matter of 
the datum line : the reference to which hail been accidentally nmitt'-d, and was 
forwarded on the 24 or 3i of December, to the clerks of the peace to be appended 
to ihe plans. 

After hating wasted several hours in proving the great inaccuracies of the 
plans deposited, caused, ai was stated, by the severe illness of Mr. Sydney Hall, 
the engineer, 

'The chairman, Mr. Aglionby, sugge«ted to the agents for and against the bill 
that it would save much lime and money if they were to ex. inline the plans be- 
tween themselves, and agree to the more imjKmant points in which the plans, 
sections, and hook* of reierence dejKnited on the 3fah of Novemlier were defec- 
tive.

The object of the association embrace* the recommendation* of the Commissioner* 
appointed to report un the Health of Towns. " to prevent the interment of the dead in or 
Bear the habitations of the living," by establishing two extensive cemeteries on the 
banks of the Thames, at a convenient distance cast and west of the metropolis, which, 
by their position, in addition to the usual mode of interment, will afford the facility of 
a more economical conveyance by water. It is also proinrsed to asrirt in establishing 
general cemeteries in the neighbourhood of otucr towns in Great Britain and Ire- 

In the moot crowded thoroughfare* of the metropolis, even in the midst of depravity 
and crime, we sec grave- yard* towering alxive us, the pestilential effluvia tainting the 
very atmosphere in which we arc comiwlled to move and live. Our Christian feeling* arc 
continually outraged by revolting detail* of violated sanctuaries, aud gross anil horrible 
indignities offered to the dead, to the great scandal of our national religion and character 
as a Christian i»eople. Many attempts have hern made to remove this nui-ancc and re- 
proach frmn among u* ; and recent events occurring in Spuficlds, aud other burial- 
grounds of the metropolis, a* described in the public journal*, and in the evidence given 
Before the committee of the House of Commons, have awakened one g- nerul feeling of 
horror and indignation in the public mind, und an anxious derire on the part of the le- 
gislature to abolish at once and for crer burial* within the limit* of the metropolis and 
other great cities of the empire. 

London and its thickly populate suburbs number now t.OOO.ono of soul*, and in no 
very distant peri**! time this population murt t>e doubled. Almost all its grave-yard* 
are already full, and the newlv-establi.riied cemeteries rapidly filling ; it is obvious, there- 
fore, that cemeteries of a sufficient magnitude arc required, in ai der to meet the exi- 
gencies of the times, as well as the wi*hes of the legislature; and that they should 
possess every facility for ensuring economy of expenses and adaptation to every class ol 
society, united w ith decent solemnity and religious obseiyance, that while they meet the 
requirements of the poor, they ran’ be* made to administer to the feellnc* und wishes 
of the wealthy ; and tno. promoter* twlicvc that the public will see and duly appreciate 
the great advantages opened by conveyance of the corpse to the cemeteries by water, this 
being* auxiliary t*», ana not as replacing the present inode, and introduced inure with 
the view of general ac ■oimnodation, and securing economical charges, than for any pur- 
pose* of novelty and display. 

Extensive tracts of land have already been selected, having a fine river frontage for the 
reception of funeral* by water, und aaproache* by land for the usual mode of interment ; 
they unite position with every facility of access. Finns nre also laid, down for esta- 
blishing stations, and houses for the reception of the corpse previous to its burial, a boon 
which cannot fail living npnreciatcd-by those who, from aversion, fear, or nee* ssity, are 
desirous of having the dcail immediately removed from their habitations ; it will also 
meet the vi-vw* of the " Health of Towns Committee,” anda*-isl the legislature in 
rendering it compulsory with the humbler rla«*c* to remove the dcc<irniM*.»in.g corpse 
from riKuns nc<*ejsaiily inhabited by the living. Steam and other Mats will b« coti- 
Btmctcd. and appropriately fitted up for the purpose of conveying the corpse, attendant* 
and mourners to the reinetcrie.*. 

Cemeteries hare become highly popular in this country, and most deservedly 
to ; for while they offer a sacred asylum for the mortal remains of those iye admire, 
esteem, and love, they may lx* made to afford to the inhabitants of crowded cities, when 
they areliudiciotisly constructed, the means of health, of serious contemplation, and in- 
nocent recreation. In the neighbourhood of London they are rendered strikingly attrac- 
tive to the eye. and, to a certain extent, are well adapted for the purposes of burial : hut 
•till, in the absence of the facilities now proposed, they are di*|x>sed at such inconve- 
nient di*tancc a* to pluec them wholly be v mid the pecuniary means of the humbler 
classes, except in their immediate nciglibourh'xxl ; they ore alwismall when compared to 
the requirements of this nod future generations. The grounds of the Great Metropolitan 
Necropoli* will he laid out in a beautiful and appropriate manner, equally attractive to 
the living and suited to the sod solemnities of the dead, care being taken to preserve the 
•olemn iffiaracter of the place ; thin to the stern character of the ancient will l>e added 
the beauties of the ” Fere le Chaise. ’ and of our existing English cemeteries. They w ill 
bo portioned off in deference to the feeling* of sects ami reli-gi-ms. and as their greut ex- 
tent renders them fitting for, so they will be opened to, the sad remains of mortality with- 
out reference tu country or creed. 

In order to carry out the recommendations of the Parliamentary Committee to the 
ffillest extent, and to enable the legislature to abolish burials within the crowded part* 
of the metropolis, the iwsix-iation proposes to assume the right iwhen required to do ro) 
to enter into public or private contract! for burials, with or w ithout the co-operation of 
other public bodies or private individuals, to supply tbe material, and to adopt vuoh other 
measures as may be found necessary to ensure economy of burial to tho.*e who desire it, 
M well M<duc decorum of conveyance! and interment of the deceased. Tt is proposed to 
ereetjn each ground a large pyramid, consisting of arched reverses nr catacombs. Groups 
of chapels, terraces, raised walks, rows und clumps of trees, aud lied* of (lowers, will also 
odd to the general magnificence. It is also contemplated to erect in the centre of the 
group of chapels, in one of the cemeteries, a grand national mausoleum, or temple, on 
the principle of Westminster Abbey, for the burial, the monument.*, or the tablets of 
those who may be considered worthy of public testimonial ; a jicrmnncnt council of no- 
blemen and gentlemen Iwing appointed to decide on the respective claims to this honour 
previous to its being granted. 

The plans for the chapels, entrance-gates, nnd ornamental disposition of the grounds 
arc now under Ncrinus consideration ; nnd the catacombs will be built with the view of 
affording accommodation on a scale of charges the most economical, or. as .consistent 
with the views of the friends of the deceased. Grounds for interment at various rates, 
either in perpetuity for families or separate bodi*-?., may he obtained, with every facility 
to erect t-udi incm.uiqls a* their surviving friends may deem fit, in conformity to tbc 
rules of the association. From the fullest and most accurate information, and calcula- 
tions made, the jirouinters, in the event of the hill for the ulxdition of burials in the 
crowded part* ol the metropolis pns*ing this session of parliament, arc prepared to state 
that the ground* will l*e effective for constant burial of tw ice the present population, 
while the charges fur interment w ill Ik* one-half, and in many instances two-thirds less 
than now paid by the several clas s-* of the community

SUPERSTITION AND EDUCATION. 

In evoking a subject for reflective commentary out of two themes 
so di s si mil a r and antagonistic as Education and Superstition, we 
are attracted by the simple course of events, and by one or two 
remarkable evidences of the strength of the bad power, and the 
need of the good, presented to us with momentary force by the 
historical occurrences of our own time. Two senates — an .En- 
glish discussion, and an American declamation — one hopeless 
revolution, and one gigantic war — furnish to us the examples we 
are ready to adduce, and originate reflections from which we are 
sure a sound public moral may be drawn. Fanaticism at Lahore 
— Com m u nis m and Jesuitry in Poland — the oration of John 
Quincy Adams at Washington — and the Wales Education debate 
in our own Commons Parliament — these are data upon which 


ing joint command over queen, chiefs, and soldiery — no true faith, 
no religious trust, were to be expected, even in the heathenism in 
which those intemperate revellers were supposed to place a super- 
stitious faith. There was accordingly none of the solemnity and 
reverence which attended the ancient auguries of the elder classic 
time. A halo of respect was shed around the implicit credence in 
the mythologies of old ; and there was even a sort of inspiration 
in the confidence with which the Roman soothsayers foretold evil 
upon a bad enterprise, or victory to a just war. The venerable 
men who looked for omens to their gods wonld still associate with 
their pretended revelations a distinct and defined morality ; and 
strong indeed must have been the corruption, and more than po- 
litical the necessities, which could wring from the augur the fore- 
telling a favourable issue to a cause that was evidently and 
hopelessly bad. And among races not half so civilised — among 


most treacherous and detestable — the most forbidding in its 
aspect and fearful in its frowns — prepared themselves for the 
vastest crimes, and dared to ask their false priests and gods for 
success and fortune in their diabolical commission. Their star- 
worshippers spake, and the “ fortunate day ” they named for 
them was rejected like a loathsome meaL They had no virtue in 
their cause — none in their faith ; they derided their astrologer 
because his day did not fall in with their desires, and they threat- 
ened and corrupted him until they found a day that did ! 

And what a “ fortunate day!” — their power laid prostrate — 
their thousands slaughtered — their artillery captured — three 
magnificent battles perishing them away — their hosts retreating 
— their enemy triumphant — and Boon, in the onward and rapid 
march of our vengeance, their country conquered, and the British 
lion, with bis roar of victory, in the yielded citadel of Lahore.

Of course, amid the debaucheries and profligacy of i 
court o Lahore with passion, drunkenness, and treachery ho 


the elder Moors, the wilder Arabs, and the simple and undepraved 
people of wide and limitless deserts — though the faith in augury 
was strong, and the watchings after happy omens anxious and 
lingering — yet the sign of flavour was never looked for except 
through the presumption that the act to be undertaken was good 
and virtuous — an act worthy of the greatness and protection of 
the power to which the people gave their faith. And, we may 
add that, when once that faith was given, obedience to the religion 
was an obligation as impressive as obedience to the law. But .with 
the depraved and passionate, though brave and warlike, races to 
whom we are now teaching a dreadful lesson of retribution, there 
was neither a care for the character of their cause, nor a respect 
for the interpreters of their religion. Plunder and profligacy i 
were their ruling spirits — perfidy the atmosphere in which they 
breathed. The Sikh soldiery embarking upon a warfare the I 


The Christian forces went into their war without an augury, 
save that which rested in the eause of justice and of right ; and 
when their battles were over, and their conquests dearly and gal- 
lantly achieved, it was a sight great and beautiful, inspiring in the 
very nobleness of its simplicity, to behold the thankful victors 
camped before the throne of God, and sending forth their simple 
praises unto their Maker and watcher —he who had created their 
prowess and gloriously sanctified its might. A prayer of thanks 
upon the field of battle to the only God of victories and nations, 
has poetry and religion in its very breath ; and although, upon 
that great and solemn occasion, the sermon of Christianity was 
preached amid scenes of carnage and of awe, yet the lesson of 
Education preserved its beauty where the li^of Superstition was 
b0», Jand extinct. Alas for the “ Fortunate Day ” of 

that Sikh Augury ! 
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But to dismiss that topic, the advantages of Education and the 
miseries of fanaticism have been curiously displayed in the other 
incidents to which we have briefly alluded. It is quite possible — 
a melancholy example has this week proved to us — to be a 
Christian in belief and hope, and a fanatic in action and forms of 
thought ; to possess a beautiful and true religion, and distort it 
into a false influence and tendency. The instances of such fatuity 
are rare, but the intelligence from America has presented us with 
one of the most surprising. In one of the Houses of Legislation 
at Washington, John Quincy Adams — the “old-man-eloquent” 
of the American people — the veteran orator — the silver-haired 
prompter of the people’s voices — opened before Parliament the 
glorious volume of Scriptural truth, and, taking the Book of 
Genesis to the clerk of the House, procured him to read three 
verses of that inspired writing, as texts upon which, in an oration 
of blended strangeness and power, he founded the fanatical and 
blasphemous argument, on which rested those claims to the territory 
of Oregon, which at the present crisis is in dispute between this 
country and the United States. There is no need of commen- 
upon this melancholy fact — no need to rebuke the insane per- 
version of Scripture to so fanatical an end. The circumstance, sad 
as it is, carries its moral with it — the moral that old age will often 
bear other fruit than wisdom, and even the lustre of faith and 
education is not always bright enough to quench the darkness of 
superstition in the wilful heart. 

The same superstitious influences, acting in another way, have, 
by the strength of Jesuitry on the one hand, and the active 
vices of Communism — meaning Socialism — on the other, goaded 
on Poland to one of the most -desperate and unhappy of revolu- 
tions — a revolution which might have become a glory, but is a 
crime, because patriotism has been tarnished in its struggle, and 
fanaticism darkened upon it even to its grave. The hopes of 
Polish freedom are more than ever at an end, and their crushing 
is owing to ignorance and superstition. 

Upon the educational topic which we proposed to associate with 
these remarks, we shall be silent here — our article having already 
exceeded its accustomed limit ; but if the reader will turn to our 
leadiug columns, he will find that we have there bestowed be- 
coming attention upon the Education Debate.

BOUSE OF COMMONS. 

In reply to a question from Sir R. H. I noli a. Sir R. Perl said that it was In- 
tended to reduce the duties on rice, Indian corn, and bu< k wheat to one nearly 
nominal from the p*rind of passing the act: but as regarded Indian corn and 
buck wheat, it was intended to adm-t them duty free, for a limited period, from 
the day when the report of the committee should he agreed to, taking securities 
for the payment of the duty should the BUI not ultimately be sanctioned by Par- 
liament. 

After a desultory conversation, the resolutions respecting the various kinds of 
gmin were agrped to.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

The House met at twelve o’clock, and after some preliminary business, 

Mr. B. Kneorr moved (in the absence of Mr. Watson) the second reading of 
the Roman Catholic Relief Bill, th»* object of which was to rpmove certain dis- 
abilities and penalties t* which the promisors of the Roman Catholic faith were 
for a long period exposed, for their conscientious adherence to their belief. He 
admitted that the Bill of the Lord Chanco'lor, in the other House of Parii iment, 
was a better and more comprehensive measure than the one before the House. 
At the same time, there were some excellent provisions in this Bill, which were 
not to be found in the Lord Chancellor’s ; while, on the other hand, there were 
some very good provisions in the Lord Chancellor s Bill, which were not to be 
found in this. The bc'ter course, therefore, would be to consider both Bills 
togei her, and found on both a measure containing all that was good in either. 
The Hon. Gentleman then stated various cases in which the existing law, It en- 
forced, would operate most cruellv and oppressively against some of the worthiest 
members of sot iety, such as the Christian Brothers, who might be banished, and 
for a second offence transported, for no other crime than tnat of devoting their 
whole lives to the instruction of youth. — Sir R. Inc.lis said, that to advocate 
concession was a far more agrceabl< t;nk*than to oppose it. hut he yet felt it his 
duty to resist the Bill moved by the Hon. Member for Winchester. The Hon. 
Member had ta ked of sweeping away the rubbish of the statute hook, and also 
of the “ dark ages” in which that rubbish was enacted, forgetting that those laws 
• ere many of them passed in the Augustan age of Elizabeth. He should rather 
designate as the dark age the year 1829, and to express a hope that the rubbi»h of 
that year might be swept Irom the statute-book. The present Bill repealed, in 
effect, the Act of Supremacy, and also repealed the acts for the expulsion of 
the Jesuits, for prohi. itmg Roman Catholic clcrg>men from assuming the titles 
of the sees of bishops of the established church, and for the prohibition of 
Catholic processions. As he believed the public were still unprepared to see the 
processions of Conus Christ! paraded through the streets of London, and for 
the other reasons he had mentioned, he should move that the Bill be read a 
second time that dar six months — Lord Morpeth regretted that any opposition 
should be raised to the repeal of those cruel and unjust laws. The principle of 
the Bill was that all those prtialiies which were useless and inoperative should 
no longer be retained for the purpose of keeping up an offensive superiority — 
Mr. Finch thought some of those laws ought to be repealed, though he was of 
opinion also that some others of them should be maintained. He should, never- 
theless, oppose the second reading, believh g that the measure was only brought 
forward for the purpose of displaying to’ the country tlixi Parliament wai every 
y^ar disposed to show more and more favour to the Roman Catholic religion. — 
Sir J. Graham said he would support the BUI expressly because it was conceived 
in a spirit of t f leration, anti was calculated to relieve the statute-book of the last 
remnant of those disgraceful enactments.

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 

The “ Moniteur Algenen” of the *d inst. publishes the following proclama- 
tion, addresse I by the marshal governor-general to all the Kabyle tribes residing 
to the north and south of the Jurjura : — 

“ l wrote you some days ago, before entering your territory, that I was not 
coming to wage war upon you, but merely to drive out of your country El-Hadj 
Abd-el-Kader, and all the o'.her emissaries who were labouring to arm you 
against us: and you saw that the moment the ex-ctnir left your raouniams, 1 
myself withdrew and returned to Algiers, 

*' But I am informed that El-Hadj Abd-el-Kader has called a meeting of your 
tribes, at Bordj-el-Boghni. to incite you to recommence the holy war ; and yet 
it cannot be the will of the Almighty to plunge all Mussulmans in misery, and 
suffer them to be partly extermituieo, as was already the case In the central and 
western districts of your territory. Having exhausted all the resources and good- 
will of the Arabs. Abd-el-Kader now applies to the Kabylcs, and prepares ior 
them a similar fate. 

” Some of you have responded to this appeal ; others refused acquiescence, and 
are the wisest. 

“ In your interest much more than mine, I wish to give you another salutary 
advice : — 

“ Reject from your country Abd-el-Kader, B«*n Salem, Bou Charoub, and all 
the other ambitious and intriguutg men who wish to entail uj on you the honors 
of war. 

“ I declare to you that I wl 1 ! treat as enemies all the tribes who shall have 
received and assisted those dangerous men, and that I will respect the territory 
of all th ise who shall not hearken to their fatal counsels. They may freely 
trade with us ; they will be respected, and justice will be don** to them. The 
wicked, on the coutrary, shall l»e treated as they deserve — Greeting.” 

THE POLISH INSURRECTION. 

The insurrection in Poland, so far from being suppressed, as some of the Ger- 
man papers would w ish us to beliere, apjx* irs to Lc rapidly spreading, and to be 
gaining strength and c insistency as it advances. The republic of Cracow is in 
the complete and ja’aceablc jxi*se§»io!i of the insurgents, and the German papers 
themselves, though under the direction and control of the censorship, cannot 
conceal tneir ndmiiation of the order and propriety of ail the proceedings adopted 
by the provisional government. Thu revolt h is now crossed the Vistula, and 
the insurgents are in p<wi version of the whole of the district of Vieliska, in which 
are situated the richest sail mines In the world, and the town of Sondcez, in 
which the insurgents are s Ud to have 6000 troops, fully armed, and well provided 
with stores. Sonde.-* h situated at the foot ot the Carpathian mountains, and in 
the same direction the insurgents are tu possession of the districts of Sambocr 
Be/ciouy and K-domea. 

The taking possession of the Carpathian mountains, which is the strongest 
part of the country, show* that the insurgents have got leaders of experience and 
tact among them. The p<oittofi is also of political advantage, as tt keeps open 
the cumin u n ic.it ton with Hungary, in which there are some *ymptoms ot move- 
ment among the Sclavunians. l’he “ Augsb.trg Gazette ” speaks of some 
troubles at Amo, in Hungary, but dor* 8 not give the particulars. A great part of 
Gallicia is also in a statcof insurrection ; and it is reported that the city of I.em- 
bourg. the Capital of the province, is in the hands of the insurgents. Should this 
t irn out to h- true, it is oi «*at importance. L^mbomg is a city of 80,000 inha- 
bitants, and is tne residence of the Arehdake Ferdinand, the governor ot the 
province. Tne excuenent throughout Germany is also very great; and at 
Traguc, ana even at Go denu, the people have shown that they tympathise lu 
the cause oi tne Poles.

The town is divided into eleven districts, administered 
by special commissioners. The new government has already struck off some 
coin, and issued paper money. It has carried away the rich treasures wrhicb were 
in the cathedral. General Itohi is in command or the troops on the frontier, and 
it is said that the insurgents have been already summoned fo surrender. It ia 
thought that the Prussian troops will act in conjunction wkb the troopsaf the 
other protecting powers.” 

Another letter of the same date says : — “ Since the residents of the prolectin* 
powers left the town and the territory of Cracow, the pUce has been entirely irs 
the hands of the insurgents. It is said that there has already been an engagement 
at Gdow, in Gallicia, between the insurgents and the Austrians, in which th» 
latter were defeated. Some scenes of carnage took place at Cracow on the oeca>- 
sion of the insurrection. A commissary of police, employed to arrest a clergy- 
man, was cut to pieces with scythes. The Prussian troops are posted along tn* 
frontier in the circles of Benthem and Plcss. No magazines have been e*ta- 
hlished.and the army is reduced to the resources of that poor and over- populated 
country. The number of Prussian troops in the district is about 5000, but nu- 
merous reserves are collected here, which will be forwarded in case of need. 
Accounts from Upper Silesia state that the insurgents have set fire to the town 
of Nicolai, and that the domains of the nobility have been everywhere pillaged 
and destroyed The insurrection in that quarter is spreading rapidly. Count 
Potoki arrived here trom Paris within the last few days. The head of the police 
refused to rise his passport, but he proceeded without one. He was, however, 
arrested at Gleniti.” 

Letters from Upper Silesia of the 28th of Fobruary sta’e that the Austrian* 
have quitted Podgorze and retired to Wadowoze. followed by the insurgent*, 
wiio, it is sa<d. have taken Williezka, and have advanced as far as Guioff, within 
a league of Bochuia. General Collin was waiting for reinforcements. It was 
reported at Cracow that the Archduke Ferdinand did not feel himself in security 
in I.embourg, and thai the insurrection had extended to the frontiers of Russia. 

The following is an extract from the letter of a correspondent at Paris, which 
gives some account of the views and intentions of the Polish refugees in that 
capital, in respect to the present insurrection at Cracow : — 

“ Paris, March 7. — The insurrection which has broken out so generally and 
so unexpectedly in the Polish provinces of Prussia, Russia, and Austria, has pro- 
duced a sensation among the Polish refugees in France wnich is didirult to de- 
scribe. The provisional Government at Cracow has sent word to the Polish 
deputation in Paris, which consists of refugee delegates from all the provinc-a, 
th it it considers itself merely as its representative, and that it is ready to give uj> 
the management of affairs to it, as soon as called upon to do so. 'J he Polish re- 
fugees in Paris are consequently taking effectual steps to aid their countrymen. 
Several have already left Paris for Germany, detcrnvned, if possible, to nmko 
their way into Poland, and among these arc some of the general officers who dis- 
tinguished themselves mo«t during the former insurrection. Prince Czarlorytki. 
it is said, is to issue a proclamation to-day to his countrymen, for the purpose of 
restraining the headlong course into which many of them are prepared to hurry* 
and urging upon them the necessity of acting, not individually, hut in masiea, 
and according to hii organisedylan. It i» his intention to send iiis nephew. Count 
Zamoyski, to London, where the count is already well known. The object of 
Count Zamoyski’s visitfis to endehvour to raise funds to assist the Poles, either by 
loan or sut)«cnption. In the event of a loan being thought practicable, he pro- 
poses to offer as a security the famous salt mines of Bochni* and Wiclie>ka, 
which are already in the hands of the insurgents, which ftirnish*the whole of 
ancient Poland, Russia, and Austria, with salt, and which were theprincipal bait 
which induced Maria Theresa to accede to the petition of Poland. 

“Count d Appo.iv, the Austrian ambassador, has had two conferences with 
M. Guizot on the subject of th** Polish outbreak. In the first he treated the 
affair as of little consequence, which he considered as already at an end ; but ta 
the second he admitted the gravity of the movement, and assured the French 
minister that in the event of the protecting powers taking possession of the city- 
of Cracow, the independence of that republic, which is secured by the treaty of 
Vienna, would be respected and preserved, but that it wa* possi: le that the pro- 
tecting powers would find it necessary to place a permanent garrison in the city. 
M. Guizot's answer is stat-d to have been that he could have no objection la 
m-ke to any tnca-ure which might lie adopted for the purpose of placing matter* 
in the position established by the treaty of Vienna, but that he reservid all en- 
gage™. n s as to the future. 

” Three o’clock. — A meeting of the members of the Polish Society of May 8.. 
of which Prince Czartory*ki‘is president, was held to-day at the Hotel Lambert, 
the prince's residence. The prince is considered by a large portion of the Polish 
nation as King of Poland. The »ociety consists entirely of refugees, and has ’up- 
wards of 1000 subscribed members. Three hund'cd attended the meeting. They 
declared to the prince that they were ready to serve under his orders, and to 
recognise his authority as king, but that in the pre»«*nt circumstances they 
thought It best not to raise the question, but to take means for uniting in their 
exertions in the cause of their country. The prince replied that he had uetar 
had any pretensions to the throne of Poland.” 

IMPORTANT FROM ST.DOMINGO. 

(From the “ Shipping Gaxette” of Tuesday night.) 

We have received at a late hour to-day the following extmet from a letter 
brought by the Jane and Jessie, arrived at Liverpool yesterday from St. Do* 
mmgo: — 

By ail expres*, arrived from Port-ipi-PIett on the 27th of December, official 
m»i hai liquu rue Dcd from Gene* a* 'ViUanuevo, commander of Port-nu-PUtt, 
stating that on Sunday night, the 2ftt of December, Ute wind being very Strong 
from th» north, and a* 4t appended that-Cfee Haytlen fleet was cruising off two 
Dominican const, the tiayticn admiral ship, a topsail, and a fo'e-and-aft schooner 
were shipwrecked on me reefs, called Ma Louise, within half a mile of Port-au- 
Platt ; ami at daylighr on the 22d General Villanuevo marched at the head of 
his troops, and made prisoners of Mr. Cadett Antoine, the Hay lien admiral. 
Colonel Valon. Colonel Ph Hips, several other officers, and 170 men, who were 
in the act of landing, several being drown'd. Th<*y were all well-secured, and 
are under march for the capital, where they are momentarily expected, thus it 
appears that the Divine Providence protects the Dominican cause. 

•* The Domini “an fleet, consisting of eight schooners and one brig, sailed for 
Port-;iu- Platt in order to prevent the enemy’s vessels, if they should come, from 
approaching the wreck, and to save all that possibly could be saved from th« 
three vessels. On the 3d of January the above-named Haytien Admiral Cadett 
Antoine and Colonel Valon arrived at the capital as prisoners. Information has 
been receited from Port au- Platt, stating that all the artillery belonging to the 
wrecks amounted to seventeen guilt. The Amunicion’s 'provisions, Ac., have 
been saved from them. The Dominican A*-et were trying to get the vessels off 
the reefs, of which there are hopes of one being saved, the other two being 
nearly a total loss. 

“ The Amcricwn schooner John W. Taylor, has been purchased by the Domi- 
nican government for a man-of-war, which will be fitted out in a few days. 

“ The Dominican ship of war is dally expected from St. .Thomas. News had 
been received from Saraana, slat ing that a boat with twelve Haytiens on board 
had reached that place from the wrecks at Port-au Platt. On their arrival they 
were made prisoners, and are under march for tha capital. Ten Haytien 
prisoners arrived at the capital on the 6th of January; these were taken at the 
battle of Holer. 

I'he Dominican men-oftwar are all well armed, carrying each of them a long 
brass pivot, besides their battery, and mostly mannod by foreigners. TUa city U 
in a perftet sta'.e of trauquillity.” 


IRELAND. 

Dublin, March 10. 

Apprehensions op Scarcity.— The subjoined remarkable stat-inent was 
unanimously agreed to at a meeting of the liiagtvt rates, clergy, and respectnb’e 
farmers of the parish of Ktllone, county of Ciare. held in the National Bchool- 
house oi Newh.il! on Friday, the 6th inst., Mr. John Macdonnell, of Newliall. ir* 
the chair, for the t impose of urging on the member* of the scarcity o ' inna*»sion 
the necessity of affording immediate relief to the destitute unemployed of the 
district : — 

” That there are in this parish 100 families and upwards in great want. The 
failure of th»* potato crop, the high price of putat e* in Ennis market (5 d. yesrer- 
day), the want of resident gentry to employ the people— all combine to spread 
distress and misery throughout tills neighbourhoiKi. 

** That about 100 acres of tbe rich alluvial corcas land adjoining the estuary of 
the river Fergus have been cultivated during the pas; year by the labourers of 
this parish— tin? entire produce of which has been lost. 

” That at the present moment there are in this parish more than fifty families 
in a state liordering on extreme destitution ; or, in other words, that they fre- 
quently cannot procure even one meal in the twenty-four hours of the cheapest 
food, as they are without money, credit, or employment. 

“ That in another month we shall have an additional number of fifty families 
And upward' in similar destitution, and that be ore the 1st of next May more 
thin the third part ofthe inhabitants of this parish will have to dejiend, in order 
to sustain lift*, on the employment afforded by public works, or the relief given by 
humane landlords. 

*• Tnat tiie extensive farmers of the parish have lost almost the entire of their 
potatoes — hence the poor a>e excluded from the extensive charities hitherto 
given in tiie agricultural districts ; h»*ucc likewise a great diminution of the cm- 
plovoient hereiofore afforded by the farmers to the neighbouring poor. 

“ Tha: there are not in this parish provisions sufficient, at an average, to feed 
the inhabitant's for a month.” 

A paiish priest (the Rev Mr. Lynch) in the county of Clare has addressed a 
letter to a local paper, whicn gives a very gloomy account of the condition of tbe 
people in the district over which he is placed : — 

” i'he potatoes (say s the rev. gentleman) are all but gone In this district, while 
the people h«n e no employment ; for, as there is neither resident - landlord nor 
agent in ( Kilmealy) they arc left to their own resources.* What will the public 
think when they are informed that in one parish (Kilmealy) there are more 
than 12,000 acres Irish to which the hand of industry was never applied, not from 
any want of disposition on the part of the people, hut ftom an unaccountable 
and insane apathy on the part of ihe landlords ? What then are the people who 
are so neglected to do? Their food is nearly exhausted, and yet they have no 
employment, in a district where industry is required in every form, whether it 
be in tbe repairing of roads and bridges, making fences, rlearing land, Ae. 
Meetings hare been called in other baronies, and mruey applied for to meet the 
oppr, ac.iing famine, and why nbi hold a meeting in this barony ? I would sug- 
gest the prudence of doing so. before a scene of anarchy mny be acted which 
would he deplored by every lover ol peace and religion. Prinetpiis ubsta woa 
never nmre applicable than at the present time. It is a very dangerous experi- 
ment to try the patience of a hungry populace.”

a pound. During the next twenty years the price fluctuated from Or/, to D. 8 d. 
a pound, aiul in 1843 it was at 1 l^rf., with an import of 47,78.5.061 pounds. In 1841 
the duty upon foreign wool was entirely removed, the quantity enter* d for con- 
sumption increased to 65.079,5241b., and the price of English wool rose at once to 
I*. 2d. In 1845 the amount imported had further increased to 76, 828, 1521b., and 
the price of domestic wool had risen to Jj. 4t4 
Between 1831 and 1845 the declared value of British exports of woollen manu- 
factures had risen from 5,389.124/. to 8,741,728/.

THE CATARAQUI EMIGRANT SHIP. 

Lloyd’s agent at Melbourne, New South Wales, in a letter dated the 4th 
of October last (received on Saturday), furnishes some additional information 
respecting the late loss of the ship Galarauui, her crew and passengers, upon 
King's Island. 

The co onial government had taken steps for the interment of the dead, and 
for the erection of a tablet to mark ihe spot and to record the calamitous event. 
At a public meeting convened upon the occasion, it was observed that the fittest 
monument to commemorate such a melancholy loss of life would be one which 
should guard against the future occurrence of similar catastrophes, bv thc erec- 
tion of a light-house, either upon the island or Cape Otway. The necessity of 
such an erection to serve as a guide to the western entrance of Bass’s Straits is 
sufficiently proved by the pccurrence of no less than lire total wrecks upon King'* 
liland sine- the year 1835, namely : — The Neva, with female convicis, in 1836 ; 
the Harbinger, in 18 — ; the Isabella, in 1810 ; the Rebecca, in 1843 ; and iho 
Cataraqui, in 1845. With reference to these wrecks, Lloyd s agent remarks, that 
the sailing directions for Bass's Straits appear to him to excite an unnecessary 
fear of approaching tlie main land of Australia, ou account of the swell p. evail- 
ing from the S.W., the fact being, that the swell is quite as dangerous if King’* 
Island be approached too closely, f >r that thc Neva and Isabella were both driven 
on shore by it. The inter-colonial traders have no such fear of approaching the 
main land, and constantly coast from port to port in Australia. Instead, there- 
fore, ofj vessels approaching the str.dt iu ial. 40 deg. south, it would appear safer 
for them to sight the main laod somewhere between Kangaroo Island and Cape 
Nelson, and from thence to take a fresh doparture for Gape Otway. 

Lloyd's agent also observes that tlie lighthouse would be of more general 
service if placed upon Capo Otway, iu preference, to King’s Island, and hii ad- 
ditional reason for irs being so placed arises from the circumstance of King’* 
Island being within the jurisdiction of Van Diemen’s Land, which, in these 
neglected colonies, would occasion thb loss of much time before arrangements 
could be made between the two governments (New South Wales and Vau Die- 
men’s Land) for it* erection ihere. 

A public subscription lor the benefit of the survivors of the Cataraqui hadbeea 
opened, and realised 151/. 3s., which had partly bee i expended in that manner, 
and ihe remainder to Mr. Howe and his party, who supplied them with pro- 
visions, Ac. 

The wreck of the Cataraqui and remaining cargo had been sold for 86/. 


MAIZE-FLOUR. 

(COMMUNICATED BY MR. W. COBBBTT.) , 

. . S ,*7 ce read * n & jour valuable and elegant paper of the 28th ult., and being 
highly curious to see the ministerial plan for importing provisions at pap»*r- 
money prices while the exchanges are against tlje country, put in full operation, 

I have made inquiries everywhere in London for the best specimens of mafze- 
“ our : * presume you will be ready to receive such further information as may 
be added to your useful Instructions coi this subject, and therefore beg to inform 
vou, rrora the result ol these inquiries, that there are various sorts now in 
London, differing materially In thoir qualities and adaptability for suppfying the 
place of bread. At one first- rate shop there is now sold what the vendor call* 
ine “Jf nest Indian polrnta." hti\d. \ter \b. This is meal or flour made in Italy 
of a yellow maize, tne article the best of its sort,- but the sort not the best by 
any meaui, nor by many degrees, for it has the flavour which very few people 
like at first, and which it requires to get used to to say the least of it, and that 
was always a difficulty of some moment with us in England, though now wu aru 
getting used to anything. Jaird Essex's declaration some time ago in favour of 
importing maize for feeding of cattle, seems to have been on the supposition that 
there was only this sort; and the same seems to have been the basis of calcu- 
lation of the landlords last night, iu agreeing to the immediate fiee import of (ho 
article, which the prime minister says he will according y allow, on security far 
the duty, in case of a change of opinion (though, with deference, one can hardly 
sec how that is to reduce thc price in the mean time, as the consumer must »a/ 
for the security) : however, the supposition is altogether fallacious. 

1 beg now to inform you, that 1 have found maize flour perfectly white, anrl ax 
much superior to the “ finest Italian polenta'' as wheat-flour is lo oatmeal. Tlie 
sight and taste of it would greatly enlighten the premiery who, only a few d»ya 
ago, spoke of “ the in>if’mjicnrit item of Indian cvm,” and of “ the nobler article 
of oats ! 1 o describe this flour, 1 am rather at a 1 .jSs for any comparison, as it 

is unquestionably better than anything ol the farinaceous kind ; and one proof of 
this is, that it is tiie same as is given in America to infants , and which makes 
them so remarkable free from thosa Internal pains »nd complaints to which 
young children are subject : so that the landlords ought to take care, io their 
providing for the pampering of cattle, lest they let iu a rival for wheat Iu 
disguise. 

1 beg to be indulged with a word or two on what you consider to he problema- 
tical, viz. the posublc and probable culture of the afticle in England. This ( ill . 
ture I a*sure you is certain, and on this certainty tho country may be congra- 
tulated; for otherwise, I believe, if the fiee-trade stir ouc»* give the taste for 
the sort of the article I allude to, the cultivation o! the sod would he pretty nearly 
abandoned from causes independent of polilical'ecooomisu ; and I am equally 
sur* that it would be no use (for the landlords who had any) to lend money 
to ruined tenants, or for ihe mortgagees lo go to the expense of suits to fore- 
| close their mortgages, with the view of laying down the fields in grass, for tho 
onitle would not 'eat It after having had a feed of maize; ihe only re- 
quiiite, I imagine, would be, a due supply fb carry on the trade wl»h pro- 
I sided always (as the lawyers sav) that the British Government cultivate the 
I relations of amity with the republic of America with commensurate humility, 
diligence, and assiduity. Now, what 1 have to say upon this interesting subject 
is, that I have three sorts of the maize which it is practicable to grow here in 
perfection without anv artificial aid: this I have hid tested by an operative che- 
mist, who ascertained that their specific gravity was precisely the same ns that 
of the very be»t imported corn irom hew Brunswick. These sorts,! think, I mav 
with propriety distmguish by the uameof" Cobbett's Com,” 1 having imported 
(m 1826) the few seeds, from the produce of which my father (in 18/8) planted 
his field of eleven acres, on which occasion be gave this name to the sort he so 
introduced. That sort has been proved not to perfectly ripen, at least hot 
always ; and the three sorts. I have before spoken or are different, aqd have been 
discovered since. These sorts are the smallest varieties of the whole genus, and 
now 1 have to state the most important circumstance, which is, that the amount 
qf the crop is in thc inverse proportion with the bulk of the plant and ear. This 
was a paradox on which 1 satisfied my father before he took much trouble in the 
mat:er ; and his crop on the eleven acres averaged at least ninety bushels ,of 
shelled corn to tho statute acre ; and ray present sorts being considerably smaller 
than that he plauted. the vivid it proportionally greatei. For instance, thc ear 
of the great flint-corn of Virginia and the Carolina! weighs about I lb. avoirdu- 
pois, and the yield per acre is 2ft buHicls ; the ear of my sort weighs about 2 oz 
and the yield is ebout 16ft bushel* ; and as nothing but practice can prove or con- 
trovert such an assertion, I will only add that 1 should be very well satisfied with 
a tenure conditioned on proving thi» proposition every year on the same spot of 
any sandy or gravelly soil that shall be worth 15*. an acre now, or, tf Peel’s uew 
Bill should pass, which shall be rvorih 10*. or 7s. 6<4 an acre then. 

As you have alluded to my lather's opinion of the potato , I cannot refrain from 
observing how curiously as well as completely it now appears to have been cor- 
rect, for he said thc urc of it was “ fashion ; ” and nowit is the fashion to decry 
It : and l beg you to observe the coincidence, that only a Jew months before the

THB IDEAL AND THE IMITATIVE. 

Her Mijaity'i Commissioners of the 
Floe Arte* the Art Union, and various 
kindred societies have given premiums for 
the advancement of art ; but in the arrange- 
ments made for carrying out their designs, 
we fear tbey.have addressed too exclusively 
the cupidity of the parties concerned. Pre- 
sent subsistence rather than future fame has 
been the motive pressed on the consider- 
ation of artists; and, as might have been 
expected, the works produced in answer to 
their severs! proclamations have been 
simply pleasing tn their character, imitative 
and not ideal, suited for parlour prints, 
hut in no wise calculated to secure 
the admiration of future generations. 

It follows, therefore, that patronage so 
administered fails of its objects, and 
becomes an incubus on the progress of 
real art. It might, however, be other- 
wise. Union is strength ; and as we de- 
sire to see it well directed, we shall from 
time to time trouble our readers with a few 
remarks on such ancient and modern works 
as may serve, by their excellences or their 
defects, as incentives to a more exalted 
course of practice or patronage in the 
higher walks of art. Our present remarks 
wUl he confined to the subjects of indivi- 
duality in portraiture, and character in the 
delineation of single figures or groups. 

But, first, let oe sey, we have often 
wondered, in reference to this subject, how 
any man can prefer slavery to liberty, and 
by departing from the poetry of art subject 
himself to the defects of mean models, 


the part of the artist of the mental constitution and individual | 
character of the man before him. These points he seized with the 
grasp of a poet, and employed them as a philosophic historian does I 


capricious fashions, and academic modes of 
proceedure, leaving what is noble and 
beautiful for what is ordinary and common. 

The truth is, that by such means, and in 
obedience to the mercenary inducements 
of unenlightened patronage, men more 
readily obtain premiums, gold medals, 
and the favourable awards of printsellers 
and speculative engravers. We may not 
cite modern instances. But the griev- 
ance is an old one. What an extra- 
ordinary reward Apelles received when 
Alexander gave him his mistress to satisfy 
the love which, while sitting to him, her 
beauty had inspired. The princi pie of pa- 
tronage in the present day is the same; 

Snd the result is that money — the rewards 
of the passing hour — the applause of the 
ignorant — is the ruling power of British 
art. Need we wonder, under such circum- 
stances, that, with a few illustrious excep- 
tions, an universal mediocrity prevails 
What is the remedy? Let the practice 
of the greatest masters furnish an answer. 

Look at the awful head which we have en- 
graved. It represents a bust by Michael 
Angelo of the great Lorenzo de Medicis. 

The mind of the man is seen to struggle 
forth from beneath the shadows of ms 
brows The firmness of hia purposes and 
the decision of hia character stand fixedly 
upon hit well-set lips. We feel that one of 
the greet arbiters of human destiny is be- 
fore us ; a man whose nod is fate — whose 
mile is fortune — whose judgments are be- 
yond appeal. We look — and we are com- 
pelled to look again. Nor can we look 
thoughtlessly ; the mighty modeller of 
that lump of clay commands our 
thought* and urges us to contempla- 
tion. We leave it, but the image of Lorenzo] still haunts us. 
Such Is the influence of a work of real genius. Whence, then.

EDUCATION IN WALES. 

A very important subject was broached in the House of Com- 
mons on Tuesday evening, upon the question of educatiou in 
Wales ; but it was only broached, not debated. Mr. Williams, the 
member for Coventry, moved a prayer to her Majesty to direct 
an inquiry into the state of education iu the principality, and par- 
ticularly into the meaus afforded to the labouring classes of ac- 
quiring a knowledge of the English language. This motion was 
curiously disposed of. Having passed the ceremony of seconding, 
Sir James Graham proceeded to agree w ith the mover, and to 
oppose what he moved ; and, what was more odd, he promised 
that if Mr. Williams would withdraw liis motion for inquiry, he 
would at once proceed to inquire. 44 If the Honourable Member 
will consent to withdraw his motion for tho present, I pledge my- 
self, on behalf of the Government, that inspectors shall be sent 
down into Wales to inquire into the state of education in the prin- 
cipality.” This was tantamount to saying, 44 If the Honourable 
Member asks for inquiry, I can’t grant it ; but if he withdraws his 
application, I will grant it directly. These are the absurd terms 
upon which the most important transactions are sometimes settled 
in the House of Commons ; and in this instance the result was, 
that Mr. Williams withdrew his motion, and that Sir James Gra- 
ham :L ,rs lu ’ ' V an . it is of course 

right to signify n and not inspectors of 

police. 

So much for the Member for Coventry and the Secretary of 
State. Now for the question itself — a question of moment, of 
humanity, of justice, and of civilisation. 

If we were to illustrate the condition of Wales, as in one 
way we have already illustrated the condition of Ireland, the 
mental aspect of the picture would be deplorable indeed. There 
the cultivation of the soil exceeds the cultivation of the spirit ; and 
although poverty be sometimes extreme, it would seem that igno- 
rance has still a deep “ lower than the lowest,” and that minds are 
more decayed in their own rust than bodies are wasted by toil 
and privation. The physical suffering of the poor of Ireland is not 
so great a mischief, or 60 intolerable a social evil as the mental 
apathy and degradation of the poor of Wales. 

Now, this is a matter to which we are bound to award a solemn 
and intelligent consideration. Great Britain is bound to provide 
for the ordinary instruction and spiritual welfare of her ancient 
and loyal Welsh principality. Welshmen are, like Scotchmen 
and Irishmen, every way our brothers, and we owe them a 
brotherly regard to their progress, their happiness, and their edu- 
cation. The statement of Mr. Williams must go as a reproach to 
our Governments — it bore truth upon its front — it was distinct, 
intelligible, and emphatic. Its details and statistics were ample, 
authentic, and unimpugned. Well, then, they went to prove that 
we have bestowed more pains upon the negroes on our African 

shores that we have spread more intellectual treasures among 

the most backward of our West Indian colonies — that we have 
diffused more precious missionary labour in lands and climes to 
which Philanthropy was our only pilot, than we have thought of 
awarding to deserving, though neglected, Wales, where honour, 
duty, and the responsibilities of the State, have equally demanded 
educational riches and religious wealth. 

There are taxes of knowledge which the Welsh people have a 
right to levy upon the English Government, and which that 
Government, by the stern justice and prompt generosity of its 
English clients, will, we trust, be made to pay. At present the 
inhabitants of the principality are not so creditably instructed as 
our recently emancipated slaves; and yet the Welsh have this re- 
deemable quality among them — ay, even among their poorest 
qnd most besotted — that they ardently desire education. Yet 
Mr. Williams stated that there are one hundred and eighty thou- 
sand children receiving no kind of instruction at all , while some 
few thousands who have been partially instructed by the better 
orders of society, are actually inverting the order of nature, and 
seeking to lead forth their own parents from the miserable igno- 
rance in which they have grown old ! This is lamentable, dis- 
creditable, and a shame ! 

To teach the English language too, in Wales, has become of 
paramount importance. Herein a lofty and indispensable purpose 
is distinctly announced. The want of the proper knowledge and 
interpretation of English has poisoned the sources of justice, 
tainted criminal trials, disguised misconceived verdicts, and pro- 
duced innumerable oppressions, dreadful to contemplate because 
subversive of the lawa of evidence, and proof, and truth.

Isolated in 
1 heir own towns and villages, they live on from gemmation to genera- 
te not only without improvement, but with constant deterioration. 

ved of the power of placing themselves in contact with others 
noyond their own narrow circle, the peasantry of each district form a 
little world of their own, in which the same habits, the same errors, 
the same superstitions, are handed down from father to son, and will 
so continue to be handed down until a knowledge of the English 
language lets in upon them the light of civilisation from tho world 
without, and enables them to extend their horizon. 

Our narrow space will not allow us to pursue the detail of Mr. 
Williams's simple narrative, but we have shadowed out enough to

PROSPECTS OF WAR. 

The prospects of war with America have greatly increased 
since we last addressed our readers upon the aspect of foreign 
affairs. A packet and a private vessel have arrived — one wkh 
the intelligence of a refusal distinctly announced to our minister 
to submit to arbitration the difficulties of the Oregon question, 
and another with the recorded votes of the republican senate in 
favour of that 44 one year's notice ” which is to dissolve the exist- 
ing treaty between Great Britain and the United States. The 
effect in the city has been a considerable fall in the flwds ; and, 
as we have before hinted, the funds are capital barometers. 

No doubt the question of war now broods more gloomily, and 
becomes more serious and alarming. Of course we do not mean 
alarming in the sense of danger to our country — for we are sure 
that American defeat and disgrace would crown the calamity 
which American folly will have originated — but alarming to 
the cause of civilisation — a cause which proclaims peace with 
the voice of Christian wisdom, and asks reason and religion to 
make its endurance good. But peace-continuance may not be 
within the control of the world’s better judgment — and the 
suggestions of moderation may be as powerless as they are wise. 
It is impossible to know how a vessel will be steered, amid the 
storm, anger, and insolence of the multitudinous mind of the 
American democracy. The very rudest turbulence is the symbol 
of the popular nature, and the young and unthoughtful nation 
runs riot in a dream of territorial aggression, and a defiance of 
the firmness which repudiates a violation of right 

She is eager for a wrong, and she not only invites, but forces 
on its punishment And with her it is L^nch Law not only with 
the selected victims of popular exeoration, but with her politi- 
cians, and almost with her President himself. Mr. Polk and his 
senators are lashed to the chariot of violent opinion in America, 
and the strong democracy drags them where it lists. Theirs is a 
vessel in which the officers have no command, and the pilot is 
only an instrument unto the will of the crew. Thus we are far 
from trusting to the angry elements to which we see the chances 
of peace exposed, with any sanguine belief that they will escape 
the dangers. We own our fear in the predominance of mob 
power, and we dread the approaching shock to civilisation amid 
which the prowess of England may yet have to teach a dreadful 
lesson of retribution to the most reckless people iu the inhabited 
world. ^

THE CURRENCY QUESTION. 

Whose is this image and superscription f 

This is the well-known inquiry of our Lord when the Jews sought 
to entangle him in an offence against the Roman po 'er, or to in- 
volve him in an admission calculated to weaken hit influence with 
the Jewish people. And the reply, “ That they were Caesar's,” 
with the inference deduced from it, via. that by admitting the image 
and superscription on the tribute-money to be Ctesar’s, they (the 
Jcsrs) admitted Cmsar’e authority to levy the tribute, arc equally well 
known. In modern times, however, a question has arisen which 
somewhat clashes with the reasoning of our Lord. 

It is now contended by political economists that the essential 
virtue of British tribute-motley does not rest upon the impress of the 
sovereign, but upon the specific weight and quality of the piece of metal 
which bears the royal impression ; and that, as soon as the piece of 
metal is reduced by wear the least fraction bclorir a specified weight, 
the Queen's image and superscription lose their authority. Hence, 
if a gold sovereign were shown to Sir Robert Peel, and a question 
put to him similar to that which our Lord put to the Jews, he would 
no doubt require that the sovereign should be accurately weighed 
before he could say whether it were really the Queen's money or not. 
Re would perhaps admit that the royal authority, duly Impressed 
ppon a piece of paper in the form of an Exchequer bill, might make 
that piece of paper poetess, as tribute money, an absolute value of 
one thousand pounds sterling, even though the paper should have 
been somewhat damaged by wear ; but that the same royal authority 
Impressed on a piece of gold should give to it a proportionate and a 
Hke inalienuble value he could not admit, because, forsooth, it would 
be contrary to the refinements of modern political economy. 

However discreet this reply, and the fine-spun reasoning which 
supports it, may bo in the mouth of 8ir Robert Peel, there is as-

of two distinct principles. Doubtless, in a matter of this kind, 
Cottar's authority is or ought to be everything , or it is nothing. 

A system which makes the legal value of tribute, or taxation money, 
depend partly upon royal authority and partly upon the assumed in- 
trinsic value of the material on which the royal authority is impressed, 
reminds the writer of an adventure he once witnessed. A little boy 
wras amusing himself on two pieces of timber that wore floating on a 
canal. The pieces were chained together at one end but not at the 
other. The boy not being aware of the fast and loose footing he had 
got. was sunding with one leg on each piece. The timbers began to 
separate, but so imperceptibly at first that the little fellow was un- 
conscious of it, until they were too far apart to allow of his regaining 
a footing on either piece ; and then, as the breach became rapidly 
wider, he bad no alternative but to fall into the water. Had he pos- 
sessed the talents and dexterity of Sir Robert Peel he might perhaps 
have balanced himself, first on one piece and then on the other; and, 
if mischievously inclined, he might perhaps have amused himself by 
decoying his less dex'erous friends into a good ducking; but he was 
a simple hearted lad, unacquainted with this world’s guile and with 
the capricious movements of the duplex principle on which he had 
taken bis standing; and the consequence was that he had all the 
ducking to himself. It is now nearly 50 years since the writer wit- 
nessed this occurrence, but be has never forgotten it, and H may 
probably have hnd some effect in making him always afraid of those 
maxims of modern political economy which are based on duplex 
principles, and which, like the two pieces of timber here spoken of, 
are fastened together at one end only. 

Principles, fast at one end and loose at the other, have been the 
curse of mankind from the earliest ages; and in the hands of sutes- 
men more distinguished for ingenuity of speech than consistency of 
action, they have often been made the means of inflicting much in- 
justice on the weaker classes of the community. No doubt it was 
nn this kind of principle that those laws were founded, which the 
gospel tells us, laid on the poor burthens grievous to be borne, but 
•pared the rich. On the same principle, in recent times, the ancient 
Jaw by which the poor and destitute in England had a legal provision 
tor their wants without the loss of personal liberty, has teen re- 
pealed ; and the repeal justified by a lord chancellor, who, at the 
same time, had no difficulty in justifying an increase of his own re- 
tiring pension. On the same principle ingenious philosophers 
have attempted to make it appear that, however honourable the 
marriage stale might be for the rich, it was a privilege scarcely 
intended for the poor; and that, though nature's tabic might 
be abundantly provided with good things through the skill 
and industry of the working classes, yet that none were en- 
titled to share in the feast but those who were provided with 
golden tickets. Again, philosophers assuming an ounce of gold to 
be of the exact money value of 3 /. 17*. 10}<4 sterling, tell us that 
the pound sterling consists of 5 dwts. 3 grs. of gold, and that the 
Queen's image and superscription are stamped on the sovereign to 
show that it is of the right weight and fineness. A poor man takes 
it in the market guaranteed, aa he supposes, by this external stamp ;

The following verdict was returned:—" The majority of the jury 
find that the deceased, Manr Burke, was killed on Tuesday, the 3d March, by a 
pistol shot fired at her by Samuel Fletcher, from Mrs. Murray's gate. We are 
obliged to find this verdict in consequeuce of no evidence being allowed for the 
prisoner." 

Murder at Newark— On the night of Wednesday week, two youths, acting 
with sheer wantonness, pushed an unfortunate girl, only sixteen years of age, 
over one of the Trent locks at Newark, by which she was drowned. They ac- 
cuse each other of the actual deed, and both have been committed for trial. 

The " Invalids Russe'* of St. Petersburg publishes a letter from the Cauca- 
sus of the 6th ulc., which states that on the 20th of January last, the chiefs and 
the effendts of the Abadshes had agreed on certain conditions to become the sub- 
jects of the Kmperor of Russia. This tribe consists of 100,000 souls, and enjoys 
the reputation of being a warlike race. 

Religious Persecution in Rusmia— The *' Journal des Debats " publishes _ 
letter from St. Petersburg of the 22d ult., which states that the emperor had 
commanded that all foreign Jews, even those of Poland, who are at present in 
Russia, should quit the Russian territory within three months, should they even 
be established and possess landed property in the country.

HOUSE OF LORDS. — Friday. Maech 6. * 

After the presentation of petitions, the Earl of St. G remans moved the com- 
mittee on the Irish Pacifi«ation Bill, and explained the nature of various amend- 
ments which it was intended to propose in committee ; among these was one 
limiting the duration of the act to five years. With regard to the amendment 
proposed by Earl Grey he could not conseut to it. The punishment of all others 
most dreaded by the Irish was transportation, and one example of summary 
transportation would produce more effect than many examples of imprisonment; 
and it should be remembered that they were now about to apply so extraordinary 
remedy to our extraordinary state of things. They could not detect criminals, 
and, therefore, they were b*>und to prevent crime by preventing persons being 
abroad after nightfall. The Noble Karl then quoted the opinion of Mr. O’Con- 
nell in 1834, as to the necessity of some law to prevent persons befog out after 
nightfall. The object was. to get at those concerning whose g-illt there could b* 
no moral doubr, but against whom persons refused to give evidence. Besides, 
the power of awarding punishment was left to the judge, and it was Impossible to 
doubt that he would exercise a proper discretion. He believed that nothing 
short of the proposed measure would meet the exigencies of tbe case, and hie 
knew that several persons connected with Ireland considered that it did not go 
far enough.

OUR ENEMIES IN' INDIA. 

Oar eastern possessions are comprised under three presidencies ; 
Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay ; the former being the seat of the 
chief government, under a governor- general, and the two latter 
having each a president at their head. A mistaken notion has long 
prevailed amongst those who do not concern themselves much about 
the matter, that the entirety of that part of the world called the East 
Indies is under British dominion and rule ; but this is not the cafe, 
for there are vast tracts of country in Hindostao, divided into dif- 
ferent nations, each having a sovereign of its own, many of whom,* 
however, would find their power rather ticklish in their hands but for 
the friendly alliance of the English, whose watch Ail eyes and pru- 
dential care is always ready to protect the weak and arrest the strong. 
Almost every nation possessed certain divisions presided over by sub- 


ordinate chiefs or rajahs, whose ambition in aiming at something 
more exalted renders them rather dangerous to the interests of the 
monarch ; and it has been the policy of the English to endeavour to 
preserve a nice balance between the superiors and the subordinates, 
so that, in case of necessity, one party may be brought into operation 
against the other ; the monarch to uphold his throne when acting 
justly, the subordinates to check his presumption when deviating 
from a course of rectitude. The same will also apply to the several 
nations in regard to each other; and though this must naturally ex- 
cite animosity against the supreme rule, yet the equity of that rule is 
sensibly experienced by all. It is true that some of the powers may 
be considered entirely at the disposal of the governor-general and 
council ; British agents residing at the various courts who, directed 
by the head department, manage nearly every state affiiir, and sway 
the sceptre or the scimitar in accordance with policy or necessity. 


Others are tributary ; and amongst many tranquillity is preserved by 
encouraging dependence on friendship, which, however, is generally 
of a selfish character on the part of the natives, and would be broken 
at every convenient occasion that offered an opportunity of setting it 
at defiance. Looking at Hindostan, we may consider that most of 
the nations are in heart hostile to the English ; but the excellence of 
management by the latter, added to the vast superiority in the courage 
and skill which constitutes man lord of the creation, raises them fir 
above the natives, who, in some instances, vainly hope that numerical 
strength will overwhelm determined bravery and rigid discipline. 
Thus nearly the whole of the nations have in succession essayed mar 
with the English under the expectation of driving them from the 
soil. At the period when Napoleon was in Egypt this line of oon- 
duct was strongly developed by the Sultan Tippoo, for no fact can be 
more certain than that Buonaparte waa in correspondence with the

sultan, After the death of the latter a copy of one of his letters to 
the French general was found, in which Tippoo says, “ Happy mo- 
ment 1 the tima is come when I can deposit in the bosom of my 
friends the hatred which 1 bear to those oppressors of the human 
race. If you will assist me in a short time, not an Englishman shall 
remain in India ; " and this was written at a date corresponding with 
that in which the sultan was negotiating treaties with the English 
for peace. There can be but little doubt but that other chiefs besides 
the sultan would have declared hostilities against the English ; but as 
a small number of our brave troops stormed Seringapatam, and sub- 
sequently subdued the restless and turbulent spirits that disturbed the 
country, so did the battle of Assaye, under Major-General Wellesley 
(the uuke of Wellington), in a great degree put an end tc further 
strife. The noble duke, in speaking of the battle of Medok, gave it 
the preference to Assaye for vaj^ur and determination.; but with all 


due deference to his grace we would say, that there never was a finer 
or harder fought affair than that of Assaye, though we admit that 
Medok was equal to it. 

During the reign of the Maharajah Runjeet Singh over the Pun- 
jaub he kept friendly with the English as lie found it in accordance 
with his interests and power to do so ; for as the Sikhs of all ranks 
spurn, when they can, at authority above their own, so the troops of 
England alone kept them in check, and of this the maharajah availed 
himself to curb his subjects and to strengthen his throne. This dis- 
crete and brave man, with the assistance of European officers of high 
talent, reorganised his army according to French discipline, and 
proved, by his conduct, that he considered despotism as the best 
suited to the temperament of his people, and he employed it without 
reserve. 

At the period of his decease (1839) the Sikh army (says one of Its 


officers) “ consisted of 110,000 men, which were divided into regulars 
and irregulars, the former of whom, about 70,000, are drilled and 
appointed according to the European system. The cavalry branch 
of the disciplined force amounts to nearly 13,000, and the infantry 
and artillery of 60,000 more. The irregulars, variously armed, are 
nearly forty thousand strong, of which number upwards of 20,000 are 
cavalry, the remainder consisting of infantry and matchlock men ; 
while the contingents, which the sirdars or chiefs are obliged to 
parade on the requisition of tbe sovereign, amount to considerably 
above 30,000 more. The artillery consisted, in Runjeet's time, of 
376 guns, and 370 swivels mounted on camels, or on light carriages 
adapted to their size. The costume of the regular infantry is scarlet, 
with different coloured facings to distinguish regiments, as in the 
| British service. The trousers are of blue linen ; the head-dress is a 
I blue turban, with one end loose and spread so as to entirely cover the 
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head, back of the neek, ami shoulder. ; the belt* are of black leather ; the arm* 
a musket aud bayonet, the manufacture of Lahore.

The Beethoven Qpartett Society. — This meeting fook place on Monday 
evening in Harley Street, and called together such a musical audience as can 
only Lie found on very extraordinaiy occasions. Tnis society was formed^ for the 
purpose of making the lovers of music better acquainted with Beethoven’s quar- 
tetu, particularly the posthumous, that nearly up to the present time were only 
known by name even to professor*, and generally regarded by them as dreamy 
imaginings of the mixhty composer. To this society, and the meetings in Queew 
Square from which it sprang, wo are mainly indebted for a better appreciation of 
those works ; and after many hearings, we come to a contusion that they arw 
Beethoven’s greatest achievements) — Indeed, that they are alone fn the art* with- 
out compeer or rival. They were first attempted at Queen Square by Willy, 
Goflrie, Hill, and Hancock ; and we confess that, on the first hearing, we were 
Inclined to believe them mu'ical puizlet. not worth the solvine. The second 
attempt was by Mvori, Thirlwall. Hill, and Roussellet, and on (hat occasion w« 
were charmed with much, mid convinced that It only required a Iwtter acquaint- 
ance to find them rich in all th*t constitutes high art. 1 hi* se**on they are per- 
formed entirely by Slvori, Sainton, Hill, and Roussellet, all gr>-at per formers^; 
and the supposition on the p;ur of the originator* seem* to be, that Beethoven • 
quartet** will receive full justice — indeed, be performed as perfectly as possible 
even at the present advanced st ge of the art. We will give this matter con- 
sideration at an early opportunity To show the interest these meetings create 
in the profession, we give the names of some of the professors we observed 
among the company: — Mo*cheMe*, Sir G. Sma^t, Costa, Anderson, Mr. and 
Mrs. Vincent Wa lace, Thirlwall, Kroff, Novello, Guynemer.

J ou»e* luch a* we hare seldom Aeon before Easter ; this is the more remarkable 
• we hare no new artiste decidedly successful, or any established favourite At the 
present time. The concerted pieces In the opera improve on repetition ; though 
possessing little novelty, they are effective, and what musicians terra well written. 
The solo pieces, few as they are, make little advance. We have no affection for, 
a siring of arias, hut an opera ought to possess a goed scena for the soprani 
tenor, or bass, at the least. Sanchioli, the prlma donna, is of the first class of 
singers, and would be out of place in a second or third part, but she is by no 
means a brilliant specimen of the clast ; her intonation is imperfect, voice me* 
diocre, face and figure unralculaied to adorn her present position. Had she ap- 
peared at the Princess's Theatre she might have been permanently successful ; 
as prlma donna at her Majesty's Theatre she treads In the footsteps of Paata, 
Malihran. Persia oi, and Grist, challenging comparison with our highest standard 
of excellence. Corbari is evidently a novice, but gives treat promise ; the upper 
part of her voice is clear and silvery— the middle, feeble and infirm. She singa 
well in tune, possesses natural grace and delicicy, and bids fair to be a go id 
singer ; her appearance i« highly pi eposscssing. Fornasari is unchanged. Ho- 
tel l i slightly improved. Corelli seems to have recovered much of his brilliant 
quality of voice ; originally, he had the most genuine tenor voice of the age, but 
he lost it entirely for a time through severe illness. 

We are aware that at the beginning of the season it is scarcely possible to get 
the first singers, and that we must only expect seconds ; in such case, it is un- 

t enemus to test them by a high standard, but when we see, every day. praises 
ivished on the present company that only the highest can merit, we are obliged 
to use such a test.

They have recently made their first report to the lord chat’cellor, showing their 
visits, the patients seen, and miles travelled, dining the six months ending the 
4th of February last. The report was yesterday issued a* a parliamentary paper. 
l>r. Turner made 148 visit*, saw G593 patirnts, and travelled 3351 miles. Dr. 
Hume made 105 visits, saw 3813 patients, and travelled 2713 miles. Mr. Procter 
made 131 visits, saw 6550 patients, ami travelled 3138 miles. Mr. Mylne paid 170 
visits, saw 5382 patients, and travelled 40K| miles. Mr. Hall (who died on the 
30th of October last) paid 11 visits, saw 876 patients, and travelled 729 miles. Dr. 
Pritchard (who was appointed on the 31st of August last) paid 102 visits, saw 
4626 patients, and travelled 2052 miles ; and Mr. Campbell paid 22 visits, saw 
396 patients, and travelled 915 miles. Mr. Campbell was appointed on the 26th 
of Nove mber last. 

Wheat. — By a return yesterday issued, on the motion of Mr. Childers 
(Malton), an account is given of the weekly average price of wheat by 
which the duty is rrgulated, from the 2d March. 1844. to February last, as 
also tlie total quantities of wheat returoed by the inspectors of com re- 
turns from September, 1844, to January, 1845; and from September, 1845, 
to January, 1846. The first part of the document shows the weekly aggre- 
gate averages by which the duty on wheat Is regulated by the act 6 Jk 6 Viet. c. 
14., from March, 1844, to the 22d of February last, and al«o, in the same period, 
the weeklv aggregate averages, calculated according to the provisions of the act 
9th Geo. IV. c. 60. The second part has reference to the quantities of wheat 
•returned by the inspectors as brought to market in specified months in 1844-5, 
and 3. In 1844, in September, the corn returns were 450,526 quarters and six 
bushels; in October, 540,783 quarter* ; in November, 626,*290 quarters and four 
bushels; an* in December, 551,176 quarters. In 1845, the r*- turns were — 
January, 518 031 quarters and two busnels ; In September, 414,693 quarters; 
In October. 665,162 quarters and four bushels ; in November, 618,167 quarters 


and six bushels ; and in December, 475.617 quarters and two bushels. In January

About three hours alter her dentil her hus- 
band was conveyed In a sedan chair to the hospital, wrapped up in blankets, but 
the poor fellow can only survive for a few hours, Such a painful case of misery 
and distress would be hardly supposed to exist In a country like this.

LOSS OF THE STEAMER GREAT LIVERPOOL. 


Intelligence reached the metropolis on Saturday of the t^tal less of thet Ann 
steam vessel thejGreet Liverpool, belonging to the Oriental and Peninsula Steam 
Company. It took place at four o'clock the morning of the 24th February, on 
the snoals off Finistcrre. The particulars of th s melancholy occurrence are de- 
tailed by Captain Mac I^od, a worthy and Intelligent lieutenant of the royal 
navy, to James Allen. Esq., secretary to the company In St. Mery Axe.

Dear Sir, — It is with feelings of the most painful grief that I have to ac- 


quaint you, for the Information of the managing directors and all whom It may 
concern, that at 4 o'clock on the morning of the 24th inst., whilst steering N.N.K., 


with a strong wind from the S.S.W., and a heavy sea running, and about seven 
to ten miles from Cape Finisterre, the weather thick, dark, and hasy, the ship 
going about ten knots an hour, we struck upon a shoal or rock. a< d made so 
much water in the engine room that sho soon became unmanageable from th« 
fires being put our, and consequently drifting towards the land, and grounded in 
a small sandy shoal, called * Guros about oue league and a half to southward of 
Corcubion, where she lay with her head to the southward broadside on the 
bearh. at the distance of 300 yards, on which a heavy surf was breaking. The 


boats were all got ready for lowering to land the passengers and crew, and the 
larboard life.b >at was sent with a party of seamen and a lir 


. . line to haul a rope on 

shore, which they with difficulty reached in safety, and we soon after got a 
hawser on shore, and the end of it made fast and hove taut from the ship. Mr. 
Hamilton, chief officer, was sent in the launcn with a party of passengers and 
crew, amongst whom were several ladies and children ; all were safely landed 
except Mrs. Archer, a child belonging to Mrs. Morris. 7 yesrs old, and a native 
female Indian servant, who were lost in the surf on the beach by the swamping 
of the launch, though every exertion was made, both by shore, on tlie beach, and 
in the launch to save them. After this the launch, which was with great dif- 
ficulty hauled alongside by us on board, and haled Out, made several successful 
trips, and all on board were safety landed. By II am., going myselfin the last 
trip, having previously ascertained tint every person was out of tlie ship, the sea 
at that period was breaking heavily over her, and she was fast breaking up on iho 
starboard side, amidships. Tne pinnace was stove iu lowering, end the star- 
board quarter boat by the tea striking her violently. On getting nn shore I 
found several articles of different kinds had already floated there, and a number 
of the people of the coast had come down, and were plundering a 1 they could g t 
away, though all means were taken to prevent it. In fact we have beeu most 
shamefully plundered and robbed In every possible way. 

*• Considering it necessary to communicate with the nearest English consul or 
agent, I despatched Mr. Lano (purser) to Corcubion, where i learned a consular 
agent resided, to claim protection for ourselves and property that wight come on 
shore. On his arrival there he found the consular agent (a Spaniard, aud not 
spqaklng English) to ba a person of no Inflpenpe ; Indeed, apparently Incapable of 


rendering tseiitance of any sort, lie, therefore, deemed It Indispensable to pro- 
ceed at. once to Corunna, distance 45 tnQee, and communicate with Mr. Santoe, 
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the consul-general for Gallic!*, and was promised by the consular agent that 
passports, horses, and guides for himself and three passengers, should be ready 
at half-past 5 o'clock on the following morning. Instead of this, neither horses 
nor passports were ready, but Anally, a refusal to allow him to proceed. He 
afterwards found that the consul had sent a messenger to Corunna that morning, 
without even allowing Mr. Lane to know he was going to do so. The passengers. 
1 fear, have suffered much from the vice-consul not having sought or selected 
any place for them to go to, and also from the scarcity and difficulty of getting 
provisions of almost any sort, and the accommodation they have been enabled to 
get being of the most miserable description. 

“ I am happy to say that every officer and man under my command behaved 


back to the vice-consul’s to know how It was that he had not procured an order, 
if it were necessary. He said it must come from the minister of customs, who 
just then came up, and on applying to him for an order to bring the mails, Ac., 
to the vice-consul’s house, he said they must all go to the custom (house at Cor- 
cubion, which is on the opposite side of the bay, to be under his custody. How- 
ever, on reasoning with him, 1 believe he determined on allowing the things to 
be put in the vice-consul’s house — at least until the arrival of Mr. Santos from 
Corunna, and was to leave himself at 7 o’clock next morning for the purpose of 
removing them. During this time the officers and crew have been living under 
temporary tents on the beacb, subsisting on such food as could be got from the 
ship, with a supply of bread from this village (Coe). They are, of course, af-

lamp placed in the centre of a dioptric apparatus of prisms and 
lenses, which have the effect of magnifying and dispersing the light 
in a most extraordinary manner. The rays of light passing upward 
and downward from the lamp are caught by the prisms, refracted, 
reflected, split into thousands and thousands of vivid beams, and 
are then collected and conveyed on eight iihraense lenses, from which 
the most glorious flashes of intense white light are thrown con- 
tinuously into the air. At a distance these several shafts of light 
appear to coalesce and form one sun- like luminary. The apparatus 


is enclosed in an immense lantern of plate glass, and the whole 
raised on e tower of fifty feet in height Internally the tower is 
divided into three floors ; on the first the oil and stores are deposited ; 
on the second a stove is kept burning to heat the lantern and glasses 
to a degree of warmth sufficiently strong to guard them against the 
deposition of moisture ; and the third is devoted to the maintenance 
of an equable temperature throughout the tower at all seasons of the 
year. The lamp is a great curiosity, as it is automatic in its ac-

In the neighbourhood of London they are rendered strlk ingly attrac- 
tive to the eye, and, to a Certain extent, are well adapted for the purposes of burial ; but 
still, in the ahsenes of the facilities now proposed, they are disposed at such inconve- 
nient distance as to place them wholly beyond the pecimiary means of the humbler 
elasees, except In their immediate neighbourhood ; they are also small when compared to 
the requirements of this and future generations. The grounds of the Great Metropolitan 
Necropolis will be laid out in a beautiful and appropriate manner, equally attractive to 
the living and suited to the sad solemnities of the dead, care being taken to preserve the 
solemn character of the piece ; thu* to the stern character of the ancient will be added 
the beauties of the ** Pcre le Chaise, ’ and of our existing English cemeteries. They will 
be portioned off Ih deference to the feelings of sects and religions, and as their crest ex- 
tent renders them fitting for, so they will be opened to, the sad remains of mortality with- 
out reference to oountry or creed. 

In order to carry out the recommendations of the Parliamentary Committee to the 
fullest extent, and to enable the legislator* to abolish burials within the crowded parts 
of the metropolls, the association propose* to assume the right (when required to do so) 
to enter into public or private contracts for burials, with or without the oo-opc ration of 
Other public Bod i es or private individuals, to supply the material, and to adopt such other 
measures as may be found nec e ssary to ensure economy of burial to those who desire it, 
as well as .due decorum of conveyance and interment of the deceased. It is proposed to 
erect in each group 1 a large pyramid, consisting of arched recesses or catacombs. Group* 
of chapels, terraces, raised walks, rows and clump* of trees, and beds of flowers, will also 
add to the general magnificence. It is also contemplated to erect in the centre of the 
group of chapels, in one bf the cemeteries, a grand national mausoleum, or temple, on 
the principle of Westminster Abbey, for the burial, the monuments, or the tablets of 
those who may be considered worthy of public testimonial ; a permanent council of no- 
blemen and gentlemen being appointed to decide on the respective claims to this honour 
previous to its being granted. 

The plans for the chapelt, fentrence-gates, and ornamental disposition of the grounds 
in now under serious consideration ; and the catacomb* will "foe built with the view of 
affording accommodation on a scale of charges the most economical, or, as consistent 
with the views of the friends of the deceased. Grounds for interment at various rates, 
either in perpetuity for families or separate bodies, may be obtained, with every facility 
to erect such memorials as their surviving friends may deem fit, in conformity to the 
rules of the a emulation. From the fullest and most accurate information, and calcula- 
tions made, the promoters, in the event of the bill for the abolition of burials iu the 
crowded parts or the metropolis passing this session of parliament, are prepared to state 
chsd the gnmnds will be effective for constant burial of twice the preaent population, 
while the charges for Interment will be one-half, aud in many instances two-third* less 
than now paid by the several classes of the community.

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FOREIGN WOOD AND ENGLISH WANT. 

I|f & pictorial journal, Art often takes upon herself the office of 
a very emphatic and 'very summary prompter. A picture is 
brought before the editorial eye, impressed on the editorial 
mind, and lo ! it becomes the reproach for some duty derelic ted, 
or a refninder of some duty imperative, which may no longer be 
delayed ! Thus is it with the interesting episode in the progress 
of world-advancement, upon this page, which, while the reader is 
contemplating with reference to its romance, we will seek for a 
moment to disrobe of its poetry, and reduce to the aspect of rational 
and political consideration, which at this crisis it seems candidly 
to deserve. The engraving before ns exhibits the process of 
clearing in one of those valuable forests of South America which 
are prolific of wood, the most beautiful and exquisitely grained, 
the most rare, various, and magnificent in the texture and rich- 


ness of its patterns of any that the world has yet contributed to 
meet under the devices of modem industry, and the polish and 
refinement of modem art, appropriation to the luxuries achieved 
in rich countries by civilisation, and demanded by their wealth 
and taste. The huge trees, thick twined and matted in that 
14 virgin forest ” of the Brazils, are being felled for the grace and 
ornament of European homes. Its M satin " heart, its * ebon ” 
branches, and its 44 rosewood ” limbs will find their way from deep 
wilds and a dreary savagery to the temples of imperial state. 
In our own Dives -empire they will reach the palaces of our Queen* 
the bondoirs and caskets of the rarest beauties of her court, the 
desks and work-tables of our quiet gentry — though it would be a 
mockery to talk of extending them to the cottage domiciles of our 
poor. Besides, it would spoil the contrast, the vast contrast, be- 
tween the gloom and grandeur of black forests, which sweating 
savage-toil is there levelling with the earth, and the soft ease, the 


silken luxury, the tastefol refinement, and the stately grace which 
they are to assume in their M lopped and clipped ” proportions* 
when they pass into their butterfly state, and become not only 
part of the absolute power and riches, but of the 44 pride that apes 
humility ” in England. No doubt there are moral aad sound re- 
flections to be drawn from this foot, and that poetry is one of its 
ingredients; hut upon as it forces a common sense feeling ; it re- 
minds ns that the dry and unattractive sutyect of the timber trade 
is just now before the poblie ; that the virgin forest has a dose 
and connection with the Peel tariff ; and that there is 

scarcely any aspect in which luxury is exhibited to the world as 
the growth of labour, that does not also point to ns how sure!/ 
and sadly the selfishness of wealth in England is legislating ag ain st 
the pressure of poverty ; in a word, how Ettle the rieh are eon* 
siderate for the poor. 

Our readers will have gathered that we have not plunged with

the avidity of many of our contemporaries into the plausibilities of 
the new tariff ; our praises have been scant of experiments, of 
which we confess all the greatness, but have not been able to arrive 
at all the glory ; we have looked cautiously and with fear at the 
poblie temptations to bless the boons that are given, and to under- 
rate the protection that is to pass away ; and above all, we have 
been sorry for that supineness, both in the class legislating and 
the classes legislated for, about the advantages which the poor are 
to derive from the great and manifest changes in the amount and 
condition of their employment, which are most certainly about to 
take place. We have looked on in a spirit of caution, not of en- 
mity, mourning not for measures themselves so much as for want 
of public principle in the men who move them, and not caring to 


disturb the immense ensemble of the projected tariff by driving it 
into details, and splitting it into burs. 

Upon the corn question we have been content to hope every- 
thing, but with the anxiety of 44 hope in danger.” We watched 
the debate ; and if it instructed, it also wearied us with the end- 
less repetition of arguments, only uttered to the power that was 
to crush them, and troths enunciated before the tribunal that was 
to bear them down. Interest after interest might be sacrificed 
and foil away ; and we felt — and felt bitterly — that the boldest 
writing, no more than the loudest voices, and most brilliant of 
eloquence, could stem the torrent that was calmly sweeping on. 
Ministers wear as calmly their mantle of dishonour, and the 
country, with scarcely less calmness, takes its modicum of dis- 


I grace. Thereis not& Cassandra in the nation that may not goto 
slumber, for the wooden horse is now entered into Troy ! Timeo 
Danao* et dona fesentes might still, however, be the cry of English 
labourers, in the colonies and at home, when they are offered 
ships built of foreign timber — silks and satins from the foreign 
loom — boots, and hats, and coats, with French polish in their 
manufacture — and desks, dressing-cases, wardrobes, flutes, file* 
gree and dining-tables from the 44 virgin forests” of South Ame* 
rica and the Brazils. But labour is shut out of the question by 
the tariff, unless it be labour from abroad . The tariff is essentially 
a tariff for the rich, and the duties are principally taken off those 
articles which the poor do least consume. We will not be be- 
trayed, however, into a tariff, or even a timber discussion.

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Only so much of the latter shall be entered upon by us as has 
been suggested by our artist’s proof. "We know that the question 
of the timber duties is one that strikes large interests as well as 
email ; that shipbuilders and sailors will fall in the same vortex 
of free trade ; that the Canada colonist will lose everything by the 
foreign competition ; and that the poor Englishman will gain 
nothing by the cheap admission of foreign wood. Still foreign 
wood may increase English wealth, help English wealth to luxury, 
mnd do for the palace and the mansion what the cottage and the 
workhouse will never have the taste to rejoice in, nor the means 
to enjoy. This is perhaps a period when the question of free 
trade in timber ennnot be discussed without reference to the 
pressure of contingent and immediate influences. Ships are more 
numerous than ever owing to the war preparations of the world ; 
local acts in Great Britain have forced the progress of building 
into an impetuosity ; and the tremendous rush of railways has 
created a demand for trade timber sufficient to increase the wealth 
of all who deal in that essential merchandise. The pros- 
perity of its commerce will therefore increase ; and the growth, 
and the produce, and the labour of foreign lands will supply the 
demand of the wealth and enterprise of this which ought to go to 
our English colonists. Timber will be cheaper to the merchant ; 
there will be more of it; the revenue will hold its ground by 
reason of the increase of quantity exceeding the decrease of duty ; 
but demand in England will keep up retail price, and foreigners 
will derive all the wholesale advantage. Ships and colonies go 
together to the wall in this matter ; commerce, on the other hand, 
thrives among a clique, and for the gain of a few ; Mammon rides 
the high horse over the prosperity of the people. As in the case 
of the foreign importation of cattle, which does not enable us to 
get meat any cheaper, so will the foreign importation of wood 
not cheapen the most useful and the most consumed timbers ; but 
only satisfy the present demands of our contractors, without 
ministering to the advantage of our artisans. Meanwhile all the 
wood that comes could not be condensed into a mallet to strike a 
harder blow at the colonies than the passing tariff. 

With the ornamental part of the question it is different, and with 
that we have here to deal. There is the Brazilian “ virgin 
forest,”, and here in the mind’s eye are billiard tables, bagatelle 
boards, guitars, sideboards, dining tables, flutes, wardrobes, ca- 
binets, bijou boxes , caskets, screens, and every variety of nick- 
nackery that can be produced out of satin, mahogany, rosewood, 
ebony, and all the regions of veneer! Just so, we get silks from 
France instead of Spitalfields — polished boots from Paris instead 
of Stafford — laces from Brussels that Nottingham can’t produce 
— and the rich get the benefit, or foolishly think so, of throwing 
their poor out of employ. But what benefit are you going to 
bestow upon your poor in beautiful woods from virgin forests ? 
Well, we grant you some ! A few more carpenters, joiners, 
cabinet-makers, veneer finishers and polishers will get (having 
generally en oug h at present) more than enough, Jo do. . But for 
the mass what is your temptation ? Are you going to mahogany 
the posts of your workhouses, and veneer the panels of your jails ? 
Will you have rosewood hospital bedsteads and ebony coffins for 
your poor. Will you have so much cheap corn from abroad, and 
such a vast increase of wages at home, that every cotter shall have 
a writing-desk, and every peasant a satin-wood plough ? Shall 
your factory girls have dress iug-cases, and your poor sempstresses 
work-boxes, as shining as their consumptive eyes ? Are you 
going to inoculate your lower life with luxury, and so make 
unwonted plenty scare them into gentility, that, next to corn, and 
meat, their idol shall be furniture and wood ? If you do not push 
your philanthropy so far, the poor will hardly be able to distin- 
guish the consummate sagacity which employs the savages of 
South America to cut down the virgin forests of Brazil.

From 
the 21st to the 24th every effort wa* made to restore com foil to the brigade -- 
lo*« of te: ts in the burning sun of India being a much more formidable matter 
than a similar occurrence at home. The groaier portion of the troops were en- 
camped between Buddewal and Loodtanah — the 3fith Native Infantry and Nu«- 
seeree batulion being a!one near the town. 'I he Sikhs now apprehending an 
attack, in turn abandoned Buddewal, and withdrew to a more a ivantageous posi- 
tion lower down the river. Colonel Wheeler’s brigade, consisting of her 
Majesty’s 50th, the 47th and 48th regiments of Native Infantry, joined on the 
25th, and a few day* being allowed for rest and arrangements, it was resolved 
that an attack by the united force should be made on ttic 2*th. The Sikh force 
had originnily consisted of 20,000 men, with 5 b gun* ; on the 26 th they were rein 
forced by the addition of 12 guns und 4000 men — all regular, well-dut iplined 
troops. Their rear rested on the riv* r ; they were entrenched strongly on ;he 
flanks; the strength of their position was the village of Ulle*-al. 

On the 28th the united dLLion*, ••omitting of 12,1*00 men and 32 gun*, marched 
at dayhrrak from Buddewal in the direction of the enemy’s camp. At the village 
of Churck we first got sight ol the enemy. They advanced some distance beyond 
their entrenchments towards our division, and commenced a heavy cannonade 
on our troops, which continued for half-an-hour. The village of Uileewal, the 
important point, wa* now stormed by our troops. Co one! Wheeler’s brigade, 
consisting of her Majesty’* 50th, and the 47th and 48th Native Infantry, led the 
advance. The whole line now pressed on and stormed the batteries everywhere, 
carrying the gun* nt the bayonet’s point. Charge ailer charge of our cavalry 
broke and cut up the enemy as they endeavoured to rally. The 16th Lancers 
and 3d Cavalry suffered most severely ; of theformer 110 were killed or wounded 
in charging the enemy's puns, and in striving, And thul most suecewfully, to 
break a square of a Kh tlsa regiment, which w.t* quickly dispersed or cut to 
piece*. In this latter service 200 of the Irregular Horse under Captain Hill, and 
700 of the Shi kawattee brigade, eminently distinguished themselves. The 
Sikhs fought gallantly, and their guns were excellently served ; they opened at 
10, and were not silenced till one o’clock — many of the artillerymen remaining 
till bayoneted at their posts. By noon the enemy were broken ; they were 
driven by .repeated charge* of cavalry and infantry into und across the river. 
Many were drowned In attempting to escape. 65 ot their guns were captured ; 
the remaining three were left unserviceable. Nothing cou d exceed the gal- 
lantry of the troops ; the artillery practice was precise, steady, and destructive ; 
the cavalry charges brilliant ; and the infantry everywhere as determined, steady, 
and orderly, as if a ball-practice parade, and not a pitched battle, had been in 
hand. Sir Harry Smith was present everywhere, encouraging and leaning on 
the men. Four European officer* were killed in tni* affair, and 13 wounded. 
Their names are as follows; —

RELIGIOUS TOLERATION IN CHINA — A CURIOUS SIGN OF 
THE TIMES. 


(From the “ China Mall” of Dec. 25. 1845.) 

The Government notification containing a translation of the Imperial Com- 
missioner'a letter for the toleration of alt sects of Ch.utians in China, wiki be 
read with much satisfaction. 

When the original proclamation was first mentioned in our columns, several 
month* ago, some doubt was expressed a* to it* authenticity, which, however, 
was afterward* fully established ; and the ” Chinese Repository,” watchful in all 
that concerns the interest* of Protestant missions, tn its la»t number called at- 
tention to communication* from Bishop Boone ami Dr. Median st, tending to 
show that the proc a nation was me «nt to it elude only tt.ose who in worshipping 
God ” venerate and make offerings to the cross, pit tures. and images.” It now 
appears, however, that if tin* document there rele* red to was authorised by the 
Cotnese authorities, it must have been obtained under false representations of 
what cons. itute* Christianity; and for thi* mistake ample reparation i* here 
made : —

7 he Polish Insi krection— Bkkslaw, March 16.— The generals command- 
ing the troops of the three protecting Power*, loom Wabna, for Austria; Ge- 
nera' Rudiger, for i-'ussia; and Count Von Brandenburg, for Prussia, having 
concluded a convention re.«pecting the occupation of the city of Cracow and It* 
territory, the Prussian troops quitted the city on the 12th, which remained in 
the occupation of Austrian troops alone. The Prussian and Russian troop* with- 
drew towards the frontiers, to occupy the territory of the republic for the 
present. 

The following Is the latest from Poland : — Owing to an agreement between the 
three powers. General Com t Wrb ia has been appoitved (provisionally) com- 
mander of the free city of Cracow for the term of three year*. At the expiration 
of every three years the protective rower* are to nominate a military governor. 
The seen*-* of pillage in Galkia stiil continue, notwithstanding the number of 
the Austrian troops. The peasants of Nepolnnitz Attempted to seise the govern- 
ment chest at Nekolomi, but it was removed in time. The domain of Count 
W-odsick, who took no part In the insurrection, ha* be»n pillaged. According 
to the treaty of 1834, any person guilty of high treason cannot find an asylum in 
Kussia, Priusia, or Austria. The three courts are hound to give up any *uch 
person on the demand o r the power Interested, but there is no existing treaty as 
regards the republic of Cr*c >w. 

India and America — The ‘‘Prussian Universal Gazette *’ aay*, — “For 30 
years England has not been so zealously occupied with war and maritime arma- 
ment* as at this monunt ; the movement* of the army, the event* of the cam- 
paign on the Sutlej, and the prospect of a war with America, have even exceeded 
In imprest the imidstei ial pemlexitic*, and the free trade measure* now before 
Parliament. I’he war on the Sutlej has hitherto been a defensive one on the side 
of the English throughout. The Sikhs, superior to the British forces in number* 
and artillery, have, since the battles of Moodkee and Ferozeshuh, endeavoured to 
extend their points of attack in a direction t<» th^ eastward up the river, and it is 
not improbable that they may threaten Belaspore and Hampore, if the British 
army is not strong enough to cross the river and to turn the extreme left wing bf 
the Sikh army. Every movement of the Sikh* ha», moreover, the double ad- 
vantage in its favour, that the British troops are drawm from Lahore and from 
the point at which a junction with the army of Sir C. Napier, advancing from 
the Lower Indus, might be effected, whilst it at the same time exposes the unfor- 
tified F.nglish position* in tne mountains, and even the *uinmer palace of the 
governor-genen 1 tn Simla, to a posuble attack. The present position of the 
EukIish presents, on account of the great extent of the frontier*, and the immense 
numerical superiority of the enemy, very important obsbtcles ; and not merely 
hard fighting, but also skilful manoeuvring will be requisite, in order gradually 
to annihilate the various corps of the Sikh army. Hitherto, the question is, not 
whether the English will conquer the Pmijaub, but simply how the Sikh* are to 
be repealed from British India (as their batteries still intrude on the English side 
of the Sutlej, according to ihe news just arrived i. If it is considered that all thi* 
is to be effected hy 7000 or 8000 English, as all the remainder of the troops con- 


” Sends the following reply to the Hon. Envoy’s despatch concerning equal 
toleration of the religion proie*»cd by ths English (here toliows an extract of the 
c iitenl* of that le-ter). 

\Ylion I previously c included the commercial treaty with the United States, 
one of the article* gave permission to erect (Impels in the five ports, and all 
nations were to have the same privilege, without tne slightest distinction. Su *- 
scuuently, the French envoy. Lagrene. requested that natives, if they were good 
men, should be entirely cxemu ed from pin klinnou on account nf the icligion 
they professed, l.the Great Munster, then agaui represented this matter to the 
throne; upon which the lmj>erial reply was .(-reived, that it should be done a* 
p'oj»osed, without drawing any distinction between the rites of the several re- 
ligion*. 

•* As, however, some of the local mandarins seized crucifixes, picture*, and 
images, and burnt tn« m, it wa* subsequently settled that permiseiou should be 
giv« u to woriinp them. 

“ 1, the Grext Minister, do not understand drawing a line of demarcation lre- 
tween the religious rm mm.irs of tne u*rii us nations ; hut virtuous Cnim-se 
• shall by no means be punished on account of the religion they hold. No matter 
whether they worship image* or do not worshin images, there are no prohibitions 
against them, if. when jiractisinij their cu-ed. they act wed. 

“ You, the liun-una le envoy, ne< d then-lore not he solici ou* about this 
matter, lor all western nations shall in this respect certainly be treated upon the 
same footing, and receive the same pr>.tnlion. 

“ 1 have now addressed a letter to the Lieutenant-Governor of Keanpsoo, to 
direct the inspector of Sooclnm, Snnpkeang, Tael seat ur, to publish another pro- 
clamation ; and likewise officially ieque*trd the Governor-General ol Fokeen 
aim Ciidkeang to issuo a dbttuci declaration of the same tenor in the various 
port*.

There is no doubt that the people of 
England would immediately begin with the greatest zeal a War in which the 
Americans woe ti e aggressors, and with the means at her command Kuglaod 
would assuredly bring such a war to a speedy and glorious termination. ” 

Sweden.— AtruuniNii to Accoi nts from Stockholm, the coronation of 
the King and Queen of Sweden and Norway is to lake place in the course of this 
year, at Frondhrim (Norway), if the alterations and repairs now in progreas in 
the kmndluom Cathedral can be completed wi hin that p- riod. 

Italy. — According to late accounts from Italy, disturbance* have taken place 
at Smola, but of a local nature. At Spoleto the prisoners attempted to revolt, 
and seven of them were killed and many wounded. Great indignation wa* felt 
ai Home on hearing that t ie name of the Pace had been abused in the late In- 
surrection of P' land, saying that his holiness had excited the Insurrection 
against the governments ; whilst, on the contrary the holy father had is»urd a 
briei to the bishops i f Prussian Poland, Posen, and Cracow, enjoining them to 
exhort the clergy of their respective nioceses to abstain from taking any part 
whatsoever in the insurrection, as aur ii flucuce the clergv might have on politi- 
cal matters could but turn to the dis-tdvauugs of 'he church.

At a meeting of the society on Monday evening, a lively interest was mani- 
fested at a statement r f the probable safety of Dr. Leichardt and his party, who, 
our readers will remember, were rep Tt»d to have all been murdered by the na- 
tive-* while on an exploring journey from Mo.eton Bay to Port Essingtou, Co- 
buig Peninsula. Northern Australia. 

Dr. Leu-hdrdl. an aavei turous botanist, accompanied hy Mr. Griffith, a 
naturalist, and party, left Moretuu Bay in the autumn of 1844, with the intention 
of making tneir way to Coburg Peninsula, and by that mean* opening a road 
across Australia, thus avoiding the dangerous navigation of Torres Straits, lit 
the spring of I k 45, repot ts were continual y a; riving — 1. That the party had all 
been inurcered by the nati es. 2. That thev had been destroyed by a tremen- 
dous hurricane. 3. That they were detained by some large waters, and were 
very miserable. 4. Tnat ilu*y were not, far from an ini md sea, abounding with 
in iistrous animals, Arc. These reports lie'ermiued Mr. P. Hodgson, the pro- 
prietor of the most distant station to the north-west on the Darung Downs, to 
arrive at the truth. Mr. Hodgson, Mr. Calvert, and six o’her* accordingly 
started on the 8th of August last from Temba, the mo.*t western station on the 
D trling Downs. They crossed a country of the most formidable and desolate 
description, abounding in a thick *crub, through which they hud to cut their way.

1 sent the haulm and the tubers, which I did not cut, to I)r. Lmdley, and have 
just received his observations thereon. He says, — ‘ Yotir potato 1 s have no symp- 
toms of disease in the young tubtrs, mid the stent anil leaves indicate no tendency 
to assume the condition of the ivuna'iu I iear they would soon do s»* if exposed 
to wet. It would be well to trv the efL-cts of a damp place on one of the po:* of 
potatoes that y u Milt have. I expect that your Dorsetjliiteloiat'X** are among 
Seine oi the *r we tnir)-.’

The admiral of the fleet, on each of his epaulettes, four stars, crossed batons, 
and a crown. 

Admiral*, three stars, crossed sword and baton, and a crown. 

Vice-admirals, two start, crossed sword and baton, and a crown. 

Rear-admira-s, one star, crossed sword and baton, and a crown. 

Captains of three years’ standing, a crown, a star, and an anchor. 

Captains under three years, a crown and an anchor. 

Commander*, a crown and an anchor. 

Lieutenants, an anchor. 

Masters, two anchors crossed. 

Mates, one epaulette on right shoulder, an anchor. 

Second masters, one epaulette on right shoulder, two anchors crossed. 

Medical director general, on each of his eptulettcs a gold crown and a star. 
Inspectors of Hospitals and Fleets, on theirs, a gold crown. 

Deputy inspectors of Hospitals and Fleets, a gold star. 

Surgeons, plain. 

Assistant surgeons, one on right shoulder, plain. 

Secretaries to commanders in chief, a gold star. 

Secretaries to junior admirals, plain. 

Paymasters and pursers, plain. 

Passed clerks, one on right shoulder, plain. 

Shoulder straps, having the distinctive marks above described, may b<* substi- 
tuted for the epaulettes on board the ships with the undress uniform, and arc also 
to be used on great coat* on all occasions. 

Great Coats. — The great coats for otfic*rs In the Royal Navy are to be of blue 
cloth, double or single-breasted, with the number and arrangement of the buttons 
according to the umlres* uniform assigned to their respect. ve ranks, omitting the 
pocket flaps, and with stand and fall collars, Recording to pattern at the adoural’s 
office at each port. The straps of the respective epaulettes heretofore described 
to be worn with them, except by fDg officers, who are not to wear the straps. 

Undress Cap. _ A crown, according to pattern, worked in gold, ami to be of 
the same size in all ranks, to be worn in front of the undress uniform cap above 
the lacs band .— United Sen ice Gazette.

The Society for the Improvement of the Labouring Classes have thrown open 
for public inspection, every day ibis week, two ranges of rmall cottage houses# 
forming a neat .street, which they have erected on part of the estate of Lord Cal- 
tliorp, near Bagnigge Wells, Pentonville, intended as model houses after th© 
plan of which to erect dwellings for the poorer classes, not only in the metropo- 
lis. but in large country towns, where hitherto this important class of our fellow 
subjects have been compelled to endure the woret privations that can follow the 
want of proper vemilation, sufficient room, or accommodation for cleanliness In 
their places of abode. These model dwellings are ofjhreo classes. The first, 
and cheapest, consists of the centre building on each of the Rule streets, which 
comprise two ranges of single rooms on the ground and up|>er floors, along which 
is commodious room to accommodate in each building thirty widows, or other 
6ing)e females, at the weekly rent to each of Is. fid. To this class’ there is 
attached a wash-house and drying yard, with all requisites of boiler. &c., and nn 
abundant supply of wafer from a lank on the roof, fixed for the purpose. The 
next class consists of houses of four rooms each, two ou the ground -floor and two 
abov.q but having separate entrances, and precisely on the same scale of accom- 
modation for two small families, one room fotming the kitchen and sitting-room, 
and the other a bedroom.

The light, too, i* amply supplied 
from good-sized windows, and, indeed, the whole has been designed and ex-euted 
with a degree of taste, substantiality, comfort, and general convenience that do 
much credit to the praiseworthy and human© feelings th«t influenced their erec- 
tion. The daily visitors to view these little happy abode*, rnanv of which are 
already occupied, have been very numerous during the week, aiid the plan so 
universally approved of, that it is expected a very general application of it w ill 
speedily be made in various localities, one of which (St. Giles) has, we under- 
stand, becu already fixed upon for the purpose.

Who of any reasonable age can have forgotten the old Ramsgate 
and Margate hoys, painted as fine as fiddles and looking as gay as 
larks, with their holiday freights, both sea sick and sick of the sea, 
sometimes making an expeditious passage of twelve hours, but more 
frequently doing the whole distance in one entire circling round of 
the sur». And who is there lhat does not remember the beautiful 
little cutters known by the appellation of “ Gravesend boats,” whose 
evolutions, whether threading the pool on a wind, or keeping a 
straight course with a fair breeze, were the pride and admiration of 
the river watprmen, to whose support they greatly contributed. There, 
too, were the bo d sea-boats, the Leith and Berwick smacks, breast- 
ing the waters, and skimming along like the gull, when he dips to 
wet his wings. But time changes all things, and not only has a revo- 
lution taken p’ace in his wheel, but also many more in the wheels of 
science; the ho>s, the Gravesend boats, the Berwick smacks, have 
disappeared, and we are now whirled along with certainty and suc- 
cess at the rate of twelve or fourteen miies an hour. At first the 
breezy element looked on in astonishment and anger, but steam 
poked her figure-head right in the wind’s eye, and set old Boreas at 
defiance. The gale increased and roared in indignation ; steam 
coughed contemptuously, with a 44 go a- head! ” Theic was no longer 
any fear of disappointment as to punctuality, although the timepiece 
of steam was merely engine-turned ; Time gave it up in despair, and 
Smoke blew a cloud itt its face. Hurrah for the 44 fire king! ” was 
the. universal cry; “units have become thousands, and menilywe 
danife on the suffice of the stream in the bright beams of the glorious 
sun.” Formerly the only water conveyance, either up or down the 
Thames as far as Woolwich, was in wherries that could not si fly hold 
more than h.«If a dozen persons, and the charges were very high com- 
pared with what they are at present. Now steam has taken the com- 
mand, and the old watery highway (as it was called in former days) 
is crowded with fine vessels, that paddle along like ducks, affording 
pleasant recreation to the weary minded, and yielding splendid em- 
bellishments to the admirers of the picturesque. Each vessel earn - s 
its hundreds ; space is almost annihilated; parties in the metropolis

They dreaded lest the monster should 
descend at one fell swoop, and carry them off in its claws; they were 
off like scattered shot to seek shelter. But what was their alarm 
compared with that of the Indians of the west, who beheld the fiery 
Salamander belching forth fire and smoke, and roaring an unknown 
tongue, rush through the creeks and rivers beneath the wide-spread- 
ing foliage of the trees, whose branching arms embraced each other 
from the opposite banks. 

What an enormous change has thirty years produced. Steam, 
which terrified at the outset, has become quite the “go.” If a lady 
is alarmed, they contrive to “ease her,” and every accommodation is 
afforded both forward and aft. Some steamers have a rudder at each 
end, which caused an inquiry whether they were meant to “ go botu 
ways at once;” aud others carry a fan in their tail.

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THE COURT. 

Her Majesty’s Drawing-Room was last week succeeded by the 
arrival, on the following day, of the Queen Dowager at Marlbo- 
rough House ; and there is a Court whisper, that during the inte- 
resting period of Her Majesty’s temporary retirement from the 
fatigue of public appearances and receptions, the latter royal and 
respected Lady will perform, as proxy, those dignified functions 
which, in her own person, she has so often discharged with grace, 
goodness, and condescension. Our young and virtuous Queen 
could have no more venerated and beloved representative; for, 
ike the Queen Jiegnant, the Queen Dowager has a true influence 
in the hearts of all classes of the people. 

The attendances of all the Royal Family at Divine Service have 
been constant and impressive ; and at public as well as private 
temples of worship, eloquent sermons have been preached by the 
clergy in their presence. 

More than one Cabinet Council has been held, and Her Ma 
jesty has devoted herself, with ber usual assiduity, to the exi- 
gencies of the state. In legislation immediately domestic, Her 
Majesty has issued directions respecting the railway termini 
projected in the ■metropolis. ' i ' 

Her Majesty the Queen Dowager, the Queen’s royal mother 
the Duchess of Kent, the Duke and Prince of Cambridge, and the 
Foreign Royalty now in London, have all honoured Her Majesty’s 
Theatre with their attendance ; while Her Majesty herself has 
treated the juvenile Royal Family with the delights of the exhi- 
bition at Batty’s Circus, by the special command of a morning 
performance. 

Dinner parties, with recherche musical accompaniment, have 
been frequent at Buckingham Palace. 

ANOTHER INDIAN VICTORY. 

In a fourth pitched battle between the British and the Sikh 
armies the arms of our glorious and invincible soldiers have been 
crowned with another signal and important victory. The further 
loss, too, that our brave fellows have sustained — although suffi- 
ciently deplorable — bears no proportion to the tremendous life- 
sacrifice at which were purchased our three previous triumphs. At a 
place variously called by the Dames of Ulwullee and Aliwai, we 
have stormed another formidable position of the enemy — cap- 
tured sixty-five of his guns at point of bayonet and edge of sword 
— and driven his retreating legions across the Sutlej — at the loss 
of more thousands of his troops than we have to count hundreds 
among our gallant dead. All this has been the result of a move- 
ment — with preliminary operations — in which caution, skill and 
judgment were beautifully combined by Sir H. Smrth — the 
general in command of the division — and when the fight was in 
the thick the courage and conduct of the commander were every- 
where animating and abetting the gallantry of the troops, who 
cheered him loudly with their love and homage after the victory 
was won! Thus does bravery pay tribute unto bravery, and 
whether we find the soldiers anxious to applaud their generals, or 
the generals — as in the case of Sir Hugh Gough and the 62d 
regiment — ready to vindicate and reward the noble and intrepid 
daring of their men — England cannot but be proud of the high 
mutual spirit, and respond with honour and admiration to the 
ardour and enthusiasm that have been kindled for her sake. 
Let us thank God — and bless the living and revere the dead 
who fight or fall lor their country in this national and patriotic 
war. 

The last victory promises to equal its predecessors in import- 
ance. The Sikhs arc uow driven back into their native territory, 
and there is ground for hope, not only that invasion by them is 
now crushed and disabled for ever, but that the shouts of British 
victory will soon reud the welkin at Lahore. The seasons may 
for a month or two curb the impatience of our soldiers, and delay 
their march against the native strongholds of the foe ; but during 
nil the interim llririRh resources increase, while those ot the Sikhs 
diminish ; tee strengthen as they weaken ; and not an hour ptoses 
that does not ha-ten the great and retributive crisis in which the 
whole Punjaub shall be added to the prowess of our armies, and 
the empire they have consolidated in the East. 


SPAIN. 

The comments we have recently made in a few articles of 
foreign politics, haye been almost responded to by the quick pro- 


gression of events abroad* J This has beeu*tlie case with referencu* 
to America, Mexico, and the Brazils; and now Spain, by reoeot 
intelligence, has confirmed our wx>ra fears for her tranquility,* 
and our belief that ber castles of peace and liberty were haaodl 
in sand. They have proved, indited, Chateaux en Etpagne—*' 
fables of patriotism unrealised, and- happiness beyond the peach* 
of hope. r 

We intimated in Reformer paper onr conviction of the non- 
importance of the breaking up of the cabinet of Narvaez ; of the" 
little interest which Europe would take in the discomfiture of so* 
brutal and so bad a man. His falling away from power seemed! 
the natural consequence of a depravity, in which the social com- 
munities of Europe would hold no sympathy ; while the Christian! 
races of the world would only regard his departure as the depar- 
ture of another of those black clouds of revolutionary and despotic 
power which loomed beneath her heaven as signals of tempestt 
unto Spain. 

But though no tear could drop over the disgrace of Narvaez, 
it did not follow that no disgrace and disaster should arrive if 
ever the evil destiny of his country could contemplate and confirm 
his return to power. That melancholy [fact has now transpired, and 
most melancholy, as well as most. sudden, have been the monetrouz* 
and enormous consequences. 

The Spanish Cortes which Narvaez, restored to the ministry^ 
had to meet, were in some degree strong, resolute, and indepen- 
dent ; they were bound together in a common league of disguat: 
against the manners and the motives of that bad, unscrapulon»i 
man ; they were generally unfavourable to his beastly and? 
pular project of a Trapani marriage for their Queen ; they, 
warned by the dreadful example of post turmoil, dreaded his des- 
potism of blood ;J moreover, they had begun to feel that pros- 
pects of commerce were opening to them, and that Spain, under 
enlightened guidance, might stand some chance of redemption and 
regeneration, but never any while Narvaez should pilot the vessel . 
of the state. In a word, the parliament, and the constitution, and . 
the press would have opposed him ; and at once knowing it, with i 
the crime of a tyrant and the desperation of a madman, he pro- - 
ceededto suspend the press, the parliaonent, and the constitution ! ! 
The “ Times” has thus succinctly summed up the catastrophe : — • 

His (Narvaez) attempts to form an administration had failed! 
by the piwitive refu-sal of every innn iu whom the Cortes or ikes 
nation could place confidence to join a cub met which should be* 
insulted by his violent manners, and made th.? instrument ot hU« 
arbitrary designs. The Cories itself had declared its open hosdLit)? 
to the servile ministers whom Narvaez had for his secret pu/p*»s«w 
collected around him. In one of the most extraordinary and tumui^ 
Iujus sittings which ever took place in a legislative assembly,. oil; Use 
16th inst. the President of the Chamber of Deputies, Se non Castro 
y Orozco, \\ ho but three months ago was the ministerial uandidate 
for that high post, ordered St-nns Peztiekt to be arrested «jn the floor 
of the House. The Mirafipret An’mini straiten was. dissipated. 

A direct collision between the Cortes' and the Narvaez- party was 
imminent; and at this crisis these daring und unpouieipJed men. 
threw off all disguise, and by j.wo dec»tes*.to whiqik the royal aig-- 
nature was affixed in pursuance of a ■ report signed by all the -, 
ministers the* Cortes' was suspended, arid the jibe sty of the press, 
virtually abolished.^ ^ 

So Spain is now in the grasp of a BeiUamitc band of dejpote*. 
to whom bloodshed is a luxury, and cru city a creed. Tlfcre if 
no extreme of wickedness to |fwhich Narvaez, and the puppets - 
he has chained to his will, will not abandon 'lhemsehres ^.unless, 
their craft and crime be met by something better than.oiawardice 
in the people. We cannot expect an amount of heroism from 
Spain equal to that which revolutionised France when Polignac 
tried in Paris what Narvaez has achieved ki Madrid ; nor do 
we look for vengeance upon a youthful Queen for.what is as truly * 
the act of her minister — as the proceedings of Polignac were 
the proceedings of his King. In the case of Spain there will be • 
no overthrowing of dynasty; but let us hope thai the minister ' 
will be laid low in the dust, and that the courage of the Cortes 
will (rebel, and rebel constitutionally against the acts of the * 
coarse and brutal soldier, who has committed high treuson against 
their Constitution and his Sovereign’s throne. Spain can have no * 
hope of peace, liberty, or progress, if the dark daring of this-* 
black and adventurous conspirator do not eventually ftiud speedily ' 
drag him to his doom. 

A DEPARTURE FROM THE COLONIAL SYSTEM,. 
AND THE CONSEQUENT LOSS OF ENGLAND'S- 
COLONIES. 

To the Editor oj the “ Pictorial Times/* 

Glrugow, 16th March, 1846/- 

Sir, — After the London “ Standard,” yonrs woa the first pwper thatt 
did me the honour to publish the letter 1 addressed to the members* 
of Parliament, prior to the discussion in the House of Com ohonsyofT' 
Sir U. Peel’s anti- British measure. 

Permit me, then, through the medium of your great hi Nttf ■■A* 
colonial circulation, to repeat (prior to the discussion of 
hi the upper house of parliament) the warning of a colon ia t to tl* j 
British legislature, that even if no other objections present** I their i- 
selves agairst Sir Robert Peel’s unprincipled course, the c- trtabjty 
that the abandonment of the colonial system is just in othe X words 
the Joss of the colonies, and, as a const tjuence, of our stipren W c y <>u 
the ocean, is sufficient rea on to mike the Lords pause ere, b V pass- 
ing so fatal h measure, they give their co operation to a He use of 
Commons which cannot be shown to represent the British p eople, 
hut can be shown to coincide in its views with the worst euem les of 
England both at home and abroad. * 

Let our mechanics, hand- loom weavers, and all the now con 
able tradesmen of our cities and towns, awaken to a sense of the 
blow about to be struck at their prosperity by Sir Robert 1 
measure. 

Even the cotton trade will, I sincerely believe, be injured fron 
first, although, a3 the employment in that trade in Manchest 
chiefly to machines, girls, and children, the consequences of fai 
or depression in it w ill not be so tearful or heart breaking as w< 
flow from want of employment for the men — the hard-working l 
of Birmingham, Sheflield. Glasgow, &e. 1 have no direct i*.U* 

in agriculture or timber, either iu this countrv or in Canada; and. 

1 do not return to that colony, 1 may perhaps be permitted to esc: 
from the imputation of what Mr. Cobdeii calls colonial sellishnes. 

My intei est as a shipper of British goods is, in fact, ideiuii 
with that of the maker of these goods, for if his inanufacitt e 
beaten out of Canada (either through foreign goods while it retuai 
a colony, or by American Lai ills after it shall have become a state 
the Union), my trade, as an importer of British goods, is also e 
tinguished. 

Now, as free trade in England means also free trade in the coloi 
with all the world, acd, as the extra or protective duties, in the C 
nudian frontier, in| lffi!t2urU>F English inanufiteiurcs, is what alor 
prevents Canada now receiving her cotton and coarse wool len fabric 
Joaf sugar, &c. , from America, and many other manufacture! an 
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productions of continental countries, including* cutlery and other 
German hardware, it follows that, as merchants, we must either be 
driven by Sir R. Peel’s measure to buy in America, Germany, &c, 
Stc t , or be driven out of the trade. 

The latter is the alternative which, as on individual, I shill adopt, 
because the moment that I see free trade introduced into the mother 
country, 1 shall see danger to lif“ and property before very long in 
reserve for Canada, in achieving her independence (which 1 have no 
confidence that the go<*d sense oi* England would allow to be brought 
about peaceably, although no man could show any the slightest in- 
terest British America will have in continued connection with this 
country, but quite the reverse, after the colonial or protective system 
is broken down). 

When Canada is lost to England we shall have to pay for our 
timber in gold (instead of manufactures as at present), just as we 
now pay for three fourths of our raw cotton from the United States ; 
but who cap assure us that, even for cash, we could always get a 
supply of timber from foreign countries? 

It is now well ascertained that the Baltic alone could not furnish 
the supply now required, say two millions of loads (although we were 
always at peace with these continental powers), so that we must de- 
pend on North America for a large share of the timber wanted in 
England. 

But Sir R. Peel forgets that in 1809 the public mind of England 
was convulsed on the subject of timber. 

The enmity of the governments of the Baltic cut off our supply, 
and the price rose from 5/. to 16/. 10s. per load. 

Parliament was called, but, instead of following Sir R. Peel’s free 
trade course, the statesmen of that day raised the protection to co- 
lonial timber from 20s. 9 tL to 57s. 4 (L per load, and gradually British 
timber was prepared, through the erection of immense saw mills and 
other lumbering establishments, at a vast outlay of British capital in 
Canada and New Biunswick, and imported in sufficient quantity to 
regulate the trade (say two thirds of tne whole). The price was thus 
permanently reduced as low as ever it was when the entire supply 
was foreign, paying only a dutyJoriOs. lid. per load ! before the day 
of England’s necessity drove her to raise up, by protection to British 
labour, in the forests of British America, that great national interest 
which is now being given to the Americans, by our adoption of the 
anti- British theory of free trade. 

The effect of free trade, ami its consequences (on the currency, 
Ac. dec. ) on Manchester, Birmingham, Sheffield, Glasgow, &c., will 
be utter ruin to tens of thousands of the most deserving and hard- 
working men in the world, which 1 view as a far more serious conse- 
quence than the loss to the British empire, and the gain to the 
American republic, of three thousand ships and sixty thousand 
sailors. 

The free trader may tell us that gold does not go to America : bir. 
he is too intelligent not to know, that it goes to tne continent to pay 
for luxuries sent to America, and for which America cannot pay by 
any other possible means than through drafts on England or English 
gold. 

America draws these drafts on us to more than double as great an 
amount as we send her goods, so that there is at least two thirds the 
nominal amount of the American trade which yields no employment 
or profit to the English artisan. 

If (through the loss of Canada and the West Indies) two other 
great staples, timber and sugar, were put in this position, there would 
be no safety (even as a matter of simple existence) for our over sup- 
rly of English artisans but in their transferring themselves to the 
United States, to get under shelter of the protection of the American 
tariff. 

It is my sincere belief that time is all that is required to show that 
Free trade is suicide on the part of British aitisans, and that, by not 
preferring a moderate protection to Qut aud-out free trade, the 
liberal party will become very unpopular in this country. 

I here is no man, on either side of party politics, w ho understands 
the practical interests of the empire better than Sir Howard Douglas, 
and no one expresses them so well, in his speech on the late debate, 
Bir H.oward Douglas explains the true policy of England — ** T he 
whole amount of manufactures exported to India does not at present 
exceed 8,000,000/. (in 184*1, 7,695 6661., including Ceylon). If we 
were to encourage, as we might, the natural productions of British 
India, to enable her the better to pay for British goods, there is 
scarcely any assignable limit to the increase of that vast market of 
consumption for the productions of British industry; the demand for 
British cotton goods, in particular, if the population took but at the 
rate of 10s. per head, would amount to 50,000, (XX)/. sterling ; and the 
demand for woollens, silks, pottery, glass, plated wares, cutlery, iron, 
brass, and copper implements, and an infinity of articles for domestic 
use, would he prodigiously increased.” 

LA us take Sir Howard Douglas's advice, and endeavour to give 
employment to British subjects instead of foreigners. Let us re- 
organise the colonial system (which is the cause of England’s great- 
ness) on the principle of moderate protection. 

Lat us prefer to produce our cotton, sugar, timber, &c., from the 
labour of British subjects, who have British habits, and consume 
British manufactures entirely, rather than from the degraded labour 
of the American slave : and then our demand will be for manufac- 
tures, and not for gold— the national currency will get out of its pre- 
sent feverish and excited state, which gives no dependence to the 
manufacturer, and keeps the labouring class always within a few 
weeks of absolute want At present, it is no matter how good and 
certain a merchant’s prospects are of disposing of goods, he cannot 
buy them if the British money market is deranged, or, in other 
words, if specie (the groundwork on which is built all confidence 
and credit) it being exported to foreign countries (or beyoud the 
limit of tbe home and colonial trade). 

Even the comparatively alight trial we have had of the fruits of our 
highly-ireighted artisan being run against the unburdened foreigner, 
has been what 1 call ruinous both to the minds and bodies of the 
people. 

I The aggregate capital in England, 'tis true, tos been increased, 

| but it bat found its way into the hands of the Jitoney-lenders, with 
. whbm the manufacturer now shares his profit, aini none of it bus 
{ remained in the pockets of the working- classes, who, in fact, are 
; getting more and more crushed in their circumstances, and degraded 
in their moral and intellectual condition. 

Rather than buy our pre-eminence in commerce at so dear a price 
, a* the distress of the working-classes and a continuance of over-pro- 
duction, let ns, by a parliamentary grant of the public money (a 
I million pounds a year if that were necessary), in support of schools 
I exj eriment (with their travellers and ramifications all over the 
j world)* make, and educate the people in, those advances in manufuc- 
• taring science and knowledge which are found necessary to keep us 
first among the nations. 

Rather iliiu not have a radical change in our systems, and to en- 
able it to be attempted safely, 1 would support the minister in iaying 
on an income tdk for three years, of twenty per cent, for the first 
year, fifteen per cent, for the second year, and ten per cent, for the 
third year, to enable him to construct an immense system of emigra- 
tion to the colonies, as well as to push forward our colonial cotton 
and other productions, and to ameliorate, in every possible way, the 
condition of the industrious classes in the manufacturing districts, 
and Ireland. 

There never was before so glorious an opportunity as the present 
for this country to return to homely and sound principles, and there 
may never be again. 

The effect of the construction of railways on the labour market is 
such, that (independent of Sir Robert Peel and the political econo - 
mists) every man, woman, and child can get employment and h;gh 
wages, and that a time when there is scarcely one article of manufac- 
ture for which there ia one half the demand usually experienced at 
this season of the year. 

But the construction of railways, like foreign trade, is at best but a 
temporary employment for a population ; and if great national means 
be not now taken to provide permanent outlets both for the people 
and their labour, it i| easy to foresee that wretchedness and distress 
among all classes pf the community will by-aiid-by be greater, 
more severe, and more lasting (so overwhelming now is the increase 
of our population) than we have ever before experienced in the worst 
times; nor will it matter whether, nominally, the colouiul system or 
theory of frw* trade i# in operation. 


The agricultural interest of this country was at a certain driadvan- | 
taze in fighting the battle of protection as a matter of merely agri- 
cultural selfishness ; but they will be sure to triumph at a general 
election if they ask for a five shillings’ protection to British and ! 
colonial corn as the only condition on which the colonies can be re- 
tained, and, as a consequence, our naval power supported, coupled 
with their defence of the British artisan from the ciuel competition 
with the foreigner, with which Sir Robert Peel’s bill threatens him, 
the foreigner having the run of the Butish markets for his surplus 
labour or sweepings ( which can afford to be sacrificed), while the 
British weaver and mechanic is excluded from the foreign market 

A truly British par^y, now starting up under whatever name, will 
get the support of the working-classes who are tired of the present 
“svstems of men ” (as they get tired of quack doctors aud their spe- 
cifics). If that party (kindly descending from the distance and cold- 
ness of abstract theories, or, in other words, of mere political eco- 
nomy) will pass a nine or ten hours’ bill, and by parliamentary grant 
will provide intellectual employment, with the means of health and 
recreation for the poor in those hours of happiness, which they have 
been the blessed means of calling into existence. 

Let the new government also pledge Parliament to give half a 
milli >n each year to a national system of colonisation. 

Let them so systematise matters that, through the labour of a Bri- 
tish colonial population, we will each year be getting more and more 
cotton, more wheat, more timber, more sugar, more sheeps’ wool, 
and all other necessaries, paying Biiii.-h labour for them, and not 
British gold, as at present. 

And let such a government, rising superior to the petty influences 
and considerations of the London land speculators and companies, 
assure every family which, by its own or its friends’ exertions, can 
reach Canada or any other British colony, where there is unconceded 
lands belonging to the crown, of their getting v* ithout charge, and as 
their patrimony or birthright, a lot of land (200 acres), (with the 
cost of clearing three acres, as a commencement, and a years provi- 
sions till their first crop is got off the ground (to be repaid to govern- 
ment), to such as have onlv means to take them out, but whose 
reaching the colony by their own exertions will be sufficient proof of 
their being the proper parties to emigrate). 

The revenue of Canada is 500,000/. (half a million), and her ex- 
penses and interest on her debt are 400,000/. ; nor do I see why any 
wel l-managed colony should be a burden on England. 

And the simple reform required in colonial management is, that 
each colony shall have appropriated to it a separate room in Down- 
ing Street, and be caused each to have two private sect etaries in 
future, who should alternately be three years in the colony >*nd three 
years in London, pushing colonisation and the other interests of the 
colony, and securing for colonists who come to England the con- 
sideration due to their rank and influence in their particular colony, 
until the colonics get represented in the Imperial Parliament. 

You may depend that it is not in human nature that the oppressed 
labouring classes should misconstrue substantial benefits like these, 
by whatever minister or party offered.

I wish I were iu a 
position to offer you my co-operation in your good work ; but 1 am so exhausted 
by iny labours in another cause, that 1 feel it wiil be necessary for me to wind up 
my energies by a total change and relaxation from public life before 1 am capable 
ol any renewed efforts. But l cannot deny myself the pleasure of assuring you 
how deeply l uni interested in the suicess of your philanthropic exeitions.

LATEST NEWS FROM INDIA. 

On Thursday morning the daily papers printed second editions, containing th 
news received in a copy of the “ Bombay Times " of Feb. 16. This journal con- 
ains several official documents relative to recent transactions on the Sutlej ; but 
by extracting a portion of Major General Sir H. G. Smith's despatch, we shall 
glre ail that is requisite relative to the principal affair. 

THE BATTLE OF ALIWAL. 

Sir,— My despatch to hia Excellency the Commander-m-Chicf o' thc^uMi^ 
staut will have put his excellency in possession of the position oi the force under 
iny command alter nuving formed a junction with the troops at Loodiuua, 


hemmed in by a formidable body of the Sikh army under Runjoor Sing, add the 
Rajah of Ladwa. The enemy strongly entrenched himself around the. little 
fort of Buddawul by breastworks and “ ab.utis,” which he ^precipitately aban- 
doned on the night of the 22d instant (retiring, as it were, upon the ford of Tul. 
wun), having ordered all the boats which were opposite Plnlour to that ghat 
This movement he effected during the night, and, by making a considerable de- 
tour, placed himself at a distance of ten miles, and consequently out of my 
reach. 1 could, therefore, only push forward iny cavalry so soon as I had ascer- 
tained he had marched during the night, and I occupied irnmeaiuiuly his vacated 
portion. It appeared subsequently he had no inttu.h'u of musing the Sutlej 
but moved down lo the Ghat of Tulwuu (being cut off I ruin that of PhiJour by 
ihe position inv force occupied after its relief of Loodiana) for the purpose of 
protecting the pas-age of a very considerable reinforcement of twelve guns and 
4090 of the Regular or Aieeu troops, called Avitvbile’s battalion, entrenching 
himself strongly m a semicircle, his flanks retting on the river, bis position 
covered with Irorn forty to fifty guns (generally of large calibre) howitzers and 
mortars. The reinforcement crossed during the night of the 27th in. taut, and 
encamped to the right of the main army. 

Meanwhile hia excelleucy the commander-in-chief, with that foresight and 
judgment whi< h the able g en eral always displays, had reinforced me by a con- 
siderable addition to my cavalry, some guns, and the 2d brigade of my own divi- 
sion under Brigadier VYheel er . C.B. This reinforcement reached me on tbe 
26th, and I had intended the next morning to move upon the enemy in his en- 
trenchments, but the troops required oue day's rest after the loug marches 
Brigadier Wheeler had made. 

1 have now the honour to lay before rou the operations of my united forces on 
the morning of the eventful 2 *'.h of January for his excellency’s information. 
The body of troops under my command having been increased, it became ne- 
cessary so to organise and brigade them as to render them manageable in action. 
The cavalry under the command of Brigadier Cureton, and horse artillery under 
Major LAwreuson, were nut into two brigades; the one under Brigadier Mac- 
dowal, C.B., and the other under Brigadier Stedinan. The first division as it 
stood, ’two brigades ; her Majesty’s 53d and 30th‘ Native Infantry, under Brigadier 
Wilson of the latter corps; the 3Gth Native Infantry and Nusseree battalion, 
under Brigadier Godby ; nnd the Shekawattee brigade under Major Forster. 
The Sirmoor battalion I attache 1 to Brigadier Wheeler's brigade of the 1st divi- 
sion, the 4 2d N* tive Infantry having been lett at head-quarters. 

At daybresk on the 28th my order of advance was, the cavalry in front, in con- 
tiguous columns of squadrons of regiments ; two troops of Horse Artillery ia 
the intervals of brigades; the infantry in contiguous columns of brigades at in- 
tervals of deploying distance ; artillery in the intervals, followed by two eight- 
inch howitzers on travelling carriages, brought into the field from the fort of 
Loodiana by the indefatigable exertions of Lieutenant-Colonel Lane, llnrso 
Artillery ; Brigadier Godby’s brigade, which 1 had march* d out from Loodiana 
the previous evening, on the right, the Shekawattee infan'ry on the left, the 4th 
Irreg dar Cavalry and the Shekawattee Cavalry considerably to the right for the 
purpose of sweeping the banks of the wet mullah on my right, and preventing 
any of the enemy's horse attempting an inroad towards LoodianA, or any 
attempt upon the baggage assembled round the fort of Buddawul. 

In this order the troops mov^d forward towards the enemy’s distance of six 
miles, the advance conducted by Captain Waugh, 16th Lancers, the Deputy- 
Assistant Quartermaster of Cavalry ; Major Bradford, of the 1st Cavalry', and 
Lieutenant Slrachey, ;of the Engineers, who had been jointly employed in tha 
conduct of patrols up to thu enemy's position, and for the purpose of reporting 
Upon the facility and points of approarh. Previously to the march of the troops, 
it had been intimated to me by Major Mackeson, that the information by spies led 
to the I elief the enemy would move somewhere at day-light, either on Jugraon, 
my position of Buddawul, or Loodianu. On a near approach to his outposts this 
rumour was confirmed by a spy. who had just left his camp, saying tbe Sikh army 
was actually in march towards Jugraon. My advance was steady, my troop* well 
in hand, and if he had anticipated me on the Jugraon road, 1 could have fallen 
upon his centre with advantage. 

From the top of the houses of the village of Poorein, I had a distant view of th© 
enemy. He t ran in motion, and appeared directly opposite my front on a ridge, 
of which the village of Aliwal may be regarded as the centre. His left appear* d 
still to occupy its ground in the circular entrenchment; his right was brought 
forward and occupied the ridge. I immediately deployed the cavalry into line, 
and moved on. As I heard the enemy, the ground became most favourable f./r 
the troops to mamvuvre, being open and hard grass laud. 1 ordered the cavalry 
to take ground to the right and left by brigades, thu* displaying the heads of tho 
infantry columns, and as they reached the hard ground 1 directed them to derdoy 
into line.. Brigadier Godby's brigade was in direct echcllon to the rear of the 
right, the Shekawattee Inlantry in like manner to the rear of my left, the cavalry 
in direct echellon on, and well to the rear of both flanks of the infantry. Tho 
artillery massed on the right, and centre, and left. After deployment 1 observed 
the enemy’s left to outflank me, 1 therefore broke into open columns, and took 
ground to my right ; when 1 had gained sufficient ground, the troops wheeled 
into line ; there was no dust, the sun shone brightly. Tbe manoeuvres were per- 
formed with the celerity and precision of the most correct field day. The glis- 
tening of the bayonets and vword* of this order of battle was most imposing, and 
the line advanced. Scarcely had it moved forward 150 yards, when at 10 o'clock 
the enemy opened a fierce caunonade from his whole line. At first hi* balls fell 
short, but quickly reached us. Thus upon him, and capable of better ascertain- 
ing his position, I was compelled to halt the line, though under fire, for a few 
moments, until I ascertained that by bringing up my right and carrying the vil- 
lage of Aliwal I could with great effect precipitate myself upon his left and 
centre. I therefore quickly brought up Brigadier Godby’s brigade, and with it 
and the 1st brigade under Brigadier Hick*, made a rapid and noble charge, car- 
ried the village and two guns of large calibre. The line I ordered to advance — 
her Majesty’s 31st Foot and the native regiments contending for the front, and 
the battle became general. The enemy had a numerous body of cavalry on tbe 
heights to his left, and 1 ordered Brigadier Cureton to bring up the right brigade 
of cavalry, who, in the most gallant manner, dashed in among them, and drove 
them back upon their infantry. Meanwhile a second gallant charge to my right 
was made by the light cavalry and the body-guard. The Shekawattee brigade 
was moved well to the right, in support of Brigadier Cureton. When I observed 
the enemy's encampment, and saw it was full of infantry, 1 immediately brought 
upon it Brigadier Godby’s brigade, by changlug front, and taking the enemy’s 
infantry en-reverse. They drove them before them, and took some guus without 
a check. 

SVhile these operations were going on upon the right, and the enemy's left 
flank was thus driven back, I occasionally observed the brigade under Brigadier 
Wheeler — an officer in whom 1 have the greatest confidence — charging aud 
carrying guns and everything before it. again connecting his line and moving on 
in a manner which ably displayed the coolness of the brigadier and the gallantry 
of his irresistible brigade — her Majesty’s 50th Foot, the 48th Native Infantry, and 
the Sirmoor battalion, although the loss was, 1 regret to say, severe in the 50th, 
Upon the left, Brigadier Wilson, with her Majesty's 53d, and 30th Native Infan- 
try, equalled in celerity and regularity their comrade* on the right, and this 
brigade was opposed to tho “ Aieen” troops, called Aviubile’s, when the fight was 
fiercely raging. 

The enemy, well driven back on his left hand centre, endeavoured to hold hia 
right to cover the passage ol the river, and he strongly occupied the village of 
Bheonde. I directed a squadron of the 16th Lancers, under Major Smith and 
Captain Pearson, to charge a body to the right of the village, which they did in 
the most gallant and determined style, bearing everything before them, as a 
squadron under Captdn Bere had previously done, going right t.irough a square 
of inuntrv, wheeling about and re-entering the square in the most intrepid man- 
ner with the deaoly lance. This charge was accompanied by tlie 3d Light 
Infantry, under Major Angelo, and aa gallantly sustained. 1 he largest gun up< n 
the field and seven others were then captured, while the 53d regiment carried th© 
village by the bayonet, and the 30th Native Infantry wheeled round to the rear 
in a most spirited manner. Lieut. -Col mel Alexander’s and Captain Turlon’a 
troops of Horse Artillery, under Major Lawrenson, dashed almost among th© 
flying infantry, committing great havoc, until about 800 or 1000 men rallied 
under the high bank of a nullah, and opened a heavy but ineffectual fire from 
below the bank. I immediately directed the 30th Native Infantry to charge* 
them, which they were able to do upon their left flank, while In a line in rear of 
the village. This native corps nobly obeyed my orders, and rushed among th® 
Aviubiic troops, driving them from under the bank, and exposing them once 
more to the deadly fire of twelve guns within 300 yards. The destruction was 
very great, as may be supposed, by guns served as these were. Her Majesty’s 
53d regiment moved forward in support of the 30th Native Infantry by the right 
of the village. The battle was won, our troops advancing with the most perfect 
order to the common focus — the passage of the river. The enemy, completely 
hemmed in, were flying from our fire, and precipitating themselves in duordered 
masses into the ford, and boats, in the utmost confusion and consternation. Our 
8-inch howitzers soon began to play upon their boats, when the i4 debris” of the 
Sikh army appeared upon the opposite and high bank of the river, flying in every 
direction, although a sort of line was attempted to countenance their retreat, 
un.il all our guns commenced a furious cannonade, when they quickly receded. 
Nine guns were on the verge of the river by the ford. It appears as if they had 
been unlimbered to cover the ford. These, being loaded, were fired once u;*ou. 
our advance. Two others were sticking m the river ; one of them we got out. 
Two were seen to sink In tlie quicksands ; two were dragged to the opposite 
bank and abandoned. These, and the one in the middle of tbe river, were gal- 
lantly spiked by Lieutenant Holm-s, of the llth Irregular Cavalrv, and Gunner 
Scott, oi the 1st troop 2d brigade Horse Artillery, who rode into the stream, and 
crossed for the purpose, covered bv our guns and Light Infantry. 

Thus ended the battle of Aliwul — one of the most glorious victories ever 
achieved in India. By the united efforts of her Majesty's and the Honourable 
Company's troops, every gun the enemy had fell into our hands, as 1 infer from 
his never opening one upon us from the opposite bank ot the river, which is high 
and favourable tor the purpose. Fifty -two guns are now in the Ordnance Park, 
two sunk in the bed of the Sutlej, and two w ere spiked on the opposite bank, 
making a total of fifty-six pieces of cannon captured or destroyed. Many 
jinjalls which were attached to Aritabile’s corps, and whuh aided in the 
defence of the village of Bhooodee, have also been taken. The whole 
arr^y of the enemy hns b-en driven headlong over the difficult ford of a 
broad river ; h.s camp, baggage, stores of ammunition and of grain — his all, in 
fact — wrested from him by the repeated charges of cavalry and infantry, aided 
by the guns of Alexander, Turton, Lute, Mill, Bmleau, and^ofjthe 8hek, Twatte 
Brig*' * "

a head of everything. The determined bravery of all was as conspicuous at 
no Je 1 am unwont to praise when praise is not merited, and I here most 
avowedly express iny firm opinion and conviction that no troops in any battle < r 
record ever behaved more liobl). British and Native (no distinction) cavalry 
all vying with her Majesty’s 16th L;mc< rs. and striviug to head in the repeated 
charges. Our guns an I gunners, officers and men. may l*e equalled, Pu: cannot 
Lie excelled, by any artillery in the world. Throughout the day no hesitation, 
a hold aud iutrepid advance ; an ithus it is that our loss is comparatively small, 
though I eeeply regret to say severe. Theenemy fought with much resolution ; 
th u y maintained frequent rencontre*- with our cavalry hand to hand. In one 
charge of infantry upon Jher Majesty's 16th Lancers, they th row away their 
muskets, and came on with their swords aud targets against the Luce.

THE SIKH ARMY. 

We have on several occasions given brief description' of this for- 
midable body of eastern natives now in arms against the English forces 
on the borders of the Punjaub. After preserving many years of tran- 
quility and good feeling between the two governments, the bonds of 
amity have been severed and the gage of battle thrown down. A very 
natural question arises as to which party may be considered the cause 
of this rupture ; and after having most carefully and impartially in- 
vestigated every proceeding, we are compelled to assert that the 
Sikhs have provoked the chastisement, which it is absolutely requi- 
site for thr peace of India they should receive Many things have 
occurred to produce the hostile movements that have taken place 
amongst the natives; and amongst the rest may be considered the 
ferocious attitude which the troops had assumed in interfering with 
the reigning powers of their own country; for being in the first in- 
stance solicited by one party or the other to aid them in their ambi- 
tious views, a wild and fierce people finding themselves looked upon 
as the physical strength of the nation, grasped at supreme authority, 
and claimed the undue privilege to invest with the royal robe or 
dethrone sovereigns according to their own will and pleasure. The 
history of revolutions in all countries presents precisely the same 
picture — even in civilised Europe. Going back to 1793, in France 
the middle daises had ranged themselves against the aristocracy ; 
but the middle classes were not sufficiently numerous or powerful 
to subdue the nobility, and therefore the former called in the aid of 
the lower orders, who finding that they were able to decide the con- 
test b^ numerical strength, organised their plans, and very soon 
annihilated the other two. This could not have been accomplished, 
however, but through the pusillanimity of the court and the indeci- 
sive conduct of the selfish and imbecile rulers, whose mental weak- 
Mas and want of energy produced. a state of things that subsequently 
deluged almost every part of the globe with Mood. The Maharajah 


by drunken debauchees, gave the army increased predominancy, 
till their neighbourhood to the capital became dangerous in the ex- 
treme; and therefore, in order to remove the army to a safe distance 
from royalty, schemes of aggression were arranged to tAke place oil 
adjoining territories especially the country on the left bank of the 
Sutlej, belonging to England, and which composed a portion of the 
Sikh states under the rule of the East India Company. This 
well suited the marauding views of the Sikh soldiers, and proved 
agreeable to the court. The governor-general, with certainly an in- 
adequate force, marched upon the frontiers, and the Sikhs promptly 
moved down upon their own side of the Sutlej. Whether Sir Henry 
Hardinge had been wilfully deceived or misinformed as to the actual 
disciplined condition of the natives, we are unable to say; but 
circumstances have rendered it evident that he either gave the chiefs 
more credit for peaceable intentions than they deserved, or was 
too self-confident to apprehend that they would dare to attack him; 
in fact, as far as we can judge, there was that sort of forbearance 
exercised, which, however much it may be esteemed on the score of 
humanity, yet generally becomes disastrous in the end, and in this 
instance has caused the sacrifice of many of our bravest soldiers, and 
cannot fail to be destructive to many more. It is true that English 
bravery may be expected to prevail at last ; but it is undeniable that 
our troops, after beating the enemy in four severe battles, are unable 
to advance ; and one positive reverse would most likely have the 
effect of raising all the pettit chiefs in array against us. The gallant 
Sir Charles Napier, as firm and as brave an officer as ever held com- 
mand, i» mpying up from Scinde — reinforcements are proceeding 


by the recent arrival of the India mail, containing accounts of an- 
other battle with the Sikhs, in which, as before, they sustained a most 
signal defeat It appears Sir H. Smith’s division had been ordered 
to combine with Colonel Godby’s at Loodianah, and marched from 
Ferozepore on the 21st of January. Colonel Godby’s division ad- 
vanced to meet them ; but the Sikhs, to the number of 20,000 men, 
threw themselves into a position to prevent the junction. As the 
object of Sir H. Smith was concentration and not fighting, he made 
a detour, which exposed the baggage of the English to the enemy, 
and some portion of it was captured, and we had about two hundred 
killed and wounded by the fire of the enemy’s artillery, but the 
junction was effected, and the natives driven back. From the 21at 
to the 24th every judicious effort was used to afford rest and enjoy- 
ment to the men, a great number of whom had been deprived of their 



from the presidencies— regiments are embarking Hi England, and 
in a few months an overwhelming force will be mustered But 
there is no telling what may occur in the interval. The Scindians 
may again break out into warfare; the Affjbans still rankle over the 
reverses brought upon them by the English, and merging thefr dis- 
trust and enmity to the Sikhs in the (hint for revenge against us, 
may form a native alliance, under a hope of seeing their victors sub- 
jugated. It must be admitted that this rests upon conjecture, but 
still it is not creditable either to the governor- general of India, nor 
to the efficiency of the English army, to remain merely on the 
defensive*

of the Sikhs, through the instrumentality of his mother, a shrewd, 
penetrating, but horribly licentious woman, had, thoughan illegitimate 
child. b»com*‘t stabiifthed upon ihe throne principally through theexer- 
lions of the troops, and ibey in return cla'mvd *ecompence that was far 
beyord both her inclination or her means to bestow ; enmity con-

The Sikhs, apprehensive of an attack, abandoned Budde- 
wal, and moved to a more advantageous position lower down the 
river; and, after due preparations. Sir H. Smith marched against 
them on the 28th, and the following has been given by private com- 
munications as the results: — 

“ Camp Ui.lcewol, Jan. 30. 1846. — I have not had a moment’s 
leisure to write to you. The, battle of Ulleewul ^was an excel- 
lently conducted affair, and reflects Mglt credit on Sir H. Smith. 
30,000 Sikh) j , qdiBpletely beaten 10 tfce field; they left five 
pieces of their artillery captured by us, and were fairly pushed into 
the Sutlej, where thousands were drowned in attempting to recross. 
The whole of their atandimr camn. batnraee. and some 12.000 camels 
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frll into our hands, and all this with a trifling loss on our side, comparatively 

• peaking, E very corps did ils duty nobly, and her Majesty 's regiments main, 
tamed tneir high reputation, whilst the sepoys vied with them on every occasion. 
The return ol killed and wounded is not jet published, but the Lancers and the 
3d ( uvalry suffered the moat from the effects of ihe S kli guns, and In the gal- 
lant charge made on a square of the Rhalsa regiment, who were overthrown and 
cu'. to piece* by the following cavalry and the iriegular horse. Of the latter 
were 200 men under Captain Hill, of the 4th Irregulars, and 700 of the Sheka- 
wnltees under their commanding officer.

Of the 
Aitdlery, all tiiat can he said is, that their practice was beautiful, and nothing 
could surpass their steadiness and gallantry. Sir H. Smith was seen every where, 
a. ( d was cnee red by the ttoops after Use action ; there is no question but that 
hi* skilful arrangements saved many a Life, whilst the object was attained, and 
the fruits of victory securrd. I cannot w rite more fully, or detail particulars, 
for the reason already stated, but you will soon see the official account. About 
20 otlicers are all the casualties on our side, but the Lancers lost 100 men or 
unore m the grand charge they made. Exeuie haste." 

1'he 30. h reganem were, ou thc3lst ultimo, directed to escort the cantnred 
■gmu into Loodianah, and it was generally understood that a large portion of the 
lorce would return to the he.ul-quartcrs cain,» fortiiwith. An European was 
taken pruouer at Oleewul. We regret to hear that CapiAln Tyler’s name (16th 
Lancers) lias to be added to the list of wounded (severely). 

from Feroiepore we have nothing of any importance to communicate beyond 
<he ascertained lact that a considerable nmnnor of llindoosLanee*, in the service 
<if the maharajah of Lahore, h id made overtures to our authorities with the 
view of learning on what terms they would be received into our service. They 
asre, however, so closely watched that they will have so. re difficulty in coming 
<,ver siiould tiiey attempt to desert ; aud as they have delayed so long in doing 
40, after the issue of the governor-general’s proclamation of the 31st of Decem- 
ber, we do not see that they are entitled to the same consideration as would have 
been shown tnem had they at once availed themselves of i(s provisions. We are 
$»Ud to learn that the completion of the bridge of boats, or rather of the boats 
for the bridge, is at hand. A strong force is necessarily posted at the Rhonda 
4jh.it to protect the boats, and occasional interchange* of shot were made across 
the river. The adv.inceJ pickets now and then exchanged a few words with the 
enemy, who are declared, by an intelligent officer, to be far iu advance of any 
enemy we have hitherto met with in regard to military tactics. Firing was heard 
at AUaree all the morning of the 3(»ih, ill the direction of the coinmaiider-iii- 
cidet’s camp, and the report was he.rd a long way down the Sutlej ; but it cannot 
have been anything of consequence. On the iyth some guns and three com- 
panies were ordered by Sir John Grey (who command* at Attaree, and ha* a 
mu** pounder battery, the 8th Light Cavalry, and the 1 1th, 12th, and 55lh regi- 
ments Native Infantry, with him there) down to the banks of the river, iu con- 
sequence of the Sixlis hating carried off a boat of ours the night before, but 
jiotmug took puue ui consequence. 

Loom vmh, J an. 31 — (From a Native Corrcsf>ondent.) — On the 2*th of this 
nmonlh the British troops attacked the Sikhs, who were under the command of 
.Sirdar Itunjoor Singh, and about 20,000 in number. The Sikhs were encamped 
.at the tune near a village named Bcxuidree. The battle commenced by the Sikhs 
•firing their guns, but when the British ordered their gun* to open and men to 
advance, the Sikns could not staud, and thousands of them fled ; an immense 
jnumher were killed aud wounded. The conquerors pursued them to the banks 
-ol the river. The loss of the Sikhs is estimated at between 5000 and U)U) ; and 
those who ran took nothing with them but (iieir lives and their beards. There 
ds no mistake a* to this defeat. General Smith Saheb Ballad »or and Colonel 
Wheeler Saheb Uahadoor. with all their brave troops, encamped on the s.une 
ground on which the Sikhs had been encamped, and the conquerors got pos- 
session of the provisions, ammunition, aud all the property ol the defeated anny. 
The men who ran away are assembling again by two* and threes at Phulloor. It 
it said that they arc greatly dejected, holding their beard* iu their hands, and 
Jaj lug tiuur hearts on their knees. The British are sail encamped near Boon- 
elretu i ne tort of Gungurana, the garrison of which had frequently done mis- 

* nu f to the convoys of provisions, ha* been taken, and the fort of Buddnowal is 
c luiplelely dcs roy»d. Wherever any of their property ha* been found, the 
liriu.du have lurthwilh set the village on tire. The (ha>u>ah* and police are being 
<*rgjui»txi everywhere. It is said that sixty-three guns have been taken in the 
battle of Boonuree." 

The Knglish army consisted of 12.000 men and 32 pieces of artillery ; the Sikhs 
jib mi 25,000 mea and 68 pieces of artnlery. The determined resolution of our 
crops prevailed principally by brilliant charges, in which our soldiers at all 
times behaved wuh such deterinine*i bravery, that G5 piece; of cannon were 
takeu at the point of the baronet. and the enemy at immense loss forced to re- 
pros* the Sutlej. The following are the names of t^e officers killed and

\%e have, in our j Ictorial department, given repreM illations of the marching 
of the Sikh anny, and endeavoured to distinguish t lie different characters and 
ures*e« of the soldiers. Amongst them the Akalees are, perhaps, the most re- 
markable ; they arc' described as a set of wild ferocious fanatics. In number they 
are about 30 0 cavalry, acknow ledging no ruler or laws but the r own, think no- 
thing of robbery, or even murder, siiould they happen to be iu the humour lor it, 
Runjeo: Singh having more than once narrowly escaped assassination by them. 
CoionrI Sleinbach, /.peaking of them, says : — 

♦* They are, without any exception, the most insolent and worthless race of 
people under the sun. Tney move about, constantly aimed to the teeth, insult- 
ing every body they meet, particularly Europeans ; and It is not an uncommon 
thing u» see them riutng about with a drawn sword iu each hand, two more in 
4he.r Ijelt, a matchlock at their back, and three or four quoit* tasteued round 
their turban. Tnc quoit is an arm peculiar to this race of people ; it is a steel 
.ring vjrying from six to nine inches in diameter, and about an inch in breadth, 
very n in. and the edge* ground very sharp i they throw it with more force than 
.dexterity, and in general the bystanders are in greater danger than the object 
.mined at. Kunjeei .Singh did much towards reducing this worthies* rave of 
jreuple to a state of subjection, but he only partially succeeded, aud Utterly they 
Slave become more Intolerant than ever." 

Count Von Orlich also, in his description of a review at which he was present 
Bn ike nays of M.ere Singh, observe*; — ** As we approached ihe Akalees, those 
•tv .ge* horde* set up a scornful shout : some g d loped out ol the ranks, and, with 
upirtiua hands, abused the Maharajah ; his highm *s, however, w ho appeared 
quite iis^J to this sort ol thing, took no notice whatever, and said he was glad 
that they hnd not pelted him with rood, as they had frequmtlj done to llunjeet 
Singh on similar occuvion*. My elephant uniortunately became tired just «t this 
juncture, w hich afforded these ruthless clamourers a welcome Opportunity to 
uiainlrst lb-dr insolence." 

On another occasion wo believe the Earl of ElUnborough came in for a share 
4>f Uieir threatening* and abuse. 

PERSONAL ADVENTURE ON THE SUTLEJ. 

Tin* following letter from a youth of seventeen gives a graphic account of the 
late ocuuu* iu India : — 

" Camp, somewhere near Ferozepore, on the banks of a 

* nullah ’ (river), .lau. 2. Into. 

“ My dearest uncle, — Before this letter n- aches it* destination, you will, no 
doubt, have se*u and read the governor- general’s despatch, containing an ac- 
count ol the two actions fought — on the 18th ol December, and the other on the 
21st and 2 2d of the same month; also a list of the killed and wound-d; and 
amongst the latter you will »re tlounsMng my father's and my own uame ; but 
win n you see them be not alarmed, for we are both, thank <»• d, doing well ; and, 
wli.it’* more, you w ill rot mly *, r u« mentioned amongst the killed and wounded, 
tint, I hope, amongst tin- gallant ami brave. One thing I can safely w»y, that we 
.neither ol us dtsg-Mced the family, nor the lri.di blond flowing within us I sup- 
pose you would like to hear my account of the b title; well, ns much of it as I 
saw you shall ha*e. In your last letter to me (received yesterday) you advised 
me to oiler my service* as a cavalry volunteer, should there be war with the 
J* ti ja‘». You w ill be «u» prised to hear that 1 t fT. red my*-lf more than a l-.rt- 
■i ig r l a<o. and was accepted, and made acting aide-de-camp to Brigadier Gough 
•on the spot, who commanded the second brigade of cavalry, con»i>ting of the 
governor-general'* lod.-gumd and the 5th regiment of light cava ry. I thought 
m* wl| one ol tlie luck est docs ou the f.*ceof the i arth ; a d all I wished for w\u 
a light that day, Just that l might have an opportunity ol showing the brigadier 
wli.«i sort of fel.ow he had for an aide-de-camp.

Well, we advanced in tht* 
wa) lor many miles ; and at la-t, seeing no enemy, the order wa* given to halt, at

theirrank*. That w»s the first shot that took effect that day; it broke two of 
the hor»es* leg*, and that was the list 1 saw of the 5th Light Cavalry. Her Ma- 
jesty’s 3d Dragoons were leading, followed by the second brigade, aud also by the 
4th Lancers. We had gone in this wav for a mile, wlien the Dragoons ahead of 
us gave a cheer ; they had ju*t got a glimpse of the enemy. We took up their 
cheers — hnd scarcely commenced, when an order was gireD, 4 Body-guard, t ight- 
wheel.' I turned round to sec what wa* thp meaning of the order, aud ihe first 
thing that caught my eye wa< a body of the Sikh cavalry amongst a lot of bushes. 

A great number of the hodv-guardmen did not hear the order and followed the 
3d Dragoo.iS. We managed, however, to get about forty of them together, and 
went at the enemy in section* of threes — not being able to form a line ami chargo 
on account of the bushes. The cheer I told you of before, that the 3d D ngoous 
gave, raised my Irish spirit to such a pitch that 1 said to myself, * Now, then, for 
the honour of Old Erin,’ and in another minute l found myself in the middle of 
the Sikhs. I was surrounded by four of these blackguards, all cutting .mdslash- 
ing at me with their swords ; and to make bad worse, 1 lost both my stirrup* : 
there was not a man of the body-guard npar me at the time ; it was a dreadful 
situation to be in, certainly ; and the only thing left was to make a las-t effort, 
which I did bv digging both my heels into the sides of my little hor*e, and giving 
one or two jolly oil's with my *\vord. which cleared the way for me ; I soon found 
myself amongst the body-guard again, with only a slight wound on the thigh. 
Not long after this we were at them again, and I got a shot right through the 
muscle of my right arm, and Another a little higher up, which went through my 
coat and my shirt, hut never touched my skin. Was not that a narrow e,»cape? 
Four officers out of six w» re wounded that evening ; 1 mean those of the body- 
guard. Well, after fighting for som« time, we (40 of us) gave about 200 of the 
Sikh* as good a licking as ever they had got But If those fellow* had fought as 
well at the end as they did at t lie commencement they would have cut up every 
one of us ; for we are no match to tt-em in hand-in-hand work. They use their 
swords and manage thrir hordes a great deal better than we do ; and thev proved 
it that evening. Two of the officers had their reins cut; a fellow tried that at 
mine, but missed, and caught my horse such a cut behind the ear. 

44 The battle of Moodkee, I sec, has taken up a whole sheet of paper. I must 
therefore cut it short; but, before doing 60. 1 must tell vnu something of my 
father, and the narrow escape he had that evening. My dad, with his regiment, 
lost sight of the brigade soon after we mad“ the move round the enemy’s 
flank. The dust and smoke were so great that you could not see your hnnd 
before you. Had it not been for that, the 5th would have l»een up with 
us when we attacked those fellow* in the bushes, aud the con-equencc 
would {have li*-eu that they would all have been butchered, and very likelv we 
should not have been so severely cut up. WTen my governor found himself all 
alone with his regiment, he was rather purzled what to do; but, rather than 
stand still, he moved on with his regiment toward* some dust hx saw in the dis- 
tance, not knowing whether it was the enemy or ourselves that was kicking it up, 
and caring very little which — but on he went. After ten minutes’ cantering he 
was a*tonished to hear bis men cheering, »nd asked them why they did so? 
They said th- y saw the Sikhs ahead. He had not time to give them an order, 
for no sooner had (hej commenced cheering than his horse — a brute he gave 
1000 rupees on y a week before — took to us heels, and ru*hed off right into the 
middle of the enemy's infantry. Not a man of the 5th went after him, though 

tlss-y would folio- him to tin* , if they had orders ; but they were obliged to 

keep to their ranks. The Sikhs fired volley after volley at him ; but by some luck 
or other, he went right through their nuiks without getting a h e. He wa* a long 
time rilling alone by himself, and at last he came up with the commander-in- 
chief, Sir R. Sale, and the 31st Queen’s. He was talking to Sir R, Sale when he 
was shot, and. ut the same time, my governor was hit with some grape in the 
left arm, and had his sword broken over his head ; and an hour or two after the 
fighting was over, we all returned to camp, and had a splendid dinner. Now, 
then, uncle, I must hurrv over the account of thp next action, which lasted 
twenty-four hours ; thp W.verloo of India. We had two days given us, a her the 
Moodkee affair, to rest our limbs and bury our dea l. On the morning of the 21st 
we marched at sunset in battle array, the infantry lead ng. followed by artillery, 
protected by cavalry. We marched about twelve miles, when the halt was 
sounded. We dismounted and had something to eat. We had about a quarter 
of an hour’s rest, w hen we were on the move Again towards the enemy’s in- 
trenched camp, which wa* distant about two miles. In a short time we were 
within gunshot of it. The halt again sounded, and the g >vernor-general. com- 
mander-in-chi-f. and all the gen-ral officer , held a consultation whether we 
should attack them at once, or wait until the following morning. Sir Hugh 
Gough wa* for attacking them at once, and it was pben in his favour; so at 
3 o’clock, nur heavy guns opened upon their camp. There was H heavy fire kept 
up from both sides. At last w** managed to set tire to t Heir camp. Our infantry 
made three nr four charge* at their batteries, and succeeded in driving the fellows 
away from their gun*. *nd spiking them ; hut they could get no further than the 
guns. '1'he enemy’s infantry (ought b-nutifully. I don’t mean to say they could 
lick ours, but th-y blew hundreds of mir brave fellows up by springing mine*, 
and then coming down in numbers, and firing at u* w ith their matchlocks. It 
w a* about 9 o’clock when our Infantry retired from the camp. 1 was at that 
time with the 5 h Cavalry *a king tumy father, when a round shot came right Lie- 
tween us both, and killed a trooper and a hor«e behind u*. Br Jove, mu le. 1 
shall never forget that shot as long as I li e. the whiz that that ball made was 
ringing in my ears for at least an hour afterwards. We bivouacked for that 
night close to the enemy’s camp, and they amused themselves by firing at us 
witn their big guns the whole night. At daybreak, on the morning ol the 22d, 
we went to them again, and drove them out of their entrenchments at I o’clock! 
The governor-general <cnt for thx 5i h Cavalry, and ordered it to go ahead four 
miles, to *ee if (he S'khs had gone off. We had scarcely gone a mile when the 
blackguards came down on us again. That wa* the critical itiomct t ; the fate of 
India wa* at stake ; it w as a regular caM* of light or die, a d the former we did in 
stylo. At 3 o’clock ill the aiterno- n of the 22d the fat<* of FndR wa* decided, and 
the most bloody battle ever fought in this quarter of the world finished. At five 
o'clock the t evening we went into Ferozep re, and hivouaek«*d that night. The 
next morning 1 went and got my wound* dressed, and lucky for me I did. The 
first thing the dretor said when he saw my arm wn«, 4 It’s li'u ky for yon, my fine 
young man, you showed mo your arm to-day — had you been another day wiih- 
out getting it dressed, the chances arc you would have lost the ute of it alto- 
gether. Now, take my advice, and stay quiet for a few days, and have it dressed 
•egularly.’ I toon hi* advice, slid now my arm is getiing on beautifully. My 
governor’s arm is now quite well. I don’t want more interest at head-quarters 
than l have got. I have got a good name amongst ail the people at head- quarters, 
and that’s all I requiie ; and another thing is, 1 have to thank no ent; hot myself! 
What can 1 want more than that, uncle? A good name is a great thing tor a 
young fellow to begin life with. 

ASSIZ EINTHUTGE XCE. 

Fxktek — Breach of Promise Ellice v. Fenwick.— This was an ac- 

tion brought by the plai< tiff, who is a lady formerly residing at T-igninouih, in 
this count) , Against tne defendant, for a breach of promise of marriage. 

Mtss Amelia Loiigdie examined — 1 know the plaintiff’ and the riefondant. In 
the autumn of last year 1 was lodging with Mr*. Ellice at Teigumoutli. Slip was 
a widow, about 35 \cflr* of »«ge. She h«d one da' ghter, aged eight years, and had 
four children of Mr. and Mr*. Seward under herclurge. They lived in India. 
Mrs. KUice lodged i ear Neal’* hotel. There was a Mrs. Clayley living with her 
as a nurse to the children. I went to Teignrrouth in July'iast. I know Mr. 
and Mrs. Hayes. They live at Teignmomh. Mrs. Ellice **ns introduced to the 
defendant by Mr. Have*. This was a fatmhouse belonging to a Mr. Paddon 
The defendant lived at Veal’s Hatch, and had a cottage at Combe, close to Pad- 
don’s (arm house. He i*al>ou' thirty. He appeared to be a man of wealth _ kept 
horses, dogs, a dog-curt. groom, a yaHit with live men, a phaeton, also a game- 
keeper : In* rented a manor also. He said he had a house in town, a barouche, 
an estate at Hay ling, also one at Croydon. Mr. Hayes was on terms of intm acy 
with Mrs. Ellice, and the introduction spoken of was ou the 2*th of August. 
After thst he c <me to Mrs. Ellice’s daily; some days manv times. We often 
went out in hi* yacht, by invitation, mj self, the plaintiff, and Mr. aud Mr*. Haies. 

I rememtier the Teignmouth races. The defendant was one of the stewards. 
He invited us to attend- On the recend day we both went. This wa* the 17th 
of September. 1 and Mrs. Ellice walked to the course w ith the defendant. The 
race course is close to the town. He was nariicularly attentive to Mrs. Ellice, 
and introduced Imr to his brother-in-law, Mr. Marsion. 1 saw the defendant on 
the next day. He invited myself and Mrs. Ellice to go to Torquay. We w ent 
about 2 o’clock, in a hired carriage. He wa* exceedingly Attentive to plaintiff’. 
We returned in the evening. On the next day he called, and said he was going 
to London. On dial day I dined at Mrs. Hayes’s. On my return I found Mr. 
Fenwick there in tlie drawing-room wi h the plaintiff. I thought my company 
whs not desired, and I went into the next room, which was my bedro -m. TIimc 
wa* a dour conuminlcatirp into the drawing-room. There is a table, a dressing 
table, next the door. I stood at that end stiil. Thore heard the defendant 
•peak. It wa* m a loud tone. I heard him say, •* Mrs. Ellice, will you have me ? ’* 
.She said. 44 Your lamily will think you foolish." lie Interrupted hi-r saying. 

44 My family have nothing to do with it— will you have ine ? " 1 uid not hear what 
answer she made. Soon aft^r thR I went into the room The defendant had hi* 
arm round Mrs P lice’s waRt. He said, "you sec Mrs. Ellice i* not afraid to sit 
next me now." He remained about half an hour ami then lett. He caked again 
the next • ay. and from that time he came daily. He made her various presents 
— a writing desk ami Bible, which he said had belonged to Ins deceased xi»ter, 
and valued much, some French slinpers. gold stud*, marble vase, gloves, and 
dully prr sent* of French flowers and win-. I have heard him tell Mr* Ellice 
that lie had desired l is yacht men to call on her daily for order', which thev did, 
and she often gave them order*. 'I he defendant spent mo*t of lus time at' Mr*. 
Ellice s lodging*. On the2l.h of September, winch was hi* birthday, he »nid 
to me that n- had wished Mis. Ellice io spend that day with Inm at his cottage 
alone, but she nad refold to do so on that day. We lunched with him on hoard 
hi* yacnt, and then walked with him to the cottag •. The children had b» en 
sen by him. with the nnroe, to the cottage to spend the day. and Mr. Downs 
walked with us. 1 In* defendant's attenti ms to Mr*. Fliice were verj' paiticular 
on th t day. O i the next day we went in the yacht to Exmouth, and returned in 
the evening. During all this time defendant's attentions were o' that kind as it 
he c mu i lered lum-elt nuac.-d to Mr*, l.lhce. I remember a Mr J.dins'one, the 
plaintiff * lAiher. and hi* w ile. On the 30 h the defendant expressed his regret 
that he wa* engaged out to dinner. Showed Mr. Johnstone about tlie town, and 
arranged to go w th hnn. his e if-, and Mr* KUice. to Torquay the next d ty. 
They went in tlie defond uit’s nhaetun, and Mrs. Ellice sat by hi* suk* on the 
flout seat, mid Mr. ami Mrs. Johnstone ''chmd. In October l heard it was 
arranged that Mr*.

I 
asked hitn why he had not kept his appointment to dine ; he said he hnd been at 
the barracks engaged with the colonel. The defendant on this end all other oc- 
casions behaved in a way he would not have done had be not considered himself 
an engaged person. He said he was going to Oxford on the 16th of October, end it 
was arranged for us t » go to F.xeter to him. Mr. and Mrs. Johnstone were to 
return on the same day to Dublin. They went, but Mrs. Ellice did not, an she 
was ill. This u\is the 14th October. Before he went away he gave Mrs. Ellice 
A packet. Some tun- sfter this, about a fortnight I saw the defendant In Exeter. 
1 never saw him at Mrs. El lice’s after hit return from .Oxford. When 1 saw the 
detendant at Exeter, I told him that Mrs. Ellice had b-en ill. He expressed 
great regret ; he could not help it ; that he had received tom# anonymous letters 
from Teignmouth, saving that his conduct had caused her illness. That be was 
sorry h- c< uld not come down that day, as he was engaged. Desired me to give 
his love to her, and tell her so. 1 went back that day. After this I saw Mr. 
Downes ; he was an intimate friend of the defendant, lie came to Mrs. Ellice’s. 
1 was in the room with her. Some conversation passed, and he left. I never 
after saw the defendant there. Mrs. Ellice remained At Teignmouth until 
November, and then left 

Cross-examined : I had known the plaintiff for four years before July, at 
London. Cheltenham, and at Brighton. I began lo reside with her In the Sep- 
tember before she went to Teignmouth. This was at Cheltenham. In London 
she lived at my brother’s. She had no employment at that time, nor had I. I 
afterwards went to Frankfort. When 1 came back she engaged me as sub- 
teacher under her, and she went to Teignmouth. We lodged just opposite tba 
hotel. It is a narrow street. Mr. E'en wick once gave me some gloves, and a 
pencil-case, which he first offered to Mrs. Ellieo. 1 do not know he was in tba 
habit of always going out in his yacht with ladies. After he was introduced to 
us he never went out without us. Mrs. Eilice had given him a present. [Here 
the learned counsel produced a painted earthenware figure of a widow, and 
a»ked the witness if that was the present. This created excess of laughter in 
the court, in which tlie witness joined, and admitted she had seen such an imago 
before, and believed it to lie the same ] 

Henry W. Hayes : I reside at Teignmouth. I know both the plaintiff and the 
defendant. 1 have known defendant about two years. He keeps a yacht end 
lives as a gentleman of fortune. He told me he has an estate in Hampihira. 
He has spoken to me of the widow. I understood by this he meart Mrs. Ellice. 
He once said to m** f 44 He’d be d— d if he would not marry the widow.” He said 
he had written to his sister, Mrs. Marston, about it. 1 hare seen him since this 
action was brought. I have been examined by the attorney on the other side, 
ami am subiuenaed by both. 1 once heard him say, 44 That he had never written. 
There was no evidence against him in handwriting. That he had suffered be- 
fore. and a burnt child dieads the tire.” 1 have heard him say that there was an 
action for breach of promise of marriage brought against him by a Miss Lacy ; 
that he had compromised it for 1000/., and hau paid 50UL for expenses. I have 
sometimes heard him speak of Miss Wilson — this was in January or February ; 
that he was engaged to her, and meant to marry her. He showed me a pile of 
letters, and said they were hers. 

Mr. Baron Rolfe having very minutely summed up the evidence to the jury, 
they immediately found a verdict for the plaintiff — Damages, 50u/.- 


POLICE. 

WoRsnip Strket. — Charge or Murdkr. — Mr. Frederick William Zabct, 
a German, about sixty years of age, and described as a treacle manufacturer in 
Dunk Street, Mile End, was placed at the bar, before Mr. Broughton, charged 
ou suspicion with having, by a continued series of ill-treatment, caused the death 
of his wife, Rebecca Zubel, fifty seven years of age. Sergeant Prise, of the H 
division, stated that the prisoner had been Liken into custody on the preceding 
evening, pursuant to an order from Mr. Baker, the coroner for Middlesex, beforfe 
whom a short preliminary investigation had heen instituted that day, respecting 
the death of the deceased, w hich took place on Thursday last. Several witnesses 
were in attendance, to give evidence as to tlie alleged ill-treatment of the unfor- 
tunate woman, which had been carried on unt'.l about five weeks since, when soma 
of her relations interfered for her protection, and removed her lo their residence, 
where she remained, under constant medical treatment, until her death. Mrs. 
Sarah Rowcruft, the wile of a bricklayrr. stated that 6he had resided for the last 
thre- years ill a house adjoiuing that of the prisoner, aud had repeatedly wit- 
nessed act* of violence on his part towards the deceased, and been alarmed by 
her cries of " murder ! " About five weeks ago, while looking through her back 
window, she saw the prisoner drag his wife rut into the yard, and beat and kirk 
her in the most merciless m»nner. She also beard him threaten to throw the 
decerned into the boiling copper ; but, on witness remonstrating with him upon 
hi* conduct, he assailed her with tlie most opprohrious epithets, and desired her 
to mind her own business. The di ceased continued seriously 111 for three days 
after the last occurrence, when several other friends came to the house aud took 
her away in a cab. The witness was cross-examined by Mr. Heritage, who ap- 
peared for the prisoner, with a view to *how that th«* deceased had been addicted 
to habits of intoxication, but she positively declared that she had observed 
nothing in her conduct ro justify such an imputation. Mr. Broughton said that 
he had no reason to doubt the positive testimony of the witnesses, which went to 
establish a long-continued course of viob nt ami brutal conduct on the part of the 
prisoner toward* the deceased, and he had therefore no hesitation in ordering 
trim to be remanded for the production of further evidence. On the application 
of Mr. Hetitage, the magistrate consented to accept ball for the prisoner — him- 
self in 300/., and two responsible sureties in 150/. each.

In both of these there was some merit in trn: portraiture, and the ruling 
thought was worked out with considerable dramatic ingenuity ; but In The 
Dreamer there is an utter absence of merit in the construction of the develop- 
ment. Mr. Charles Mathews, the hero. Lord Dormer, commits all sorts of 
puerile absurdities, in his fits of absence, which have not the most distant con- 
nection with the march of the plot. It is ambitiously m the bills called a comic 
drama, but it nosse^ses no single element to claim this distinction, unless the 
using a lady’s handkerchief by mintake. and sitting in a chair placed for another's 
occupation, be merits to deserve the honour. 

Tiil Haymakket.— The new comedy produced at this house on Saturday, is 
called The Beggar on Horseback.

MUSIC. 

Beethoven Qcartett Society, Harley Street. — The second meeting 
t"ck place on Moi day last, and the audience, as on the first occasion, was a con- 
centra; ion of the most brilliant musical talent in London. Sivuri, Sainton, Hill, 
and Rousselot, were the sole performer* ; Beethoven alone the composer. Tba 
quartett in 1). from the flrut six, was chosen for the beginning, the slow move- 
ment of which was most deliciously rendered. Sivort improves n ueh in this 
style of composition; and although he occasionally indulges in modes of ex- 
pression that pantcularly belong to the Clocliette class, there are evident bursts 
of real feeling and deep thought. He was well supported by his coadjutors. The 
second. No 7.. in F major wa* led by Sainton. I ne third and last. No. 15., In 
C sharp minor, by Sivori. This quartett is the most puzzling to the compre- 
hension of all Beethoven’s work's. Ihe opening adagio is by no means coinprw- 
fonsible to ii* as jet, but the allegro and greater part ol the work becomes com- 
paratively simple, and we are not astonished t • find this the favourite with many 
profesior* who have heard it frequently. The programmes of this society are 
valuable curiosities in tneir way, combining 'elections from ancient poetry sig- 
nificant of the character of each quartett. history, aticcdpte, criticism, and the 
denomination ol the movements. We give a sample ; —

The object of the association embraces the recommendations of the Commissioners 
appointed to report on the Health of Towns, ** to prevent the interment of the dead in or 
near the habitations of the living," by establishing two extensive cemeteries on the 
banks of the Thames, at a convenient distance cast ami west of the metropolis, which, 
by their position, in addition to the usual mode of interment, will afford the facility of 
a more economical conveyance by water. It is also proposed to assist in establishing 
g en eral oemeteries in the neighbourhood of other towns in Great Britain and Ire- 

In the most crowded thoroughfares of the metropolis, even in the midst of depravity 
and crime, we see grave-yards towering above us, the pestilential effluvia tainting the 
very atmosphere in which we are compelled to move and live. Our Christian feelings are 
continually outraged by revolting details of violated sanctuaries, and gross and horrible 
lndignitici offered to the dead, to the great scandal of our national religion and character 
as a Christian people. Many attempts have been mode to remove this nuisance and re- 
proach from among us : and receut events occurring in Spaflelds, and other burial- 
grounds of the metropolis, as described in the public journals, and in the evidence given 
before the committee of the House of Commons, have awakened one general feeling of 
horror and indignation in the public mind, and an anxious desire on tne part of the le- 
gislature to abolish at once ana for ever burials with! a the limits of the metropolis and 
other great cities of the empire. 

London and its thickly populate suburbs number now 2,000/100 of souls, and in no 
very distant period of time this population must be doubled. Almost all its grave-yards 
are already full, and the newly -established cemeteries rapidly filling j it is obvious, there- 
fore, that cemeteries of a sufficient magnitude are required, in order to meet the exi- 
gencies of the times, aa well ai the wishes of the legislature ? and that they should 
possess every facility for ensuring economy of expenses and adaptation to every elass of 
society, united with decent solemnity and religious observance, that while they meet the 
requirements of the poor, they can be 1 made to administer to the feelings and wishes 
of the wealthy t and the promoters believe that the public will see and duly appreciate 
the great advantages opened by conveyance of the corpse to the cemeteries by water, this 
being auxiliary to, and not as replacing the present mode, and introduced more with 
the view of general accommodation, and securing economical charges, than for any pur- 
poses of novelty and display. 

Extensive tracts of land hare already been selected, having a floe rlvor frontage for the 
reception of fenerals by water, and approaches by land for tne usual mode of interment ; 
th. Y unite position with every facility of access. Plans arc also laid down for esta- 
blishing stations, and houses for the reception of the corpse -previous to its burial, a boon 
which cannot fall being appreciated, by those who, from aversloji, fear, or necessity, are 
desirous of having the desici immediately removed from their habitations; It will also 
meet the views of the ** Health of Towns Committee," and assist the legislature in 
rendering it compulsory with the humbler classes to remove the decomposing corpse 
from rooms necessarily inhabited by the living. Steam and other boats will be con- 
structed, and appropriately fitted up for the purpose of conveying the corpse, attendants 
and mourners to the cemeteries. 

Cemeteries have become highly popular In this country, and most deservedly 
so t for while they offer n sacred asylum for the mortal remains of those we admire, 
esteem, and love, they may be made to afford to the inhabitants of crowded cities, when 
they are’judiciously constructed, the means of health, of serious contemplation, and in- 
nocent recreation. In the neighbourhood of London they are rendered strikingly attrac- 
tive to the eye, and, to a certain extent, arc well adapted for the purposes of burial ; but 
still, in the absence of the facilities now proposed, tncy are disposed at such inconve- 
nient distance as to plane them wholly bevond the pecuniary means of the humbler 
classes, exeept In their immediate neighbourh<>od : they are also small when compared to 
the requirements of this and future generations. The grounds of the Great Metropolitan 
Necropolis will be laid out in a beautiful and appropriate manner, equally attractive to 
the living and suited to the sad solemnities of the dead, care being taken to preserve the 
solemn character of the place ; thus to the stem character of the ancient will lie added 
the beauties of the “ Pere le Chaise," and of our existing English cemeteries. They will 
be portioned off iu deference to the feelings of sects and religions, and as their great ex- 
tent renders them fitting for. so they will be opened to, the sad remains of mortality with- 
out reference to country or creed. 

In order to cprry out the recommendations of the Parliamentary Committee to the 
follcst extent, and to enable the legislature to abolish burials within the crowded parts 
of the metropolis, the association proposes to assume the right (when required to do so) 
to enter into public or private con tracts for burials, with or without the co-operation of 
other public bodies or private individuals, to supply the material, aud to adopt such other 
measures as may be found necessary to ensure economy of burial to those who desire it, 
as well as due decorum of conveyance; and interment of the deceased. It is proposed to 
ereetjn each ground a lame pyramid, consisting of arched recesses or catacombs. Groups 
of ehapels, terraces, raisea walks, rows and clumps of trees, aud bed* of dowers, will also 
add to the general magnificence. It is also contemplated to erect in the ceutre of the 

S oup of ehapels. in one of the cemeteries, a grand notional mausoleum, or temple, on 
e principle of Westminster Abbey, for the burial, the monuments, or the tablets of 
those who piay be considered worthy of public testimonial ; a permanent council of no- 
blemen and gentlemen being appointed to decide on the respective claimj to this honour 
previoua to its being granted. * 

The plans for the ehapels. entrance-gates, and ornamental disposition of the grounds 
are now under serious consideration ; and the catacombs will be built with the view of 
affording accommodation on a scale of charges the most economical, or, as consistent 
with the views of the friends of the deceased. Grounds for interment at various rates, 
cither in perpetuity for families or separate bodies, may be obtained, with crcry facility 
to erect such memorials as their surviving friends may deem fit, in conformity to the 
rules of the association. From the fullest and most accurate Information, and calcula-

given as fast as we have punished ; and now we shall protect their 
liberties, consolidate their empire, and re* establish and strengthen 
Hs feeble and distracted sway. With this finis, this crowning of 
a grand and giant work, it really becomes a beautiful source of 
national thanksgiving that the war in India is at an end. Here 
we have finis coronal opus in the most enlarged, and civilising, 
and Christian sense of the phrase. 

But Gods ! what a work has it been ; vast and astounding for 
the Present to admire ; difficult, when it becomes history, for 
the Future to believe ! A war of five tremendous victories 
achieved in two months! An invasion repelled and punished, 
aa army annihilated, parks of artillery comprising more than 200 


in our own it has awakened other reflections. We know that the 
brilliant action of Vittoria has been brilliantly repeated everywhere 
on the Sutlej banks, where we had foes to challenge or batteries 
to storm ; but we know also that the rewards of those magnificent 
charges are even now in the mould. Medals are by this time 
struck in commemoration of every victory that our heroes in 
India have gained. Why withhold, why even be tardy in award- 
ing, the mede of merit — stars, medals, and decorations — for those 
old heroes of the Peninsula who fought as nobly and won aa well 
as our younger conquerors in the Punjaub war. Really the case 
of these veteran warriors cries to our gratitude and nationality jj 
and never surely with a voice more loud and just than when the 
hearts of their younger brave are warmed and emulated with thos^ 
memorials of pride and honour to the soldier’s spirit, which we 
shall gratefully lavish upon the conquerors of Aliwal and

The Noble Marquis 
Ihen took occasion to observe that in the countie* of Derry, Down, and Antrim, 
there was no want of that employment which existed in other part* of Ireland ; 
and though potatoes might be a little dearer, there were none wanting, and 

therefore there wa* no necessity for relief where no distress existed The Earl 

of St. German*, not being in possession of any information from the secretary for 
Ireland, was not in a position to confirm or contradict the statements which had 
gone forth to the public as to the evictions alluded to. Theresas no objection to 
the production of the returna, but there might be some doubt whether the clerkt 
of the peace would supply them without remuneration — Lord Monteagle was 
surprised to find that any one could deny the unp-ualleled distress which existed 
In Ireland, and nothing would increase the feeling in favour of the repeal of the 
union so much a< the notion that England had no sympathy with, or just c in- 
nd»* ration for. Irish distress — The Duke of Wellington had been one of those 
who, in November last, doubted the extent the ev'l would reach ; he was sorry 
now to say that those who were of a different opinion then were entirely richt, 
while those who did not think the evil would lie of such magnitude were entirely 
W'o'ur a be was one of them. After some further conversation the motion 
was agreed to. 

The Lord Chancellor, with reference to the Charitable Trusts Bill, said he 
Should press the second reading immediately after the h illdays. 

Lord Kinnaird theft brought forward hts motion for a select committee on 
railway legislation, which, after a debate of tome length, was agreed to ; and 
some petition* being presented, and the Bills on the table advanced a stage, their 
Lordships adjourned.

•mt reading uRttl after Easter, the Hbn. Baronet grounded principally upon the 
Importance of the Corn Bill’s Immediately liecoming law, and also upon the de- 
lay which mu»t incidentally result to the prog' ess of the other mea-ure by the 
course whirh Gove-nmeut proposed, lie appealed to Lord G. Bvntinck, as 
leader of the Protectionist party, to proceed on this occasion without regard to 
^arry tactics. Government, he maintained, were bound to place he’ore Parlia- 
ment the other measures which they had promised respecting landlords' and 
tenants’ rights, the elective franchise, and municipal corporation reform! It was 
•at by introducing measures for the restraint of evildoers alone, but by legislating 
wlso for the well-disposed and industrious classes, th.tt Government could satis- 
factorily administer Irish affairs — Mr. W. S. O’Brirn seconded the motion, 
threatening to move continued adjournments of the House, if the Government 
persisted in reading the Bill — Sir J. Graham attributed the delav which had 
occurred in the introduction of the measure to the circumstances of the last au- 
tumn, and to the absence of Lord Lincoln from the House Mr. Shaw having 

Intimated Ills intention to Support Government, avowed his distrust of their pie- 
aetu scheme for the pacification of Ireland. Toth- success of any policy in Ire- 
land, it was necessary that the Government by which It was Introduced should 
have a moral prestige — an advantage whl:h the present administration had fore- 
gone by th* ir former mode of managing Irish affairs. They had neglected their 
political friends without conciliating their opponents ; trading in the generosity 
•f the one class and upon the meanness o'the other. — Sir J. Graham explained 
former charges against Mr. Shaw — Sir B. Hall offered a few observations. 
— Mr. O’Connell urged Government to postpone the first reading of ihe Bill 
till a future day. — Mr. Caleb Powell appealed to Lord G. B-ntinck to produce 
the rr joules of what had taken place at the recent interview between hltmelf and 
Mr. Young, the government plenipotentiary. — Lord G. Bentinck expressed the 
fe-ling of hiinsHt and of his party as being decidedly favourable to the course 
whuh Government were pursuing. The measure which it was now proposed to 
Introduce wa* of infinitely more importance to the Irish nation than any customs’ 
•** that could he introduced. Upon Government and that House would rest a 
fearful reiponsibility If they neglected to employ proper means for the prevention 
of the system of intimidation and outrage which was at present prevailing m 
Ireland — Sir G. Grey expressed his intention to vote for the amendment, ap- 
prehending that the course which Government proposed to pursue in reference 
to this measure might peril the ultimate success of the Corn Bill, by delaying its 
Introduction into the House of Lords — Mr. GhattaN suggested that (K* Irish 
landowners themselves might, tJv 'discharging their du»y, render unnecessary 
the proposed measure. — Mr. S. Herbert repealed the apology which find been 
offered by Sir J, Graham for the delfiy* which had occurred tn introducing the 
Bill into the House of Lords. — Lord J<< Russell exposed the fallacy of Sir J. 
Graham's plea for the present ^proceeding of Government — viz. that the early 
declaration of Parliament on the subject would have a favourable moral Influence 
upon the Irish people. The reverse would be the case : there would be the dan- 
ger ot a discussion upon a highly exciting topic, without the benefit of an enact- 
ment. Surely tt was most important to attempt legislation such ns would reach 
the causes, instead of stopping short at the disastrous eflVcts which had been 
shown to be in operation in Ireland. He did not consider himself bound, by sup- 
posing the prevent amendment, to vote against the measure, if soffit ient reason 
should be adduced in It* favour. — Sir R. Feel defended the sincerity ot Govern- 
ment. in reference to t ho Corn Bill, asserting hi* own readiness to afford the 
mo»t sub«umial evidence of his devotion to that measure, whenever circum- 
stances might require such testimony — Sir R. Inglis advocated the course 
which Government were purs >ing — Lord Worhley declared that the farmers 
were most anxious foe a speedy settlement of the corn question, consequently 
any delay, such as that which would be occasioned by the Introduction of this 
measure, would be prejudicial to the agricultural interest. He expressed him-

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 

THB POLISH INSURRECTION. 

The following circular has been addressed by Prince Paskcwitsch to the Rus- 
*ian ministers accredited to foreign courts, under date the 1 8th of March, 184 t : — 
“ Hi* Majesty the Emperor having be« n informed of the armed attempt com- 
mitted at Siedlec, and of the revolts that had broken out at Cracow, io Gallicia, 
and Posnania, has addressed an Imperial uka-e to the directing senate, declaring 
the kingdom of Poland and the governments of Volhynia and Podnlia in a state 
of siege. On 'he other hsnd, no movement has occurred in the king om since 
the last dispatch I had the honour of addressing to you. Gallicia Is being paci- 
fied, and since the attack against Posen, order has not been materially disturbed 
in the g'and duchy. I have thought proper, sir, to forward to you this Inform- 
ation, to unable you to contra net the erroneous accounts circulated by foreign 
journals. The three ass -skins of Siedlec have suffered capital punishment. The 
penalty of two of the insiig-uors o: the revolt, who. however, shed no bloqd, has 
been commuted into trans|>ortation and hard labour in the mines. May these 
instances of the speedy punishment of crimH prevent the renewal of attempts cal- 
culated to compromise the fate of entire populations The country people, that 
is, the mats of the ii habitants, proved themselves everywhere faithful to the go- 
vernment, and resisted the se'uctions held out to them. The peasants, guided 
by their good sense, apprehended and conducted to the authorities all strangers 
who piesented themselves to them without passports or regular papers, and were 
guilty of no excesses towards them.

THE POLISH INSURRECTION. — WHOLESALE MASSACRE. 

It is difficult to express the feeling which pervades at Posen, owing to the ex- 
ecutions which took place in Poland. No one expected such prompt measures. 
They built their hopes on the repugnance felt by the emperor to rign death- 
warrants. The severest punishment was tmiallv banishment to Hertschwimk. 
The Poles are furious at the manner of death iDfluted by hanging It is said 
that Panteleon Potocki, who'was sentenced to d**,tth, ha* been pouoned in his 
prison. Other executions are expected to follow. The Russian government, 
now that banishment is so common nn occurrence, do not d*-ein it efficient 
enough for striking terror into the public mind. At Posen great excitement 
prevails. The number of prisoners amounts to ?>00. An officer in the Belgian 
service has been arrested. The persons who were arreste I on the 14th have 
been sent to Solembourg, near fCu»irin. Count Dzialyuski has been set at 
liberty. 

The following Is a Hff of the persons of rank arrested at Posen : — The Count* 
Constantin and Ignat* Brunski, Wadislas Lonski. Severin Mielsynski ; MM. 
Pius Arnold, Alphonse de Bealkowsky, De Biab s Korski, retired lieutenant in 
the Prussian service, Stanislas de Bicsiekierski, formerly colonel in the Polish 
mervice, Bribrowioz, Alex, de Brudzewski, Aithur Berew inski, author (these 
two latter were arrested in Austria), Bronislau de Dombrowski, De Gousio- 
rowski, physician, Alex, de Gutray, the brother* Andreas Valentin and Stanislas 
de Jelowiezki. Jauknwxkf, and Wadislas de Kosinski, retired lieutenant in the 
Prussian service. The ecclesiastics belonging to the archiepucupal seminary

••* EXECUTION 0*WVH» PRISONERS. ’ 

W« extract the following fVnWi n 1MW from Warsaw : — “ The executions 
which took place on the I Oth form a bloody wreath round the crown of Russia. 
Not only were*thf executions announced by proclamation, published in the news- 
papers, stuck up all over the riiv, distributed hi the stre-ts, and sent into the 
different houses, but the public w«s invited to attend the execution as If it were 
some scene of festivity in which they were enjoined to share. This festival of 
the Rushan government took place at a late hour In the day ; generally the con- 
demned were executed at eight in the morning, at tim^s even at four. Two 
Polish nobles, two citizens. .Stanislas KoscBzewski and Z irski, were executed at 
ten in the morning of tho-JOth. They died on the gallows. The sentence for 
civil criminals in Poland i* decapitation , military criminals are shot. The 
ignominious death on the gallows strikes horror into th> public mind. It was to 
cast this ignominy on the martvrs of the IGth that they were ordered to be hung. 
They were mistaken. The gailows has’ been honoured by the death of Zarski 
and Kosciszewski. AH the towns in Poland are to witness similar executions. 
The people of Warsaw showed themselves worthy of the trial of the Itith. 
Twenty thousand men were under arms. Before nine o’clock scarcely a soul was 
in the streets. Suddenly the streets of the noble city were crowded by dense 
masses, proceeding solemnly towards the place of the execution. The space 
which separates the ciudol of Warsaw from Marimont and Bielany is an im- 
mense birren field. Thi* place was filled by an immense multitude, who came 
to bid a last farewell to the martyrs of their country, and whisper hope to them 
in their dyinghour. At the execution of Konarski, at Wilna. the Russian sol- 
diers wept. This was a scandal in the eyes of the government. To prevent the 
damnable crime of shedding tears, instead of having them shot like Konski, the 
conspirators were ordered to be hung. The regiments on duty in the streets, 
and on tho place of execution, were terror struck at the aspect of the population 
of Warsaw. The traces of recent tears were on the faces of thousands, but at 
the solemn moment not a tear was shed — they denied such a gratification to 
their enemies. 

“A* the hour of ten struck, an extraordinary movement was visible in the 
assembled multitude ; and when the fatal noose was passed round the necks of 
the noble victims, the men uncovered t»ieir heads, dnd the whole populace knelt 
as one msn. The sky had been overcast all the morning, but at the fatal moment 
the sun burst forth in Its glory, and then vanished behind the darkening clouds. 
After the execution of Zarski and Kosciszewski, the semence of Litynski fol- 
lowed immediately. The noble Litrnski, a tnan of property at Warsaw, a ler 
suffering degradation under the gallows with his follow. prisoners, likewise con- 
demned to Siberia, receive*! his stripes by passing through two files of soldiers. 
His fellow-sufferers are noblemen ; and in Russia noblemen may not receive 
stripes. The generous-minded and patriotic Liijmski is of hu-rble extraction; 
be was therefore flagellated. When a soldier is sentenced to receive any number 
of stripes, a non-commissioned officer precedes him holding a bayonet against 
his breast, so that he may not advance too quickly, and thus avoid a few stripes. 
The Russian government, fearing less Lityu*ki should rush upon th° bayonet, 
and thus put an end to his suffering, haJ ordered two non-commissioned oflhers 
to precede him with the butt-ends of their muskets turned against his noble 
breast. 

“ The penal code In Poland makes no distinction of class. Even in Russia 
this is solely a military punishment. The government have made the distinction 
of class in the case of Litynski, and sentenced him to a military punishment.” 

MASSACRE BY THE PEASANTRY 
From a letter from Lemberg, dated the 17th March. 

” In the district of Tarnow only six landowners oscappd the general massacre ; 
being well acquainted with M. Brcinal. the chief magistrate of the district, they 
were warned and sought refuge with their families in the town of T.irnow, under 
the protection of the Austrian troops. Tlie fine lands of Gorky and GIluy. be- 
longing to the Princess de Ligne. wife of the Belgian ambassador ht Paris, Prin- 
cess Luhomirska by birth, have been entirely laid w-aste ; nearly all her servants 
have been murdered. The castl** of the prince, which is within cannon-shot of 
Tarnow, escaped owing to its being occupied by Austrian troops. Tlie castle of 
Baranow, on the borders of the Vistula, the property of Count Krasicki, nrh in 
hi-torical events, and dear to the memory of evt-ry Pole, was sackeJ, us well as 
thecusiles of Duhircko and Mcadrzychow. The lust, one of the finest in Gallicia, 
is the property of Countess Arthur Potnrka. On certain occasions the peasants 
acted in a manner which seemed to imply that they blindly obeyed some high 
and unrelenting command. When they surrou* d< d the castle of Count Kotarski, 
the count, who had always acted as a father toward* them, wished to persu.ide 
them to abstain from their horrible conduct. They listened to him, and 
answered him coldly that he must prepare to dig. He entreated thorn to allow 
him time to die at a good Christian ; they nmented. and even sent thermeives 
for the village priests. As soon as this worthy citizen, who was beloved by 
the whole province, had made h.s confcasion lo the priest, they dispatched him 
with their daggers. 

‘‘ In another part of the country, the furious peasantry, thirsting for blood, 
surrounded the castle of Countes* Mnnka, and murdered her husband, her bro- 
ther, and her mother-in-law. This unhappy lady escupeJ by a back do »r, with | 
her two children, and sought refijg- in the cortnge of ah old p*-asu it woman, i 
Having dressed hor children in coarse clothe s and d.iub-'d their faces she hid her- I 
self in the loft ; but the peasants having di-co» ered h<*r retreat, hurried her off to 
the village tavern and forced her to drink spirits with them. Alter this orgic 
this young and beautiful woman wvs a victim to the most infamous atrocities. 
They then hast her Into a chtch, w here she was found senseless by an Austrian 
officer, who carried her nmrr dead than alive to Tarnou. Some of the Austrian 
officer* behaved in the most exemplary manner. Among others DL de Polignac, 
son of the former minister, and officer in the Austrian service. This kind- 
hearted young man. tu sav> r th >• unfortunate children <f t f -r murdered men, bought 
a* mlmy if them us he could from the peasants, who sold them at forty kreutxcrs 
each (sixteen pmee), 

" At the present moment armed bands of peasants srour the country and burn 
and pillage. The government will, no doubt, take measures to ©top these atro- 
cities ; but. a 3 yet, none of the peasant.* luv« been arre*ted. The daring of 
the pea nut* Is Increased, as they think that they will be rewarded by tho 
gorernmeou”

The information regarding the insurrection near Ningpo 
do recollect having observed before 

’• Ningpo, thougn formerly the best known of all the ports on the east coa 
China, and the |>oint where the English made repeated attempts to » estai umn 
commercial intercourse, has been eclipsed by Shanghae, the canton ir,e ,,or ”* 
The latter port absorbs nearly all the trade of the coast. Since Ningpo was 
opened for foreign trade, but few attempts have been made by n ^ er t c ? uli,e J~ „ 
to test its advantages as a market, nor have the few experiments that nE v « oeen 
made been encouraging. It is a large city, in one of the wealthiest provinces or 
the empire, and of easy access from the sea. But the geographical position or 
Shangnae attracts nearly all the import t^ade thither, and for the purchase or 
silk and lea* the latter has advantages fully vqual to Ningpo. Of hu the articles 
brought to Ningpo from abroad, the productions of the States hare round U.e 
readiest sale. If nothing else offers for exportation, vessels may reckon on ob- 
taining alum, in the trade of which this port enjoys a monopoly. It is thougrt 
by some when Chusan is relinquished, which will take place in about six monina 
from this time, that the trade of Ningpo may increase, but this doubtful. 

At none of the the ports do foreigner* enjoy as much liberty as at Ningpo. Mr. 
Thom has secured all that could be d-slred. Liberty is given tn travel some 
fifty miles in one direction, and to reside in rural spots remote from the city. 

“ You will have hesrd of the insurrection of Tunghwa, a city of this district, 
some twenty miles distant. The militarr and civil officers of this city 
marched against the rebellious city with 1200 soldiers, have been repulsed wi'h 
much los», about twenty w»-re killed, and upwards of a hundred severely 
wounded. Fears were enlertaii ed le»t the insurgents would march against 
Ni n giro, and p-rh ps the place would have been in danger of an attack had not 
her Majesty 6hip Wolf arrived soon after the battle. Her presence at this junc- 
ture appears to give all classes a sense oi security, none more so than the manda- 
rin*. Dr. M’Gowan's hospital is crowded with the wounded, some of whom ap- 
pear to be officers of rauk. The wall* of Ningpo iu*e full of soldiers encamped, 
and ready for defonding the place. Meanwhile the insurgents are left unmolested 
until advices are received from Pekiu. The cause o.l this oppos tinn to the man- 
darins is said to be unwillingness to submit to wt at they consider oppressive 
taxation ; also for some violence inflicted upon some of the inhabitant* of 
Tunghwa by tbe mandarins . — Singapore Free Preu, Jan. 1 5. 

Italy — According to latest accounts, warlike preparations are carried on with 
activity at Venice, as it is feared that the Italian propaganda intend anew 
descent on the coast of Naples, or of the papal states. TU^ i-ndejs of '* Young 
Italy ” seem in nowi»e deterred by the almost cert i :o failure of any entcrpri* e of 
i he sort, as the Austrinn government Is fully apprised of iheir plaps. General 
Prim is reported as leader of the enterprise. An aflray took p.'ace on the 16th at 
1 rastrerino, in the dis rict of Rome, tietween the inhabitants and the military, 
but not of a political nature. Two or three person* were killed On either side. 

A letter from Rome states that the lady abbess ol Mmtk having wished to send 
a reply to the note of M. de Bouienieff, the holy father had dissuaded ber from 
taking such a step in an affair which ” remained for judgment in tbe hands of tba 
Almighty.” 

The Bry or Tonis has informed the representatives of the different power* 
that all monopoly on the tunny and coral fisheries should cease as soon as the 
present leases fall in; and that, in consequence, the fisheries would be open 
to all. 

Greece — Mm nr* or the Banker Kapotas at Athens— O n the night of 
the 3d of March a horrible crime.caiued universal horror at Athens. The banker 
Kaputas, formerly chief dragoman of Marshal Raisin, Was stabbed in His own 
house. His wife was wounded in the hand, and a nurse was stabbed mortally in 
the breast. The hou*e-oog was found strangled in the yard. The brother of 
M. K-putas fired a pistol from Ihe window, which brought assistance and caused 
the murderers to retreat. M . Kaput** was the intimate fi lend and banker of M. 
Coletti, who immediately proceeded to the spot. T he Opposition, who do not 
hesitare to make use of any means, however dUgracefql, accused the minister of 
having caused the murder of his friend. Public common sense at once put a 
stop to the disgraceful invention. The funeral of M. Kaputas t<»ok place on the 
5th. and was attended by the ministers, all the auth rities, and nearly the whole 
of the population. The murderers were seized on the same dav. Ore of them 
was formerly a servant in the family, and was excited by revenge for having been 
dismissed. Th-y had hired a boat at the Piraeus to make off with the money 
they hoped to find in the home. The prison is guan'ed day aud night, to pre- 
vent the populace from entering and tearing them to pieces. ’ - '

A serpent, and a gem-possossing (serpent), and the (lord) of a treasure.”* 

Below the above vrrses.ln pro*e, I* the following:-” The property of the Nabob 
Muhammad Shujan Bahadur Sat darjang (rank- breaker in battle), the year 11**2 
of the Prophetical llijra. Name, Koh.Jt kan (mountain-breaker). In weight 
102 (maunds) ; Hi** bad of ihe size of the mouth (ol the guu) ; and the powder 
half the weight of the ball.”

ROYAL GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY. 

At a meeting of the Society on Monday evening, a lively interest w*s manifested 
at a statement of the probable safety of Dr. Leichardt’s party, who, our readers 
will remember, were reported lo have all fallen by the hands of natives while on 
an exploring journey from Moreton Bay to Port Kssington, Coburg Peninsula. 

Dr. Lcichardt, a botanist, accompanied hy Mr. Griffirh, naturalist, and party 
left Moreton Bay in the autumn of 1844, with tbe intention of making his wav to 
Coburg peninsula, and by that m. ans opening a road across Australia, thus 
avoiding the dangerous navigation of Torres Straits In the spring of 1S45 re- 
ports were continually arriving : — 1st. That the party had nil been murdered by 
the native*. 24. That they bad been destroyed by a tremendous hurricane. 
3d. Thatjthey were detained by some large waters and were very miserable. 4th. 
That they were not far from an inland sea abounding with monstrous animals, 
&c. Sec. These reports determined Mr. P. Hodgson, proprietor of the most d’s- 
tant station on the Darling Downs to arrive at the truth. Mr. Hodgson, with 
Mr. Calsert and six others, accordingly started on tho 8th of August last from 
Limba, the most N.W. station on the Darling Downs. They crossed a country 
of the most formidable and de*olate description, abounding in a thick scrub, 
through which they had to cut their war. th**v at length came upon the trail of 
the doctor's party, the trees at intervals bearing the brand of L ; this they fol- 
lowed down for more than 100 miles, thus passing all the scenes of his reported 
misfortunes, and being invariably received with frank kindness by the natives. 
The time having expired to which the party had limited themselves, they were 
reluctantly compelled to return, the furthest point reached being 25° N., 148° 
47' E. ; thus accomplishing a most arduous journey of more than 400 miles to 
the N.W. from Moreton Bay through a most dismal countrv. It is but fare to 
hope that the next intelligence will be that of the safe arrival of Dr, Leichardt 
and his party at Fort Kssington. 

Captain Mangle*’ specimens of a new Illustrated Geography. We have juit 
been favoured with several plans of lids contemplated work, in which It is pro- 
posed to include between 300,( 00 and 400,000 names of places ; in fact, tho name 
of every known place in tho world, together with its latitude, longitude, descrip- 
tion, &c. &c. ; and with this will also be given 3000 maps, or the world cut up 
int > 6o many pieces. How all this can be accomplished within the reasonable 
limit of two 8vo volumes, appears at first sight rather startling, especially when 
we consider that the last published geographical dictionary by M’Culloch, con- 
tains only about 6000 name* ; but herein consist* Captain Mangles’ admirable 
plan of arrangement by saving of space and also by using symbols somewhat in 
the manner of ” Loudon’s Encyclopaedia of Plants” it (all become* simple and 
easy ; we heartily wish it success. 

EXECUTION OF WICKS. 

At eight o'clock on Monday morning the extreme penalty of the law was 
carried into effect upon Thomas Wi Lam Wicks, aged twenty, for the wilful 
murder of James Bnstock. hi* roaster, on the Ibth o: last momh. During the 
interval wh-ch has elapsed since the exertions were made in his behalf, Wick* 
was desired hy the sheriffs not to entertain a hope that they would tie successful, 
and, in rousequer ce of this, when informed that his fate was inevitable, early 
last week, h- betrayed but slight emotion, and, very shortly after that, rallied 
and maintained his firmness to the last. On Saturday, the last day allowed for 
the unfortunate relatives to visit and take leave, his father aod mother visited 
their unhanpy child, and the final parting was most dlitrcssinj*, tfi* wretched 
parents feeling most acutely tl»e miserable situation they were in, especially Vs 
they had npt seen each other for ye»trs. On Sunday, the convict attended chapel, 
hut as the preaching of condemn**! sermon*, as they were called. Is done away 
with, the reverend ordinary, in the course of his discourse, but slightly alluded 
to the crime for which he was about to suffer. 

About half-past seven o’clock the sheriffs and under- slieriffs were in attend- 
ance, and about ten minutes before eight o’clock they entered the press-room, 
where Wick* was pinioned. To I lie sheriffs and under- sheriffs, and th* other 
authorities, he gave ins (banks for their kindness and exertions m his behalf, and 
again acknow ledged the justice of In sentence, as woli as hts deep regret at 
having taken away the life of his master. Everything being in .readiness, th* 
convict walked w ith a firm step to the drop. 

Precisely as the hour of eight struck, the chapel- bell was Heard 10 toll; being 
the .signal that the fatal procession was approaching, and the luir.ult and cries of 
” Hats off', hats off.” that ensued, baffles description ; in less than a minute the 
authorities approached and took their station near the scaffold; the prisoner then 
mounted it, preceded hy the Rev. Mr. Davi*. the chaplain, with a firm step and 
wholly unassisted, taking up his position under the final beam. The prisoner’s 
pale aud youthful appearame, being under twenty yeurs of age, excited the ut- 
most commiseration, and was the signal lor loiul and continued yelling of 
orations against the authorities, mingled with cries ol ” Shame, shame,’ 

” Where’s Johnstone ?” which continued during the whole tim* the fatal pre- 
parations were boifig"com|»|et|jexk / In a very short time, the cap being drawn over 
and the rope Torched culprit was loufR hed into eternity, and in a 

few seconds ceased to exist. His struggles, although of a spare and light itEture, 
did not appear to be great.

Mr. G. Toou haviug sworn to bis property, Alderman Gibbs 
committed the prisoner for trial. 


— Allcroft, the 
spirited concert speculator, has announced a series of five promenade concerts 
on a novel scale, to commence on Monday next. The programme is to bo 
mixed— vocal and instrumental. Sivorl is to play a solo on the violin every 
evening, Henrv Russell will sing some of his popular songs, and a band of eighty 
performers, selected from the Opera and Philharmonic orchestras, led by Ttnrl- 
wall and conducted by Negri, will contribute to the , entertainment. In all pro- 
bability Mr. Allcroft's scheme will be highly popular with the public. 

The Musical Union.— Ella’s campaign opened on Tuesday la^t, and we hear 
most successfully. The performers were Sainton, Dejoffre, Hill, Lucas, Be- 
nedict, Barret, Lazarus, C. Harper, and Beaumann. The Union lias to contend 
with powerful rivals this season, and will require extraordinary exertions to keep 
a position in the race. M r. Elia possesses both determination and dijicrimma- 
tion, but we fear be must be a Hitie hamperrd by his friends ; for a director in a 
tociety that has a president, vice-president, aod a committee of seventeen, must 
find it difficult to remain e free agent.

In the choruses, the brass 
Instrument*, as usual, were loo loud, and frequently enfeebled, inatead of 
strengthening thc vocal harmony. 

Philharmonic Society.-. The second concert took rl'ce on Monday, March 
30., by command, and was honoured by the attendance of her Majesty, his Royal 
Highness Fruice Albert, and many distinguished members of the court. The 
roja ? w «* 'quite full. rhe National Anthem was pertormed as her Majesty en- 
tered. and as soon as she was seated the concert ci^mpcnced with Mendelssohn's 
overture to * Melusina. This was the least effective performance of the eve- 
ning ; and although it is considered almost sAcrilega to breathe a syllable against 
any work of this learned master, to us Mrlusina is deficient in interest. The 
subject, slight and prerty, is diversified throughout Uie whole composition with 
an accomplished h«nd, but it runs on ui.dis urbed bv those flashes of thought 
that proceed from the man and not the master. Plainly speaking, it wants effect. 
Beethoven s' pasturyle ” was delivered with its true splrd ; we have often heard 
it given with the truth of the printed copy, but on this occasion the ideas which the 
notes im.icate were vividly expressed by Costa and his noble band. We have 
observed for some years, that shallow conductors have been gradually taking the 
works of great matters faster and faster, under the false impression that bustle is 
smrit. But that spirit depends upon the manner of H«li««rv Cnii* ihn« 


t , . , spirit depends upon the manner of deliv«ry, Costa shows 

clearly, by taking thc generality of thc quick movements slower than usual, and 
yet giving a spirit new to the Philharmonic audience. The storm movement in 
the pastorale gained greatly hy the change. The rapid divisions for the stringed 
Instruments are an unpleasant buzz at tho usual railroad pace, but at Costa's 
time, powerful and impressive. Similar results were achieved in Mozart's 
Jupiier, that we have so oiten heard bustling along as if Time bad gone 
before, and there was an anxiety to catch him. The slov.movement was given 
wuh great delicacy and expression. The last movement f as as vigorous as even 
Mo* a 1 1 could have desired, and the magnificent fugue developed with the ut- 
most clearness and predsion. Tbe overture to Zanberflote came out in all the 
freshness of youth. So many effects have been ilumbermg for an age, waiting 
for Costa s wand to awake .hem. We understand her Majesty wished this over- 
ture to be repeated, but Lord Delawar misunderstood the signal. Oberon was 
also given with surprising effect. There were only two vocal pieces in this con- 
cert, and It was finished by a quarter past ten. Nobody coranlained that they h*d 
not enough Every one slaved to the last, aud left the room apparently 
nappy. Ahother instrumental) and two or three vocal pieces (which would 
have been the usual com piemen:) would have driven away one half and left a 
shadow over the other. At th. same lime, it is likely tl.at the directors will atone 
for the civilised length of this perlormance by an extra hour's mental slawr at 
the next. JDr Majesty seemed delighted with the performance, aud bis Rural 
Highness 1 nnce Albert paid the most marked attention throughout. It was 
evident that he was well acquainted wiih the score of the Pastorale, Jupiter, and 
Zauberflutc. We are glad to find that Costa has abolished the title of leader. 
But the importance of ociiig tbe head of the violins remains ; and that individual, 
whoever he be, has a position immeasurably beyond his fellow artistes, however 
unable to cope with them individually. This is unfair, and exercises a baneful 
interest over the nsiug talent, and the progress of the art. 9pine four or five 
leaders, men of unquestionable talent, yet who made their fame and position 
when there was little competition, and the art in England was less advanced, 
have nearly extinguished all hone for the present race of violinists. Those 
leaders were at the head of the infant Philharmonic, and that position gave them 
control over all musical affairs in London, if a benefit concert was to be given, 

it was pleasant to be able to throw a sop to such a powerful clique, consequently 
a leader and conductor was selected irom it as a matter of course. Young leaders 
and conductors, no matter how talented, had no alternative but to go into the 
ranks. Soio players also have had the same fate. The Philharmonic is always 
open to a foreign artiste, and whoever appears there with success becomes the 
star of the season, to the exclusion of ail others not equally fortunate. Many of 
those who have striven with moderate success agaiust this system have attained 
middle age, when they ought to be established, not struggling; and when Mr. 
I. Cooke retires, the last and one of the most talented of the monopolists, the 
directors are likely to suHich at a stranger, even if his capacity is small, rather 
than select from those thev have long considered subordinates. Some artists 
have fled from this wreck of ambitious nopes. Oury went to Paris, became solo 
player to the ballet, and travelled successfully through France and Germany. 
Miwkes, the flower of the Academy, retired in disgust, and became an atna'eur. 
Mackintosh located in Dublin ; Cooper in Bristol. Musgrave went to Edin- 
burgh, Balfe to luly, Vincent Wallace to Germany. Mauy who had the will had 
not the means to fly and remain in bondage. Mr. Cooke is an artiste for whose 
talents we have high regard ; but is he the only man in the Philharmonic capable 
of heading the violins ? If he is not, it is disgraceful that he should remain tbe 
sole head. As a leader is said to be of no importance at present, there could be 
no harm done by a change, but there would be certain good achieved by thus ac- 
knowledging the talent of those now neglected. We give a few names from the 
1 \ t .-° f ^ 10 InB ’ and no mu *Ical will rail to find some worthy of such honours.

SCIENTIFIC. 

Important Microscopic Researches. — Some very curious and important 
discoveries were made public at the last meeting of the Microscopical Society, by 
Mr. Quekett, the assistant conservator of the Hunterian Museum, relative to the 
minute structure of bone in the four great classes of animals. He had found 
certain characters peculiar to each great class, by which alone the bones of one 
class could be recognised from those of another. He then described the minute 
parts of which the shaft of a long bone is composed, vi*. a central or medullary 
cavity, a series of small canals, and, external to them, a series of bonv laminin , in 
and between which were arranged concentrically spider like bodies termed 
lacune, or bone-cells. The bone-cells, he stated, were smaller in birds, a little 
larger in mammalia, and largest of all in the repiilia, and were, generally speak- 
ing, of an oval form, whilst in fishes they were remarkable fur their ‘angular 
shape, and having but few canals branching from them. Mr. Quekett proposes 
to apply the characters derived from the bone-cells to the determination oi the 
class of animals to which any minute fragment of recent or fossil bone may have 
belonged. The cells in the bones of fishes are so very peculiar in shape, and those 
of reptiles being of such a hrg- size, it can at once be determined whether tbe 
portion of bone under examination b-long to a reptile or a fish ; the nnlv <>if- 
flcultv then lies between the bird and the mammal. It has already been stated 
that the cells are smaller in the former than iu the latter, and if the fragment be 
taken from a part at right angles with the shaft of the bone, there is another pe- 
culiar character, namely, the great tortuosity of the canals, which run for tbe 
most part transversely, and wind backwards and forwards, and in many cases 
destroy the concent- ic laminate arrangement; this character, combined with the 
smallness of the bone-cells, is »ufficient to enable the practised observer readily 
to distinguish the bone of a bird from that of any mammalian animal. 

Anatomist* have long been familiar with the fact that in proportion to tbe size 
of the blood corpuscles, so is that of the capillaries, and of the mincuiar and 
nervous fibres : and it would appear that the same thing held good with respect 
to the bone-cells. From the lughlv valuable table of the blood dhes, lately pub- 
lished by Mr. Gulliver, it appears tnat the blood particles are largest in reptiles, 
smallest in mammalia and birds, und in fishes of au intermediate size • aud it haa 
a I read v been stated that the bone-celis are largest in reptile,, Rn d are much 
smaller in mammalia and birds ; hence it would appear that the bone-cell* aro 
subject to the same law as the capillary, muscular, and other systems , and in 
the advanced stages of the inauiiy, it may possibly turn out that’if one or other 
of these systems be known, that the size of thc others may be readily inferred • 
for throughout any one genus of animal*, whether the bone be of very small or 
large dimensions, the bone-cells do uot vary much in their size ; tlms there Is 
little or no ptwceptehW differanee in the intimate structure of the bones of the 
enormous tguanodon ot the wvalden formation, And the smallest U*ard ifmt we 
trample unuer our feet, or between that of the bones of the mastodon as c«>m- 
IMired arKh thole of our smallest mammalian animal, thc mouse. The sagacious 


HM papu. uutcivou i mu structure oi tne nones ot the animals rmw 
inhabiting thc surface of our plah« is precisely similar to wlmt it was six 
thousand years ago, and no doubt would Continue the same «to the end of time. 
This paper by Mr. Quekett deservedly d tew forth the commendations of tho 
member* and visitors present, since which it has created a great *eii*atiou in tho 
scientific world. 


THE VILLAGES OE\ ENGLAND. 

II. LEEDS AND CHELHAM. 

Thc Tillage of Leeds, near Maidatonfe in Kent, has an air of re- 
mote antiquity. It stands on a series of abrupt elevation* over 
which the houses are scattered without Uie least regard t6 conve- 
nience. A stream tumbles and foams fen id* fallen’ stohes, ruined 
pigsties, decayed cattle-stalls, and pntttrate’ trunks of trees. A 
cloud of sadness overshadows the whole pfece, everything except the 
local prejudices of the inhabitants seem to be worn out. But Leeds 
is albeit a place to enrich an artist's eye: the mellow tints of cen- 
turies unite with the vegetable hues of yesterday, and produce the 
most picturesque cdhtbi nations. Many of the old houses are the 
very models of picturesque construction : one in particular arrests 
the visitor's attention; it is a large frame-work building with the 
interspaces filled with plaster- woik, ornamented with herring bone 
xigaag lines; the elevation divided into five compartments, with i 
corresponding arrangement of windows, and a door in the centra 
division. Five gables with enriched cornices break the uniformit* 


_ central 

ive gables with enriched cornices break the uniformity 
of a huge roof, while over the middle one a stately and beautifully 
designed |pile of red brick chimneys carried the eye upwards, and 
leads it gracefully out of the composition. An ample garden, 
‘'gaily pranked” with daffodils, spreads round the house, and be- 
hind, a fine cluster of trees serves to shelter the residence of poverty. 
Here, then, was a picture ! Nothing at the moment seemed more 
desirable thin to live in such a house; it had so rural an aspect; 
was in its individual details so beautiful, aud withal so charmingly 
old fashioned. But ss this, happily for us, was s “vain imagina- 
tion,” we resolved at least on seeing tbe inside of this antique 
elysium. The necessary permission being obtained, and the horse- 
shoed threshold crossed, a single glance sufficed to dissipa'e our 
romantic notions. Tbe scene revealed was one of misery. Nature 
and art might have made the exterior beautiful, but ignorance and 
want^bad rendered the interior comfortless. The house was originally 
built to serve as one residence, but had been afterwards converted by 
a partition into two. On entering we found the centre of the house 
so much occupied by the massy foundations of the chimney, that 
room had scarcely been left for tne free opening of the door : indeed, 
one fourth of the interior must have been taken up by the fire-place 
and its piers. This house, or rather half house, consisted of two 
rooms, etch 40 feet by 25, and 12 feet high, with three lumber rooms, 
built on the outside, but entered by doorfir from within. The roof 
and walls were of bare and roughly-hewn wood, and thc floor of 
brick and stone. The doors were warped by age, the windows 
shivered in the frequent blast, and the wall, split by the long con- 
tingencies of three hundred years, everywhere exhibited crack* and 
crannies through which the wind moaned and eddied in numerous 
conflicting currents, which gave a bitter coldness to the apartments ; 
and, as might have been expected, the inmates suffered much from 
inflammatory complaints. The Cyclopean mouth of the chimney 
stretched its vast jaws across one end of the room, black with smoke. 


redoleut of domestic odours, and illumined, but scarcely warmed, by 
a scanty wood fire. A table with twisted legs, half-a-dozen low 


seated chairs, a few stools, and an immeose spright clock, all doubt- 
less heir-looms, comprise the furniture. Over two sides of the 
room a grand display of coloured prints aod papers appeared to be- 
speak a love of ornament, if not of something better, and they 
accordingly received our close attention.

The small kind (minus pecus) they call tac o lla m a , ana this U only fed Jot us 


the lake Titteaea. These wools they dyed with the juices of various frerbi. 
according to the nature of the work required. 

Without going into the* subtleties of soologkal distinctions, we may state that 
It seems to be the general opinion 'among the leading writers of the prefant day, 
that the subdivision of the genus has been carried to too now on attest.

The Spaniards, when they conquered South America, ftmod the Llama, which 
accms tfWre been the only beast of burthen poaeeseed by the natives, to whom 
It likewise gare food and raiment: for tkofieshwas eaten by them, and the hair 
OP Wool wet woven Into doth- We cannot be surprised that so useful an animal 
should hare been called by the conquerors a sheep, especially when we recollect 
the qualirtes of its flesh and of its wool ; and accordingly we find the Llamas 
described as a shoep by the ear Uor Spanish writers. Thus, Augustin de Zarate, 
treasurer-general in fwru in 1*44, In nie account of tha conquest, speaks of the 
Llama, east was ehserred h> the mountains of Chili, as a sheep of burthen. He 
•ays that in situations where there is no snow, the notices, to supply the want of 
water, fill the skins of sheep with that fluid, and make other living sheep carry 
the skint t for he remarks that theae Peruvian sheep are large enough to » serve 
as baasts of burthen.

Ho state* that they can carry about a hundred pounds or more, that Jhe 
Spaniards used to ride them, ana that their rate of travelling was four or five 
leagues a day. His description appears to be that or an eye- witness, and bears 
upon it the impress Of truth. 'When they are tired, says De Zarate, they lie 
down, end the load must be taken off, for neither beating nor help will n*ake 
them got up. Their weariness is manifested in a very disagreeable way when a 
man is an one of them ; for our author says that if the beast is pressed on under 
such eircum stances, it turns its head ana discharges lu saliva, which has a bad 
odour, tn ks rider's flice. 9* weeks of them as of great utility and profit to 
their masters, praises their gooa and fine wool, particularly that of the species 
namedfecar, which hare very long fl eeces, and shows that their keep costs little 
or nofabtg, either in money or trouble ; for they are satisfied with a handful of 
males, and are able to go lor four or five days without water.

But, he remarks, this was not the case on the first arrival of the 
Bpeniifrds ; for when an Indian killed a sheep at that time, his neighbours came 
forjrjut they wanted, and then another Indian would kill a sheep in his turn.

De Last then turns to Acosta. “Peru," says tha latter, « has nothing batter 
or more useful than Its cattle, which our countrymen call Peruvian sheep, but 
which the Peruvians, in their tongue, name Llama: for they bring large profit, 
and are kept for next to nothing (vilissimo alltur). These cattle tarnish the 
natives with wool for their vestments, like our sheep, end are used by them ae 
beasts of burthen. There is no necessity for shoeing them, guiding them by a 
rfln.or feeding them with oats $ for these animals serve their master gratui- 
tously, being coo tent with the wild herbs which they meet with ev er y wh e r e. 
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There are. two kinds (species), one which is woolly, called Poe p by the natives, 
the other covered witn> slight fleece (villts levfbus) only, and nearly naked, 
whence it is more fitted for carrying burthens, called Gwdneco. They are rather 


larger than sheep, but leu than heifers, with a long neck like the camels, lofty 
legs, and a compact body l the colour is various, forsame are white, some black, 
some brown, and some piebald (versicolores), which they call Moromori.

from this last they weave various curtains and hangings (aulea et peristromata) 
of most elegant workmanship, which last a long time, and in splendour do not 
yield to silk ; nay, what is wonderful for barbarians, they are so neat in their 
weaving that the elegance is nearly equal throughout, nor is the web or woof 
ever apparent. The ancient Peruvian monarch* kept up many works for weav- 
ing Cwnbi, the principal artificers in which lived at Capechlce, on the banka of 


tiaguished from the tatter. Skeletons of bath the Llama and Vteeoa are pre- 
served in the Museum of the College of Surgeons, Loudon. 

The habits ofthe Llama may be in a great measure gathered from the de- 
scriptions of the Spanish writers above given. In e wild state they keep to- 
gether in herds, sometimes of one or two hundred, feeding on a sort of rushy 
grass or reed called yefto, which grows on the mountains, and, it is said, never 
drinking when they bare sufficient green herbage. They r e s o rt to a particular 
spot to drop their dung, which a good deal resembles that of a goat, sheep, or 
giraffe, a habit which is often fatal to them fron\ betraying their haunts. Modern 
observers have noticed the careful look out that they keep, and the rapidity with 
which they flee, then turn to gaze, and again swUUj gallop off. Molina says that 
the Guanaooes leave the mountains , where they passed the summer, at the 
beginning of winter, when they descend to the plains. Hare they are bunted 
down, at least the young and inactive, with dogs by the ChUteas. During the 
cbace they are said frequently to turn upon their pursuers, neigh loudly, and 
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then take to their heels again. Another mode of captnrieg ths m ly ^a tadfeea 
is for many hunters to join and drive them into a narrow pass, across Wkick cords 
hsvabeen drawn about four feet from the ground, with bits of author wool ' (tea 
tq them at small distances, somewhat in the way adopted by gardeners to xeep 
small birds from the seeds. This apparatus with its pendent trumpery frightens 
the animals, and they get together, when the hunters kill them with stones use 
to the eud of leathern thongs. If there are any Guanaooes among them, they 
leap the cords and are followed by the Vicunas. Those that we have eaan la 
captivity are tolerably mild and tame. ' , . .. 

The value of the Llama wool as an article of manufacture is fotmd in the 
smoothness,* hardness, and elasticity of the hair of which it is compo sed .. In tola 
respect it differs, as will be seen on reference to our engravmge, from tne 
fibres of cotton and flax, which are more or less ragged and unequal. 
great smoothness of the filaments gives to articles manufactured of the Ll a m a 
doth, the glossiness for which they are remarkable; their hardnes s makes them 
impervious to wet ; and their elasticity enables the tailor to cut with greater 
nicety than he is at liberty to use in dealing with any other sHtsrlal. 

It may be fairly assumed that with judicious care the Llama might be intro- 
disced, Tf not into this country, into many parts of our thinly 
as Southern Africa, Australia, and other mountainous and dry dlatfttfe which 
Oft too elevated for cattle, and too scanty for pasturage fer iheep.

that the peasantry labour, sweat, love., bate,, swear, mtfrder, for tbd 
“ bit of land.” Nothing weans them from their notion of right “ W 
the soil ’’—nothing daunts them in their strife, for its retention. 
In that dreadful strife their secret oaths, hired assassinations, and 
cold-blooded murders, have made a coercion bill appear pm of the 
necessities of modern legislation.. To an extent, it unquestionably 
is. But there are two sorts of agrarian crimed— that which sheds 
blood, and that which provokes bloodshed. Does not Mrs. Ger- 
rard’s eviction, in the manner described, of two hundred and 
seventy poor tenantry appear to belong to the category ? 

Glance at a picture of the work : — 

Leaving Newtown Gerrard, you past along to the left at 4t 
Sheeven. On the road to Mouut-Bellew, and about a mile float 
that pretty little town, the first sight of the recent scene of desolation 
presents itself to view. The village of Baliinglaaa, parish of Kills, 
sobe, and barony of Killyon, county of Galway, was situate here, 
and was built on the confines of a bog, which, in a great measure, 
had been reclaimed by the tenants ; the land, particularly at there** 
of where the houses once stood, presenting an appearance of high 
cnltivation, which was produced by the patient and hard industry of 
the tenants, who now are scattered over the country, without a rest- 
ing place for their weary and time-worn limbs, save that supplied by 
the broad canopy of heaven, and the charity of a few poor people in 
the neighbourhood and in Mount Bellew. The approach to the 
village was by a kind of “ togher," as it is called, along the left of 
which were heretofore a few scattered houses. About a quarter of a 
mile from the main road the houses were clustered together In 
groups of three or four, and so continued at short distances apart * 
they were in number sixty-one. as the return below will show you* 
Not one of those habitations is now standing save one, and you 
shall presently see the reason that this solitary dwelling to still per- 
mitted to remain. I went through, or I should rather say walked 
over, the ruins of all, and from what I saw and heard 1 concluded, 
that they were all comfortable, clean, and neatly kept habitations, 
with snug kitchen gardens either before or behind them. Air. Dono- 
van, who witnessed the scene which took place on Ertdayv March is. 

1846, describes it as the most appalling he had ever witnessed, 

women, young and old, running wildly to and fro with small portion! 
of their property, in order to save it ; the screaming of the children, 

and wild wailings of the mothers driven from home and shelter 

their peaceful homes hallowed by a thousand fond recollections — all 
combined to form a picture of human misery such as the darkest 
imagination alone could realise. At an early hour on the morning 
of Friday, the 13th inst., the sheriff, accompanied by a large force or 
the 49th regiment, commanded by Captain Brown, and also by a 
heavy body of police, under the command of Mr. Cummings, pro- 
ceeded to the place marked out for destruction. The people were 
then, according to the process of law ( I could not procure a copy of 
the habere) called on to render possession, and forthwith the bailiffs 
of Mrs. Gerrard commenced the work of demolition. In the first 
instance the roofs and portions of the walls were only thrown down, 
the former in most instances lie on the side of the road, on the nuuauro 
already alluded to. Mr. Donovan* and myself walked through the 
ruins of every house, and counted them to the number you havo 
above. Great pains must have been taken to demolish the houses, aa 
the walls were very thick, and composed of an umber clay, and when 
the inside turned up good plaster and whitewash always appeared. 
Not content with throwing down the roofs and walls, the very foun- 
dations have been turned up ; and here I must explain what a mo* 
ment ago I stated — namely, thai only a portion of the walla were 
pulled down in the first instance. That is true, but on the night of 
Friday the wretched creatures pitched a few poles slantwise against 
the walls, covering them with the thatch in order to procure shelter 
for the night; but when th *,w perceived next day, the bailiffs were, 
despatched with o/ders to jaill all the walls and root up the - 

foundations, in order to prevent the “ wretches ” ( this, it appears, to a 
favourite term applied th thear poor people) from daring to take 
shelter amid the ruins. When this last act bad been perpetrated, the

Tbit vast aot of depravity is a social enormity, nothing more. 

It is not political — U is not religious; there is no partisanship 
in it — no difference of faith. There is not even absenteeism ; 
for it is committed by resident proprietors. Bat laws which re- 
spect the rights qf property, may be made also laws of protection to 
the poor ; and now is the time to make such atrocities impossible 
of commission. There is no occasion to proclaim fixity of tenure, 
or any other revolutionary robbery of those who own lands ; but 
a law of mutual security may be devised, by which the poor 
cannot be ruthlessly despoiled any more than the rich. No 
Coercion Bill will check agrarian crimes, if hundreds of starving, 
unsheltered, and despairing peasants are, after the rifling of their 
hearts and homes, and the shivering of all their household gods, 
to be sent forth in rage, in terror, and in rags ; with some feel 
ing, too, of wild incentive in their wrongs to dream of, to plot, and 
to commit them. 

Lord Londonderry has moved for a return of all the evictions 
of tenantry that have taken place within five years. It will 
come ; but its accumulated testimony of crime and sorrow will 
not exceed the single enormity we have narrated — in the force 
of the conviction it will bring with it cruelty, iajuatice, and 
shame.

THE COURT. 

We rejoice to record the continued good health of Her Majesty, 
the Prince Consort, and the Royal Children. 

On Monday, the Queen was pleased to command the perform- 
ances at the Philharmonic Society, which she honoured with her 
presence in the evening, attended by a brilliant suite. 

Her Majesty has commenced a series of evening parties, the 
first of which took place at Buckingham Palace on Wednesday 
evening. A delightful concert formed part of the amusement of 
the royal soiree, at which Madame Castellan was honoured by a 
command to assist. These Palace re- unions promise to become 
the most recherche and decided feature of the fashionable season. 

An evening contemporary dimpuuoes that her Majesty has 
abandoned all idea of delegating the Court receptions to the illns- 
trionstody whom we mentioned in our last as likely to assume 
proxy for her Majesty after Easter. It therefore follows that the 
levees and drawing-rooms will be shortly, for a time, suspended. 

On Tuesday, Prince Albert paid a private visit to the esta- 
blishment of Messrs. Graves and Co., the royal printsellers, to 
inspect a very beautiful room of fine oil pictures, which has just 
been completed there. We were incidentally present at the time, 
and were glad to see his Royal Highness looking remarkably well 
and in high spirits. 

EVICTION OF TENANTS IN IRELAND. 

A vert dreadful circumstance has happened in Ireland — a 
circumstance heart-sickening and revolting. There are many 
legal crimes which are horrible and scowling ; many in England 
committed against society by professional abusers of the law, and 
more committed against the poor by the crnel Act of Parliament 
which professes to legislate for their relief; but no. crime which 
the law sanctions is less a crime because so sanctioned; and 
Christianity, whether Catholic or Protestant, recoils from snch 
startling features of crime in Ireland as it now grieves us to record. 
A land-proprietor and a woman (she must be miserable as she is 
rich, if cruelty begets remorse) has evicted from their tenant- 
homes in one district of her estates, two hundred and seventy 
human beings, turning them, men, women, and children — old 
and young — strong and feeble — weeping, wailing, and in rags, 
into the fields, the ditches, and the bogs. To perfect and con- 
summate the work of desolation — to avert the possibility of any 
of those forlorn and outcast creatures of our common brotherhood 
obtaining a chance of shelter on the spot where they had lived 
and laboured — the ejectment was followed by the pulling down 
of the houses, digging up the foundations, tearing off the roofs, 
and making tha ruin solitary, vast, and awfuL The desolate and 
despairing people herded their way to the shelter of the ditches, 
kindled chance fires to warm their weary limbs, and betook them- 
selves in groups of fifteen and twenty to the flock — to sleep near 
the exhausted ashes, with all Connaught for their bed- room — 
mist and sleet for their coverlids, and for their curtains a starless 
heaven and a windy sky ! This must have been sweet humanity, 
and its victims for the nonce might have envied the poor law 
itself. 

Mrs. Gerrard, the landed lady, doubtless slept on the night of 
the eviction in warmer quarters than those whom she had sent in 
their shelterless woe to 

Dream from ditches of their ruin’d homes. 

Bat the fact of the cruelty was there— there in its living types 
and sacrifices — roofless and naked before Heaven ; and in the 
prayers and plainiugs of two hundred and seventy afflicted spirits 
it was making its appeal to God! 

That it was a crime — a fearful crime against God— there can 
be no Christian doubt ; but human law« have made it legal, and 
against such laws society, in the name of civilisation, has a right 
and a duty to raise her voice. 

Remember this, that moat of the crime! of Ireland are agrarian,

ELECTION NEWS. 

Representation op Oldham — A spirited and respectable meeting of electors 
and other Inhabtants of Oidtinm was held at the King's Arms Inn, Town Hall 
Place, on M«>nday evening last, for the purpose of determining on the necessary 
measures lor securing the return of W. J. Fox, Esq , of London. Francis B. 
Whittaker ,iK*q. , of Roy ton, was unanimously eal'ed to the chair. Mr. lladchflTe, 
solicitor, the secretary of the committee, stated that a requisition was in course 
of signature amongst the electors, inviting Mr. Fox to bwvme a candidate. The 
canvass for signatures had not been by any means completed, but already it ap- 
peared that about 400 electors had declared their approval of Mr. Fox The 
secretary alluded to an erroneous report which he understood was in circulation, 
to the effect that Mr. Fox had forwarded a letter, stating that he should not come 
forward to oppose a Liberal candidate, and distinctly denied that any such letter 
hod been received. Mr. A. F. Taylor, of Haggato, Hoy ton, at the request of 
seversl gentlemen present, gave an interesting sketch of the rise and progress of 
Mr. Fox,) characterising him as a truly great man, and one whose political views 
were those of a real democrat. It was ultimately resolved, by an unanimous 
vote, to invite Mr. Fox to visit the borough a* early as convenient, for the pur- 
pose of addressing the electors and other inhabitants. A sub-committee of seven 
electors being appointed to make arrangement* for Mr. Fox’s visit, the meeting.' 
terminated with a vote of (hanks to the ctnrtftndh.— 'minctcster Guardian. 

Wigan Election Petition Mr. Powell declare* that he is determined to ; 

persevere in defence of Captain Lindsay’s seat ; that he ts urged to such a course 
by what lie terms “a socret attempt to dispose of the electors without their 
knowledge or consent and ’‘that he prefers an open Jesuit to a Protestant 
wearing the Jesuit’s cloak.” The requisition to Mr. Gladstone is still lying at 
the booksellers’ shops. No opposition iv threatened to his election, nor it it 
likely that he could be successfully opposed . Manchester Guardian. 

Worcester — (From a Correspondent.) — Mr. Hailey will certainly retire fron. 
the representation of this city whenever a dissolution of parliament takes place, 
has just received a requisition, numerously signed by the electors of Brecon, 
soliciting lum to come forward at the next election lor that, his native, place. 
Mr. Crawshay Bailey, brother to the present member, is to be proposed in his 
place. 

South Lancashire — The requisition to “Messrs. Villlers and Brown (s pro- 
gressing towards completion ; already upward* of 7000 of the elector* have ap- 
pended their signature*, and this is exclusive of those received in townships 
which have not yet sent in their returns. It will be recollected that at the last 
contested election Mr. Brown only polled G973 votes. — Manchester Guardian. 

Fatal Presentment On Wednesday Mr. Wakler, M l*., resumed nud con- 

cluded an inquest on the body of Mr. Samuel Rowe Brooking, aged thirty-eight, 
a builder. The first inquiry was two fold, as It comprised one on the body of 
the deceased’s wife, who expired the dav after his death, predicting that she 
should do so in the event of his demise. The inquiry throughout caused much 
sensation amongst the faculty, many distinguished members of which were pre- 
sent, among others Mr. Liston, since the investigation involved a serious though 
unfounded charge against Mr. William CreHin. The evidence proved that on 
the 29th of January last deceased, by a fail from his horse, injured his knee. 
He was treated for a contused wound in the u*ual way by Mr. Crellin, but the 
treatment did not succeed. A sloughing and erysipelas ensued, under the 
effects of which deceased ultimately sunk on Tuesday week. Mr. Liston, who 
was examined yesterday, could give no decisive opinion, but thought the treat- 
ment described, as far as he could judge, correct. The most extraordinary part 
of the affair was the singular affection [manifested by deceased’s wife, who de- 
clared her death should lollow his, and when he died she continued to embrace 
and cling to his corpse during six hours, and four hours after that expired her- 
self. The jury returned a verdict to the effect, " That the deceased bad died 
from the effects of accidental injuries.” 


A CAPTIVITY AMONG THE SIKHS. 

The followiog is an extract of a letter from an officer In the Indian army : — 

** English Camp on the river Sutlej, near Ferozspore, 
** Jan. I. 184b. 

** My dear M I have now to relate the most romantic And doneerons in- 
cident of my life, and will do so in as few lines as possible. On the Mb of last 
month I left Umballah, having come from the north, and through Delhi, to join 
my new appointment as second in command of the 3d Irregular Cavalry (or 
Captain Tait’s regiment). 1 passed through Myfliul, marching with my servants 
ami camp equipage, and a corporal and four sepoys. We had reached within 
one march, or sixteen miles, of the station of Ferozepore. Many parties of 
plundering horsemen were scouring this part of the country, taking all they 
could master; and a great Sikh army of 65,000 men and 150 cannon had just in- 
vaded our territories, and on the 17th of December encamped between me and 
Ferozepore, where my new regiment lay. I heard reports of this great invading 
army, but could not believe they had actually crossed the Sutlej to attnek us. 
Early on the morning of the 18th of December my little tent ami baggage was 
being packed on the camels, when we suddenly found ourselves surrounded by 
armed men, and numbers more cr<>wd ! ng from the village. An altercation took 
place between us; they rushed upon me. hurled me down, and struck me on the 
Dead and face; my people were seised or dispersed, and I, covered with blood, 
was carried off into a small fort, where 1 momentarily expected to be put to 
death. Three or four hours after this a party of cavalry arrived from the Sikh 
camp. I was taken out of the fort, placed behind one of their troopers on a 
boise, and galloped off under a st'ong escort to the enemy’s army, ten miles dis- 
tant. 1 now c msidered my fate as certain, and that I should be made the sport 
of an infuriated and ferocious multitude, and be cruelly put to death. On this 
horse 1 was carried up and cown the great Sikh camp, ami shown to crowds *nd 
crowds of their army, as the first prisoner they hAd taken ; many of them abused 
aod struck me a: I sat behind the trooper, but he defended my life. At last I 
was brought to the tent of Rajah Lall Singh, who commanded the Sikh army. 
I knew wno he was from his splendid dress, and spoke to him, but he gave me 
no answer. Chiefs going in and out of his durbar shook their swords at me, 
and 1 saw that my life hung by a very slender thread. The rajah ordered me to 
be put in chains, and made. over to the keeping of General Btkane Allie Khan, 
commandant of artillery, ‘l was then taken to him, and after some questioning 
placed in irons, under one of the guns, with a guard of artiller* men over me. 
Crowds of angry Sikhs came to see me from all quarters of their camp, and 
almost hourly tnreatened to kill me. I expostulated with them on the bad 
character they would get by killing a defenceless prisoner, and some of them 
jpitied and defended me. Night at last came, and the crowds retired to sleep; 
no sleep came to me: bitter cold and the anxiety of my situation prevented that. 
I prayed to die with calmness, and, if it might be, witnout torture, and God was 
indeed most gracious to me. Bread and water now became my food, and the 
conversation of the artillerymen my only means *of passing the weary day ; but 
we soon became great friends, and during three days and sleepless nights I had, 
notwithstanding my almost helpless situation, many a cheerful hour, and saw 
many a strange sight. Surrounded by crowds and crowds all day, now abused 
and threatened, now pitied and cheered, each night brought with it a quiet and 
.cessation from persecution which almost amounted to happiness. Thousands of 
questions were ’asked me, and put in all sorts of wavs, to catch me telling a lie ; 
but I always socke the truth, or remained silent, anil many a time drew from my 
•enemies the exclamation that I was a true Englishman. They also greatly ad- 
4 *Ued nay tell figure, tod 1 never feU so much flattered In all my life as by this 
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rude people. Each hour also brought some new and exciting report ; the En- 
glish army was close at hand, and an engagement with the leading divisions ex- 
pected every moment. Even the bitter cold of a December night on this 
northern frontier, where we had ice every morning, brought a distinct pleasure 
to the poor prisoner, for the artillerymen pitied me, made a wood lire, gave me 
tobacco to smoke, and we chatted the long winter nights away. 

December intli. — This evening half the Sikh army weut out of camp to en- 
counter our advanced divisions ; the cannon roared, musketry began to peal; 
nearer and nearer came the tight; the artillerymen in camp lighted their 
matches, stood to their.gnns, and placed me on a board behind a cannon. Each 
minute I expected my head to be rolling on the ground, and in breathless anxiety 
hoped to hear the hurrah of our Dragoons, and the clang of their charge iuto 
the Sikh camp ; the 3d Dragoons did actually charge not very far from me, but 
darkness came ou, the guns cessed roaring, the hum of the enemy’s troops 
retiring to their quarters gradually subsided, aud 1 was left to hope for another 
dav. 

December 19th. — The enemy’s tone this morning told me that the battle of 
last evening had been ag.dnit them, but darkness put an end to the action ere a 
decisive victory could he gained. I experienced less abuse to day, and many 
tempting offers of employment in their army were offered me, all of which I 
steadily rejected, nor could they help respecting me for doing to. This night 
the Sikh army again turned out to fall upon our troops, with the sword alone, 
hoping to klU many by a sudden attack iu the darkness. Their counsels, how- 
ever. wavered, and they returned to camp without accomplishing anything. 
Crowds gazed at me all day, as before. 

December 20tli This morning I was taken early to the general of artillery. 

who received me kindly ; he ordered my chains to be knocked off, mod said, ” I 
will gel you released.” He gave me water to wash and some clean clothes, and 
then mounted his horse and V<>de to the rajah's tent. 1 was again taken back to 
the guns, but not chained. It got abroad in the Sikh camp that I was going to 
be set free ; a crowd collected, and some one on horseback endeavoured to excite 
the people to kill me ; my friends the artillerymen stood to their guns, declaring 
they would fight for me if any attempt on my life was made; then the multitude 
dispersed, and after some time a messenger came from the general, telling me to 
be off as soon as possible, the general's brother g dng with me beyond their out- 
posts. Gladly, and with, I trust, a grateful heart, I left the great Sikh camp ; 
many straggling parties of the memy galloped up and questioned me, but the 
general's brother satisfied them all that 1 had been released by the council of 
their army, and we passed safely over to the British army about three o’clock of 
this day. I went at once to the governor-general’s tent, and reported myself. 
My conductor received a handsome reward on the spot, aud I received from my 
friends and from the whole army a reception I shall never forget. All rejoiced 
and congratulated me, and my own old regiment received me with great joy. 
The g ivernor-general will not allow me to join my corps and fight against the 
Sikhs, yet 1 gave them no pledge, and diitinctly told them I would nor, even to 
save my life. 1 dined with the governor-general the night of my release, every 
body wondering how I had escaped death. The fact, perhaps, was, the Sikhs did 
not wish utterly to outrage us, and bv cramming me with false reports of their 
great strength, they hoped I should advise the governor-general to negociate. 
All their reports I appeared to believe, and always talked of making peace rather 
than war. Since what I have related above, two actions have been fought, and 
after the most severe fighting our troop* have yet had in India, we gained a great 
victory, taking upwards of 100 great guns, a.d the whole Sikh camp. Great was 
the plunder; horses, camels, bullocks, tents, armour, rich dresses, guns, swords, 
pistols, gold, silver, scarfs, silk, shot, shells, powder, canister, grape— everything 
was there, and to be had for the picking up ; but amidst all these riches, fearful 
powder mines, previously prepared by the enemy, were houtly exploding, and 
blowing to atoms many and many a po r fellow. Lor five days these awful mines 
continued to explode, and the cavalry division of the army to which 1 now be- 
long was encamped hard by, to the eudaugermeot of life and limb. The Sikhs 
retreated across the Sutlej into their own country, and what may now b« done 1 
cannot say. I have only to be thankful for rny own wonderful escape, and trust 
in Providence, who has guarded me thus for, to guard me still.”

EARLY CLOSING MOVEMENT. 

A meeting of the Metropolitan Drapers’ Association, established to effect a 
general early doting of shops in all trades, was held on Monday evening, at the 
Park Chapel Infant School Room, Chelsea. The Rev. John C. Miller, M.A., 
presidl’d, and opened the proceedings in a short address, showing the ills at 
present existing in consequence of late hours of business, and the necessity for, 
and practicability of, their alteration. 

Mr. Daniel Owen proposed the first resolution, which was as follows:—" That 
this meeting views, with deep apprehension, the continuance of that system of 
protracted toil, which is so prevalent in the shops and warehouses of this coun- 
try; regarding it as destructive to the bodily health, mental development, and 
religious feeling of tho$£ employed within ; and tending to deteriorate the moral 
and physical condition of the nation generally.” Mr. Owen, in support of the 
resolution, referred to a time when he hAd himself gone through all the miseries 
entailed upon business men by late hours, and declared that if hit time was to 
come over again, he would rather sweep the streets than go through the same 
ordeal. He had been one of the first to advocate a system of early hours, closing 
his own shop at seven o’clock ; and one of the many good fruits of the change 
was the essnr on early closing which he held in his hand, and for which a prize 
had been obtained by a young man in a house of business. If he w ished to give 
any one a trial, he had only to nut into hi* hands the report of the Christian 
Young Man s Association, from which he read some extracts showing the good 
effects already resulting from the system, as far as it had gone, and which he 
considered conclusive. The Rev. Thomas Binny, in a short speech to a similar 
purpose, seconded the resolution, which was carried unanimously. 

Mr. John Dean Paul then proposed the next resolution, to the effect that the 
present late hours were main I v attributable to the habit among many persons of 
making late purchases; and that the meeting pledged itself, collectively and 
individually, to co-operate with the efforts of the association, by abstaining to 
make any purchase after seven o’clock in the evening. He argued that such a 
c< nrse would !>• found perfectly easy, provided persons resotved on its accom- 

K lishment. Among various other branches of the subject, he referred to the bad 
abits of young men which needed correction, particularly (he very heinous one 
of wa king about the streets with cigars, making a man, as he had heard it said, 
into a Lilliputian steam-engine (laughter). The Rev. Mr. Robinson, of Christ- 
church, in seconding the resolution, argued to a similar purpose, laying particular 
stress on the necessity that the public should not tempt shopkeepers to keep 
open their establishments by making evening purchases. He instanced the cases 
of Mr. Hitchcock and Mr. Hedmuine, in whose bouses of business the system of 
early hours had been tried with perfect success. The resolution having been 
carried, and thanks being voted to the chairman, the meeting separated, after 
singing a hymn. There was a numerous and highly respectable attendance of 
parishioners and others.

Conveyance or Beal Property. — Lord Brougham held in his h«y d a Mil 
the first reading of which be should now move, the object of whiefc was to re- 
deem the pledge which he had last year given of extending the wholesome and 
salutary provisions of two Acts passed last session for simpllfyfog the conveyance 
of |landed property by sale and lease. Those Bills gave cqrtalp formula, and 
shortened the conveyance, and was a great comfort to those who had propertv to 
convey, although it was a discomfort to the counsel and practitioners. But he 
did not care for that, he looked only to the client and his interests. The Bill 
also extended to town leases, to mortgages, to settlements, and sales and ex- 
changes of all sorts, and to wills and farm leases. The expense of conveyance 
was one of the greatest evils under which the landed Interest laboured. They 
had a body of evidence upon the subject which was frightful. They found that 
the price of land in other countries, where the expeusv of conveyance was little 
or nothing, was thirtv-five and thirty-six years' purchase in one country, tnirty- 
eigbt in another ; and another, where the expense of conveyance very small it 
was forty eight years* purchase. There was a reluctance iu the proiession'to 
use the forms prescribed in these Bills, and they could not be compelled to do 
so. but be had inserted in this Bill a provision, giving taxing masters power to 
disallow the expense of a long conveyance when the short one could be used — 
Lord Campbell heartily concurred in the Bill brought forward by the Noble 
Lord. He was glad to see that the Noble Lord hod become a convert to the 
principles which be (Lord Campbell) had long since advocated on the same 
question. It was, therefore, a source of Satisfaction to him that the Noble and 
Learned Lord now supported a system which he formerly opposed. He was 
quite sure that it would be supported also by the legal profession. —Lord 
Brougham intimated that the most eminent barristers were advocate* of the 
plan now proposed — Lord Beaumont congratulated all interested iu the subject 
that it was now taken up by such able hands as the Noble Lord who bad brought 
it forward. He could state, that owing to the difficulties which surrounded the 
conveyance of property by the existing law, a large amount of capital, which 
would find its way in investment! of this nature, was diverted into another 
channel. He merely rose for the purpose of congratulating all interested in the 
matter, that a Bill was at length brought forward lor .doing away with those 
difficulties, and facilitating the conveyance. — The Bill was then reads first 
time.

By the last accounts (wiki will be found subjoined), the 
Sikhs have experienced another defeat, with the loss of 12,000 men, 
—their army has dwindled away— a suspension of hostilities has been 
declared, which has led to the promotion of tranquillity. The En- 
glish forces have crossed the Sutlej, and by this time occupy the 
capital of Lahore. It is during this advance that we are able to give 
a sketch of the march of the triumphant English troops — the bivouac, 
the rear-guard; the movements of horse, foot, and artillery; bag- 
gage, elephants, and camels ; stores ; native troops, cavalry, and in- 
fantry ; the general- in-chief at the head ; the advance guard, Ac. Ac., 
with the requisite adjuncts to an army now consisting of thirty or 
forty thousand men, the whole force, including that of Sir Charles 
Napier, amounting at the present time to not less than 60,000 men. 
The dresses of the E ast Ibdia cavalry are very handsome, both na- 
tive and European ; but in the conflicts in which they have been 
engaged it can hardly be expected that the full dress regimentals were 
worn, especially as much Of the baggage has been lost or destroyed ; 
In fact, although the proportion ofomcera who have fallen is vei j 
great, yet we are induced to believe that it has been caused more by 
the resolution to. conquer, than on any particular distinction or dress 
rendering them especially conspicuous. Many are numbered with 


PUNJAUB 


The most powerful evidence hat been given [that braver troops 
than those which have recently won the glorious victories over the 
Sikhs do not exist. It be remembered that the enemy had 
been well organised and disciplined, agd aware that they com- 
posed the physical strength the nation^ and binder leaders who 
rather encouraged than checked thefr vicious propensities, they were 
ready to rebel against the government, or attempt any extravagant 
action that might pamper their pride. When they first crossed the 
Sutlej, the entire strength of their army could not have been less than 
80,000 effective men ; whilst that under the English at Ferosepore 
and immediate locality did not exceed at the most 20,000. Bat the 
determined gallantry of those dauntless heroes defeated and drove 
back the formidable force that assailed them. Reinforced, attack 
after attack was renewed, and etiil conquest adhered to the British 
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'• Her Majesty's tod atid 62<1 regiments suffered enormously. General Dicke 
and Brigadier Taylor are among the dead. 

** 'Hus victory was followed, it is said, by an agreement, according to which 
the Sikh* have engaged to pay. In four yearly instalments, to the Company, for 
the expenses of the war, 1 500,000/ . sterling, the payment to be guaranteed by the 
military occupation of their country.” 

The following summary, from the ** Bombay Titnes,” of March 3.,?was pub- 
lished the same dav : — 

“ Another great battle has been fought and victory won. On the 10th ult. the 
0!mnm.mdrr-in-Chlef, with a force of about 20,000 men, attacked the Sikhs, 
■36,000 strong, on our side the river at Hurrekee, and. after a severe and bloody 
action, defeated them at all points, and drove them across the river. Sixty-seven 
guns, and all their ammunition and camp equipage, fell Into our hands. The 
•pontoon bridge was inadequate to afford them a passage to their own side of the 
river, and thHr loss altogether was estimated at 10,000 men. Our casualties 
amount to 23.33 killed and wounded— including among the former one major-ge- 
neral, two lieutenant-colonels, two captains, nine lieutenants, three ensigns, and 
301 non -comm is»inned officers, rank and file. The same evening a portion of 
•our troops crossed at Ferozepore: by the 1 4th the whole army destined for the 
-advance on the capital were over; and by the 24tb, in all likelihood Lahore 
would be in our hands. It is unlikely we shall attempt anything more this sea- 
son ; and it has been intimated by the Governor- General that it is not our inten- 
tion to annex the Punjaub to our dominions, but t> compel them to pay the 
expenses of the war, establish a firm government, and retire. The whole ar- 
rangements of the Scinde army have, since our last, been altered. Sir C. Napier 
Laving received orders to join the Governor-General without delay, quitted 
•Sukkur on the 10th, leaving the civil government of Scinde In the hands of 
<»ener;»l Simpson— the command of the army devolving on General Hunter. 
Instead of proceeding to Mithenkotc to take up their Quarters for the hot season, 
the troop* are now ordered up to within 50 miles of Bahawulpore — a portion of 
them, as is understood, moving on Ferozepore. The division has been brigaded, 
ss id it comics of three European and eight native infantry regiments, with the 
llelooch battalion— two regiments of regtdar and one of irregular cavalry— three 
troops of horse, and four batteries of foo^artlllery— or in ail above 15,000 fighting 
mi'll, with nearly 30 pieces of artillery. The troops from all parts uf India con- 
tinue to move northward— the country generally very tranquil. We liave now 
«mi the Sutlej, from Mithenkote to Umballah, an army of above 60,000 men.” 

OPERATIONS SUBSEQUENT TO THE 1st FEBRUARY. 

After the victory won by Sir Harry Smith, the siege train was drawing near 
to iu destination. From Busseau to Moodkee it was escorted by a detachment 
of the 38th Native Infantry under Major Scott. It approached Hurrekee on the 
fith, when twelve howitzers were detached by the commander-in chief Instead 
of pushing on, as was expected, to the governor-general at Ferozepore. Colonel 
Wheeler’s brigade took up a position near the village of Sunnait, six miles from 
Loodianah. He had under his command a powerful force, consisting of the 1st 
Light and 4th Irregular Cavalry, H.M.’s 5th, the 24th, 30th, 36th, and 48th N.I., 
the whole Shrkawattec brigade, with four horse artillery guns — in all probably 
•bout HtiOO men. On the 3d, four days after the battle of Alliwal, the force under 
Geueral Sir Harry Smith marched from Boondrie towards Dhurrumkote, and 
\xnade arrangements to rqjoin the head-quarters of the commander-tn-chief at 
Hurrekee Ghat. Here the enemy continued to maintain themselves in force. 
Their principal position was right In front of us, on our side the river: it was 
strongly fortified, armed with 70 pieces of artillery, and defended by above 30,000 
-well disciplined troops. A large body of men lay encamped on the opposite 
wide— a well-constructed bridge of boats maintaining the communication betwixt 
ithem. Sir Harry Smith joined the commander-in-chief on the 8th, and arrange- 
ments were immediately made for an attack oo the enemy. So obstinately were 
•he guns defended, and so apt to be made use of if recovered for a moment, that 
t«-o meu of each company, exempted from all other duty, were detached from 
Aie Eeiop^su regiments, and provided with spikes to ram into the vents. The 
pontoeafctfjdgfi at Khoonda Gha\ Ferozepore, was in readiness to be used at a 
in iment's warning, when our troops were prepared to cross. 

Let us now t*rn to the state of matters at Lahore, where, amidst cruelty, per- 
kily, and falsehood, a stern and courageous determination not to yield to force of 
ja/rns continued to roauifest itself. The queen-mother maintained a restless and 
jUptasy position, unable to see her way, or to control her vassal chiefs. She had 
jicyufcd. that a. .cons piracy had been matured by Goolab Singh to depose her and 
^nt Maharajah DbuUeep Singh, and thro* them into prison. This was to 
fwrht-l iuto execution ou the return of the army from Ferozepore, where 
■uC'-e»s Qg^iiut us was considered certain- The descendants of Shcre Singh 
were to t>« placed upon tbe throne, the mountain chief exercising all substantial 
power. And enirissting with authority such Sirdars as might be subservient to his 
will. To counteract- this scheme, the Queen In ri tiki Goolab Singh, on his Arri- 
val, to occupy the residence of the late Uhyar, Singh ; she intended to have him 
.and the son* of Shcre Singh murdered. The rajah declined ; the other persons 
twvame aware of their danger, and escaped. Goolab Singh is understood about 
«ht« time to have sent messenger* with a view to negociation with the governor- 
general, hoping to cover his designs, or, in case of a reverse, obtain separate 
germs for himself. He declined to have the customary salute tired on his arrival 
at the capital. On the 30th — the day of the battle of Alliwal — he appeared at 
epurt, and stated that he was ready to undertake any duty her Majesty might 
rmign him. He was offered money and ammunition, and recommended to pro- 
ceed to camp, but replied that he had brought abundance of both with him, which 
would be at the disposal of government. He wished to fight the British with 
iiis own hill men, and declined beiug mixed up with tbe Sikhs, in whose courago 
wo reliance could be placed. HU own troops and personal attendants numbered 
about 12.000, with ten pieces of artillery. The conference ended in nothing. 
The same evening tidings reached of the victory of Sir Harry Smith, and strong 
detachments were immediately ordered from Lahore to succour their defeated 
brethren, and reinforce the camp at Hurrekee. The following day the Queen, 
Sa her helplessness, was Induced, notwithstanding all that had occuired, to 
nominate Goolab Singh wnseer, or prime minister. On the 2i February a report 
was circulated that the Sikhs had retrieved tbe disaster of the 30th, beaten the 
British, and recovered a portion of their guns; and as the man by whom the 
tidings was brought was handsomely rewarded for hii pains, other bearers of in- 
telligence equally faltering and fallacious made their appearance in abundance. 
In two days more an Intimation from the defeated General Runjoor Singh re- 
vealed i he full amouat of their disasters: 2000 men, out of 24,000 who had been 
engages], wcr« all he had been able to collect or keep together, and these were 
pilhout money, arms, ammunition, or food — their whole artillery was in the 
Lav J* of the victors. Information soon after arrived, that so disheartened was 
tj.e g/and army under Tej Singh by the disaster experienced by their brethren, 
«i?at *t would be difficult to get them to fight unless Goolab Singh showed himself 
fn carup. Evil tidings had arrived from the Indus: a rebellious chief, at the 
bead gi 3000 men, was ravaging tbe Dbejarat, and troops were ordered from the 
remote province of Cashmere to assist the forces of Government likely to be 
overcome. Jt soon after appeared that the rebels had taken six guns from the 
K balsa forces , for which they were far more than a match. On the 4th of 
February it was agreed that the British Government should ba openly and for- 
mally appli-d to -that it should he intimated that the troops repented them of 
what they had done, and were most anxious for an amicable arrangement of dif- 
ferences. To induce the governor-general to treat with them by a display of 
•Length still remaining, every effort was made to pet more troops sent to camp, 
jiu.l to draw on the far north-wen:, ou Attock and Peshawar, for reinforcements 
*o guard Lahore. The wuzeer continued to waL wLh anxi-ty the return of his 
jt<nt»ns«ador*. Urged to proceed to camp, he persisted In continuing at Lahore, 
•ileadtng that his departure would be a signal for a rising in tho capital. 1 he 
governor. general is understood to have declined all separate arrangements, and 
wpurned the idea of cessation of hostilities. Tidings reached about tnis tuno of 
(he assemblage of a large force under Sir Charles Napier on the lo»er Sutlej ; 
*nd the defection of the Mooltau chief, who offered at once to submit and hold 
bit dominions on the same torms under the B itish as he had done under the 
Sikh Government. This must have crowned the gloomy forebodings at the 
capital. About the 8th February every effort was beiug made lor the fortification 
hi id defence of Lahore. 

Having given a short outline of the state of nfftiri In the Sikh capital up to the 
f»th February, we must once more revert to the operations of the British army 
brought down to the junction of Sir Harry Smith oo the day just Indicated, aod 
ready to give battle to the enemy. 

THE BATTLE OF SOBRAON. 

The works had been repeatedly surveyed. They consisted of formidable en- 
trenchments, defended by no fewer than 30,000 men and 70 pieces of artillery. 
The fortifications had been most skilfully constructed under Colonel Don Hurlmn 
de Alcantara, a Spanish engineer. There was a double line of batteries arranged 
in semicircular form ; high ramparts and deep and wide ditches, with holes and 
banks; a triple line of defences of earth and pUnk, such as a rifle ball could 
hardly enter, with fascines, rednnUt, and epaulements. appeared to defy the 
eff>ris of our troops. Immediately within they were, as in the camp at keroze- 
■nah. pierced with loaded mines, and every thing arranged which skill could 
plan or perseverance carry out during the four weeks they h»d occupied their 
position. A consider*!)!*? force remained on the other side, with guns so placed 
•s to command and Hank the poaition on this. Tho arrangement* for jis- 
aiult had been submitted to the governor-general by the commander-in-chief, 
and met hi* hearty approval. Two piquets in front of Kodewallah nnd the little 
Sobruou, occupied ny the enemy in force during the day only, were ordered to 
be taken possession of on the night of the 9th, and though some misconception 
■■d ririiv occurred, h* davllaht in tho mofQtDg Of the 10th they WCfC it) OUT 
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hands. The battering and field artillery were placed In a semicircle, embracing 
within its fire the position of the Sikhs. The cannonade which was meant to 
have commenced at daybreak was delayed till the rays of the sun had dispelled 
the heavy mist which, hanging over the river and the plain, rendered distant 
objects obscure. Two brigades under Sir R. Dick meanwhile waited on the 
margin of the Sutlej to commence the attack on the enemy’s right. The 7th or 
Stacy’s brigade, comprising H. M.’s 50th nnd 53d, led on, supported at a distance 
of 200 yards by the 6th under Colonel Wilkinson, the 5th under Colonel Ash- 
burnham, forming the reserve, was to advance from the entrenched village of 
Koodewalla, leaving one regiment behind if necessary for its defence. General 
Gilbert’s division, constituting the centre, was deployed for support or attack, 
its right resting on the village of the little Sobraon, which it (partly occupied. 
On the left, near the village of Gukah, with its right thrown out towards the 
river, was General Sir Harry Smith's division. The cavalry, under Colonel 
Cureton, feigned an attack on the ford at Hurrekee, threatening the Sikh horse 
on the other side. In the rear, between General Gilbert’s right and Sir H. 
Smith’s left. Brigadier Campbell occupied a position capable of protecting both. 
Sir Joseph Thackwell, with Brigadier Scott, held the remainder of the cavalry 
In reserve on the left, ready to act as circumstances might demand. At 3 a. m. 
the troops advanced to their respective stations as ju*t described. At daybreak 
the light field batteries and a brigade of howitzers opened. By half-past six the 
whole fire of our artillery was developed. Round shot, shells, and rockets 
followed each other with fearful celerity , and the frequent explosion of ammuni- 
tion waggons in the enemy’s camp showed w ith what precision they were aimed. 
At first a few horsemen showed themselves reconnoitring and directing the re- 
moval of the baggage across the river by the bridge. Our Infantry lay facing the 
works within cannon range, but under cover. Tbw wnemy at first scarcely 
seemed aware of our position, the columns having token up their ground under 
night, but were quickly seen lining the whole uf their works as they saw them- 
selves surrounded. In an instant every gun was opened upon us from a common 
centre, and the fire became tremendous. Our guns were of formidable calibre^ 
were admirably served, and pointed with the utmost precision ; but the Sikh 
position was so formidable, and their cannon so numerous, that it was feared that 
by cannonade alone it was vain to hope to curry the day in any reasonable time l 
and it was determined to bring the issue to the arbitrament of musket and 
bayonet. The attack. In conformity with this determination, was commenced at 
nine o'clock, when Colonel Stacy’s brigade, sunported by Colonel Lane's horse 
artillery and Captains Horalord’s and Fordyce’a foot batteries, advanced 
steadily in line towards the enemy’# works. The in 'an try, under Stacy, sup- 
ported by Wilkinson's brigade, moved on steadily and coolly, halting when neces- 
sary to correct any imperfections in their line. Above twelve hundred yards of 
deep sand had to be traversed. The artillery went on at » gallop, taking up a 
succession of positions until within three hundred yards of the enemy. The 
simultaneous roar of one hundred and twenty pieces of ordnance now resounded 
along the Sutlej : the slaughter was terriole: and so hot was the fire of musketry, 
camel-swivels, and camion, that it seemed for a moment impossible that the en- 
trenchments should be won. On our soldiers went under a storm of grape and 
musketry now opening on them from the opposite side and focus of the en- 
trenched position. A shout, a run, and a fire, had no effect: the h-aviness 
of the ground over which they had passed had fogged the men. 1 he Sikh* saw 
their danger, but, confident in the power of their guns, and impregnability of 
their position, stood firm, and fought bravely. The enemy’s cavalry, ordered to 
the rescue, was now seen preparing for the charge. A square was formed : the 
gallant sepoy* coollv closed in on their own centre : the enemy’s horse took warn- 
ing and withdrew. In a moment the line was reformed mid the troops advancing, 
but not a man had as yet passed the entrenchments. The Sikh’s showed signs of 
wavering as they saw our column slowly and uudistnaved move on. One fright- 
ful effort more and the outworks were our own. Her Majesty’s 10th hoot under 
Colonel Frank', charged without tiring a shot til I within the enemy’s intrenchments; 
the 53d came next: the sepoys of the 43d and 59th emulated the Europeans in cool- 
ness and determination. The brigade of Colonel Ashhurnhain now came to the 
support of that of Colonel Stacy. Generals Gilbert and Sir H. Smith threw out 
their light troops, aided by the artlllerr, to threaten the other portions of the 
entrenchments. The Sikhs attempted K* throw the whole force within their 
camp upon the two brigades which had entered, and the battle raged with terrihe 
fury all aiong from right to left. O-ir heavy guns hai fir-t been directed to the 
right, when their fire required to be gradually suspended. 1 he Sikhs strove 
with indomitable fury to recover, sword in hand, the positions from which th-y 
had been driven at the bayonet’s point ; nor was it till the weight of the three 
divisions of infantry, and the fire of every piece of artillery belonging to our army 
had been felt, and the cavalry under Sir Joseph Thackwell had in single file 
hurst through the opening* m ule by the sappers in the entrcnchmcn's, reformed 
and charged on the other side, that the vtct- ry was won. Tiie .3d Dragoons 
overcame everv obstacle. galloped o»er and cut down tho men still standing by 
their guns, and the victors pressed cloqsly upon the enemy on every side. Now 
their lire first began- to slacken, mul.<tfu;n craved* Regiment niter regiment 
moved steadily down, and fearful voile v s' oftniis*keifcy were {mured in on tne re- 
tiring foe. The few parties Jjrst rets eating were followed by vast masses making 
for the bridge. ' • , . , , , ..... 

Thousand* betook themselves to the river, which a sudden rise had just ren- 
dered unforduble. The bridge meanwhile had partially sunk, ai d was totally 
inadequate for the conveyance of the multitudes pressing towards it. Thi* 
battle had begun at six, it "was over at eleven o’clock ; the hand to hand combat 
commenced at nine, and lasted scarcely two hours. The river was full of sink- 
big men. For two hours volley alter volley was poured in upon the human 

mats the stream being literally red with blood, and covered with the bodies of 

the slain. At last the musket ammunition becoming exhausted, the infantry fed 
to the rear ; the hor-e artillery plying grape till not a man was visible within 
range. No compassion was felt or mercy shown; not only had our o)vn loss 
been excessively severe, but the enemy during the earlier portion of the day had 
mutilated or murdered every wounded man that fell into their hands. The 
coolness and ord- r with which the enemy retired, notwifhstanding the havoc 
bring made amongst their raffles, was remarkable. Their c damns moved out of 
range of our fire on reaching the further bank of the river, and pitched their 
tents— sent across at an early part of the action. Three or four heavy guns 
which had, in the course of the fight, occasionally played upon Us from lime to 
time, saluted the c»mp followers engaged in collecting the spoil. The bridge 
was partly burnt, partly sunk, and latterly destroyed by the engineers; the camp 
was in several places set fire to by stragglers— increasing the horrors of the 
scene of carnage. Of .35,000 men who had that dayjnaim allied so stout but so un- 
availing a fight against us, more than one half must have b-eu killed or wounded ; 
not fewer than ten thousand arc believed to have perished. Sixty-seven guns, 
with upwards of two hundred formidable camel swivels, numerous standards and 
munitions of war, fell into our hands. In an engagement so bloody and obsti- 
nate— even though of brief duration — the l°* s °f the assailant* could not but be 
severe. Our total casualties amounted to 23*3. Of these 13 European officers 
were killed, 101 wounded; 303 rank and file were killed, and 1913 wounded. 
Amongst the slain were the gallant veter*n Major-General Sir It. Dick and 
Lieut.- Cols. C. C. Taylor and Ryan. The Governor-General throughout seems 
to have been in thejhickeitof the fight,, but he does not seem to have exercised a 
separate command. 

A'ter so much of repose as the fatigues of such an engagement demanded, the 
victorious army, under the commander-in-chief, prepared to march towards 
Ferozepore lo be united with that commanded by the governor- general ready to 
enter the Punjaub. The ambassadors of Goolab Singh immediately after the 
victory were admitted loan interview with the governor-general, which before 
had been denied them. At no time had much anxiety to treat with him been 
manifested — it was not likely to have boen increqsod by anything that had oc- 
curred. The disconsolate messengers returned on the I Ith to their master, to 
tell him that a Brltihh force was now on the Lahore side of the Sutlej, ready 
without delay to move upon the capital. The moment tidings were received of 
the victory at Sobraon, preparations for crossing the river without delay were 
completed. On I he night of the 10th and morning of the 11th two brigades of 
infantry and one of cavalry, with a consul -ruble lio.iv of artillery, had crossed. 
The governor- general app-ars to have immediately pushed on with the leading 
division: lie iv,u at Kussnor, twenty miles in advance, and thirty-two from 
Lahore, on the 14th. Other troops were following la*t across, and by the date 
just given every man intended for the advance on Lahore was within the Sikh 
boundary. Goolab Singh was stated to have intimated that ho was on his way to 
camp ; the Lancers had gone out to escort hiinin. Brigadier Wheeler crossed 
from Umballah on the I7ili. and captured l’iinllnur on the day following without 
red'taucc the Sikh army having lied without fightiug Thu is the latest in- 

telligence, though not the mo-t important, we have received. On the 1 4th the 
governor-general published one of the most Important proclamations issued Jor 
h df a eenturv by any rijler in India, — no: so much a* intimating a fact as indi- 
cating a principle — that the operariorj of *' the law of expansion ” “and force of 
circumstances. - ’ under whose imagined influence we have, in indulging the. lust 
of territorial aggrandisement, so often committed grievous wrong, was no longer 
recogniseJ. The Sikh army, having been cha*tued and humbled, is to he de- 
prived of nil power of aun yance ; the expenses of the war must be. met hy those 
who hate provoked it ; till this is seen to, and a strong and sui able government | 
be established at Lahore, our troops will continue t*> occupy the rountry. and 
then be withdrawn. The provinces, hill and plain, -betwixt tne Sutlej and Bean, 
is alone to be a- proprlated, ilieir revenues forming a portion of the indemnity 
required. A line of p licy »v strikingly contrasted with that we have ior ten 
years pursued —*o novel and so unexpected, is lik-lv to be keenly canvassed at 
home. The veteran who now rule* over u* ins shown that a ruler may in India 
dare to be peaceful and just, and fear not. Ilis measures have fully exemplified 
the advice of the Great Duke, to avoid a “little war.’ ’ 

THE GOVERNOR-GENERALS PROCLAMATION. 

Foreign Department, Kussoor, Feb. 14. 1846. 

The Sikh army has been expelled from the left bank of the river Sutlej, 
having b?*eti defeated iu every action, with the lors of more than 220 pieces of 
field artillery. 

The British a^my has crossed the Sutlej, and entered the Punjaub. 

The governor- general aunotiiv es by this proclamation that tins measure has 
been adopted by the government of India, In accordance with tho intentions ex- 
pressed in the proclamation of the 13th of December last, as having been forced 
upon the governor-go ieral for the purpose of - ' effectually protecting the Br itish 
| provinces, for vindicating the authority of the British government, and for 
| punishing the violators of treaties a ad ill* disturbers of the public pe ice.*’ 

I These operation* will be steaiily persevered in, and vigorously prosecuted, 

I until the objects proposed to be accomplished are fully attained. The occupa- 
tion of the l’uujaub by the British forces will not be reiinqu shed until ample 
| atonement for the insult offt-red to the British government, bj tbe infraction of 


the treaty of 1809, a.d., and by the unprovoked invasion of the British iiroTioe*** 
shall have been exacted. These objects will include full Indemnity ior all «*• 
penses incurred during the war, and such arrangements for the future govern- 
ment of the Lahore territories us will give perfect security to the British govern- 
ment against similar acts of perfidy and aggression. 

Military operations against the government a-id army of the Lahore state have 
not been undertaken by the government of India from any desire of territorial 
aggrandisement. The governor-general, as aiready. announced in the proclama- 
tion of the 13th of December, ** sincerely desires to see a strong Sikh government 
re-established in the Punjaub, able to control its army and protect its subjects.” 
The sincerity of these profesaions is proved by the fact that no preparations for 
hostilities had been made when the Lahore government suddenly, and without a 
pretext of complaint, invaded the British territories. This unprovoked aggres- 
sion has compelled the British government to have recourse to arms, and to or- 
ganise the means of offensive warfare ; and whaterer may now befall the Lahore 
state, the consequences can alone be attributed to the miscooduct of that go- 
vernment and its army. 

No extension of territory was desired by the government of Iodia ; the mea- 
sures necessary for providing indemnity for the past aod security for the future 
will, however, involve the retention by the British government of a portion of 
the country hitherto under the government of the Lahore state. The extent of 
territory which it maybe deemed advisable to hold will be determined by the 
conduct of the Durbar, and by considerations for tbe security of the British fron- 
tier. The government of India will, under any circumstances, annex to tho 
British provinces the districts, hill and plain, situated between the rivers Sutlej 
and Bens, the revenues thereof being appropriated as part of the indemnity re- 
quired from the Lahore state. 

Government of India h«s frequently declared that It did not dfsjrff fo subvert 
the Sikh government in the Punjaub ; and although the conduct of the Durbar 
has been such as to justify the most severe and extreme measures of retribution 
(the infliction of which may yet be required by sound policy if the recent acts of 
violence be not amply aton d for and immediate submission tendered), neverthe- 
less the governor-general is still willing that an opportunity should be given to a 
the Durbar and to the chiefs lo submit themselves to the authority of the British 
government, aud by a return to good fuith, and the observance ot prudent 
counsels, enable the governor-general to organise a Sikh government in tbe per- 
son of a descendant of its founder, the late Maharajah Kunjeet Singh, the faithful 
ally of the British power. 

The governor- general at this moment of a most complete And decisive victory, 
cannot give a stronger proof of the forbearance and moderation of tbe British 
government than by making this decla-atiju of his intention, the terms and mode 
of the arrangement remaining for further adjustment. 

The governor-general therefore calls upon all those chiefs who are the well- 
wishers of the descendants of Runjcet Singh, and especially such chiefs as have 
not participated in the hostile proceedings against the British power, to act in 
concert with him for carrying into effect such arrangements as shall maintain a 
Sikh governme t at Lahore capable of controlling its army and protecting ita 
subjects, and based upon principlei that shall provide for the future tranquillity 
or the Sikh states, shall secure the British frontier against a repetition of acts of 
aggression, and shall prove to the whole world the moderation. aud justice of the 
paramount power of India. 

If this opportunity of rescuing the Sikh nation from military anarchy and mla- 
rule be neglected, and husiile opporiiion to the British army be renewed, tha 
government of India will make such other arrangements for the future govern- 
ment of the Punjaub as the interests aud security of tbe British power may ren- 
der just and expedient.

HISTORICAL SKETCH OF LAHORE, THE PUNJAUB, AND THE 
SIKHS. 

In conspqi e of the recent glorious achievements of the British arms Iw 
India, ti. .'rief historical sketch of Lahore nnd tbe Punjaub, e pert of 
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%hiCh formed the theatre of those exploits, as well as of the Sikhs, who on 
this occasion proved themselves such formidable foes, may not be uninteresting 
to our readers : — 

Lahore (Anciently Lahower, and thence Lahaur or Labor) Is one of the 
northern sahahs, or provinces, of the Mogul empire. It separates Cashmir from 
Delhi, and has the lower ranges of Himalaya on the north and north-east, the 
Indus on the north-west, with Moultan and Assuria on the souih-west and south, 
and Trinigar on the east. It measures more than three hundred miles one war, 
and about two hundred the other, and may be divided into the pluln country, 
called Punjaub, from the five large streams which cross it before they join the 
Indus, and the Kohistan or mountainous tract. It is the only part of India well 
known to the ancients, hating been traversed by the armies of Alexander ; and 
as all its invaders have entered India by the same route, these plains were crossed 
by the Arabs and Mogtds, us well as by the Greeks, in thrir route towards the 
more fertile and tempting regions of central and eastern Hindustan. 

The Punjaub, though resembling Bengal in its wide extent of level soil, neither 
enjoys the advantages of a periodical inundation, nor possesses so abundant a 
supply of water, without which husbandry cannot be carried on In those lati- 
tudes. Its soil, moreover, especially in the north-western districts, will bear no 
comparison with the rich alluvial mould annually brought down by the Gauges. 
The rivers of this country mark the limits of its population, as they have from 
time Immemorial marked its territorial subdivisions. One of these rivers is the 
one crossed by the Sikhs in their recent Invasion of our territory ; namely. 

The Sutle), or Satalaj, which is supposed to nse from the mountain lake 
Rawanhrad, and has, if that shall ultimately prove to be the case, by much the 
longest course of any of those (five) streams. As far as Shipkl it passes through 
the Chinese territory, and Its bed is there 9267 feet above the level of the sea, its 
breadth being sixty-se*en feet, and depth six feet. After posing the second 
ridge of Himalaya, It flows through the territory of Khnrawar, and descends 
into the pains of the Punjaub ne,*r Kapur, and west of BeUspur. Its whole 
course from Rawanhrad to iLs junction with the Beyah can scarcely be less than 
500 miles, and its waters. In passing from their source to the ocean, travel over a 
space of at least 1400 miles. 

The whole of this country is now in the possession of the Selks or Sikhs, who 
form a sort of military republic, composed of chirftains holding their possession 
by a feudal tenure under one common head or liege lord. Lahore was made the 
capital of Runjeet Singh at the time that he made himself paramount over the 
Sikh chieftains. This city was at one jierlod the residence of the Mosul em- 
perors. Its fort and palaces, huilt of bnck, splendid garden, and crowded popu- 
lation, have long been in a state of decay. Us position on the high road from 
Kabool to Delhfexposcd it peculiarly to the ravages of invading armies, and it 
bad been almost ruined by the Affghans before the rise of i*s present possessors, 
the Sikhs. Some of its splendid monuments, however, still remain. At Shah- 
daraJi. two miles north of the city, the toinb of Jehangir is standing in an in-dosed 
area of 1*00 feet square. It measures 330 feet each way, and, though magnificent, 
Cannot be compared with the Tajmahall at Agra. The tomb of Nur Jelian 
Begun', the favourite of the emperor, is somewhat to the south of it in the oi*?n 
plain, ltunjeet Singh took great pains in strengthening the fortifications ; they 
are, however, commanded by neighbouring mound a of rubbish. The domes and 
minarets of the mosques, together with the towering wall of the fort, the mauso- 
leum, tombs, and oilier public buildings which surround the city, awaken the 
curiosity of the stranger, and recal its former magnificence ; but its bazaar, 
though tolerably supplied, cannot vie with those ot more secure and prosperous 
capitals. 

The Sikhs derive their origin from a Hindoo named Nanuck, of the caste of 
Kahtry. His father, named Baba Colvo, posseis**d a small district in the pro- 
vince of Lahore, named Telvenci, where Nanuck was born, in the year 1470. 
Like other founders of new sects or nations, he is said, during his infancy, to 


have given many indications of his future superiority to the rest of mankind. 
... "ie folly of wi 


He accustomed himself to declaim against the folly of worshipping idols, and the 
Imp-ety of pa)ing adoration to any but the Supreme Bring, For many years the 
Sikhs lived in peace, and gained the good will of the Mohammedan governors by 
their quiet and inoffensive behaviour. By degrees their number and their power 
greatly increased ; but in proportion to their good fortune they seem to have lost 
their virtue, so that their goitrous, or chiefs, who had hitherto borne the charac- 
ter of apostles, at last stood forth as military leaders. Taking advantage of the 
destruction of the Mogul empire by Nadir Shah, they conquered several pro- 
vinces. Wherever they came, they threw down the mosques, and obliged every 
one to ouit the country who refused to embrace their tenets. Since the death of 
Amed Sfiah, they have recovered a. I the territories they lost during the contest 
with him. aod now possess the greatest part of Moultan, as well as several die. 
tricts In the province of Delhi, Including in their territories the whole of the 
Punjaub. The Sikhs worship one God, but without image or believing in any 
xned ation. They eat all kinds of meat, except beef, sparing the black cattle, In 
all probability on account of their utility. Pork is very generally eaten, pro- 
bably on account of its being forbidden by the Mahonunedans. They are gene- 
rally dressed in blue, a colour reckoned unlucky by the other Hindoos. Their 
dress consists of blue trousers of cotton, a sort of pUitl generally chequered with 
blue, and thrown over the right shoulder, with a blue turban. Their govern- 
ment 'is lodged In an assembly of different chiefs; hut who, as different Indi- 
viduals, are independent of one another, and have leparate territories. They 
meet annually, Qr oflener. if occasion require*, at a place called Autherser, which 
is held in a kind of r« Ijgioui veneration, win-re there is a large tank, lined with 
granite, and surrounded with buildups, and bcAutifuIly ornamented.

been lafiT under contributions by them, several petty chiefs having consented to 
pay them a small annual tribute in oril-r to avoid their incursions. When in the 
field none but the principal officers have tents, add those extremely small, so 
that they may be struck and transported with the greater quickness and facility. 
In cold weather the soldiers wrap themselves during the night in a coarse 
blanket, which, In the time of marching, is folded and carried on their horse. 
Their country is well cultivated, populous, and abounding In cattle, particularly 
horses, which are reckoned the be»t in all Hindustan. This, it is said, Is owing 
to th« studs which were formerly established in different places of the province 
f Lahore, qn account of tiie Mogul him/elf. Stallions were sent thither from 
fersia and Arabia, and there was a fixed order to send to the studs In Lahore all 
furh Arabian and Persi tn horses, as by any ac cident should he rendered unfit for 
mounting. Notwithstanding [their Deism, the Sikhs are said to have a super, 
ptitious veneration for their sword, inasmuch that before one of them will eat 
With a person of another religion he draws his sword, a^d passing it over tho 
Victuals, repeats some words of prayer, alter which he will freely partake of them, 
pontrary p» the practice of all the other Hindoos, they dislike the smoking of 
tobacco ; bqt many of them smoke and chew hang, which sometimes produces a 
ijegieo of intoxication. Sugar, grain, indigo, ami coiton. are exported from 
Lahore, but almost ontirely as articles of transit- Thoy exchango horses, camels, 
swords, hows and arrows, with their southern neighliours lor sulphur, indigo, 
salt, metals, spices, and broad cloths. The route-, by which this trade Is carried 
on are continually varying, according to the characters of tho chiefs through 
whose territories the merchants have to travel. 

The Sikhs are divided into those properly so called, or unmilitary, and Singhs, 
or military Sikhs. Aniritzan (the Fountain of Nectar) is the holy city of the 
Sikhs— about eight miles in circumference ; it has narrow streets, but substantial 
brick houses. A canal from the Ravi supplies it with water, and it is protected 
by Runjit Gar’h, a fort built by Runjit Singh. Its trade is considerable, as it Is 
considered the inart where the shawls and saffron of Cashmir are exchanged lor 
the produce of Southern and Eastern India. Coarse cloths and silks of an in- 
ferior quality are the only manufactures carried on by its inhabitants. The 
aacrcd basin or reservoir, from which it take* its name, is about 1 3.^ paces square, 
and lined with biicks, and having a temple in its centre ded rated to Guru Goviml 
Singh. Five or six hundred Akalies, or holy men, are the ministers of this 
lanouiarj, where the Gurus’ sacred code is carefully preserved. 

SCINDK. 

The whole military arrangements in Scinde have been turned upside down 
since our lad. At that ilstea strong force was being assembled under Sir C. 
Napier, at Sukkur, with the view ol proceeding up the river, and establishing 
themselves for tv e hot season at Mi heukote, where the Sikh borders begin — the 
country coming to a point at the junction of the river Indus with the Sutlej. Tho 
apex _ so to speak — of this promontory constitutes the powerful khanate of 
Moultan, feudatory to the government of Lahore. The late chief — always 
favourable to British Interests — had died in Februury, 1344, and the views of his 
eu^resftor were but imperfectly understood. He. as is believed, after temporising 
with both parties, formally intimated his desire to be allied to us, and his 
anxiety to uold hts lands under our government on the same tenure as that 
allowed him from the Sikh author ties. Whi'e the Scmde army was preparing 
for its march, an order was on the 7th suddenly and unexpectedly received from 
the governor-general, directing Sir C. Napier immediately to join him. The 
army by this time had been brigaded : it was nearly lft, 000 strong, with thirty 
pieces of artillery. It was placed under the command of General Hunter, and a 
ltew destination assigned to it. Instead of Milhenkote, it is now to advance as far 
as Bahawulpor* — 229 miles a head of its present position, encamping ftO miles to 
the westward of the town — a portion proceeding to Fcrozepore. General Simp- 
son was directed to proceed to Kurrachee in charge of the civil government of 
Scinde ; and on the 9th Sir Cnaries took formal leave of his army. On the 10th 
be quitted Sukkur with his personal staff on board the steamer Napier ; he was 
to leave the river and push on by land from Bahawulpore, and would probably 
arrive about tho 17th, joining the governor-general before his arrival at Lahore. 
After the above was in type we l*-arnt that the steamer was fired on at Mithen- 
kiHe. The Mouitanees had also prepared some guns to stop her progress at 
Bahawulpore, but were baulked by Sir Charles landing near a place called Ooch. 
He was last heard of at Ahmudper. It U rumoured that it Is intended to place 
him second in command of the grand army. The Napier returned to Sukkur 


on the morning of the 20th. She” could not get within forty miles of Bnhawul-

by them — without, however, doing her any other damage than cutting her 
Awning in a couple of places. Beyond this we hsve no Intelligence from Scinde 
worthy of notioe. Tho troops continue healthy, and the country tranquil 


u Sunday, Feb. 8 lam ordered to join the army on the Sutlej, and leave 

that on the Indus, together with the temporary government of the provinces, 
under Major-General Simpson, to whom all in both branches of the seivice are 
from this day to address their reports. It is painful for me to leave even for a 
short time those troops in whom I put such confidence. Some have been con- 
stantly at roy side since I marched against the Ameers from this very camp in 
1812, and others served with me In the hills against the robber tribes. Nor can 
I omit to acknowledge what 1 owe to those soldiers employed In the civil ad- 
ministration and police — men to whose courage, abilities, and just conduct 1 at- 
tribute the tranquillity of this country. The labours of these officers will not 
now relax, for while war rages so near the frontier, no effort will be spared to 
create disturbance in Scinde. And thus wishing success to all, I take my leave,

LITERATURE. 

Rambles m Normandy. By James Hairby, M. D. London : J. How. 

Normandy has many claims upon English readers, and many 
charms for English tourists. From Normandy came the Conqueror 
who gave a dynasty to our country, modified our language, and gave 
us the feudal system. To the times of William the Norman we may 
trace much of the spirit that animates our older laws; to his followers 
we owe most of the national antiquities so highly prized amongst us, 
and to his captains our noblest fumilies are proud of tracing their 
descent. W hen to these historical points of interest is added the in- 
ducement of ready access, agreeable scenery, and economical 
amusement, it can cause no surprise that Dr. Hairby should select 
that portion of France for the scene of his rambles, or that thousands 
should follow his footsteps in confident anticipation of enjoying 
an agreeable and instructive summer tour. Steam has added a.iother 
item to the list of the necessaries of life. In the days of Shakspeare 
a pair of silk stockings were considered a luxurious present for a 
queen, and kings and princes were perforce content to strew rushes 
in place of carpets on their palace floor*. Now, every house a shade 
above positive penury boasts its carpet, and every housemaid thinks 
it no wonder that she has ample store of stockings. 1 hanks to ma- 
chinery. In the days of Fope. and indeed much later, the Grand 
Tour was a thing to be indulged in only by the young nobleman or 
the wealthy commoner; now all Europe is thrown open by the 
blessing of railroads and steamboats tp «tr* inquiring and enjoying 
multitude. 

In truth, the luxury of travel is rapidly becoming one of the ne- 
cessaries of English life, just as stockings and carpet* have long 
‘ Year after year, a host of intending travellers cast inquiring

eyes, and raise inquiring voices, to learn where they shall go to spend 
their appoinled leisuic month and holiday money ; ar.d the response 
conies in shape of divers volumes especially inun'ded for the satis- 
faction, direction, and warning of the English tourist. The book 
before us is one of this class, ar.d without any very ambitions claims, 
the author presents us with a readable tome, handsome in appearance, 
and made more attractive by woodcuts. The season for locomotion 
is approaching— spring will right speedily ripen into summer — and 
when Londou gets hot, when tired legislators forsake St. Stephen’s, 
and drouthy policemen have orders to look out for liie capture of 
mad dogs— when the sweet shady side of Pall Mall begins to lose its 
last habitue and opera singers forsake the premises and pay of Mr. 
Lumley— when steamboats fill and clubs and coffee-houses empty, 
then let all those whom fate and fortune favour take Mr. Hairby ’s 
volume into their counsel before they decide upon the locale of their 
summer's trip. In the meantime they may scan hi* pages to learn 
how far they may adopt his book as their guide, counsellor, and 
friend on the occasion; a step which may be hastened perhaps by the 
present extract of a few passages, to give a slight foretaste ol his style 
and quality. 

MANUFACTURE OF SALT IN NORMANDY 


Tho huts on tho beach in ■which salt is manufactured are quite primitive in the 
rudeness of their construction, ana when viewed from a distant point, they look 
like an encampment, the white sand firing the appearance of lent canvass. 1 
examined the process of the manulacuiro of salt with great curiosity ; it is as 
follows the sand being first collected by an instrument called an handle (a 
large scraper, which is drawn by one horse), is heaped up near one of thq huts, 
covered with clay to exclude rain, and when the operation begins, placed in a pit 
of clay, like the Interior of a kiln, to which water is conveyed by woeden pipes, 
which carry off the saline particles into one of the adja.ent huts, where they fall 
into a tub. The last process is that of evaporation, and the mode of ascertaining 
whether the solution is sufficiently strong lor undergoing thar, is by dipping into 
it a short hollow stick, in which are balls of wax, lightly leaded ; it the wax floats 
tho liquid contains a sufficiency of salt. The labour is executed by women, 
swarthy from the heat and sinoke of the huts In which they sleep by turns, keep- 
ing up a constant fire by night ana day, and working under the surveillance of 
the doutmiers, without whose vigilance the revenue obtained from this severe 
and oppressive impost upon one of the grrat necessaries ol lile would be de- 
frauded. These weird-like and hard- ieatuml women, bending over their sim- 
mering cauldrons in their gloouiv and sinoky huts, are wretched specimens of 
humanity. Theirs Is a hard life, and they can know little ol power, except its 
oppression; perpetually watched by the patrole, whose argus eyes are on them, 
and whose heavy hands are outstretched to subtract a portion of the fruits ot 
.heir toll. Taxation is no doubt necessary, but when brought borne so directly 
^nd so continuously, It galls, and induces attempts at smuggling. 

TIIB UMBRBLI.AS AND THE WOMEN OF NORMANDY. 

The scene was to me unique and Interesting ; the immense extent of sand was 

dotted over with human figures, principally women, with most outlandish caps, 

which neither protect nor adorn the lace, but rise up like the paper ol a sugar 
loaf, in a slanting direction backwards, some two feet into the air.

And so it was, a steeple chase in France ! I paid ten sous for a chair in the 
front row on the best point of the hill, and sat me down to get a view of ihc race. 
O England, how muchl you have to answer for 1 Until within a very few years 
the Normans— snd the same may be said of the Freticb in general— thought it 
absolutely Impossible for any man to ride a mile straight a-head o»er fences. 
About five years ago an English gentleman of my acquaintance, residing at Ar- 
ranches, offered one evening at a French party, a bet that he w ould ride his horse 
a mile and three quarters across the country in less than ten minutes. Hh pro- 
posal was immediately accepted, the French gentleman giving him odds, and 
allowing him twelve minutes for his work, for they thought it impossible he 
could do it in less. Several thousand persons assembleu to see the performance, 
it was so new, and seemed so difficult. The enthusiasm of the spectators, some 
of whom were people of high rank, was intense, and some ladies were so compli- 
mentary as to assure the rider that ** he was the admiration ol the whole world.’ 
lie had a thorough-bred English hunter, and without any difficulty rode the dis- 
tame in four minutes and titty seconds. ...... ... 

Since that period steeple chafes have been regularly established, and the 
French government and local societies, anxious to improve the breed of horses, 
give annual prizes both f r flat races and steeple chases.

Whilst the altercation was proceeding, a French gentleman of rank, a 
member of the committee, a leading sportsnun in the neighbourhood, and 
necessarily well known to the gendarme, rode up, and ordered him to allow my 
friend to pass ; but the man was inflexible ; though soundly abused fur his obsti- 
nacy, he stood firm to tbe letter of his orders, and resolutely refused ; the issue 
was, that the French gentleman was obliged to procure a regular ticket for the 
impatient rider. But the strangest part is to come; at a subsequent part of the 
day, the nobleman being informed (that the official had acted strict) v accord- 
ing to orders, sent him a message to the effect that he regretted having made 
use of intemperate language, and that if that apology were insufficient, lie would 
waive all difference of rAiik, and give the gendarme the satisfaction of a gentle- 
man. The Ollier’s very sensible answer was, that he was very much obliged for 
the honour, which he begged to decline, inasmuch as he was paid for keeping 
the rpe=»ce, and not for fighting duels. This condescension on the pat t of the 
nobleman, while it indicated his chivalrous sense of honour, and anxiety to 
soothe the wounded feelings of an individual inferior to him in rank, but no doubt 
his equal in personal courage, cannot be defended on the score of strict propriety 
or prudence. Every other approach was equally well guarded as the one 1 have 
mentioned, and the mayor had prohibited all persons from crossing the road 
which leads to Granville, and which formed the boundary of the race ground ; 
at nearly every fence, also, two men were stationed, as well to observe that the 
riders went at the right side of the post, as to render aid in ca»e of falls— no un- 
necessary precaution. But, meantime, the signal bell has sounded, and five 
hor»cs are off. The first fence is cleared safely, and the second and the third ; 
but here is a drain, and iu goes one French geutlrman, who loses so much time 
that he is thrown out ; water seems an unfriendly element, for in a few seconds 
after an English rider gets well soused, and is in rather a dangerous position, 
falling under his horse; however, he emerges from his slimy bed, unhurt in 
limb, and “ dauntless ” as “ the young Lochinvar.” Three competitor* ouly are 
now in the course, the steeds of all of whom are baulked by an ugly jump across 
a lane. W ith much spurring two of the horses are got over, the third sticks 
fast ; and now there is but a dyk*-, about twelve feet wide ; the first horse clears 
it; splash, splash, splash : the second is in, with Lis rider under him, leaving au 
easy victory to the first horse, which distances all the rest, and in hall an hour 
canters over tbe course again, winning a stake of 60/.

FINE ARTS. 


TRUTH OF REPRESENTATION. 


The great painters, who, serving the designs of the papal supersti- 
tion, devoted their art to the service of religion, were far more oc- 
cupied with the idea of beauty than of truth. Their chief object in 
painting scriptural subjects was to excite, or at least to assist, devo- 
tional feeling ; to speak to the heart through the visual sense; to 
create the idea of sublime sorrow, or of divine love, in its holiest 
lorm, as in the figure of the Saviour; to show reverential penitence, 
as in the Magdalen; or the triumphs of religious courage in the 
sufferings of martyrs and saints. Hence all their energy was de- 
voted to the expression of abstract beauty. The accessories of time, 
and place, and costume, or what we call truth, were often entirely 
disregarded. Scenes that should have been represented as taking 
place *• in a dry and thirsty land," and under a burning sky, were 
exhibited under the smiling aspects of an Itaiiau landscape; <‘koly 
men of* old ” were transformed into holy men of modern times ; an4 
fierce Bedouins, armed to the teeth, were converted into pastoral 
shepherds, with their pipes und crooks, and emblems of felicity— , 
lions turned into lambs. The public have heard of the flying cbiipel 
of Loretta. This is u noUd town in il»e papal states, celebrated for 
its sanctuary of the Virgin "Mary,* efftted the Holy Housg. Tho 
legend says that it was the dwelling of the Virgin Mary at Nazareth ; 
and that after the Holy Land was taken by the Saracens, the Holy 
House set out on its travels like the dove frOm the ark. By super- 
natural power it was transported from place to place, until at last it 
was carried across the Adriatic, and laid down at Loretto for the 
benefit of all "ttue devoted pilgrims.” A similar power was pos- 
sessed by our great painters. Often have they carried whole churches 
from Italy, and set them down fn Palestine; made apostles and 
popes to knock their heads together; and with a few strokes of a 
brush, confounded longitude and latitude, and vaulted with perfect 
ease over intervals of ages and generations. 

Still, when we look at some of their marvellous works, we quite 
forget that the accessories of the scenes are gross violations of truth. 
A ud yet, what reasons can he given against th* combination of ideal 
beauty with literal truih of representation. May not the mind be 
permanently instructed at the very moment that the imagination is 
transiently excited. Unquestionably; and there will be no general 
diffusion of a true taste nt.d feeling tor art, until the combination is 
felt to be a necessity. It is not essential that all power should be 
spent on • beautiful falsehood, when a beautiful truth may be given 
instead. The practice to be observed is found in a use of truth a* 
far as it tends to give character or dignity to a subject, but beyond or 
below those aims the use of mere imitation leads to an insipid o? 
vulgar style. We shall illustrate these views by three examples. 


I. HORACE VERNKT’S REBECCA AT THE WELL. 

But first let us read the story, a process which many painters teem 
to overlook.

Several thousand years ago there lived a venerable man, whose 
descendants are still numerous even at the present day. This man 
was rich, after the fashion of his age and country, having numeiout 
servants or household slaves, with flocks and herds, and store of 
precious metals ; all, in fact, that such a man, with his knowledge 
of how life might be enjoyed, could possibly desiie to make him 
comfortable and happy. Moreover, he was a good man; he re- 
verenced the great God, and was kind and just to his deponricnis- 
and neighbours — a inun of* whom all that knew him could not 
speak otherwise than with respectful affection. 

Tnis man's favourite and much loved wife died; and she left 
behind her au only son, who wus grown up to man’s estate at the 
time of his mother’s death. The son, who was a quiet, kindly, 
affectionate youth, felt keenly the loss of his mother, and nursed her 
memory with a mourn I ul reverence. The father, who was well 
stricken in years, and whose heart was now bound up in the son of 
lus oid age, bethought him of an expedient to divert the son's mind 
from its grief, and he resolved to get hint a wife. In those days it 
was, as in the same country it is still, the custom for the parents to 
negotiate for their child ten on the important matter of matrimony ; 
therefore there was nothing unusual in the father s conduct. 

At this time the father was living far away from his birthplace, 
and from all his relations and connections; and anxious, for many 
serious and important reasons, that his son should form no connec- 
tion with the people around him, he resolved to try if his far-distant 
kindred could furnish a wife for his heir. So he called his steward 
— his head domestic, a tried and trusty servant, who had the charge 
of all his roaster's concerns, and in whom the old man placed great 
confidence — to come to him. He then imparted his design, bound 
his steward by a solemn oath that he would fulfil the importaut 
mission, and sent him away. 

Eliezer was the steward’s name, and he was devoted to his master's 
interests with all the anxiety and unselfish feeling of a dutiful, 
affectionate, and conscientious mind. He accepted the trust, pre- 
pared for his journey, and set forth with attendants and treasures, in 
the state and formality of an ambassador, anxious to impress others 
with a due sense of the importance of him whom he represented. 
After a journey of many days he arrived towards evening iu the 
vicinity of the place to which he was bound ; and here he halted to 
consider what he should do. 

In those early days (and^gyen now in the same country) the duty 
of drawing water devolved on the young women of each household ;

dressed in all their ornaments, the display of which forms another of 
the sources of female enjoyment ; and here they laugh and romp, 
and hauler one another, and dissipate the exuberance of their 
spirits. 

Now, as Elieser halted near a well, with his camels. and attend- 
ants, enjoying the delicious coolness of the evening breese, he knew 
that the young women would shortly come forth, dressed in all their 
best, to perform their evening toil, mitigating it by their evening 
amusement. Therefore the honest, single-minded, and pious ser- 
vant looked up, and prayed to God, “ O God, send me good speed 
this day, and show kindness to my master." So he said to himself, 

‘ I will stand by this well, and watch the damsels. To one of 
them I shall aay, Let down thy pitcher I pray thee, that I may 
drink ; and if she says. Drink, and I will give thy camels drink also, 
O God, let that damsel be the one whom thou hast appointed to be 
my master’s’son’s wife.” 

He had scarcely made up this resolution, and uttered this prayer, 
when a very beautiful girl came to the well.

And so she addressed herself to the laborious task, giving 
the patient and toil-worn creatures an ample supply of the grateful 
beverage.

Tell me, I pray thee, is there room in thy father’s house to lodge 
in ? ” The artless girl told her parentage, and a feeling of triumphant 
joy thrilled the faithful steward’s heart. The beautiful young

woman was his master’s brother’s grand-daughter — her family the 
very one, above all others, that he wished to see. Under an impulse 
of gratitude, he thanked God in a loud voice, as the God of his 
master ; and when the damsel heard the name of her far-distant and 
wealthy relative, she ran home to tell the wonderful news. When 
her brother, who was of a greedy disposition, saw the rich jewels on 
his sister’s hands and face, he concluded that there was something in 
the news; and doubtless calculating that his own civility would not 
lose him anything, he ran out, brought home the steward, with his 
attendants and camels, paying them all those attentions which are 
the marks of hospitality in the East. 

But the steward would not touch a morsel of food till he had told 
his errand. He then described how rich and great his master had 
become; how he had resolved to have a wife from these very family 
connexions, under whose roof the speaker then was ; and to this he 
added what had occurred at the well, and how the young damsel had 
fulfilled the conditions of that providential arrangement which ho 
had settled in his own mind. “ Now,” added he, “ as God seems to 
have led me in the right way, to take my master’s brother’s grand- 
daughter to be a wife to his son, will you, her father and brother, 
give your consent?” The father and the brother at once assented, 
and Eliezer thanked God that his mission [was so soon fulfilled. 
That night was spent in joy ; for Eliezer was liberally disposing of 
those valuable treasures he had broaght with him, and which are the 
usual consideration, even to this day, in those countries, for a bride. 

Next morning Eliezer said, “ Send me away to my master. And 
her brother and her mother said. Let the damsel abide with us a few 
days, at the least ten ; after that she shall go.

Thus did Kebekah become the wife of Isaac, the son of Abraham ; 
and, at a distance of nearly four thousand years, their descendants 
are still numerous on the earth. 

Wc recommend our readers to turn to our engraving, and consider 
o what extent it tells the interesting and true story we have briefly 
related. Kebekah is In the act of holding the pitcher on her arm, 
while her downcast eyes look towards the ground. You almost fancy 
you see the cooling beverage running down the thirsty throat of the 
traveller, while his action in drinking is exquisite. The artist has 
gone to Arabia for the costume of his figures, and the accessories of 
his scene; and to a large extent he is right Manners and customs 
have changed but little, in that quarter of the East during several 
thousand years; and when we read of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, 
with their flocks, tents, and numerous servants, we may gain some 
idea of their mode of life, by reference to the habits of a Bedouin 
emir % or prince. Our picture may therefore be regarded as an ap- 
proximation to the great tn:th. but a less amount of imitation would 
have rendered it a far more powerful work.

tot &OBKBT SCHOMBURGK’S DISCOVERIES IN 
GUYANA. 

The high lindl which bound the plaint of Guyana were till re- 
etttlT entirely unknown; and to the industry of the illustrious 
traveller, whose name appears at the head of this notice, we are ex- 
dusively Indebted for any knowledge we possess of regions so exten- 
der and in rich In natural products. The Americans, with the 
enterprise peculiar tp the Saxon race, have recently been employed 
In exploring them, hut the results of their observations have not yet 
hem published. 
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It appears that the high land does not rise immediately from the 
plain to a great elevation, the hills on its southern edge attaining 
only a height of from 50 to 200 feet. Beyond these, near the Esse- 
quibo, the Tmasinkie Mountain* attain an altitude of 1100 feet In 
3 deg. 55 min. N. latitude the Mahan pen chain, in many places, 
soars boldly to the height of 4000 feet, but the general height of the 
various ranges does not exceed 1500 feet These hills cover an ex- 
tent of more than 400,000 square miles. The flanks of the different 
chains are mantled with gorgeous forests of timber and fruit trees, 
and the valleys which intervene are embraced by luxurious savaoahs. 
Few spots on the surfroe of the globe can, it is said, be com pa r ed [ 
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with it for vigour and richness of vegetation. Indian corn grows 
almost spontaneously, producing very frequently three crops iu one 
year. The cassava, the mandioca, vams and sweet potatoes, and 
arrow-root are plentiful as weeds. Yet is the land which u the Lord 
hath blessed ” almost desolate and without inhabitants. We trust that 
Sir Robert’s discovery of so “ fair a realm * will give a right direction 
to emigration. 

Many of the peaks of the hill country are formed of masses of pro- 
truded basalt, and they give to the landscape, as our engraving shows, 
an aspect of singular and surprising beauty. These masses of rock 
are mostly columnar ; and as they are frequently found in that form 
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In d if fe r e nt parts of the world, they have excited much popular at- 
tention, and travsllers have been induced to describe rocks as basaltic 
merely because they were columnar, which, however, is a character 
that tali rock poastmas In common with many others of igneous 
origin. We purpose, therefore, in further illustration of our en- 
graving, to say a few words in explanation of the phenomena which 
such rocks present. The basalt occurs in horisontal tabular masses, 
ami la columnar; Ike columns are generally perpendicular. When 
It forms the substance of a perpendicular dyke cutting through other 
rocks, and is columnar, the columns are usually horisontal. Basaltic 
columns are sometimes also curved, and of this mode of occurrence 
there is a heautifol example in the island of Staife. 


When basaltic columns are jointed, and exposed to the destructive 
action of breakers on a coast, they often present the appearance of 
some great ruined work of art. Such deceptive appearances art, 
however, not confined to coasts, for, in soma countries, and especially 
in India, Guyana, and some places In the Oregon territory, nates 
of basalt rise suddenly from the plains, and the broken oolumns, 
shooting upwards, may readily, at a distance, be mistaken for build- 
ings. When viewed from above, the^eads of a, number of basaltic 
columns, if unbroken, appear like a pavement colh posed of numerous 
polygonal pieces of stone fitted into each other. 

The most reasonable theories on the subject assume that the co- 
lumnar structure of basalt is due to the pressure of numerous epheras 


or spheroids on each other during the cooling of the rock, such 
spheres or spheroids being produced in planes or refrigeration or ab- 
sorption. 

Two of the moat beautiful examples of columnar basalt hitherto 
discovered are found in the British Islands, one on the north-east 
coast of Ireland, called the Giant's Causeway, and the other among 
the Hebrides. The largest columns xht observed are found at Fair- 
head at the former place, where, according to the accurate measure- 
menie come to hr fnr n Hrf V* ^oupmetrical survey of Ireland, 
they are™ feet InfeighTtS^ I hHt the enorSdha^riaflh occa- 
sionally measuring five feet.

IWWUL ANNUAL STEEPLE CHASE. 

This event esasafbff on Tuesday, March 24., and proved a very 
Brilliant affeir. The ground chosen for the occasion was a circuit, 
peasing pertly over Gilthwalterirg, the property of Mr. Fisher, of 
the Commercial Hotel, and the Lady Ford Farm, occupied by Mr. 
T. Ell wood, part of the race traversing the old race-ground. The 
day turned out as favourable as could be wished, although the morn. 
m gave little promise of it, and portended, more than once, a drench 
|Dg day. About one o'clock the clouds cleared offi and the rest of 
|ke aft ernoo n was remarkably bright and sunny, enhancing very much 
of mi toimenae concotuae or spectators. Such was 


the attraction of the tffiur that the town seemed deserted ; and when 
the throng of persons moving to the scene of action diverged from 
the Shap road, and entered the narrow lane at the beck of Mint 
House, leading immediately to the course, the avenue was almost 
choked up with passengers of all ages and classes. Near the starting 
point was a large temporary erection, divided into booths, which, 
however, proved quite inadequate for the accommodation of thirsty 
souls in que>t of refreshment. A hand played at intervals during the 
sports, and tended very much to enliven the scene. 

The start was from a flag opposite the booths, and the first fonct 
to be charged was about a hundred yards distant, into a grass field, 
descending to a brook and fence on the opposite ride into a meadow 


turning to the right, where a thorn hedge slanting across a steep hill 
a strong fence, awaited the leapers. The course was then over a field 
of rising ground, across a road descending to the river Sprint, and 
getting into the meadow by a drop leap. Skirting the river for about 
200 yards, the jocks came to the old water-course, where they had to 
jump a bank and fence, and land into the old race-ground, where two 
sets of hurdles presented themselves, about five feet high. Thence 
the course ran across a ploughed field t% another hurdle, and from 
this along the Kent side to a rather formidable feuce into a wheat- 
field, which led to perhaps the most difficult leap on the line — a 
wide brook — dropping oq the off side, and sweeping to the right 
down the holm to a wrier fenced in front with thorns. Turning

towardf the left for the winnln* field, the horsemen had to leap a stiff hurdle, 
with water on the opposite side, end, about twenty yards further on, tne last 
frnce ga*e entry Into the winning field, a flhe holm, about 600 yards in length, 
where the distancing flag was hoisted, about 250 yards from the winning flag. 
Almost the entire length of the race line might be seen by the spectators, and 
from the round eminence called Mu»t Hill, especially, the spectators could, by 
traversing a few yards, see every leap but one.

Plate, for threc-year-okls, given hy Sir Gilbert ILathcote, and a stake or two in heats, 
for the especial amusement of those to whom quantity Is everything. Matters, however, 
are ao lonrer to proceed at the old ” Jog-trot” pace— the Grand Stand, and with it the 
active management of the races, has passed into the hands of Mr. Henry Dorling, and

•tewvnUhip with Sir Gilbert lleathcote. and with the best wishes of every man who 
would maintain the turf on a sound and respectable footing. He has. In the short time 
elat ed since he *‘ signed) sealed, and delivered.” accomplished sufficient in the shape 
of improvement, to convince the world that Epsom Is no longer to be dependent solely on 
its Derby and Oaks.

stead. It is to be borne in mind, also, that seventy years had elapsed between 
the Norman conouest and the building of St. Cross, and that these years had 
been years of religious building in many parts of the country, during which 
princes, nobles, and prelates seemed to have vied with each other as to who 
should produce the finest specimens of the building art. In St. Cross, De 
Blois seems to have collected all the methods of ornament which were then 
known. In the mouldings we find the cheveron, the hatchet, the billet, the 
pellet, the fret, the indented, the clauded, the waved, and every other style of 
this kind of ornament which can be regarded as truly Norman. The most 
elaborate workmanship appears to have been bestowed on the beautiful circular 
arches of the interior.

PEACE. — THE MAHARAJAH OF LAHORE. 

Tkx visit of the Mtharajah to the Durbar tent of our Governor- 
General in India may be regarded u the crowning incident which 
ratified the re-eatablichment of peace in that mighty Eastern 
Empire, which the wisdom of our chiefr and the indomitable valour 
of our soldiers has secured to us for ever — a dominion of enter- 
prise and glory associated with the brightest annals of our achieve- 
ments — the most imperishable memories of the British name. 
But while the great foot of peace restored is proclaimed by the 
presence of the young Maharajah in the English camp — by his 
complete tender of submission before the gallant commander of 
Our troops — to that glorious old representative of our beloved 
Sovereign, whojs now one of the stars of her stately peerage— 


tion with the immense magnitude of the results which his pre- 
sence and submission were necessary to consummate, we find 
a subject of extreme grandeur and beauty — in i tW/ poetical 
of contemplation — in its future pregnant with the fairest con- 
sequences and most Christian hopes. We regard it thus. In 
burning orient climes the mind fertilises itself — with the pre- 
cocity of growth which marks the vegetation, the flowers, and 
the fruits. In the first blush of youth it gives forth a mine of 
intelligence and apprehension — a harvest of perception and 
jhought 1 Above all, the force of .outward impression is strong 
upon it ; and some forcible adventure of a childhood will hold its 
seal and impress through the memory of a life. That young 
Maharajah partakes of the quick and fiery character of hit age 
and dim e 2 and just at that period of his life when the spirit is 


invincibility, by his worship, his warriors, and all those knots and 
bands of fools and traitors who were organising around him that 
tremendous treachery of aggression upon British empire which 
has met with suoh an awfal punishment and retribution from 
British might At once hie creed in the national invincibility of 
his fiery soldiers is unlearned ! His trust in those who nut- 
instructed him is gone. His vaunted army is broken, blasted, and 
destroyed ! His greatest friend, roused into his greatest enemy, 
has struck it to the dust. The “ happy day” of his astrologers Imp 
become a living lie, which shakes him in the Heathen faith that 
has not yet fastened all its superstition upon his souL He is in 
the camp of his victor— only not a captive ohaiaed to the car #f 
oooquest, because his conqueror warred without ambition, and 
makes peace without desire of increased power.

the anger, and gloriflec the generosity of Great Britain, it affords 
other features of personal interest and politieal consequence. 

The Indian Prince who, for the moment, bends his half-grasped 
and unstrengthened sceptre in lowly submission before the 
achievers of British victory, is yet a boy, if not a mere child — at 
least, to uee the words of the Governor-General’s despatch, “ of 
too tender an age to take part in soch matters ” as the negotiation 
of the important and peace-crowning treaty by which his future 
empire was to bo bound. 

{few in it the fhet of the Maharajah’s youthfulncss, in conneo- 


most excited by any wondrous event — when any dread lesson of 
disaster, or any magnificent display of benevolence and gene- 
rosity are placed before it, and wind it to a pitch of high and 
natural enthusiasm, he has been brought from the capital of his 
kingdom into a victor’s camp ; and the childish ratifier of a 
peace that is to consolidate his fatufe happiness and power, he | 
receives an impression to haunt him through his after life, and to 
suggest to him lessons of humility and wisdom when future in- 
trigue or treachery among his kindred or subjects may tempt 
him to sully the greatness which England has spared him in 
victory, and will confirm to him in peace ! 

Born in a country of soldiers, and most likely endued with 
hereditary bravery, he has been educated to the belief in Sikh 


unsought glory, he repudiates the satiation of gain.' The young 
Maharajah then tenders a submission to our Queen, and from her 
princely general receives a country in return. It is to be hoped 
that he is yet untainted by the debaucheries of the Reiee’e 
court— that the vice, extravagance, and intemperance — the In- 
fidelity and dissipation — that have predominated in his mother’s 
court have not wiped from the boy’s heart hie father’s memory I 
If not, a fond and proud thought must have started to his brain — . 
brightened his heart and dimmed his eye, when, “ after some re- 
marks regarding the fame and character of the late Maharajah 
Runjeet Singh/’ he “ hoped the young prince would follow the 
footsteps of his father,” and that such relations might exist be- 
tween the British powbrSiUd4iie youthfal sovereign as should 
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justify the Governor-General M from that moment in treating the j 
young Maharajah as a prince restored to the friendship of the 
British Government. ” Then on taking leave he was presented 
with the usual gifts of ceremony, and, on retiring from the tent, 
he was hououred with a salute from the cannon, which, a while 
before, had driven destruction upon his troops. 

It does strongly occur to us that this young prince, no* a guest 
and visitor to our army, and proceeding with his victors to con- 
solidate their friendship in Lahore, will Revet lose the impres- 
sion which this momentous episode of his youthful existence will 
fix upon his apprehensive mind. When called to the reins of 
government he will ndt be lured away from the lesson imprinted 
on his heart, ite will follow the footsteps of his father. He 
Cannot Forget the treacherous spirit of his chiefs, durbars, and 
Aririy — nor the power which trod them to the dust ; he will feel 
that the subordination of his own rajahs is only to be maintained 
by knowledge of the British power and fear Of the British name ; 
and he must retain an overpowering sense of that generosity 
which gave him liberty instead of captivity, and held out the 
power as well as the inducement to keep firm the grasp of friend- 
ship which he made under the memory and auspices of his father’s 
nume. He will be impressed too with the virtuous discipline of 
Our troops — the absence of robbery, plunder, and outrage — the 
respect fdr the purest usages of civilisation — and the presence of 
A powerful and victorious army in his country’s capital cities, not 
Jpilfr.ging but protecting and filling the astonished citizens with 
Security rather than anxiety — gratitude instead of fear. 

Thus, so far as the presence of the Maharajah is connected 
with the results of our victories in India and the achievement of 
Its peace, we may look for long after consequences of undis- 
turbed alliance, tranqaillity, and civilisation. The reigning 
sovereiga will not forget the youthful prince; and it is not un- 
reasonable, but most hopeful, to suppose that the short and ter- 
rible war which has terminated, only points to the beginning of a 
beautiful and lasting peace — a peace commencing with submis- 
sion, continuing in friendship, and never ending in the lifetime or 
Among the descendants of the young Maharajah of Lahore.

Railway Legislation.— T he liarl of Dalhocsie then proceeded lo present a 
repart from the Railway Office of the B *ard of Trade, for the >**ars 1844 and 
184.% ; and toik that opportunity of bringing under the notice of their Lordships J 
the determination at which the Government had arrived with resp-ct to railway 
legislation, considering it most dedratile that that d-termination should be pro- 
mulgated with the least possible delay. The Nob'e Karl then proceeded lo detail 
the course winch had b**en pur*' ed by Parliament on the subject of railway 
legislation during the prese; t session — referred to the number of Bills which 
had been introduced — to the niuner* us petitions and mcmmials wh'di had been 
presented to the Legislature and to the Board of Trade, complaining of the great 
evils which were resulting to all branches of trade, as well ms to the promoters 
of railway measures, fr*.m th** state of things which wav now foun i to prevail, 
all agreeing in the proportion that flic price of every description of materials 
required In the construction of railways, as well as of all other projects Involving 
a demand for the s<me description of articles, would lie greatly enhanced, while 
the value of labour would be increased, but Which advance » ent iu the price of 
wages, it wav feared, would no*, be likely to tend to the peimaneiit impruv. inent 
of the condition of the latnu r er. Tr e Noble Karl, after exposing the system of 
operating upon the rnarke: even Ur flyinz pige.ms from the very doors of the 
Hou*e, convey ing intelligence as to proceedings tef re railway committees, said 
it wa* the h.teiitioii of the Government, as t;iMy as po sible alter K.*»ter, to In- 
troduce a Bill, the object of which would he to enable any ol the railway com- 
panies now before Parliament to w.nd uo their affairs, with the view of putting 
an end to the undertaking for which the «unds w ere originally subscri ed. It 
was p.*> po«»-d, by machinery to be provided, that means should be given to the 
actual holders of railway stock to call a meeting of the pro. rl* tors f**r the pur- 
pose of determining wheth r or not the affairs of the compauy should be wound 
up. If such h determination should be come to by a majority of the number of 
shares, then that an official assignee or trustees st.ou'd be appointed for the ad. 
ministration of the funds, dud, after satisfying the demand of every creditor, 
divide the surplus rateably among thos- entitled to share it ; but . should there be 
a delict instead of a surplus, that ci cumstance should not operate as an ex- 
emption to the parti*-* liable from the payment of any exp*- uses that had been 
previou ly incurred. It was intended, in the first instance, lo propose the 
adoption of resolutions by both Hon e* of Pailiament, to the effect that, if a 
petition was pre»eui'*d sig ed by a mnjoritv of shareholders on any given i ail way 
pr-.ject, prating cither House to suspend the i rogress of their Bid until the 
Government mea»ur* was pa*scd, the progress of such measure should be stayed 

accordingly Lord Mgmeagle rejoiced at the course taken bj her Majesty’s

THE AMERICANS PAINTED BY THEMSELVES. 

Travellers may descrilic and social economists write books on foreign na'ion* ; 
but th-re is nothing which more accurately pfeture* 'heir manners t' an the daily 
rec rd* of current events and of passing opinion. Whoever wishes to steer be- 
tween the confl eting opinions of writers l i the United States sno dd read the 
American newspapers. 

I .et us take a few extract* from the journals which arrived bjr the last American 
mail*. 

I’t.e opinion which is supposed to be entertained of the United State* on this 
side of the Atlantic is thus expressed in a letter to the” New York Herald," 
from its Philadelphia correspondent. “ I should not be at all surprised, if the 
European governments regarded us at thi* moment, as without the pa e of the 
great community ot n*.ion>, and as a fair subject for conquest and cHonfeati n, 
precisely as any other savage people. TUnt they dc. m us am uuvnf part'd 
nuisance, no otic can dt’ny ; and it behove* us, the relore, to be pm art*«| fur a 
crusade against o-ir exis'.ence as a nation.. Theimporfni.ee of national event* 
has completely swall >wed up <*tbers of a local or state charade-.” This estimate 
of public opinion in Europe lovva ds Ame*ica i* modest but untrue. Despite a 
few such circumstances as are na> riteu below (from the “ New York Herald ’), 
Brother Jonathan was never in higher esteem, or better appreciate ', t* an lie is 
at present. He must, however, be ibrgiv-n for supposing we think there is s ur.e- 
thing savage in him, when he allows of such scenes as this : —

made by the mutual friends of bo h parties, each i auy o be armed with weapons 
ad libitum, excluding shot, guns, rifles, and muskets. Mr. Kits hie appeared first 
on the gronnd, armed with two duel ng pfetol* and one bix barrel revolver, atal a 
short Roman sword, used bv our artillery company, and of which lie i* licut nant. 
Mr. Fleas mts appeared immediatelv thereafter, armed in l»ke manner, with a 
sword cane In place of the s**ord. Ph* -sants immediat- ly advanced upon Rjtchfe, 
and fired his two pistols without effect, Kitchte returning the fire in the roost 
expeditious manner, and wi;h unerring and fearful effect, lodging ©very ball ex- 
cept one, in his hand, groin, breast, scrotum, ami arm.

b* n c! of the Spanish brigands, called 'tTnbotlcayres, chiefly, If n f t en- 
cireiy, cntnpo-ed of men who served In th#* (irmf of Don Carlos, and took reiu-e 
in r ranee on the fimil discomfiture of that Prince, were brought, on the 19th 
Ultimo, before the Court of Ass-ic for the Pyrenees Orient. lies, upon an iudict- 
ir.ent, °f '•yv.ch we shall give an epitome. The number included in it is 22, of 
a*hon 1 / (in nut dy) were arraigned at the bar; the five others, including a 
woman nrun^d Catherine Gated, or Laeoste, having evaded capture. The pr- se- 
Viition was conducted by M. Henard, procurcur-general of the Cour Royale of 
.Ion pidiier, assisted by M. Aragon, the procureur du roi. The prisoners were 
He fended by four counsel. The indictment stated tlrat on February 27. 1815, at 
ten o clerk in the evening, the diligence going from Girona to Barcelona was 
Voppcd at a place called Lo Sura de la P«lla, near the village of La To r dere.

FEMALES IN COAL MINES. 

On Monday last, two ca os under Lord Ashley’s Act were tried in Airdrie be- 
fore the Justice of Peace Court, in which a coal master and a coal contractor 
were severally convicted and lined for allowing female* to work in their pits In 
contravention of the statute. The sitting justices were Mess*s. Kid, Rankin, and 
Davidson. After trial, Mr. George Cowle, ironstone contractor, Airnrie, was 
convict* d of having allowed two young females — viz. Isabella Drysdale, aged 
about 20. and Elizabeth Gillespie, aged lo, to work In one of his pits at Cairn- 
hnl duri;-g the mouths of l ebruary last ami March current. They wore pit 
clothes and lamps, and went do*n and up the pit quite openly along with the 
other workmen. The elder girl, as she expressed it, being employed in hoicking 
at the *■»’, and the younger assisting her father, a miner in same pit. The 
penalties w ere modified to hi. for each female. 

Mr. John Watt, coal master, Airdrie, was also convicted of hvving allowed a 
married woman, Mrs. Elizabeth Weir or Grant, to work in No. 1 pit. Rawvards, 
during the month of February. She wrought at a pump, which behoved’to be 
kept working day and night, during part of the period taking shift about with 
her husband, and part of the period with awo her labourer. She left the pit in 
the month of February, and, as came out iu evidence, was delivered or a child 
wirhtu a few day s afterwards. The penalty In this case, also, was modified to hi.

• THE MONEY-POWER* 

\Mth the sentiments contained in the subjoined article from the" Glastfow 
Courier,” thousands of our readers will ug. ce : — 

“ The Greek language, as every one knows, U singulnrly expressive, and 
abounds in compound phrases, which convey with pe fect accuracy the meaniug 
sought to be communicated by them. One of these is the word timocracy , em- 
ployed by Aribtotle to designate a soe'ety governed by wealth, or the ruling prin- 
ciple of which is the acquisition of wealth. Niebuhr naturalised the word in the 
European vocabulary, and, w th such an authority to support us, we need not 
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fear tho charge of pedantry should we employ it. 

’* Britain, then, In our judgment, has become a timocracy. It was once a mo- 
narchy, and writer* have been found who called it, for the sake of rhetorical 
effect, an oligarchy ; but it was a monarchy, and is now a timocracy. This may 
be uo reproach, inasmuch as the one may be much better than the other. We 
say not so, but simply indicate a fact, when we say that Britain lias become a ti- 
mocracy. a country where wealth is everything, where the want of it is severely 
t h ugh indirectly punished, and w here the whole philosophy of life is reduced to 
the best and surest means of collecting riches. This is our position, and to prove 
it it is only necessary to look at wimt u passing around us at this moment: one 
illustration, however, must suffice. 

” Suppose a distinguished statesman or orator to rise In the House of Com- 
mons, and to address his audience on the state and prospects of the nation, what 
would probably be his theme ? The elevation of the moral tone of the people — 
the extension of the domestic principle — the expansion of the feeling of loyalty 
or the consolidation of any one great pre-existing bond of human society ? No! 
none of these things, but the increase of wealth — the national wealth, of course 
because no man will confess to personal infirmity on this subject, but will very 
naturally trust to the share of the gxd things of this world which will fall to Ids 
lot. His benevolence must be universal in Its object, or it will fail in iu effect 
and certainly no more acceptable argument than that which he employs could be 
conceived. He will therelort* direct all his efforts to the one great point of per- 
suading bis hearers that uhat he propose* will make them richer, and if he suc- 
ceed in this he will have achieved a trial which neither the moralist, nor the 
div.ne, nor the critic, can shake, let them make what exertions they may to do 
so. The Gat-sman or orator In question is impregnable. He has made a lodg- 
ment in the fortresses even of his opponents which makes him their master aud 
henceforward his course is a clear one. 

Now, we are far from undervaluing the advantages of wealth, and we are 
anythmgjbut insensible to the rvils and hardships of poverty ; but if the mere 
acquisition of money be* not the chief good, as it undoubtedly is not, so neither is 
poverty a jus*, subject of reproach. Both are extremes, and, like all extremes 
tahe av.iided ; but we do not avoid them, for these very extremes do charac- 
terise our society in the age in which we live, and inyst injuriously divide It. In 
th- nature of things wealth must be in the bands Of the few. It cannot b* dis- 
persed over mill ons of men ; and, whether it be the reward of superior industry 
and ability, or the result of good fortune, its possessors must still be a small 
utimber, as compared with the great bulk of mankind, who must ever remain 
strangers to its cares aud its luxuries. What, then, is it which makes life en- 
durable to the m us of men who arc shut out from this never-failing source of 
enjoyment ? The possession of a c mtented spirit and well- regulated affections 
— the conviction that there are within the reach of the humblest man sources of 
happiness which wealth cannot give and cannot takeaway — a devout but modest 
reliance on that over- ruling Power w hich direc'i and controls all things — and 
the healthful lessons of experience, which teach them that personal felicity is less 
dependent on external circumstance* than L genera l y supposed, and that the 
faithful performance of the reciprocal duties of 4*0 vvi£ ftot ho Unattended wkh 
their reward cither here or hereafter. Thl*, however, U not the la.>#uago ot the 
present rare of statesmen, who. so far as we can see, never rise higher than the 
level or material prospc iry. The usefulness of an c* abluheJ church for in- 
stance, is measured by its expense — the iheap*r the better, of course — a tariff 
is estimated by its economical value, and twopence on the pound of butter, bread 
or beef, i* set ofr triumphantly against interest of the loftiest character • as edu- 
cation ts valued for the power uhi«l» it confers of prosecuting successful!?

Such reflections we must leave to others ; for the present 
wc can only say, that, looking at the condition of all classes In this island and 
comparing it with what it was thirty years back, we can have no hesitation in de- 
rlanng that wc have made more sacrifices for the \ osscssion of this phantom than 
tenfold its value would justify.

THE REVENUE. 

The official returns of the national revenue for the year and quarter do not pre- 
sent matter for Congratulation ; although, when the causes which have operated 
to produce the co nparative deficit are Investigated, there is nothing to warrant 
great discouragement. 

On the total ordinary Revenue (Here is a decrease on the quarter, rf a million ; 
for the year, of two millions aria a half, on the tons’ income, 1,100,090 for the 
quarter, Hod 2,327,000 fiif the yeAr. Of the last-mentioned sum about 300,09*9 is 
merely incidental, which beiug deducted, b**e« »ri"actUal decrease of a lltti# 
more than two midions. 

The departments in which the deficiency chiefly appears tUfe (Precisely those bf 
which the revenue was likely to be affected by Sir R. Peel’s changcls In the sc.tic 
of commercial imposts. The Customs show a decrease in the quarter d r tiqdr 
half a million ; and on the year, of nearly two millions and a half. The Exci*3 
shows a similar deficiency of about 300,000/. on the year* and about 340,000/. on 
the quarter. 

The hew tariff has, doubtless, operated to the deficiency In the Customs. A 
large Quantity or articles included in the list, on which the duties are cither pro- 
posed £o be wholly abolished or are materially reduced, would have been taken 
out of bond at the Old duties, but for the anticipated change:*, and the co se- 
quent postponement Of their liberation be the dealers, until the bUl shall have 
become law. The Excise deficiency is partly accounted for by the abolition ot 
the duties on glass and auctions. 

Against the drcre.ue In Customs and Excise, there Is a set-off of near 400 000/ 
Increase in the Stamps, and about 90,000/. iu the Post Office. If these items of 
increase be indicative of active commercial enterprise, certainly aided by the 
excitement which the ardour for railway speculation kindled up in the country 
in the early period of Ihe financial year, the fact that there is in the item ot 
Stamps a decrease upon the quarter of 56,590/., is an anmistakeabk* indication ot 
the serious interruption which commercial operations have receut v expe- 
rienced. 1 K 

It is gratifying to observe, that amid the fluctuations to which other depirt- 
ments of the national revenue are subjected, the Post Office maintains its course 
of gradual, but certain and gratifying improvement — and indisputable proof of 
the soundness of the principle on which the reduction and uniformity of the 
postage charge was founded. The return for tlie year shows a total of 
76*. (MZ. — an increase of 89.000/. upon the year, aud, what is stiil moie eu- 
couraging, an increase upon the quarter of 37,000/. 

Under the head of " Taxes," there is an increase upon the year of G29I/ and ot 
the income tax a decrease of 19,707/. Upon the quarter there is an increase iu 
the returns of the income tax of 58,171/. 

But while there is a decrease on the national revenue, there is an increase ol 
Income over expenditure, fora c nsiderable portion of which the exchequer U 
incebted to an (we think tlie final) instalment on the Chinese ranson. Too 
income tax is still the back bone, the mainstay, of $ir Robert Peel's financial 
policy. The nation has been paying, in anticipation, the pi ice of t:o*e great ad- 
vantages which were promised, as the inducement for submitting to its impo- 
sition. Hie benefits are still to come. v

THE STRIKE IN THE BUILDING TRADES IN LANCASHIRE. 

Up to the hour at which we write, says the “ Liverpool Standard," we hear o 
nothing to show that this unfortunate strike is drawing to a conclusion. A con- 
siderable number have signed the declaration proposed by the masters. In ono 
large concern, that of Samuel and James Holme, above 50 joiners have signed 
and are now at work. A number of bticklayers hare also signed, and about 100 
labourers — a class the least able to endure deprivation of work, and therefore 
the most cruelly situated, bring totally dependent upon the course tiken by the 
other trades. The masters continue firm, with the exc'ption of one gentleman 
Mr. Haigh, who has addressed the following letter to his brother tradesmen : ’ 

"TO THE MASTER TRADESMEN IN THE BriLDtNO DEPARTMENT. 
Gentlemen,— Upon the assembling of my workmen last evening, pursuant to 
the reso uiions adopted by your b >dy at the late meeting, and sub*eqm-nt!v 
ky myself. I found that there did not exist among them the alleged evil * the re- 
solutions’ were Intended to cure. That among the men in my einpfi*v there warn 
no dissatisfaction, nor auy encouragement or support given to the dis<at .sfied or 
the * turn-outs ’ in their own or any other branch of the building trade, either in 
this town or Birkenhead ; that, moreover, having been solicited to support tho 
joiners of Birkenhead during their strike, th-y had posit i. ely refused to do so 
I further received the strongest assurance, written and otherwise expressed, that 
they had no such intentions us iho<e by which, in the terms of your second re- 
solution, they bad been judged. Th- refore I did not add injustice to error ( I 
mean my own), which the certain consequence of requiring them to subscribe 
the ‘ resolutions would have Involved— namely, that ot tfccowiug the uneffeudimr 
and content out of employment, A

On Tuesday night an overflowing public meeting of the operative trade* was 
held Jn the Commercial Hall, G oucester Street, at which rejolutlons wero 
passed upholding trades unions and their principles, and determining rot to 
accede to the demands of the masters. The masters met on Thursday at tb Q 
Portico, Newington, In great force, about 100 being present, Mr. Tomkuison iu 
the chair. Very firm resolutions were passed on the subject of the declaration 
and the speeches in support of them were of a most determined chura ter. a 
deputation from the Manchester association attended, one of whom, Mr D. Bell 
house, gave some account of the proceedings in Manchester. It was stated that 
numbers of workmen were kept out by fear of th- acts of others. It was deter- 
mined to print the proceedings of the meeting for distrib ition among the work- 
men. On Tuesday a workman named Raeburn was taken before Mr. Kushinn 
on a charge of having violently assaul ed William Davies, a painter, who had 
continued at work, and the charge being made out, he was committed lor trial at 
tho sesMoos, tne magistrates making tome very severe remarks for the informa- 
tion of the turn-outs. It will be seen from a paragraph that another case of 
assault was heard before Mr. Rushton yesterday. 

At Bradford, in Yorkshire, the strike still continues. The men ask-d 4s a 
week in the first instance, but have since made overtures, by advice, to their 
masters, to take 2s. ; a meeting was the consequence, bur the negotiation ended 
unsatisfactorily. On Tuesday last the labourers employed on the Bolton nod 
Blackburn Railway turned out for an advance of 6 d and 9 d. per day ; tfip V vrt 
remain on tho strike. The various trades in the neighbouring towns of \i in 
Chester g-t worse every week. 

Up to Saturday it was estimated that 200 men had signed the derlaratir n 
Manchester, about half of whom were turn-outs. The joiners on strike at Man- 
chester are 785, and the other trades are dependent on them, so that though ti e 
plasterers, painter?, and plurpU|r|^ar^ able to get h nds, Hie adtniiDge is <q j (t .

THE COURT. 

Her Majesty is well, and with the Prince Consort has been 
taking daily recreation and exercise in the pleasure-grounds of 
Buckingham Palace. The young Royal Family have also been 
enjoying the health and attractions of the same beautiful locality ; 
we say beautiful, for latterly an amount of taste has been brought 
to bear towards the perfection of those palatial gardens with which 
the outward aspect of the palace itself is hut too little in harmony. 

Some unimportant variations have taken place in Her Ma- 
jesty’s household, such as the relieving of lords in waiting, ladies 
in waiting, and maids of honour. 

Her Majesty has, of her own accord, directed patents of 
peerage to be conferred upon Sir Henry Hardioge and Sir Hugh 
Gough, upon an impulse of gratitude and generosity every way 
worthy of Her Majesty’s disposition. Those distinguished 
commanders have already been^gazetted, one to a viscounty, the 
other to a barony. 


Her Majesty bos also, with equal piety and propriety, re- 
quested the Archbishop of Canterbury to prepare, gind her clergy 
generally to promulgate, a due form of thanksgiving to Almighty 
God for the providential achievement of those brilliant victories 
in India, which have reflected so much lustre upon the valour of 
her subjects and her own imperial sway. 

Her Majesty, Prince Albert, and the Royal Family nre 
now at Windsor Castle, having left Buckingham Palace in the 
course of Wednesday. The Duchess of Kent, too, has gone to 
Frogmore House, Wfindsor. 

PARLIAMENT AND PEEL. 

We have received a little episode of political intelligence, which 
may amuse, and perhaps instruct, our readers. It has been com- 
municated by two correspondents, both somewhat mysteriously 
confidential, and either opposed to the other in his political predi- 
lections. In a wordf one is a Protectionist and the other a Re- 
pealer ! They move, however, amoDg the best sources of 
information ; and their respective characters form a sufficient 
guarantee that they would not transmit to us information that had 
not its foundation in truth. Should what they shadow forth to us 
be carried by completion into fact, there will be an end for the 
present of a Peel Ministry, and an indefinite postponement of the 
question of Free Trade ! 

Our intelligence amounts to this ; — - It is known that very 
many among the Conservative and Protectionist Members in the 
Lower House of Parliament are averse to a Coercion Bill for 
Ireland ; a still larger number of Wfhig adherents to Peel’s Anti- 
Corn -Law Bill will most decidedly oppose the coercion measure. 
The Irish Repealers are opposed to it to a man — they seek in 
every way to resist it bitterly — they will make any sacrifice to 
throw it out. On the other hand, they are to a man perfectly 
indifferent about the corn question ; those who support free trade 
as a part of their liberalism , doing so only for the semblance of 
consistency with their general politics, while the few exceptions 
to this careless category are staunch Protectionists , and wish to 
vote against Peel ! Among the most powerful of the lattir is Mr. 
Smith O’Brien, the second in command of the Tail ! Now, if 
those Conservatives among the' Protectionists who are averse to 
the Coercion Bill ; and if others who think it of some, but of 
secondary , importance, will join the dissenting W’higs and the 
determined Repealers to throw it out in the Commons, Mr. Smith 
O’Brien will bring himself and five others to vote against Peel on 
the Corn Bill, and the members of the Tail generally will pre- 
serve a beautiful neutrality when the next reading of that Bill is 
put to the vote. This, it is estimated, would make a difference of 
nearly fifty votes on the division, and so reduce the Minis- 
ter’s majority in the Commons, as to afford the Lords a valid end 
sufficient plea for routing the Free-traders and destroying the 
Government of Peel ! It is impossible to calculate with certainty 
on such a consummation ; but that it has been canvassed, atid 
even negotiated , we fully believe ! If so, the Cabinet is on tli« 
horns of a dilemma; and it is just possible that the Prime 
Minister may spoil the sport of the Parliamentary Conspiracy 
that thre^ns him promising Coercion to carry Corn ! 

Nous verrons 1 An alliance between Pi el and the Tail would be 
a further novelty in the thickening history of parliamentary ter- 
giversation. How long will Political Necessity predominate, and 
Principle be driven to the wall ? 

POLITICAL CONFUSION. - 

The country Is in a mess, and there is now considerable doubt 
what minister will be its extricator. The Easter recess has 
arrived, and legislation, which had its wheels already sufficiently 
clogged, is now at a full stop with no particular certainty on the 
part of the driver in what direction he will be able to set it in 
motion again. We are in a mess with currency ; a mess with 
coercion ; and a mess with corn ; we arc in a mess with rail wavs 
and a mess with poor laws. Apropos of currency, Peel will not bfl 
the minister to recant from his own mischief; his mind ls a too 
barren of magnificent qualities for that; and yet the railway 
panic, the railway disorder, $u<J his own shrinking from railway 
responsibilities (Tamworth always expepted), have only too ter* 
ribly proved the insufficiency of his gold standard to cope with 
the necessities of the people in such a crisis as at present virtually 
exists. The only hope he ha3 is, that during the few days of 
Easter half the railway petitioners will abandon their bills; 
though bow penalties are to be remitted, locked up capital re- 
distributed, and commercial security provided for, neither he nor 
all the wisdom of his cabinet can devise. He is equally ancer* 
tain upon his pet questions of policy. He is (wp sppalf advisedly) 
by no roeaqs confident tfyat ttye Lord* have not organised a defeat 
of his Corn Bill ; nor even that parties in the Commons have not 
paved their way. His Coercion Bill, sent down to him in the 
very nick of time to harrass and encumber the progress of his 
free trade scheme, he has been forced to take up, aud will pro- 
bably be forced to abandon ; for at present one m^Rsqre ptlpkp in 
the other’s throat. Corn thwarts coercion, coercion chokes oom, 
and both bills pre brought to confusion’s heart’s content. Which 
will he resume first-*- how will hp expedite both, when the ses- 
sion gets over the dissipation of its Easter holidays and is seri*. 
ously revivified again? How will Sir James Graham get over 
bis Poor Law Removal Bill? Is he prepared to abrogate the 
constitution in that ? Will he susperd habeas corpus , and remove 
poor families, because they are poor, from settlement to settle* 
ment, by force of the police ? What are the doctors to look for- 
ward to? How is the Medical Bill? There are a thousand 
matters domestic that must have legislation. The Cabinet has 
got over its wars. It will not be sustained after Easter by per- 
petual recurrences of rewards, thanks, and praises for brilliant 
victories, and unparalleled wonders of British exploit The people 
at home — the people in England — the people in Ireland must be 
cared for. We may not fritter away the life of Parliament as if 
it were invested with no power, and convened to no end. And 
yet Ministers are webbed and tangled in difficulties, and see nothing 
before them but parliamentary confusion and national disgust* 
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POLITICS AND ART. 

We wish these two subjects were never jobbed and jumbled 
together. That they are so is abominably disgusting. That the 
encouragement of what tends to civilisation iu its highest aspect 
— the building of galleries, palaces, churches, changes, and 
courts of legislation and of law should be perpetually vesting in 
partisanship and never in taste; that the laying out of parks 
should be official — the improvement of cities Whig or Tory — 
are an obstruction and a nuisance in the progress of the public 
mind. Hut the fact exists, and all we can do is to put the re- 
proach upon it until it is remedied. Hosts of its evidences, we 
are sorry to say, rise up together in the teeth of our patience. 
To-dav a building act receives the royal assent, which has not 
only been passed in ignorance, but seems an especial legislation 
against the comforts and conveniences of the people. To morrow 
we find the beautiful new Houses of Parliament are to be turned 
into receptacles of rheumatism by Doctor* Reid. One week Sir 
Frederick Trench is virtuously awfearing at those national 
fountains (save the mark !) which the 44 Times” has appropriately 
designated 44 squirts and slop-basins and the next the Earl of 
Lincoln is caught cutting down the old trees and the Constitution 
in the Park. We build an Exchange without a single emblem of 
riches, and a national gallery with pepper-castors and mustard- 
pots upon its roof. Everywhere political changes and influences 
are destroying the natural advances of an intelligent age, and 
genuine art is kept backward by genuine rascality. Is there no 
means of establishing pure and uueorrupt taste committees ? 

While we are lavishing enormous resources and expenditure 
upon art-production, can we devise no project for making their 
beauty, uniformity, and excellence harmonise with the good taste 
and liberality which is ready and anxious to promote them on all 
hands?

Railway Labourers’ Strike — The greater number of the labourers em- 
ployed on the Lancaster and Uarli.de Railway at and in the neighbourhood of 
Penrith, who lately s:rm k work in consequence of the contractors demanding ltq 
hours' work tier day, exclusive of me.d times, instead of 10 hours’ daily labour, 
have resumed their work, agreeing to the demand of the contractors, without an 
advance of wages. 

The New Street Sweeper. — Some Idea of the efficiency of this machine 
(which is now become a regular promeader of certain districts of the metropolis) 
may be formed, from the fact, th it whilst a man can, on. tee average, sweep not 
more than 1 300 quare yards d lily, the machine, worked by one horse, sweeps 
from 16,000 lo 24,000 square yards per diem.

The highest number In an v year since 1835 supplied to the 
public was In 1842, when 549,128 were so supplied, and to public departments in 
1837 when they were 111,731. 

Increase and Diminution of Salaries (Public Offices). — According to 
a return just issued by order of the House of Commons, it appears that in the 
year 1845 there was an increase in the various public offices or departments of 
2267 persons omployod. Of these. 2035 were engaged in the Post Office depart- 
ment of the United Kingdom, and 102 in the Custom#. In various offices or 
departments, however, in the same year, there was a diminution in the number 
of individuals engaged of 463; of these 396 were in the Excise, and 49 at Chelsea 
Hospital. 

Polling Places (Ireland).— The B 11 just Introduced Into the House of 
Com mo s by Mr. M’Carthy, under the nb >ve tit’c, prop ises to enact, that when 
the names of cl-*rtor*, commencing with the same letter of the alplnb t amount 
to 500 or more, the returning officer is to provide so many polling booths, that 
not more than 500 voter* shall be obliged to poll at one booth. A penalty is to 
be imposed on any returning officer who may not comply with the provisions of 
the Act. 

Importation op Arms.— A ressel called the Navarino, which arrived at 
Chester’s quay, adjacent to the Custom House, on Monday, from Guernsey and 
Jer»ey, had on board, in addi'ion to her general cargo, seventy-two chests of 
arms, consigned and directed to her Majesty’s Board of Ordnance. 

The Constables of the City Police met on Saturday last to present a 
handsome silver snuff-box to Inspectob Martin, as a testimonial of the respect 
they bore him.

THE BATTLE OF SOBRAON. 

The following detail* are extract* d from a private le'ter, wri.ten to his family

Round shot 
now went over us, though many of tin* Europeans I saw fallen and wounded. 

This was a 
trying moment for must of ns ; I gave myself > p as a doomed man. thinking 
that I co rid not escape when so many near mp were wounded or killed ; suc.i a 
shower of bnll ts mid grape whizzed pas; jo 1 , over you, or at your feet, that no 
one c- uld hope to escape. 

” The advance of thedivision was now changed from line to echelon, and in 
tills wav the troop* advanced. I now saw tii.it Dick's division on the left were 
attacking the entrenchments, I pointed it out to all who were near me, and 
asked them to follow liieir example. I rushed forward, followed by a number of 
Europeans, with a shout. The Ghoorknas were seen to h uind over the plain 
_lik- dei-r, and beat us in the running. The Ghourklms fo-m two ha talions, 
’called ihe Sirmoor and the Nursserec bittalrons; they are dressed in dark 
gr-»rn, and arc like our rifle battalions at borne ; they are short, strong, and active 
inen, renowned for their brav-rv, excellent aim. and their cruelty with tire 
knife ; they entered tlie entrenchment before u*, and joint d s'-mc of Dick's En- 
glish regiments. The S.klis f light to tiie last moment, and gate ns pining 
shots as we mounted the parapets. There was then a genuine Engliih shout, 
and tiie colour* of two Hng.uh regiments were planted on the top of the bat- 
teries that had so lately repelled us. The eu.-niy, however, formed hiniielf in 
strong close battalion*, anl endeavoured to make good their retreat to ill- bruLe 
nnd ford. Toe 3rd Draz <om charged up the parapets into tlie entrenchment*, 
and over the same, completely to the left. The enemy now- rush»d to the ford, 
as the bridge was partly broken and on fire, arid the rest choked with the mass 
of human beings, horses, and carriages ; and *nmo boats were got loose, and 
brought to the bank, to c.vry ovei p .nies, hut these got so full th it it was wcr*e 
than b-fore. Sir H. Smith’* division came up the river’s bank on tlie right, and 
ki led thousand* while endeavouring to cross th«i river. I tin told tlie river be- 
came one muss of fiuaiing bodies. We lost many officers and men by the r la*t 
shots, especi.liv w lien they opened some gnu from the opposite side. Among 
the former, General Dick, who was wounded, and died '*f h.> wound* on the 11th, 
to tlie great grief of the a- my. We now po*se>*ed their entren hiren’s, taking 
all their guns, about seventy io numb-r. Th - numerous Sikh t odies we e 
heaped at the parapet* and round their guns, showing how our shot and shell 
must have told, to ay nothing of the English bavonet*. They wer^, indeed, 
brave enemies, and their retr at from their entrenchments to the river bank was 
as steady as anything I have ever read of 111 history. Tii-*e inu*t have been their i 
Aeen, or regulars. Sir H. Smitr.'s division complet d their rout by attacking 
this I . i>t body in force, killing hu d reds in the river; but no tr- ops cross’d to 
the Sikh side. Th - bittle, the mo»t severely contested of any one in this cam • 
paign, wa* over, and our victory complete, though hid the division of cw-ilry 
been on tlie other side, not a m n would have escaped. Had such be:*n the CAse, 
the battle wo .Id have surpassed the passage of the Doum Gilbert’* division 
ti ts sutlcred mo-t, but the iruu amoum 01 killed and wounded S do not yet know. 
Bv th- ca-e of Ihovidenee, 1 am happy to have it in in y p wer to say that I am 
untouched. I gave my»eif up fora wound, if nut a worse fate. It was a storm 
of iron hail ; i.-de-d It is a perfect miracle I escaped.

Immediately 
af.or the battle the governor g iii rnl ordered Major Abbott to return to Eeroze- 
poor, to complete the bridge, as the army was to cross on the 12th. The two 
companies of tlie sappers who had marched tn head quarters the day befo*e, w erp 
o dered to return tha'. same afternoon after tho battle j the poor fellows t ’at had 
been workii g at the batteries a l the morning were to start at nuie that evening. 
The fn st portio 1 of them arrived at Khoonda Ghat at eight the next morning, 
not more than. forty men, a* I hear, having bpen able to keep up from fatinu.*. 
The bridge ha* ing been completed at ten tlie following morning, tr.e Artillery 
went across — the t rst of the gaila <t punj.mb armv. 

“ The 12th and 13. h. the army still crossing with baggage ; we mads another 
bridge Alongside ol ihn first. Nearly all the army hai e cr ssed, hue the sappt-rs 
rein tin to mi.kc a bridge of boat*, I believe, at a new place at Atnre”, same eight 
or ten miles up, to be the standing bridge for the use of this splendid army. 
Sonic tfti s de pant are talked of to protect them. The troops have inarched over 
to Kus-oor, some ten in le*. and the sa^ tiie fort is rv c ated, and now in o <r 

E ossession, aud that tho war will be over beiore the end of tho niun-.h. Good 
ye.” 

THE WAR IN INDIA— CAMBRIDGE MEN. 

In thel<>ih Lancers, a regiment which distinguished itself in the most rIoHous 
manner at tlie battle of Alnval, there were ten Cambridge men. It wiil Iu* seen 
from the following letter received by the mother of one ol the men, that ” ?ll the 
lucky Cambridge men,” as he calls' them, survived the carnage of that terrific 
fight: — 

Camp Aliwal, 1st Di Lion of the Army of the Sutlej, 

Feb. 2. 1S4<}. 

My dearest mother, — With feelings of She greatest pleasure I once more ad- 
dressiou, hoping it will find you in g* nd health, in which state, thank God, I 
still nmain. Since 1 wrote lo rou last I have a dea! to tell yon about. We h ft 
th ? main army on the 10;h of January, and nvirehed twent* -ti^e 1 r. 1 l s ; on the 
20tii tvventv -time miles ; and on the 2l*t we had to fight our way through the 
enemy. We marched at m;dniglr on the 20th, and, after marching until niue 
o'clock, we found tli* enemy ready to receive us. Tuey commenced firing on us, 
and our regiment had to cover tiie retreat of our sm.rli army, winch w did *ith 
a trifling loss ; hut the po r infantry were ; o knocked up th "it it was Impoxsible 
to give them battle, bo we made a retreat on l.oodiuna, where part of our troops 
»ere besieged, and relieved them. Tire enemy di 1 1 ot fallow us up, but sat stied 
themselves i.y cutting off our baggage, aud muttering our poor sick comrades. 

I, a* well 85 the riuL, lost everyihmg, but I chi mU hear one o'" our men rmnpl.iin. 
Auer receiving some reinforcement', which made our army between 10, KO and 
1 1 ,000 strong, the ene.ny took up 1 heir p sition on the plains o: Aliw.d, and en- 
trenched themselves ; their numbers were, on the morning of tlie 27th, 2'), 000 
men and 5!i piece* ot cannon ; on the nLht of the 27th they received 4bbu men 
and 12 pieces of cannon. On tlie 28. h, about *ix in tlie morning, we udvam ed 
on them, and one of the most decisive arid brilliant victories was the result. 
About nine we came in sight of them, and formed our l nje in most beautiful order, 
advanced to the aitack. their long guns firing 0:1 us -t the time. A* we advanced 
the firing increased, hut British troops wire not to be d«terrcd , on we w«nt, as 
steadily a* if at drill, but ma-iy a fine fellow was d omed not to meet the Le. the 
enemy's guns made such havoc nmoug*t our men. The cannonade on ba'h 
sides was terrific.

C. inu eneing at t‘. e Lo U J.,n Bridge s ati-.n 
rnnn ng in a jiaratlel line wiih the river f r a considcrabl * distance, it ha* a 
station at Bern on.isey, reaches Drptfuid at the High Sticet. and thm by a 
gentle curve pursues its way to Greenwich. The term nus is a commodious 
liu lding. suited to the wants of the company an t the pasgengen. The aicheg 
over which the trains pass are a thousand in luun er, h t*enry-two feet high 
eighteen span, and twenty-five fmin s-de to side. This peculiar construction* 
differing Irorn other lines except In similar circ.in sf.mce*, v :*s considered neces* 
sary in consequence of tl e number of roads it traversed, which won d otherwise 
have Imp del the traffic. An embankment of earth, with arches where th© 
street* occurred, would have answered riie same purpose; but the expense re- 
cesrarily incurred ;n the brh gmg the mrt-ri»l from a distance, and the inci eased 
amount of land requir'd, would have demanded a I rger < xpendiiure. I ho 
block* for carrying tne iron rails were for.nariy of stone, but these have been re- 
placed by wooden sleepers.

Leaving the marine prospect, and turning to the left of the line, the eye dwells 
with interest on the pretty suburban heights of Blackheath, the Hills, 
the domes of Greenwich Hospital, and the Observatory on the Park hill — with 
the time hall at the top. by the descent of which at one o’clock every day chro- 
nometers are set for distant voyages. , . . . . . . 

A glance to the right presents to the mind one of the singular districts which 
are found here and tnere in the vast capital of England. It is allotted to employ- 
ments of great use to the community, but which are very rarely mentioued. i et 
Bermondsey Is worth a notice here, from those who wish to make themselves 
acquainted with the manufactures of our country. Large and oddly ventilated 
buildings, belonging to the tanners and parchment makers, crowd upon the sight ; 
and the air is redolent of tan. The view is an interesting one ; for what gentle- 
man who mounts* his horse or drives his brougham— what lady, whose marriage 
settlement is referred to, years after the happy dav that made two one — em 
gives to the skin-dresser a single thought ? Yet neither could do without leather 
or parchment. There, too, are walks lor making ropes, and large areas, in which 
low beds and open boxes prearranged. In peffflfl lor Oteinaaafaoseruof 

glue and siie. Even thn humble ait of cinder -riftHig Is practised here ; while 
lofty chimneys sending forth auffclte, aod towering buildings with their cranes, . 

The whole site Is 8 reat jF I 
diversified, and pleasingly Improved by various plots of garden-ground, with the 

produce of which the neighbouring markets are largely supplied. 

Beyond Bermondsey, to the right, is seen the timber- work viaduct of the 
Bricklayers' Arms branch of the South-Eastern Railway. This uoble structure, 
the wort of Messrs. Grlssel and Pelo, is a wonder of iU kind. With great light- 
ness of appearance, and marvellous economy of materials, It possesses prodigious 
strength, at a tithe of the cost of an embankment or a brickwork arcade. The 
whole of Its timbers have been subjected to Payne’s anti-dry-rot process, by which 
It ia not only protected from vegetable decomposition, but from contingencies of 
lire, to which it might be subjected from the falling on it of iguited coals from 
the engines as thev traverse its surface. 

In the distance, from west to south, delightful clusters of villages appear, in 
vltlng '* fair folks** to many a delightful ramble. Camberwell, with its uoble 
Gothic church spire ; Nunhead Hill, with its cemetery and mortuary chapel 
Forest Hill, crowned with beautiful villas ; Bromley, deriving its name most 
probably from the broom growing so pleasantly arouud ; Ellhuro, and its old 
ro/.;l palace, forui conspicuous groups In the prospect. 

GREENWICH. 

The town tru called Grecewic by the Saxons. * It has no ^particular trade or 


balms of gllead, and bAlsarn. The space enclosed by the quadrangle was a per- 
fect wilderness of shrubs and flowering plants, and in the centre stood a seat on 
which twenty old gossip could be accommodated. The chapel was picturesque 
and Us bell was musical ; the site was retired, being an enclosed square, entered 
by a gate ; and in all the arrangements it seemed as if the founders of the esta- 
blishment had sought to warm the cold bequests of charity by surrounding them 
with the beauties of nature. But in the present college the houses are mean, 
meagre, shabby, and confined ; the grounds are defolate, and its retirement de- 
stroyed by throwing open the quadrangle to the roadside. It is possible to live 
in them ; but the life of the onre rustic ajmsman if changed for the dull exist- 
ence of a mere pauper. Lambarde intended otherwise, aod Christianity dictates 
a better course. 

One of the seven ecclesiastical edifices presented to Queen Anne by the in 
habitants of the suburban districts is tbe free church of St. Alphage, a spacious 
boldly-modelled structure, standing in the centre of the towu. The spire is much 
and deservedly admired as an elegant and effective piece of modem church arch l 
tccture ; its central division is built after a modified copy of the celebrated cir 
cular temple at Tivoli. 

The new church of St. Mary, adjoining the park, is a very neat and com 
modious building, built ia the Italian style, with jit Ionic portico of considerable 
b#*uty> f ” 

The union poor house, situated In the Woolrileh Road, Is the roost extensive in 
the kingdom, and remarkable for the varied beauty of its elevations, which are 
built in an enriched Tudor style. 

The public houses of the town are truly marine: the Spanish Galleon or 
Galloon, the Black Boy, and many others, unite to give it this character.

THE NOBLE HOMES OF ENGLAND. 

II. Wabwigk Castle. 

Tht Joyotos w on of Eartsr hai again filled with happy families the lordly 
home* ot Bnfland; and the metropolis, deprived of sovereign, nobles, judges, 
and legislators, has become the haunt of admiring crowds or country visitors. 
The occasion prompts us to the exhibition of one or our aristocratic palaces, and 
as few of them are more dignified in character or interacting in associations than 
the residence of the Gravities, we select for illustration 

WARWICK CASTLE. 

The present a pproach to the castle Is through an embattled gateway, celled the 


porter’s lodge, on the eastern side of the town of Warwick, and fronting the road 
leading to Leamington. Passing through the porter’s lodge, the visitor enters 
a fine broad winding road, deeply cut through the solid rock ; the ample branches 
of the variegated and thickly-planted coppices forming a canopy above, while the 
moss and ivy creeping in fertile wildness beneath form a picture at once romantic 
and pleasing. Proceeding about 100 yards, a sudden turn in the road brings him 
to the outer court (formerly a vineyard, and where it is said, so far back as the 
time of Henry IV., the rich clusters of grapes came to considerable perfection), 
where the stupendous line of fortifications, with the “ cloud -capp'd towers,” 
breaks suddenly upon the sight, with unique and bold magnificence, seeming 
(firmly joined as it is to its rocky foundation) to bid defiance to the all-subduing 
power of time On a nearer approach the whole front of the outer works becomes 
more dearly defined ; on the right appears the fine polygon tower dedicated to 


Bari Guy, having twelve rides, walls two feat in thickness, a base of thirty feet 
diameter, end rising to tho height of 118 feet. It is machieolatod, and. from Ita 
exactness of design and beauty of execution, is considered a remarkably fine 
specimen of the architectural remains of the fourteenth century. On the left the 
venerable Cssear’s tower, thought to be coeval with the Norman cooquest, arraeta 
the attention : it is of irregular construction, and, although It has braved the 
ravages of time and the depredations of man for upwards of 700 years, still con- 
tinues firm as the rock on which it is founded. This tower rises to the height of 
147 feet from its base, and is also machteotated. It is .connected with Guy’s 
Tower by means of a strong embattled wall, in the centra of which is the pon- 
derous arched gateway, flanked by towers and succeeded by a second arched gate- 
way, with towers and battlements rising for above the first : they were formerly 
dsfepdai by two portcullises, one of which still re main s : Wort the whole is a 
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now disused front, with an arch thrown over It at the gateway, where formerly 

¥«* ihi* drew bridge. 

Passing the double gateway, the stranger enters the inner court, where a scene 
is pre tented to the view which excites feeling* of pleasing, yet s> l^inn, ad- 
miration. The spacious «r-a of the court is clothed by a carpet of rich green 
• ward; but the “ re i.nanti of ancient da«s” arrest the nnagio ffion ; on the left 
at uids the grand Irregular castellated mansion of t ho feu ial Ilarons of Warwick 
— a re* ulence truly fit lor the ‘mighty chi-fa” who have b*en its possessor*. 
Uninjured by time, unaltered in appearance by modern Improvement*, it still 
ret *ln* that hold, Iriey ular, pleasing outline, so peculiar to the ancient gothic 
c.vtcll.iteil >ty lo ; the lclt is also Unvar’s 'I'ower. In the front is the mount 
or ke >p, clothed from its base to its summit with tree* and shrubs ; the top of 
this mount is crowned with towers and battlement*, in the centre of which is a 
gothic gite war c os *d b * an iron grating, the liqht t reakuig tnrongb which 
relieve* the heaviness of t!:c battlemc: t.*, and t roJuc.** a pleasing elf. ct. On the 
rigid *. pear two tinflnid.ed towers, one of which is the Bear Tower, begun by 
Jtlchard lilt and at lie* extreme termination on tin* right Is the lofty and cum- 
tnan ung Guy's Tower ; the whole tange is conjoined bv rarnparn and embattled 
w-nlls of am •xin* thickness ; open flight* of step* and broad walks op the tops of 
th< wal's lead to the various towrer* and turret*, and thus a communication is 
fbrmcd wd li tr.e whole fortress. 'The scene is truly a grand ono. 

The scrtie trom Cff-ar's Tower bjrder* upon the sublime ; the views Are ex- 
ten«ive in every direction, and very fine; while look! g through the openings, 
between the totter and the b ittb merits, do* n which the besiege i formerly threw 
tni<si!es to anno thr besiegers, at a distance of loO feet below, the river pours its 
Stream along « the view it tr mendous. 

Guv'S Tc.ver cunt ius five tiers of guard-romti?, and thirteen rooms. One 
hundred nml thirty-three st-ps are nscead-d in reaching the battlements, but the 
tali . ne {5 Hpijdj r* paid by the ilcli anil varied views obtained from it* summit. 
On tt-v north side lie* the town, of which you have a line bird's eve view. Tar 
Xt w*tc -mg in the distatir e at e seen the spire* of Coventry churches t the Castle 
i*i Kenilworth; Guy's Cliff and Blairalow Hill; Grove 1‘ark, the seat of l.nrd 
J)o iner ; Shuck 1 urgh and the Shropshire Hills ; the Saxon Tower on the 
Broad vay Hill; th ■ fashionable Spa of Leamington, which at> or* almost lying 
at your l*-et, and the wide extended ptrk ; while village chumies, lifting up their 
venerable heads from amidrt embosom! g trees, fill up a grand and interesting 
picture. Looking from the top <d this tower 'he amazing thickness of the walls 
is $e«-n, with tne broad-rTg.eu co implication that runs from tower to tower 
up >n them. In the topmost guard-ro on the visitor is shown the thickness of the 
walls of the tower, which is upwards oft- n feel ; there are al*o several inscrip 
ti -ns In ra>*ed letters in 'his room, with whith the ingenious and curious n ay 
ainutc Ihems -lve*. D-scending from Guy’* Tower, tlie visitor passes through a 
a portcullis, in the t orth wall, and o*cr a bridge thrown across the moat, and 
clothed w l'h ivy. Into the extensi* e and classic pleasure grounds. 

The lutei i »r of the c istle fully realises the expectations raised by the mighty 
exterior. Th-stite room* have recently been restored by Ambrose Painter, 
Ksq., and so pe Teel It in accordance with the general sule of lii- building, that 
In pasi’ng through them we alums: expect to meet the mail-clad knights, the 
lust; barm *, and the “ lady es Lire ” of ancient »tory. 

A fine cnpTtion of picture* and r.n ex emive armoury lends a gorgeous air of 
completeness to the magnificent establishment.

Many attempts have been mule to gemovc this nui nn?; and re- 
proach from among us_; and recent events occurring in Spatfeld*, and other burial- 
grounds of the metropolis. a« described in the public journals, ami In the evidence given 
before the committee of the House of Commons Inure aw'akcucd one general feeling of 
horror and indignation in the public mind, and an anxious desire on tnc part of the le- 
gislature to abolish at one / an 1 for ever burials within the limits of the metropolis and 
other great cities of the empire. 

London and its thickly ponulatc suburbs number now 2.001.030 of soul*, and in no 
very distant period of rime (Mi population must be doubled. Almost all its grave-yards 
are already fulls and the newly-cstabluhed cemeteries rapidly filling ; it is obvious, tnerc-

Flans arc also laid down for esta- 
blishing stations, and houses for the reception of th? corpse previous to iti burial, a bo n 
which oaunot fall being apnre -iatedhy those who, from aversion, f T.r, or nt*c< rdty, are 
desirous ef having the dead immediately removed from their habitation.*; it will also 
meet the visors of the Health of Towns Committee,” and a< iu t i; leridaturc in 
rendering it compulsory with the humbler clastes to remove the ucro*npi*sing corpse 
from rooms necessarily inhabited by the livinx. St-iam an l other boats will Ik* con- 
structed, and appropriately fitted up for the purpose of conveying the corpse, attendants 
and mourners to the cemeteries. 

Cemeteries have become highly popular in this country, and most deservedly 
so i for while they oner a taered asylum for tlie mortal remains of those we admire, 
esteem, and love, they may lie made t > afford to the inhabitants of crowded cities, wheu 
they are judiciously constructed, the means of health, of terinu* contemplation, and in- 
nocent recreation. In the neighbourhood of London they are rendered strikingly attrac- 
tive to the eye, aud, to a certain extent, ore well adapted for the purposes of burial ; but 
still, in the absence of the fud title* now proposed, t-.cy are disposed at such inconve- 
nient distance a* to place the n wholly beyond the pecuniary means of the humbler 
classes, except iu th^lr immediate neighbourhood : they aic also small when compared to 
the requirement* of this and future generations. The grounds of the Great Metropolitan 
Necropolis will he laid out in a beaMrif.il aud appropriate manner, equally attractive to 
the livl »g and suited to th : tad «<dt mnities of the dead, care being taken to preserve the 
solemn character of the place ; thus to the stern character o« the a >dent will he added 
the bcauticsof the ” Fere le Chaise,’’ and of our exi ding English ecmetcrics.

Wkhln the amhnlaSery 
or peristyle, at either end, there was an interior range of 6 columns, of 6* fact 
in diameter, standing before the end of the cells, or Interior chamber of the

measured about 84 feet at the base. It Is net quite certain of what order the 
columns in either chamber consisted ; hut from the circumstance that a capital 
has been discovered in the eastern chamber of a very early Corinthian order, 
and of similar proportions, it has been reasonably conjectured that the lower 
tier belonged to that order. v m* w n 

A noble model of this glorioua odlhm has b^c^ruet^ by Mr. R. C. 
Lucas, the sculptor, and it now adorns the Blgin Gallery of the British Mu- 
seum. In this marvellous production, the whole of the sculptures and decora- 


tioni of the temple are restored, and pointed In their original colours. Hew 
well and hew learnedly thU has been accomplished will by seen on ooosiddra- 
tion of the subjoined specimen of his labours, which repre sen ts the rmtomClen 
of the western pediment of the building.

supposed. In the centre, seated on his throne of gold, placed on a rock, was 
Zeus, in the moat exalted of all his attributes, as the creator of Wisdom, his 
countenance wearing a mingled aspect of majesty and affection. His throne 
waa supported bv the Victory ami Sphinxes, doubtless In the same precious 
material; by his side stood the new-born goddess, with all her attributes. On 
the other side was Juno, in a dignified aspect. By her side was Neptune ; and 
by 'he side of Minerva was Vulcan with bis axe, the type of the hi ah, and 
composing with »he Neptune on the opposite side ; then other Olympian gods 
grouped round the centre, among which, and as an attendant on Vulcan, is placed 
Illthyla, the goddess who presides over births ; near to whom Is Apollo and 
Latona, while on the opposite side, next to Neptune, are placed Hermes, 
Ceres, a d Proserpine. This conjectural composition has received much 
thought and consideration from Col. Leake and Mr. Hamilton ; and as the 
type of every figure introduced in this composition is to be found on the coins 
or in the antique, Mr. Lucas ventures to Impe something of the general effect 
of the great original is here reproduced. He is the more sanguine in this hope,

Lonie Philippe — remarkable in every phase of hi* 
destiny* and under the bonntifiil protection of Providence the 
wearer of a charmed life — command* the warm sympathies and 
fw ipir fo lfSnma of all the nation* around him — churning above 
all from Tfc«gl»"d a fervent and peculiar regard. The champion 
of a peace whieh we hope to see a* enduring a* we know it to be 
beaeieial and sincere ; with the memories of hi* early life fixed 
in tike besom of this country, and blended with beantifhl reool- 
iMtlnn* of friendship and support ; himself a pattern of those 
domestic virtues whieh most flourish on a British soil ; shrined 
to the heart of a fkmily, pore, exalted, good, and brave j a good 
hasband, a great king, and attached with an almost paternal fond- 
ncet to oar own beloved Sovereign ; recently a partaker of our 
VOJtl hospitalities, and even now preparing to make them a splen- 
god munificent return — there is no monarch abroad who wins 
ggek atvsag and sincere attachments from the English people, at 
aaat honoured and respected by their friendship, and holding 
aatkmnlly and personally a lasting place in their esteem. 

Tka malicious cruelty and cold-blooded assa c n ticn which the 
King has Just escaped, were part of A din a id desperation 
of Ant morbid species of insanity ffcic; sc t*i 4M what is 
kaman in its malignity, and to assur a ■ ^niacal feature alike 
impOSiiWn to account for or describe. Nor indeed is it of the 
least avail to enter into metaphysical speculations respecting the 
jMBfcd co nst r u ction of wretches who meditate such crimes as 
jgqgifg iq abortion of soul more fearful than any other deformity, 
•ad move depraved than any other atrocity suggested by brooding 
pa. When we know that so stainless and innocent a being as 
oaf own Victoria has been more than once the object of the assa s- 
sta*| Aonght, and that in the very presence of an adoring people, 
la Ac free and affectionate intercourse with them by which 
shi has become more and more endeared, we can understand that 
a similar curse of crime may enter into other spirits, and that 
other dreadful convulsions of our social nature may in other 
plamc shock the heart of mankind. We only fear that morbid | 
diasasm ara capable of encouragement, and that not to strike 


moral or political cause, the last act which sought Ac life of Louis 
Philippe. It is a huge social enormity, shuddering Ae world 
with its frightful and revolting horror — a dark spirit hunting at 
its sodden summons from helL That it should wear a human 
form, is the only amaze of society ; that it has met with human 
mercy, is perhaps the reason why we behold the frigktfhl visitant 
again! 

The King of the French, when exposed to his last danger of 
assassination, was not in the turmoil of political life — he was 
enjoying Ac pleasures of his parks, in Ae full confidence of holi- 
day recreation from the cares of state, secure In Ae love and 
happiness of Ae rustic people around him, and most happy him- 


more terrible to behold. Thejperpetrator — an old forest-ranger 
of Ae name of Leeompte — is new in the Cmciergerie ; and we 
trust Ae peers by whom he will be tried will not yield too readily 
to Ae m aud l i n charity, which assumes Ae madness and absolves 
Ae guilt ; so that while society is groaning over its monster, its 
constituted protectors are permitting its escape. Let them re- 
member the world demands an example, and it is quite possible to 
create a fearfal one of living terror without resorting to Ae alter- 
native of death. 

Let ns now torn to the grnteftxl task of participating in Ae 
general joy whieh pervades all classes of society upon Ae King’s 
escape.

We doubt even if Mercy 
has not been outraged by its abase ; and but for Aat abuse we do 
not think that crime so stupendous would have Ae strength, 
emnge, and vitality to repeat itself For we must not put upon 
An vioes of Ac revolution — a reign of irreligion— or any visible

Ae destiny of Royalty vrith the holiest affections of Ae heart* 
His venerable Queen, who has passed wiA him through Ae 
changes of a life of virtue and vicissitude, wiA one unvarying 
excellence of conduct and example, as a sovereign, a moAer, and 
a wife, and the young and innocent grandchild, who is the fhture 
hope of France, were wiA him when threatened by Ae dark 
assassin’s blow, and participated in Ae danger that was meant to 
prostrate the King. That he was so surrounded, and that reck- 
lessness of oA$r dear and honoured lives was included in Ae 
desperation of Ae crime, makes its hideous deformity more and 


realm— the founder, we believe .and hope,'of a glorious and noble 
nee of fhtnre kings— kings who will make France happy and 
keep her wise — wise above all things unto Peace ! Louis 
Philippe has governed his own eotjptrymen wiA firmness, mode- 
ration, and justice — he has encouraged and cemented Aeir friend- 
ship wiA ours — he has had a Christian care for Ae world’s 
tranquillity, and he has produced a noble and national belief that 
Ae greatness of France and Ae greatness of England are com- 
patible, and can cordially co-cpist He has forged love-links be- 
tween Ae two thrones, and exchanged dwelling-places of friend- 
ship between Windsor and Ae Tuilleries. The dark hint of the 
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£rftve Which has again lowered upon his destiny from the assassin’s 
fcoul, h As been dispelled by the heavenly brightness of his people's 
joy, And the heartfelt sincerity that has congratulated his escape. 
His peers and his peasantry are (Taccord in the common happiness, 
and we know that the fine nature of the good old King will be 
deeply moved — filled with the liveliest emotions of pleasure and 
delight — when he hears that England has spontaneously re- 
sponded to the universal voice of France ; and that, at the table 
of her chief citizen in the great metropolis of the world, the tribute 
of praise and glory which burst from the lips of the first coun- 
cillor by Victoria's throne* was accepted with an enthusiasm as 
marked and ardent as that which fills the spirit of the grateful 
French with ldve and joy over their monarch's preservation. Sir 
fedbert Peel's speech on Wednesday, at the Lord Mayor's feast, 
Will form an appropriate conclusion to this article : — 

Sir R. Peel then rose and said, — I am permitted by the lord 
mayor to give a toast which is not upon the list of toasts which has 
been prepared; 1 am certainly departing from the established usage 
which prevails on these festive occasions, hut nevertheless I feel the 
utmost confidence that it is a toast which will be received by you with 
the greatest satisfaction, and even enthusiasm. 1 beg to propose 
“ The health of the King of the French.” (Loud and prolonged 
cheering. ) i believe that, under any circumstances, that toast would 
be acceptable to yOUt feelings on account of the high personal cha- 
racter of the King, and on account of the friendly relations which 
have long subsisted between this country and France, the mainte- 
nance of which, uninterrupted, is of such importance to the welfare 
And to the peace of Europe. It would be peculiarly acceptable to 
the city of London, I think, on account of the manner in which the 
King of the French received its representatives, and expressed his 
cordial satisfaction in having from them a mark of their esteem and 
respect (hear). But, gentlemen, events have recently occurred 
which will make you more than ordinarily anxious to join in this 
toast ( hear, hear ). It is, I think, important that we should show 
that that cry of indignation which has been raised through F'rance, 
at these base and cowardly and infamous attempts at assassination 
(hear), is re-echoed on the banks of the Thames (cheers). It has 
pleased Almighty God to frustrate these repeated efforts to assas 
slnate that great Sovereign (hear, hear). But good, permanent 
good, has resulted from the attempt so frustrated. It has given t 
King the opportunity of manifesting a degree of personal courage 
and fbrtitude and heroism which, as he has not had the opportunity 
bf Commanding armies in the field, he could hardly have displayed, 
fefctepting under the extraordinary circumstances in which he has 
been placed (cheers); and to a gallant people like the people of 
France, eminent for their own bravery, and admiring bravery in 
others, I can conceive nothing which is more calculated to recom- 
mend their King to their affection and attachment than those signal 
instances of personal courage which have been displayed by him 
under the circumstances in which he has, as 1 have said, been placed 

i renewed cheers). Gentlemen, 1 am sure it will be agreeable to 
Englishmen to mark their indignation of these detestable crimes 
(loud cries of •* bear, hear”), and to offer our sympathy to that illus- 
trious lady, the Queen of the French (great cheering), who has 
shared adversity with him, who has shared bis prosperity, who has 
shared his dangers (hear, hear), and who, by her high character and 
exemplary virtues, has thrown a lustre upon the exalted station which 
she has reached. It will be agreeable to you to mark your sympathy 
with that noble family, not merely noble by its birth, but which has 
that other patent of nobility — that all the sons are brave, and all the 
daughters are virtuous (enthusiastic cheering). Gentlemen, I am 
confident you will, by drinking this toast with enthusiasm, express 
your concurrence in my earnest prayer that it may long please 
Almighty God to protect the life of that Sovereign, for the benefit 
of his own country, and for the advantage of the world ; that by the 
continuance of that life the bonds of peace may be cemented between 
this country and France ; and while that peace endures, and that 
friendly understanding is maintained, we shall have the best guaran- 
tee for continued tranquillity throughout the world, for the advance- 
ment of civilisation, for the promotion of the social interests of all 
classes of people (cheers). Gentlemen, 1 ask you to drink — 
* 4 Health and long life to the King of the French." 

This speech appeared to come upon the company wholly by sur- 
prise, and to create the liveliest emotions of satisfaction ; it was in- 
terrupted by frequent cheers, and the toast was drunk with loud and 
repeated marks of applause and enthusiasm. 

THE ATTEMPT TO ASSASSINATE LOUIS PHILIPPE. 

‘We briefly noticed this event in our late edition of last week, and we now give 
the folio* ing particular*, as well as an engraving of the event. 

“ On Thursday morning the 16tb, the King bad projected a promenade to the 
environs ot Fontainbleau ; and the keepers had taken up their stations agreeably 
to their instructions, and exercised their usual surveillance on the several points 
o( the forest which the august party were to cross. The char-a-bancs used by 
the royal family in these excursions can hold twelve persons. When the detona- 
tion took place, bullets wbissed over the King’s head, and tore the curtain 
fringes. A piece of wadding fell on the Queen's chest. Shots and a cherrotine 
entered the roof of the vehicle. The King immediately appeased the alarm of his 
famdy ; and, addressing the postillion, who had slopped the hordes, said, * No- 
body is touched ; go on.’ When Lecomte, the assassin, was found, he was seized 
with a convulsive trembling. He was carefully dressed, and wore the ribbon of 
the Legiou of Honour. He has, it is affirmed, avowed that he had been four months 
meditating his crime. On Wednesday, at noon, he learnt its the very Carrousal 
court, and under the King’s windows, that his Majesty was proceeding to Fon- 
tainble*u. He repaired to the Parquet d'Avon, the wall of wnich he scaled. He 
knew that that road was habitually followed by the King when hi* Majesty visits 
the forest, and the preparations of the' keepers' had, besides, sufficed to point 
out the way the King would go. Lecomte immediately confessed his crime. 
Last night the keeper of the seals and the prom reur-general leit for Fontainbleau, 
in order to attend the first examination. Hitherto everything proves that Le- 
comte ha* no accomplices ; ouly a few letters addressed to the King and some 
persons oi his household have been found at his lodgings. 

Pierre Lecomte is forty-eight years old ; he served in Greece as orderly officer 
of General Church, after bating passed successively through the grades of sub- 
lieutenant. lieutenant, and captain. He quitted the Greek service, saying that he 
was dissatisfied with the president of that republic, who, he added, did not like 
Freochmeu. Lecomte entered into the seme** of the domaine prtvi of the King 
in 1*29. as simple garde. The petition in which he earnestly solicited this ap- 
pointment was recommended ( npostUlr ) by the King, at that time Duse of Or- 
lesns, at the recommendation of the Viscount de Ruraigny, who had known 
Lrecomte in Greece. The King, with bis usual feeling ol delicacy, and in the 
hope of obtaining something more for the petitioner, carried his kindness so far 
as to add to his signature on the petition the expression of a doubt as to whether 
Lecomte would accept the place of simple garde. Thus patronised, Lecomte 
arrived successively, but rspidiy, at the grade of garde general at Fontainbleau 
in 1*39. He evinced much xeal, but, at the same lime, was remarkable for his 
unsocial character, and a constant irritability even towards his inferiors. U ap- 
pears that, being irritated at a retention of 20f. on his gratification, which was in- 
flicted upon him. in IH44, for insubordination towards the ins|»ector of the forest, 
hit superior, he gave in his resignation in th- most insulting manner. His resig- 
nation was accepted, but nevertheless the Administration of the Civil List kindly 
consented to pay his retiring jvension, to which he had forfeited all claim by 
giving in his resignation. Lecomte had been to the Treasury of the Crown to 
receive the quarterly payment of this pension, for which he was indebted to the 
benevdeiice of the King, on the very morning of the day when he set out for 
Fontainbleau with the inteution of committing the criminal attempt for which 
he is now in custody. He had been the object <*f surveillance by the police, but 
»ol-ly on account oi some threatening letters which he had sent to the Baron de 
Salt one, conservator of the crown forests, who, however, had shown great kind- 
nos to him by recommending, notwithstanding his conduct, that he should re- 
ceive the pension to which he had lost all right. Lecomte had the reputation of 
being an excellent marksman, which renders the escape of the King still more 
providential. 

On the Chamber of Deputies meeting on Friday, the president addressed them 
with deep emotion respe* ling the attempt made to kill the King, and proposed 
their pr->eeeding to fm palace, next day, on Ids return from Fontainbleau, and 
congratulating him on his narrow escape. The proposal was agreed to. The 
bill demanding extraordinary credit for the navy was, on the same day, unani- 
mously passed, with the amendment moved by MM. Thiers and Janvier, which 
the ministry and committee had asserted to. 

Fi*t at thb Castlb or Durham. — Considerable excitement and alarm were

Although the 
buildings In which the Hre originated are completely gutted, yet, lortuuately, 
the i iv ms# wars prevented Iron extending to tht more valuable premiss* hd- 


IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 

HOUSE OF COMMONS. — Mondav, April 20. 

The House of Commons, on Monday, made “ no house.” This circumstance 
gave rue to many rumours, and much speculation as to the prospects of the 
session and of the ministerial measures. 

HOUSE OF LORDS.— Tuesday, April 21. 

Their Lordships resumed their sittings after the Easter recess at the usual 
hour, when various petitions were presented. 

Accidents on Railways The Bishop of Durham rose to ask the Noble Pre 

sident ot the Board of Trade whether his attention had been drawn to a serious 
accident which had taken pluce on the Brandling Junctiou Railway, and whether 
It was intended lo institute an inquiry into the circumstances, with a view to pre- 
vent the recurrence of such disastrous results ? — The Earl of Dalhoi sie begged 
to infirm the Right Rev. Prelate that an officer of the Board of Trade had been 
sent down to investigate tbe subject, and as soon as ha made his report it should 
be laid on the table. 

Lord Brougham, in presenting a petition against the Charitable Trusts Bill, 
•aid the petitioners appeared to be alarmed that tiie Bill would pass, an appre- 
hention in which he could fnot participate, for although their Lordships got 
through their business, there seemed to bo an utter incapacity to follow their 
example in another place. 

The Earl of Dalhouair moved that the proceedings on all Railway Bills 
before their Lordships should be postponed until Monday, the 27th instant, the 
object being to afford time or the introduction of a Bill for the purpose of facili- 
tating the dissolution of railway companies. The motion having been agreed to, 
hts Lordship laid upon the table the minutes of evidence taken bciore tbe 
“ Gauge Committee,” and their Lordships adjourned. 

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

In tbe House of Commons, Sir R. Peel g*v« notice that he should introduce 
motion relative to railway business before Parliament.— (The document will be 
found in another column.) 

Mr. Christie moved for copies of a correspondence which had taken place be- 
tween Mr. Day and the Poor Law Commissioners relative to the dismissal of 
Mr. Day from the office of assistant poor law commissioner, an application which 
was immediately as'ented to by Sir J. Graham. 

Post OrricE Abuses Mr. T. Duncombe moved for a select committee to in- 

quire into the allegations contained in Mr. Jonathan Duncan’s petition relative 
to the mal administration of affairs in the General Post Office. The Hon. Mem- 
ber explained at some length the abuses existing under the present post office 
system, which he attributed to the collusion of the authorities at St. Mariin’*-le- 
Grand with Messrs. Kelly and Co., in the prejiaration of “ Kelly’s Post Office 
Directory,” and to the practice ot a partial early delivery of letters in the metro- 
polis. — Mr. Williams seconded the motion.— Mr. Cardwell said there was no 
disposition whatever to screen any of the alleged delinquencies ; on the contrary, 
the promptest attention had been pai < to every complaint made of any alleged 
grievance to the proper authorities. He opposed the motion of Mr. Duncombe 

ns uncalled for, no sufficient grounds having been stated for such an inquiry 

Mr. Moffatt maintained the necessity for inquiry. — After some observations 
from Mr. Prothrhoe, Mr. Brotherton, and Mr. Christie, Mr. F. Baring said 
that upon the mere petition of Mr. Duncan a committee of this description ought 
n» t to be appointed. He thought that, except in cates of great extremity, the 
House of Commons ought not to interfere between the post office authorities 
and their subordina es ; and the less should they interfere if the statement of the 
Hon. Gend-man were true, that there was not a cordial feeling between the 
parties.— Mr. Waklby did not expect that the motion would be supported by 
anyone member of the late Whig government. There was a sympathy be- 
tween the officials of the inns and outA which rendered a motion of tins descrip- 
tion always inconvenient in their eyes — The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
said that the post office arrangements had been greatly improved, and were in 
the constant course of improvement. The enlargement of the post office was 
now completed, and he believed that every just complaint would be investigated, 
without any Interierence on the part of the Hous# ot Commons. — Mr. B. Kscorr 
thought this was not a case for the interference of the House, and would there- 
fore oppose the motion Mr. Duncombe replied; and on a division, his motion 

was defeated bv a majority of 92 to 49. 

Irish Railways — Mr. W. S. O' Brisk then moved that, with a view to 
diminish the inconvenience and expense now incurred in carrying through Par- 
liament Bills for the construction of railways in Ireland, it is expedient that in 
the case of Irish railwav Bills ail such ioquiries as are i.ow conducted in London 
by committees of both Houses of Parliament should, after the termination oi the 

8 resent session, take place in Ireland. — Mr. French seconded the motion — Sir 
i. Peel thought the House was not prepared for the discussion of this question, 
which ought to be considered In connection with a similar proposition for the 
chief localities of England and Scotland; for if the saving of expense would be 
good for Ireland, it would necessarily be equally advantageous for England and 
Scotland. He hoped the Hon. Member wouid withdraw his motion until they 
should be in a condition to adopt tom* general measure — After some observ- 
ations from Mr. C. Powf.ll, Mr. Waxlby, Lord C. Hamilton, Colonel 
Conolly, and other Hon. Members, the House divided, and the motion was ne- 
gatived by a majority of 69 to 25.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

The House of Commons met on Wednesday, at noon, and sat several hours 
The sitting was cautioned in discussing the clauses of tbe Friendly Societies 
Bill. 

HOUSE OF LORDS. — Thursday, April 23. 

The Earl of Dalhocsib rose to introduce his Bill concerning the dissolution 
of railway companies, notice of which he had given before Easter, and also to 
propose a series of resolutions identical with those proposed by Sir K. Peel in 
tbe House of Commons, which appear in another column. The Noble Earl, in 
his speech, recapitulated the arguments used by Sir R. Peel, and concluded by 
proposing his resolutions, which were agreed to. 

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Railway Resolutions.— A fter the \ resenting of several petitions, Sir R. 
Peel moved the resolutions of which he had given notice, with respect to rail- 
ways. He thought a case had arisen for Parliament to interfere to prevent the 
capital of tbe country bHng employed in useless railway speculations. The 
total amount of capital required for railways would, he feu convinced, be much 
greater than the Legislature ought to sanction, and under these circumstances he 
thought Parliament oughtto have the opinion of the parties themselves as to the 
expediency of carrying on the different fines with which they were connected. 
He believed that there was a sincere desire on the part of many persons con- 
nected with railways to relieve themselves from tl^e responsibilities under which 
they had involuntarily placed themselves. He was not surprised at this, con- 
sidering the present state of the law with respect to incohate companies — a 
•tat* which, in his opinion, ought not longer to exist. He thought, con- 
sidering the state of many innocent and helpless subscribers io railway companies, 
the Legislature was called upon to interfere, and if, after Parliament had relieved 
them from the obligation they at present laboured under, parties continued to 
•peculate in railways, they would no longer be objects of sympathy* The Go- 
vernment had felt it to be their daily to interfere to put an end to the improvident 
•peculation that was taking placOn tne country with respect to railways ; Rnd 
for that purpose he trusted that the House would adopt the resolutions be had 
laid on the table, in order to further the operations of a Bill which would be in- 
troduced, giving power to all scripholders of inchoate railway companies to dis- 
solve them if tney thought it necessary. The RUht Hon. Baronet concluded by 
moving the resolutions of which he had given notice (which appear in another 
column). 

Mr. F. French said, if these resolutions were carried, the effect of them would 
be materially to delay all Irish Railway Bills. He trusted that something wouid 
be done to expedite Irish Railway Bills. 

Mr. Bernal thought that these measures ought to be put a stop to long before 
they came to a third reading. He was perfectly sure that resolution* like those 
proposed would not remedy the evils intended to be removed. Immense expense 
would have to be incurred, and all the evils inflicted before the cure could be 
ipnlied. 

Tbe Solicitor- General supported the resolutions. 

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 

Troubles in Austrian Gallicia The *' Frankfort Gazette des Postes ” of 

the 17lh states that ail Eastern Gallicia is in commotion. The gentry had ex- 
cited the peasantry not to laydown their arm* until government had accorded 
their rights, and Good Friday was fixed for a general rising. The authorities of 
the districts of Bochnia, Rzeszor, Tarnow, and Saudeez had all been put on their 
guard. Two regiments of infmtry had been marched to Tarnow, and the 
town put under martial law. The rebel Szelak had several thousand peasants 
under his orders, of whom 260 had horses. At present he was near Sansk, and 
two regiments were marching against him. Upwards of 20,000 troops had en- 
tered Gallicia. The German inhabitants were iu great alarm. At Lemberg all 
was tranquil. 

General Narvaix. — We read In the “Courtier Francois : — “ As we havo 
already said, General Narvaes Is the object at Bayonne of a special surveillance. 
It is said that he has in vain demanded from the ministry the authorisation to 
proceed to Paris , and it is added that the Duchess of Valencia, who has joined 
him at Bayonne, will spetdily return to Paris to repeat tbe solicitation for the 
permissiou which has been refused her husband. 

The projected Prussian Constitution — The last letters from Berlin in- 
form us that the question of a constitution for Prussia is still under discussion 
in tbe council of ministers ; but the account* given of the progress of the ques- 
tion are very contradictory. According to some of the writeis, the project buds 
disfavour with the majority, while others declare that a constitution has been 
decided upon. A Frankfort journal publishes a letter from Berlin, stating that 
at the last conference fourteen ministers and the Prince of Prussia were present, 
and that the Prince and six of the ministers voted against the project, whilst 
eight ministers voted lor it, giving a majority o( oue in favour of a constitutional 
system. _ 

Serious Accident — On Monday, a young man named Charles Kent, the en- 
gineer of the new penny steam-boat the Cricket, went iuto the starboard paddle- 
box for the purpose of doing something lo the wheel and fastening the boat, 
whil* the vessel was moved alongside the pier, when the action of the tide and 
the swell of a passing steamer set the wheel in motion, and the poor feilow, who 
could not extricate himself, revolved with it. His shrieks and cries for assist- 
ance brought several person* to his aid. The motion of the wheel was stopped, 
and after cutting away the top of the paddle-box he was dragged out of the wneel 
in an exhausted condition. Hts collar bone was broken, and he received other 
contusions of a serious nature. He was conveyed to the Charing Cross Hospital, 
where hi# wounds wer# dressed. Ip tbe evening he was going on favourably.

ATTEMPT UPON THE LIFE OF THE KINO OF THE FRENCH. 

The “ MoMteur” of Sunday contains the addresses presented by both Cham- 
bers to the King of the French on Saturday. We lay before our readers these 
Interesting addresses at full leugth, with the noble and affecting replies of the 
King. 

Baron Pasquier, In introducing the Chamber of Peers to his Majesty, addressed 
the King as follows : — 

“ Sire. — I wait, not to make a speech to the King, but to present to him the 
Chamber of Peers, until all the members shall hare entered, and it will be neces- 
aarv for me to wait a long time, for they are very numerous. The sentiments of 
which their presence here offers you the expression are those of all France.” 

His Majesty replied: - 

“ 1 appreciate the delcacy of the reserve which you impose upon yourself; I 
am no less sensibly affected by the conduct of the Chamber of Peers. It knows 
how much the expression of its sentiments, always so precious to me, becomes 
the more so under this painful circumstance. Ido not speak of myself. I only 
think of the danger which my family incurred, and it is very gratifying to me to 
receive this fresh proof of the affection of the Chamber of Peers towards me.” 

Loud cries of ” Vive U Roi ” arose at the conclusion of his Majesty's speech. 

M. Sauzet, the President of the Chamber of Deputies, next addressed hit Ma- 
Jesty in the following terms : — 

'* Sire, — Tbo entire chamber comes to lay before you its emotions and its 
wishes. All opinions, all ranks press forward to hail your miraculous preserva- 
tion, as they would close together to defend you and to serve as a r impart between 
crime and you. Our language. Sire, is the faithful echo of the country. At this 
moment a loud cry of indignation and devotion resounds from one end of the 
country to the other. France, that ancient land of loyalty, so hospitable to the 
unfortunate, so generous even towards her enemies, rouses herself at the idea of 
theso dastardly attempts, from which she believed herself to be for ever free 
(cries of* Vive le Ro i’) ; but her confid-nce is not discouraged ; she knows that 
a wretch may pollute her soil, but cannot endanger her institutions, or disho- 
nour her renown. She knows that assassins are to be found amongst the nohlcst 
of nations, as they might arm themselves against the best of Kings (renewed 
cries of ‘ Vive lc Rot ’ ). 

*' But He who guards kings and protects nations will not allow His designs to 
be thus thwarted; it is to Him that belongs to maintain the great missions which 
He has given, and to [protect the elected of nations with the inviolability of His 
power. He has visibly stretched forth His hand over your august person. 

*’ hire, we bless Providence, we congratulate the country, we congratulate that 
Queen whom we see always at your side, as a devoted companion who shares 
your dangers, and as an angel of virtue who wards them off ; loud cries of ' Vive la 
Heme ’); those princes to whom you with confidence deliver over the future 
welfare of the country and our liberties; we congratulate the royal child, for the 

S rotection raised over you is a promise to him that it will be permitted you to 
nish your task, to form his youth, end to prepare him by the instruction of your 
trials, your courage, and the affection of your people, for the accomplishment of 
bis high destinies.” 

The speech of M. Sauzet was followed by a loud and prolonged burst of 
applause. 

His Majesty replied : — 

“ I am too much affected by all I hear, too deeply penetrated by the sentiments 
which you have just so warmly expressed of this numerous assembly which sur- 
round me, as well as the Queen, and my family, my sons and iny grandsons, to 
express to you the feelings which fill my heart. 1 leave it to your own hearts to 
conceive what is passing in mine, and which I cannot explain to you as 1 would 
wish (cries of * Vive le RoV}. You feel, without its being necessary for me to 
■ay, what there is painful for me, not in the danger which I have Incurred, but 
In the idea that my familr were exposed to share those perils. I am happy in 
•haring your hope that Divine Providence will continue to watch over us, and 
that there will oniy remain of those deplorable attempts the remembrance of the 
Indignation which they excite, and the testimonies of affection and devotedness 
which are poured out around me (renewed cries of * Vive le Roi'). France 
knows how much I am devoted to her. It is for her sake I wish to live, and all 
tnydays will be devoted to her happiness and her prosperity.** 

The speech of his Majesty was delivered under feelings of great amotion, and 
at its coiiclution was hailed with loud marks of acclamation. 

The “ Constitutionnel” gives the following additional particulars: — 

'* We have already announced that the Duke de Nemours, the Prince de Join- 
xille, and the Duke de Montpensier, were out hunting when the event occurred. 
This statement was correct, and we have received tne following details: — At 
bis last visit to Fontainebleau the King expressed his desire to join a hunt at his 
next coming. M. H. Greffulhe, who has such a complete hunting establishment, 
wa» invited by his Majesty and the Princes to come and time with the royal 
family on the 15th, and hunt in the forest on the 16th. The Kiug therefore pro- 
posed to view a boar hunt during bis drive, and in fact the ch ue passed within 
fifty paces of the spot where he stationed his carriage. The boar made a double 
and passed a second time before bis Majesty. The King alighted nimbly, saying 
to Count de Montalivet, laughing, * Whv don't you do as 1 do?’ His Majesty 
was immediately surrounded by about 200 of the country people, in the midst of 
whom he remained some time. When the King gave the order for returning to 
the palace, Millet, who rode in front, did not take the alley which led most 
directly to the palace, but a side one, which comes out at the Parquet d’Avon. 
If the ordinary road had been taken, Lecomte would have faced the carriage, and 
have had a full view of it as it came towards him. Another providential circum- 
stance was, that the assassin expected the King to be placed at the back seat, 
whereas his Majesty was in front. This it was that compelled Lecomle to fire in 
k hurry, and perhaps saved the life of the King. The young Duke of Wirtem- 
berg, hearing the reports of the gun, cried out, * Hark 1 they are saluting grand- 
papa.' It was on their return from the chase that the princes first heard of the 
attempt that had been made. The King, during the dinner and throughout the 
evening, showed the greatest sang-froid, the most perfect tranquillity.” 

The regi. ide Pierre Lecomte was removed, from Fontainebleau on Saturday 
night, and lodged in the Concb-rgerie on Sundsy. Nothing had transpired of 
the long interrogatory which he had undergone on Friday. He is said to persist 
in denying that ne had accomplices, and when bis crime was spoken of, he, with 
that morbid vanity which has marked the conduct of similar villains, exclaimed 
that he had committed no crime — his act was un attentat. The nolicc had 
searched his residence, where they found some fragments of letters addressed to 
the King. 

The Paris papers are all railing against the " D6bats** for having dared to say 
that the act was a political one. With such idle controversy we are not called 
upon to trouble ourselves. As far as the facts have gone, they show that Lecomte 
resembled his predecessors In his morbid insanity, while his well-prepared means 
of escape showed that he knew well what he was about. The pride which made 
him deny that he was the author of a crime, and claim the honour of being the 
hero of an attentat , wjll probably ensure his fidelity to his accomplices. 

Among those who took the most active part in securing tbe assassin was 
Colonel Uerryer, the brother of the celebrated legitimist member. We wish we 
could present an equallv worthy example from the republican rank. W'e find 
that M. L-edru Rollin (O’Connell’s friend) having walked with the deputies to 
the Tuilleries. ostentatiously relused to join In the act of felicitation aud walked 
off, though the mob were actuated, we hope, with much better sentiments than 
M. Roliiu gave them credit for. 

The King was in such good humour that, on seeing Mr. Prival, a peer, among 
the deputies, he noticed bis position in such facetious terms as to drive away the 
(loom which had settled upon all faces. 


FOOD RIOTS IN IRELAND. 

In a town of the county of Tipperary, called Fethard, about eight miles from 
Clonmel, containing a very destitute population, there was an ou. break for food, 
but it was suppressed by the vigilance and promptitude of the parish priest, who 
is Roman Catholic archdeacon of the diocese of Cashel, a man of great energy 
tuid intelligence. Thus, in four different towns of the same county — Clonmel, 
Tipperary, Carrick-on-Suir, and Fethard — there have been risings amongst the 
population ; and it is well deserving of attention that this is the only county in 
which s*u*h proceedings have taken place. There is equal destitution iu many 
other places, but measures of relief have been promised, and the people in those 
localities bear their sufferings in pat'ence. In Clonm"l, on the contrary, no step 
whatever was taken until a f er the riots, and even then it was an English gentle- 
man, C.-ptain Bernal Osborne, who set au example of benevolence and prompti- 
tude to the local gentry. 

It appears by the “ Tipperary Free Press,” that 'perfect tranquillity now pre- 
vails in Clonmel. One thousand pounds has been contributed to provide relief 
through employment. That journal gives the following details:—” The relief 
committee are st ll collectng, and it is said the present collection will be trebled. 
Several hundred labourers are already employed. Contracts ar* advertised for 
works amounting to 2*>.000/. for improvements in Clonmel and the surrounding 
districts. A vote of thanks was passed to Captain Bernal Osborne, M.P., for his 
humane conduct in the late nots. The gallant captain is an English gentleman, 
and M.P., and was lately married to the daughter and heiress of the late Sir T. 
Osborne, of Annerviile House, Clonmel. Tne vote of thanks was passed at a 
meeting of the Repealers of Clonmel on Wednesday evening.” t 

Attack on th* Boats at Kilshp.elan — The boats coming up from Water- 
ford were attacked at Kilsheelan on Thursday, by a numerous band of men, 
women, and children, and the miscellaneous goods with which they were laden 
carried off in uli directions. Information being received, the military and police 
were immediately on the spot. A considerable quantity of wheat, belonging to 
Messrs. Hughes, was recovered, and thirteen persons made prisoners. The sti- 
pendiary magistrate. Major Shaw, had a narrow escape ; his horse having taken 
fright, jumped into the liver with him, and swam a considerable distance. 

Fkthaid, Thursday.— There was a rising here to-day, and Mr. Harvey’s store 
attacked, from which three sacks of flour were taken. The mob attacked Mr. 
Wilson’s store, but were repulsed. They were finally dispersed through the 
praiseworthy exertions of the parish priest, the Archdeacon Laflan, and quiet 
restored. 

Limerick, April 18 — The market price of potatoes has advanced to 6 \<t. per 
stone, which is 3d. the stone over the price of this time twelvemonth, and for an 
inferior article. The price of new butter advanced yesterday from 80s. to 90s. 
per cwt. Her Maje ty’s ship Alban yesterday discharged a cargo of Indian corn' 
meal into the ordnance store ferry slip. Her Majesty’s ship Myrmidon, Lieut. 
Jenkin, H.N., which arrived in the Shannon on Thursday, from Cork, proceeded 
up tbe river Fergus, to be in communication with the civil authorities, for the 
protection of property. On Thursday several sacks of oatmeal for the relief fund 
at Bruree were sent from this citv under a military escort, and this morning a 

g u/intity of oatmeal, ordered by Lord Stanley’s agent, John Bolton, Esq., was 
irwardrd under a similar military detachment to the confines of Tipperary. 

In consequence of robbing the provision cars in the town of Tipperary, the 
company 83d were moved to the court-house, and the Riot Act was read before 
the mob dispersed. The military there were augmeoted by a detachment from 
this garrison. 

In consequence of the outrage at Clonmel, the commanding officer of the dis- 
trict most properly tailed out the force of military pensioners, amounting to 200, 
who are at all times mar at hand, to assist the civil power. 

The route of the 3d Dragoon Guards, from Cork, for Dundalk, has been coun- 
termanded, aud detachments were halted to assist the cinl power at Fethard, 
Carrick^oo- S uir, Clonmel, and Clog been. 


LETTER FROM CHINA. — AN ADVENTURE. 

[The following are extracts from a letter by the chief engineer of one of tbe 
war steamers at present ou the coast of Chins, to his friends in Edinburgh.] 

Whampoa, 26th Jsn. 1846. 

The last instalment of the Chinese ransom money (two millions of dollars) 
was paid |in Canton last week. The inhabitants being in a riotous state, we 
were ordered from Hong Kong up the river to lie abreast of Canton, and I be- 
lieve to fire into the city in case of their attempting to bum the factories. We 
remained there eight dars, every man on board under arms, as we expected every 
night an attack from the populace, who seem to have the most bitter enmity 
toward* Europeans. The money was all paid, however, and the rioting having 
partially subsided, we were ordered away, at which 1 was just as well pleased, 
having got tired of my bed-fellows, no other than a pair of loaded pistols and a 
drawn cutlass. Engineers were ordered to Us under arms, as well as every one 
else on board. We have since taken up our station here, which is twenty mUea 
farther down the river than Canton, and about sixty from Hong Kong. 

The scenery in this place beiug most beautiful, and yesterdav feeling inclined 
to enjoy it in a walk through the country, I took a boat and ode of my appren- 
tices with me, and thinking I might find some game 1 took my gun also. We 
sailed up a small creek, and leaving the boy to take charge of the boat, 1, with 
the gun in ray hand, walked into the country. 1 had not gone a quarter of a 
mile, when approaching a small village the people came towards me about thirty 
in number. They began booting and crying at me, which is the usual way they 
have of treating us ** barbarians ” when they get a lone one unprotected ; and as 
they kept pressing round me closely, I thought it useless to persevere In going 
forward. Therefore turning myself round to go back to the boat, one from be- 
hind made a sudden spring, grasping in his arms both my legs under the knees, 
aud another seizing the barrel of my gun, they dragged me to the rround. The 
latter kept pulling at tbe guo trying to wrest it from me, all the while the muzzle 
pointing to bis breast. The gun being at the time in full cock, I had his life 
completely in my power ; my first thought was, ** I will take it;” the second war, 
” If 1 do so, m ne will certainly pay the penaltv.” In the meantime another was 
striking at me with a stick, and 1 was compelled to relinquish my hold of the 
gun to (defend my face with my arms, the fellow now in possession of the gun 
wielding it as if to strike me on the head with the butt end. 1 cannot tell you 
how 1 felt, every instant expecting a death-blow. It was very strange that at 
that moment |the picture of the death of Captain Cook, in the volume of his 
voyages in my father’s bookcase, came vividly before my eyes — their gestures 
and appearance were altogether quite as savage like. Before the blow came I 
managed to spring to my feet, and attempted to keep them back, unarmed as I 
was. They then desisted and went into the village, taking with them my gun, 
hat, powder-flask — in fact, all my property. I was completely fleeced, my 
clothes were lorn to pieces, the pockets and their contents torn away from my 
coat. Glad I was, I can assure you, when 1 saw their backs turned ; and walking 
on towards the boat I saw them assembling again, as if to intercept me. Now, 
thought I, they are going to have a shot at me — this is another ordeal ; but pre- 
sently the gun went off in the middle of them, and 1 felt relieved so (ar, as it is 
very likely some of them were hurt. The savage* are quite ignorant of the use 
of a gun, and one of them may have been looking into its barrel, for ail I know 
to the contrary. My troubles did not end here ; for on reaching the spot where 
I had left the boat I found both it and the bov gone. 1 saw, however, two 
Chinese in a boat, aud promised them money if they would take me across the 
creek. 1 went into their boat, and finding in one of my pockets two rupees, 
which the late robbers had missed, I gave them to them; they then wanted* 
more, and having me a prisoner in their boat, made motions as if they were 
going to search me, upon which I made an attempt to throw one of them over- 
board. They desisted, and landed me on the other side. I know the villains 
only wanted a few more to help them — they don’t consider the odds in their 
favour, two against ooc European. I then walked along the banks of the river 
for a long distance, until 1 discovered another boat, which I persuaded by pro- 
mises to take me t > my ship. It turned out that the boy I bad left in tbe host 
had been plundered by another party of everything but his shirt aid trousers, 
aud was glad to escape with his life. He had returned to the vessel, tailing the 
officers that he thought I was murdered, and they immediately sent an annad 
boat’s crew in search of roc. 1 wanted the captain to give me another boat with 
armed men, and 1 would go and burn the village ; but he said he could not take 
so much upon himself. At the time of the war such a thing haight be done, and 
frequently wai for less cause. He tells me he will report it to the admiral, who 
will most probably take notice of it through the Chinese authorities. You may 
depend upon it the Chinese will pay dearly yet for the wAy they have been going 
on lately. Shire this occurred, 1 heard of several Europeans having been mal- 
treated quite as ill and worse than me in this neighbourhood. Only this morning 
an American boat’s crew was attacked by these savages, but they broke their oarz 
into cudgels and drove them off. Mr. S told me that he and two mission- 

aries were nearly killed in the same way ; they wer# tevereiy beaten with sticks, 
robbed, and their clothes torn to pieces Scotsman . 1 


SIR R. PEEL’S RESOLUTIONS IN REFERENCE TO RAILWAYS. 

The following aro the resolutions proposed on Thursday, April 23, by Sir 
Robert Peel : — 

I. That this House will not read a third time any Bill to empower any com- 
pany (whether intended to be incorporated by such Bill, or already incorporated 
by Act of Parliament) to construct a railway, unless, three clear days before the 
third reading, there shall have been depusliedat the Private Bill Office, there to 
l*e open to the inspection of nil parties, a certificate signed and authenticated hi 
a manuer hereinafter mentioned, and comprising the particulars hereinafter ex- 
pressed, and stating the following facts, vix, 

1. That a copy of the Bill was submitted to tbe consideration of a meeting 
of fhe scripholders of the company, or (in case of a company already incor- 
porated) of the shareholders or stockholders of the company, specially called 
for that purpose. 

2. That such meeting was called by advertisement*, inserted once In each 
of two consecutive we^ks in the “London Gazette" (if the railway be an 
English or Scotch railway), in the ” London ” and ” Dublin Gazettes ” (if 
the railway be an Irish railway), and In each case in at least three London 
daily newspapers, and not less than three times in each such paper, in each 
of such two consecutive weeks. 

3. In the case of the company being intended to be Incorporated by the 
Bill : — That such meeting was constituted of persons producing thereat, 
scrip of the company representing not less than one third part of the whole 
capital proposed to be raised by the company under the Bill (such scrip 
having beeu actually issued, or the deposits in respect thereof having been 
paid before the 31st of March in the present year). 

4. In .the case of the company being already Incorporated : — That such 
meeting was held, except so far at is herein otherwise provided, according to 
tbe constitution of the company, and was constituted of shareholders or 
s'ock-holders thereof competent to vote st the ordinary meetings of the com- 
pany, and representing, either personally or at proxies, not less than one- 
third part of the whole capital or stock of the company. 

5. That at such meeting the Bill was approved of by persons producing 
thereat scrip equal to at least three fifths of the total amount of tcrip pro- 
duced at the meeting ; or, in the case of a company already incorporated, by 
threv fifths at least of the meeting, the votes being given aitd computed ac- 
cording to the constitution of the company. 

II. That for tbe purposes of this order it shall be competent for the chairman 
of any meeting called in pursuance thereof, in the event of the above prescribed 
quorum of scrip shares or stock (as the case may be) not being represented at 
such meeting, to cause the votes of the persons constituting the said meeting, ap- 
proving or not approving of the Bill, to be taken and recorded, and then to ad- 
journ the same to some day, hour, aod place to be declared by the chairman, such 
day not being lets than three days, and not more than one week, from theoriglnal 
dry of inerting ; and such day, hour, and place being in the meantime advertised 
twice in each of three London daily newspapers ; and at such adjourned meeting 
it shall also be competent to the chairman thereof to cause to be taken and re- 
corded the votes of such of the person* constituting the same as have not voted 
at the original meeting ; and the total amount of votes given at the original aod 
adjourned meeting shall be received as if given at one and tbe tame meeting. 

ill. That such certificate shall alio comprise, in a tabular form, the following 
particulars : — 

1. Tbe day, time, and place of the meeting, and of the adjourned meeting 
(if any). 

2. The dates of the insertion of the advertisements Tor the treating, and 
the names of the newspapers in which they are inserted. 

3. The names and addresses of the persons producing scrip at the meet- 
ing. 

Or, in the case of a company already Incorporated : 

The names and addresses of the shareholders or stock-holders present at 
the meeting. 

4. The denoting numbers, and the amount of the scrip respectively pro- 
duced by the persons so producing the same at the meeting. 

<>r, in the case of a company already incorporated : — 

The respective amounts of shares or stock held or represented by the 
shareholders or stockholders attending tbe meeting. 

5. The fact of the approval or non-approval of the Bill (aathacase maybe) 
by the several persons producing scrip at the meeting, or by the aeveral 
shareholder* or stockholders attending the meeting. 

6. The total amount of scrip produced at such meeting, and the amount 
thereof produced by the persons approving of the Bill, or. In tbe case of a 
company already incorporated, the total amount of shares or stock repre- 
sented, either, in person or by proxy, st the meeting, and the amount thereof 
so represented by persons approving of tbe Bill. 

7. The total amount of the capital proposed to be raised by the company 
under the Bill ; or, in the case of a company already incorporated, the total 
amount of the capital or stock of such company. 

IV. That such certificate shall be signed by the chairman of tbe meeting, and 
by one of the solicitors of the company, and the authenticity of such certificate 
shall be verified by the signature of the parliamentary agent depositing the 
same. 


The State Apartments at Windsor Castle. — A new arrangement has 
just taken place, agreeably to an order issued by Earl Delawarr, the lord-cham- 
berlain, with reference to the tickets signed by his lordship for viewing the state 
apartment* at the castle. In order to prevent, as far as possible, the hawking 
about of those tickets in the streets of Windsor, and the impositions practised 
upon those visitors to the town who may be unprovided with the lord-chamber- 
lain’s orders, these tickets for the future will l>c available for only one week from 
the period at which they are dated. Toey are also for tbe future not to be trans- 
ferable. It is s ated that, ut a very early period, an arrangement will be made, 
so that the admissions to the state apartments will be procured by the public, at 
the office of Mr. Robert*, the reccntlv appointed inspector of palaces, in the de- 
partment of the lord-chainb**r)ain. The number of tickers, each to admit seven 
persons, issued by the four establishments in London, where they are only to be 

f irocured, since the 1st of January (the day on which the new arrangeraeut came 
Dto operation) tin to Saturdav last, exceed* three thnnund. 


PAYMENT OF JURORS. 

On Tuesday night a very numerous and highly -respectable meeting of the 
inhabitants of Wandsworth was held in the large room of the Ram inn, for the 
purpose of petitioning Parliament for an alteration of the law relating to jurors, 
as advised by Lord Chief Justice Denman at the late Lent assizes at Kingston. 
At half-past eight o’clock, Robert W. Burchard, Esq., of East Hill, one of the 
churchwardens, took the chair. Mr. Samuel Cumbera moved the following 
resolution : — 

“ That this meeting is of opinion that very serious inconvenience and loss is 
sustained by those inhabitants of this parish who ar* called upon to serve as 
common and petit jurors at the assizes for the county held at Kingston, Croydon, 
and Guildford, inasmuch as, in the first place, a much larger number of persons 
than are necessary for the performance of the required duties are from time to 
time summoned, and compelled to attend at the assize towns as jurors, and are 
there detained for a period of eight or ten days, to the great neglect and damage 
of the private affairs of such jurors, and at a heavy, and in many cases injurious 
expense tu themselves ; and, in the next place, that the evil thus inflicted is 
grcstly aggravated, and much injustice perpetrated upon the common jurors, in 
consequence of the practice adopted of requiring such a large number of their 
body to act in the Nisi Prius Court for so many days as is customary for the very 
inadequate payment of eightpence to each juror upon each cause. This meeting 
being fully assured that, if the common jurors were fairly remunerated for their 
loss of time and for their services in the Nisi Prius Court, not onlr would the 
duties of the jurors be more satisfactorily performed, but a small number of them 
Only would be require to be summoned, as their attendance would then be given 
much more cheerfully for the performance of a disagreeable duty. At the same 
ttm^ this meeting desires to express its decided opiaion that the trials in the 
Crown Court should be performed by the petit jurors, without fee or reward, and 
as a duty necessary for the well-being of society at large.” The resolution waa 
carried with acclamation. 

Petitions founded ou the foregoing resolution were also seconded by Mr. 
Parsons. 

Lord Denman was to be respectfully requested to present the petition to the 
House of Lords, and to support tbe prayer thereof ; and Sir Fredeiick Thesiger, 
knight, her Majesty’s attorney-general, was to be respectfully requested to pre- 
sent the petition to the House of Commons. And further, that he, together with 
Henry Kemble, Esq., and Edmund Antrobus, Esq., the members for the eastern 
division of this county, be respectfully requested to support the prayer thereof.” 


WESTMINSTER PETTY SESSIONS. 

After the ordinary parochial business hsd been gone through on Wednesday, 
Mr. Brown applied to the bench, on the part of Mr. Thurlow, of Totliiil Street, 
tobacconist, under tbe following circumstances: — 

The learned counsel stated that Mr. Thurlow had had a billiard- table at his 
house for nearly ten years, aod no complaint had ever been made against him ; 
but in consequence of the new act of parliament it became uecessary for him to 
applv to the magistrates for a license, which be did and obtained ; but it was fet- 
tered with this condition, that hit shop must be wholly closed on Sundays. Now 
this was a great hardship, inasmuch as his bUliard-room was never open on 
Sunday ; and whilst he was thus compelled to give up the most profitable day in 
the week, other shops in his immediate neighbourhood were opened ; and iu the 
Strand cigar shops that had billiard-tables wan not closed on the Sunday. He 
could never believe the legislature intended the law to act one way in St. Mar- 
garet’s and wholly opposite in St. Martin’s. 

Mr. Hallett : The act states that we are to inquire into the character of persons 
applying for billiard licensea; and although that act says nothiog about Sunday 
trading, how could we grant a license to a person who avowed that he broke the 
law by selling on Sundays ? The closing of his shop on the Sabbath was not a 
restriction of the magistrate*, but a condition he assented to. 

• Mr. Brown said that Mr, Thurlow was willing to close his shop during divine 
service, which was all that was required of licensed victuallers who had billiard- 
table*. 

Mr. Hallett : But licensed victuallers have no occasion to apply for a license 
here. Mr. Hallett then said the court had doubts whether that was the proper 
place to make the appeal in, instead of the quarter sessions. At any rate they 
would not alter the license, as it was Mr. Thuriow’s consent to close his shop ou 
Sunday. 

THE COERCION BILL. 

FIGHTING AND CRIME IN 1RBLAND. 

The evidence brought before the House bf Lords by Earl St. 
German**, in support of tbe Coercion Bill, reveals an amount of 
barbarism which the public was hardly prepared to find existing in a 
country professing to be a member of the civilised community of 
Europe. The facts, however — and those, too, of the most revolting 
character, are admitted ; revenge and murder, both in principle and 
practice, are the weapons of party spirit over at least one fourth of 
the island. But while these melancholy truths are admitted aud de* 

J ilored, and the restraining hand of the law is invoked to save society 
rom destruction, the causes of the evils, the springs of the moral 
pestilence whence they flow, appear to be overlooked. Our legisla- 
tors, considering only present things, propose merely to curb the 
arm of violence, whereas their obvious duty should be, to seek by all 
means the annihilation of its power. Snort of such a policy, the 
“ snake” may be 4t scotched,** but the history of Ireland and the uni- 
versal experience of nations, testify that it will not be 44 killed.” Wc 
purpose, therefore, to offer the public a set of illustrations » hich will 
call attention to those lower classes of crime out of which the larger, 
more terrible, and national ones proceed. 

To comprehend how it is that so much of barbarism still continues 
to characterise the Irish peasantry, the government should glance at 
the history of civilisation itself, and should take into account the 
evil example which has been too frequently set them by the educated 
classes or their countrymen. Chivalry, by introducing and sedu- 
lously enforcing rules of conduct founded upon the higher and more 
generous feelings of our nature, curbed the lion in his mood, and by 
somewhat humanising the monster barbarism, advanced mankind one 
step on the road to civilisation. And although, at length, the strin- 
gency of iu forms became burdensome, and retarded the advance it 
had once been instrumenul in assisting, still much of the nobleness 
and generosity of the English character may be traced to the influ- 
ence of chivalry. Iu spirit was never universally diffused over Ire- 
land; and when, in process of time, the country became slightly 
improved, the chivalric code of honour in use among other European 
nations became strangely engrafted on the Celtic punctilios of pride 
and family, and far exceeded iu original in fantastic folly. 

Many disadvantages attended the Irish of last century. The disa- 
bilities which weighed on the Roman Catholic families forced them 
away from honourable competition to something approaching a 
return to the rude.hospitality and barbaric passions of the Celtic 
chiefrains. This added to the natural insouciance of an Irishman’s 
character, and his habiu of deep drinking, which date from the days 
of the cavaliers, led to those scenes so admirably described by Miss 
Edgeworth in her 44 Castle ltackreot,” and which caused the deep 
incutnbrance of many an Irish esute, and to that system of duelling as 
accurately arranged as the EuphuisU* code of quarrelling, ridiculed 
by Touchstone, when they “ quarrelled in point by the book !” which 
made it necessary for a gentleman to have 44 blazed*' at least once in 
bis life in order to establish a character in society, and to submit to 
the regulations of the thirty-six commandments of the fire-eaters. 

With such examples before them, it is not to be wondered at that 
the Irish peasant possesses so few of the attributes of civilisation ; 
that he ia improvident^ the scanty means of life which he possesses, 
and that the spirit of blanship and the merciless habit of pursuing 
family feuds— feelings and practices diametrically opposed to all law 
and good order— ahould still continue in full force, producing a 
willing execution of brutal instincts, and constantly engaging him 
in those savage 44 faction fighu,” in which the first principles of mur- 
der are imbibed and practised. Mr. Inglis describes one of these 
pugnacious meetings. It occurred at a 44 pattern ** which he had the 
curiosity to attend. He says — 

The ascent to the spot where the 44 pattern ” was to be held was picturesque 
in the extreme. Far up the winding war, for miles before us, and for miles be- 
hind, too, groups were seen moving up tne mountain’s side. About half-way up 
‘we overtook a party of lads and lasses, beguiling the toil of the ascent by the 
help of a piper, who marched before, and whose stirring strains every now aud 
then prompted an advance in jig-time up the steep mountain path. Some few 
we met coming away— sober people, who bad performed their *• station ” at the 
holy well, ana bad no desire to- be partakers in the sort of amusement that 
generally follows. 

Everybody in this part of the country is called Joyce ; and the spot where tbe 
pattern is held Is claimed bjr the Joyces to be in Joyce’s country ; but this is not 
admitted by tbe Cunnemara boys, and accordingly two factions — the Joyces and 
their opponents— usually hold patterns near the same ground, though not cloje 
together, but yet so near as to make it impossible that the meetings should 
break up without a scrimmage. 

When I reached the summit of the pass, and came in sight of the ground, it 
was about four in the afternoon, and the pattern was at its height ; and truly, in 
this wild mountain spot, the scene was most striking and picturesque. There 
were a score of tents or more, some open at the sides, and some closed ; hundreds 
in groups were seated on the grass, or on the stones, which lie abundantly there. 
Some old persons were yet on their knees, betide the holy well, performing their 
devotions ; and here and there apart, and half screened be the masses of rocks 
uhich lay about, girls of the better order, who had finished their pastimes, were 
putting off their shoes and stockings to trot homeward, or were arranging the.r 
dress, or perhaps, though more rarely, exchanging a word or two with a Joyce 
or a Cunnemara boy. All were quiet when 1 reached the ground, and l was 
warmly welcomed, as a stranger, by many, who invited me into their tenu. Of

Anyone, 
lo see an Irish fight for the first time, would conclude that a score or two must 
inevitably be put hort de combat. 

The very flourish of a regular shillelah, and the shout that accompanies it, 
seem to be the immediate precursors of s fractured scull : but the affair, though 
bad enough, is not so fatal as it appears to be. The shillelahs, no doubt, do 
sometimes descend upon a bead, which is forthwith a broken head, but they 
oftener descend upon each other, and the fight soon becomes one of personal 
strength. The parties close and grapple, and the most powerful man throws his 
adversary. 

M Fair play is hut little attended to : two or three often attack a single man ; 
nor is there s cessation of blows even when a man is on the ground. On the 
present occasion five or six were disabled, but there was no homicide, and after 
a scrimmage, which lasted perhaps ten minutes, the Joyces remained masters of 
the field. The women took no part in the fight; but they are not always so 
backward. It is chiefly, however, when stones are the weapons that women take 
a part, by supplying the combatants with missiles. When the fight ended, there 
were not many remaining, excepting those who were still In the tents, and who 
chanced to be of neither faction. Most of the women had left the place when 
the quarrel began, and some of the men too. I noticed, after the fight, that some 
who had been opposed to each other shook! hands and kissed, .and appeared as 
good friends as before. 

Homicides occurring at faction fights are facetiously denominated 
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f cdr murders, being generally committed at fairs, and constitute, I 
aays Mr. Inglis, “ the most numerous class of cases at most Irish 
assises." 

I do not (he ’continues) know (any means by which so much insight is to be 


conception of the extent of this evil, nor of 'the bitterness with which this spirit 
of (action is attended. However these factions may have originated, there is now 
no distinction among their adherents, excepting that which arises from the pos- 
session of a different name. The 0'8ull!vans are as distinct a people from the 
O’Neills as the Dutch from the Belgians. 
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“ boy’s ” head, such an idea never enters the brain of any one of 
them. 

When, as is too frequently the case, these fights are attended with 
loss of life, the original feua becomes more violent than ever. The 
partisans of the slain man convey his body home in procession, as 
shown in our engraving, vowing vengeance on the whole “ faction " 
to which the murderer belongs. The widow, who in most cases has 
been a spectator of the fight, follows, weeping while her friends 
around her mingle oaths and threats with the funeral wail. 

Revenge fills every heart, and it is sought for in every possible 
way. It is slutted, perhaps, by the assassination of the murderer, or 
by a renewal of the fight, and not unfrequently by an appeal, sup- 
ported by suborned witnesses, to the terrified judgments of the law. 

We feel it to be essential to the prosperity oflreland, that these 
factions should be put down, and that “ fighting" in every shape 
should be discouraged by the education of the young in the peaceful, 
forbearing precepts of Christianity. The animal passions of igno- 
rant and oppressed men can only be subjugated by placing them 
under the government of enlightened reason ; and till that is done it 
were as vain to attempt a chaining of the winds as to establish a 
coerced obedience to law in Ireland.

West Indian Yams — A small importation of three tons of this nutritious 
root has lately been received from St. Kitt’s, to ascertain its availability for pur- 
poses of food in this country, a great many of which have found their way to the 
shops at the West End, where they are being sold as luxuries for the table. When 
cooked, either by roasting or boiling, the root is much more nutritious than tho 
potato, nor is it possessed of an unpalatable flavour, the peculiarity being between 
that of rice and the potato. Dressed in milk or mashed, they are absolutely a 
delicacy ; and from the abundance in which they are cultivated In the West indies 
and other parts, they promise to become the most economical and nutritious sub- 
stitute for the potato. 

Growth or Corn in Russia. — There are many contingencies against the 
growth of heavy crops of corn in Russia, and amongst .them the severity of the 
drought, which, upon As stiff lands, at times quite impedes .the plough and pro- 

vents sowing tho crop until the spring, and when the season Is so short that the 
rapid growth operates against the yield. Of this, in conjunction with the sudden 
change the grain itself undergoes from a green and milky state to that of a bard 
and ripened one, I could hardly have formed the remotest Idea, had I not wit- 
nessed the fact. In my journey from Saint Petersburg to Moscow, by examining 
many of the corn-fields.

FOOD FOR THE PEOPLE 
THE PLANTAIN. 

The failure of the potato crop having called the attention of 
Government to the desirableness of introducing as speedily as pos- 
sible such new varieties of vegetable food as the experiences of 
foreign countries have pointed out as the best substitutes for the pro- 
ducts of the cerealia, severafof the learned societies have volunteered 
their aid in collecting information and samples, and generally in 
furtherance of the steps necessary for their introduction and manage- 
ment. Foremost in carrying out these benevolent views, the Society 
of Arts and the Horticultural Society deserve honourable mention. 
The former has advertised a large premium for the best Substitute for 
potatoes ; and the latter, under the able advice of their learned secre- 
tary, Dr. Lindley, who, it will be recollected, was one of the com- 
missioners sent to Ireland to investigate the potato plague, has 
directed itself to an examination of the claims of the yam and the 
plantain as articles of food, and also to a search after any new species 
of vegetable substance calculated to serve the public necessities. 
Several plants are, we believe, under consideration. The yam has 
many advocates ; but the only one to which the society at present 
lends its decided “ good opinion " is the fruit of the plantain ( Musa 
Sapient urn ), of which our engravings present some fine examples of 
English growth. 

The tree which produces the plantain fruit is, in popular language, 
a palm, but in strictness it belongs to the Musacerr. In equinoctial 
Asia and America, in tropical Africa, in the islands of the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans, wherever the mean heat of the year exceeds 
75 deg. Fahrenheit, the plantain is one of the most interesting objects 
of cultivation for the subsistence of man. Three dozen fruits will 
maintain a person, instead of bread, for a week, and appears better 
suited to him in warm countries than that kind of food. Indeed, the 
plantain is often the whole support of an Indian family. The fruit 
is produced from among the immense leaves in bunches, weighing 
30, 60, and 80 lbs., of various colours, and of great diversity of form. 
It is usually long and narrow, of a pale yellow or dark red colour, 
with a yellow farinaceous flesh. In general, the character of the fruit 
to an European palate is that of mild insipidity ; some sorts are even 
so coarse as not to be edible without preparation. The greater num- 
ber, however, are used in their raw state, and some varieties acquire 
by cultivation a very exquisite flavour, even surpassing the finest pear, 
in the better sorts the flesh has the colour of the finest yellow butter, 
is of a delicate taste, and melts in the mouth like marmalade. The 
modes of eating the fruit are various. The best sorts are served up 
raw at table, and have been compared for flavour to an excellent 
reinette apple, after its sweetness has been condensed by keeping 
through the winter. Sometimes they are baked in their skins, and 
then they taste like the best stewed pears of Europe. They are also 
the principal ingredients in a variety of dishes, particularly in one 
called Mant£gue, which is made of slices of them fried in butter and 
powdered over with fine sugar. 

The plantain boasts several hundreds of fruitful varieties; the pro- 
duce of them is enormous; M. Humboldt has calculated that thirty- 
three pounds of wheat and ninety-nine pounds of potatoes require 
the same space as that in which four thousand pounds of plantains 
will grow. The surplus produce it is proposed to transfer, through

unfailing regularity for the increasing inhabitants of a country.** 
This great object, he says, “ is principally accomplished by the na- 
tural progress of a people in knowledge and industry. It is ad- 
vanced BY GOOD COMMERCIAL LAWS ; IT is RETARDin BT BAD. But 
if the general laws of a country have the effect of rendering industry 
free and property secure, it will go forward, without the assistance of 
Government, and in spite of that assistance, too often misdirected — 
an embarrassment instead of a help.

POLITICS OF. THE WEEK. , . 

The past has been sn uneasy week for politicians. There is 
no feeling of security in the country, and rumours of every com- 
plexion Hit through the political hemisphere, leaving clouds and 
shadows, but scarcely impressions behind. There is nothing, in 
fact, fixed and tangible. One day there is a strong voice of disso- 
lution*— so strong and so loud as to provoke retortive thunder from 
the 44 Times ; ” and an attempt to prove in a leader that dissolu- 
tion will be of no avail ! The plot of the Irish members has been 
by no means fully developed ; but mysterious 44 no house” when 
the Coercion Bill ought to have been debated, has evoked specu- 
lation, and greatly assisted the uncertainty that prevails about 
corn. If the country really stands in a sort of starvation and stop- 
commerce necessity for free trade ; and if the free trade Minister 
has the voice of the country with him, then people come to the 
conclusion that it is rather odd and very mortifying he does not 
get on. If the public are crying aloud — 44 Push on, keep moving,” 
why should the ministerial waggoner cog his wheels? One 
thing is sure, that neither for England nor Ireland do we make 
any efficient progress in legislation. England is commercially 
waiting to see how she may speculate — and agriculturally, how she 
may hope or fear; while Ireland refuses to imittatothe Anglican 
patience, and is setting a starving peasantry upon the barns and 
! mills. Here are two desperation conditions — the one of suspense 
and the other of necessity ; both admitted and both deplored ; and 
to remedy neither has Parliament made any steady progress in 
advance. And very serious doabts consequently exist, whether 
the Premier is confident in his own strength ; whether the Com- 
mons are as resolute as he would have them be, or the Lords as 
yielding as the country has been led to suppose. Railway legis- 
lation too has become a matter of intense difficulty, and as yet 
appears scarcely on the threshold of solution. The locking up 
of an immense amount of capital is producing a visible effect of 
decided detriment; and the bankrupt lists of the 44 Gazette” are 
awfully and unusually long ; moreover, the legal tortuosities of 
railway responsibilities are only beginning to he unravelled. De- 
cisions are in progress of reversal ; and rules nisi have been ob- 
tained to upset verdicts which ha^e been prematurely regarded 
as precedents. There is really a dangerous confusion in affairs ; 
and the state of Denmark has something in it -which is extremely 


riotous if not rotten. When or where the disorder will end ottf 
present sagacity is not sufficiently penetrating to discover. 

But while Coercion is going nncoerced, and will not be forced on ) 
while Corn knows not from what foreign bin it may he eman- 
cipated, or in what domestic granary it may remain ; while 
trade languishes, and Ireland half revolts ; while bankrupts ap- 
pear in regiments, and railways are in a Cretan labyrinth of 
litigation and of loss, the minor matters that come floating np to 
the surface of the political stream are not more satisfactorily dis- 
posed of, or more summarily swept away. A poor law case 
appears — government is taken to task for permitting the dis- 
missal of an assistant-commissioner upon grounds cowardly, in- 
famous, and unjust ; on account of an accident, and for no fault 
— and Sir James Graham joins issue with the coldness of an 
icicle and the calm of a saint, suggesting no remedy and affording 
no redress. Sir James is the type of a new tyranny and man- 
ners, as mild as the moonbeams mince over oppressions as irri- 
tating as chains. His three kings of Somerset House hare not 
only the virtual effrontery of the tailors of Tooley Street, 
hut the actual power of the 44 people of England.” And they 
carry the war of the workhouse on against that same people with 
a vengeance — always taking care that there is a progression of 
slavery from the rags up to the royalty — that it mounts from 
the House of Sorrow to the House of Somerset in one unbroken 
chain, only varying the texture of the links — degrading the 
pauper into a hone-crusher in one place, and the assistant-com- 
missioner into a flunkey in another — now prompting an infan- 
ticide — now dismissing an underling — and equally considerate 
about the destruction of life in one and prospects in the other. 
We do not know if Parliament takes note that the country watches 
these things — feels them bitterly, and will resent or abrogate 
them in the end. But we do know that Sir James Graham is a 
very Tilly Slowboy in worse confounding confnsion, and the 
slowest hoy possible, in another sense, in. learning any lesson 
which public feeling may shadow forth. Poor-law cases or 
Post-office cases, no matter which — all warnings are alike to 
him — given, not to he taken ; or only taken when the power of 
doing good with them has passed away. 

This week there was a post office case to vie with the poor law, 
Mr. Duncombe brought forward a case of injustice, and a flagrant 
abuse of public patronage, asking for a committee of investigation, 
which Sir James Graham refused. . In another instance Govern- 
ment shielded the conduct of the Mint with reference to criminal 
prosecutions for the passing of base coin upon an admitted abuse, 
which it had deemed it of paramount consequence for decency’s 
sake to have investigated, and the odium of which it escaped by 
inferring that the “Times” reporter had given mistaken evi- 
dence, although that evidence he is prepared to corroborate upon 
oath. Such are the incidents which form the parliamentary his- 
tory of the week, and that tbeir results are . sorrowful, con- 
temptible, and disgusting, we take it for granted our readers are 
too sensible to doubt But is it not really melancholy to reflect 
that mean as they are, and impotent as they have proved, in fact, 
they have wasted a large portion of that mdst valuable time which 
ought to he wisely and thoughtfully devoted to the exigencies qf 
the state and the happiness of the people ?

’ Cor nr or Exchequer, Wtwtminster. — flEsroxsiMLifr or Rahway Cow- 
bIittrembn. — Wallkt \b v. Si-oT-rrewooDE. — This action, which iavolrei a 
principle of considerable importance, was brought to. recover from (he defendant, 
os one of the committeemen of “ The Direct Birmingham, Oxford, Reading, and 
Brighton Railway Company,” the full amount of the deposit* on thirty shares, 
paid by the plaintiff as one of the allottees of that projected undertaking. It was 
tried before the lord clnef baron, at Guildhall, during the after sitting* of lx*t 
Hilary terra, when a verdict passed- for the plaintiff lor 781. 16s., by directum of 
the learned judge. .... 

Mr. Martin nbw nftoved, pursuant to leave reserved, to set aside that verdict, 
and enter a nonsuit. The declaration contained two counts, one dn a special 
contract, by which it was alleged that the defendant was bound Co give the plain- 
tiff thirty scrip certificates, on her paying 78/. I5s>, ihe amount of the deposits 
thereon, and on her signing the necessary deeds. The other count was for 
money had and received. At the trial the lord chief baron expressed his opinion 
that me first count of the declaration was proved, ahd directed a verdict lor the 
plaintiff on that count, subject to the decision of this court, The objection* 
urged on behalf of the defendant were, that the contract was not proved at the • 
trial, the only evidence adouced in support of it being the plaintiff's letter of 
application for shares, which was dated 7th of October, 1845, and the answer of 
tne secretary to the company, on ihe 18th of that month, stating that thirty 
shares had been allotted to her. I he plaintiff’s case rested upon a paragraph in 
the secretary ’s letter, but the defendant contended that it was no part of the real 
contract. Th« paragraph alluded to stated that the letter of allotment would 
be exchanged for thirty shares (or scrip certificates) on the production of tha 
banker’s receipt for 7HI. 15*., and on executing the parliamentary contract and 
subscriber’s agreement.” The defendant contended that this was a mere super- 
fluous intimation, and that the real contract was the acceptance of the offer made 
by the plaintiff to take so many shares a» the provisional committee might think 
proper to allot to her, and to pay the deposits thereon and sign the deeds. It was 
uow further contended that even if the contract declared ou was proved by those 
ieuers. the plaintiff could not recover on the first count. The ground of this 
objection was important, as it depended altogether on the view which the court 
might take of the extent of liability Incurred by a member of a committee, or a 
director of a railway provisionally registered. Upon behalf of the defendant it 
was contended that his li ability should be limited to the bounds defined by the 
7 and 8 Victoria, c. 110., and except there be very clear proof of some actual 
authority from him to the secretary, or to some of his co-corn mitteemm to ex- 
jeed those bounds. That the 7 and 8 Victoria was passed expressly to regulate 
court stock companies, both provLionaliy and completely registered, and pre- 
scribes precisely the duties of directors in eve*y case, and It was clear and 
reasonable that their liabilities should be only co-exteniive with those duties. 
The plaintiff » case was altogether silent as to any usage extending that liability; 
not the leart proof was even attempted to be given of any acts done by the de- 
fendant which could be construed into an authority from him to the vecreurjr (q 
bind him in his character of committeeman to do anything which the act of rar T 
liament did not impose upon him the necessity to do. The fact fbaj: thp 
plaintiff’s whole case rested upon the circumstance ttjat Jhp defendant wa* f 
provisional committeeman iff th'S railway, and in that ci|pr r ctty i| w a« Insisted po, 
upon behalf of the plaintiff, that h« should he hpld responsible for the issuing of 
scrip certificates to the allottees who hat} paid the deposits god signed the upfcM- 
sary deeds, or to refund the full amount of the deposits. 

Baron Aldernon : 1 believe the Joint, stock Company’s Act prohibits the di- 
rectors of companies only ” provisionally” registered from issuing scrip certifl.. 
cates till a cerurn period. 

Mr. Martin: That is so: but although the act may appear unintelligible and 
contused at first sight, yet on considering It a litrie, it is q.dto clear that it is de- 
cio edly in favour of the views taken by the defendant. Indeed, 1 believe that not 
tne slightest doubt'would exist upon the subject, only for the case of Woolmer 
v. Tubv, which was recemly tried. 

Baron Kobe : Do not »ay “ tried ; ” for that case was not “ tried ” by me. It 
went off on a variety of points, which were not decided, at least the principal 
points involved wt*re not decided by me. 

The Lord Chief Baron observed that the case of Woolmer v. Toby was tried 
just as this ca»ewas — pro forma. The real decision on the question raised 
being reserved for the mature deliberation and judgment of this court. Tne 
points raued on both cases were still smb judice, and nothing could be said to 
have been decided in either of them to warrant their being used as authorities on 
dreision* as to the principles involved. 

Mr. Martin admitted that both cases had been tried In the manner described, 
but he should say, in the present case, that the decision at Guildhall was^ertaiuly 

n °Baron Aldemon : It appears that the letter* upon which the contract is founded, 
allude to a scheme which was then only “ provisionally ” registered ; doe* it noc 
follow that, as the plaintiff must be supposed to hAve cognisance of the law, the 
contract created thereby must be taken to have been such only as the statute 
7 and 8 Vic. c. 110. warranted the directors in entering into Y 

Mr. Marlin said that that was a fair and reasonable inference ; for e man who. 
was only a provisional committeeman could only be supposed to give authority 
to a t&v clary to do that which tne law authorised him to do himself, and DO 

10 The Lord Chief Baron? You mey take a rqle to show cause. 
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Mr. Martin then submitted that the verdict could not stand on the second 
tount either. The plaintiff recovered on the ground that the scheme had been 
abandoned, and that there was an absolute failure of the consideration in respect 
of which the deposit money was paid. The ruling of the lord chief baron, at 
nisi print , proceeded upon the case of Nockhold e. Crosby ; but, without dis- 
puting that case, the plaintiff could not recover, as the law had been since com- 
pletely changed by the statute of Victoria. The fact it, the directors hare no 
power to abandon any railway scheme or wind up its affairs. 

Mr. Baron Alderson : Certainly not ; otherwise the legislature would not now 
be framing a law to bring about that result. 

The Lord Chief Baron: If you are right as to the first count, you must also be 
Vlthl as to the second. If, as you state, it would be illegal for the defendant to 
Veter into any contract to issue scrip, the plaintiff cannot enforce a contract to do 
•e, even if it was entered into and proved. Both the counts must therefore stand 
tor frfl together. 

A rifle to show cause upon both points was accordingly granted. 

Bail Coo rt.— Railway Liabilitirs — Clarke v. Alderman Hughes 

Hughes Mr. Macauley moved that the verdict h-d in this case should be set 

aside, end a new trial granted, on the ground of rejection of evidence, of misdi- 
rection of the judge, and that the verdict given was contrary to evidence. It was 
t»iod befor** the under-sheriff of Nottinghamshire, and a verdict was given for 
the plaintiff — damages, 18/L The plaintiff was acting as a surveyor, not on his 
©an account, but when employed by persons in that profession. Defendant was 
a member of the provisional committee of a railway company called the ** Shef- 
Nottingham, and London Direct Rail way.” Plaintiff was employed to do 
gome woik on th it line, in November last, and it was for the value of such ser- 
vice tfctt he had braught the action against Mr. Hughes. On behalf of the plain- 
tiff, it was slated that a person of the name of Breese had been the engineer of 
the company, and the plaintiff with other persons had been employed by this 
engineer during the progress of the works. Mr. Breese having, however, quar- 
relled with the company, he retired from their employment, leaving himself in- 
debted to the plaintiff and other persons, for the amount of their services while 
In his employment. Mr. Cann, an agent of the company in Nottingham, it was 
stated, had subsequently requested of those parties to continue at their work, 
and said that on behalf of the company he would see them paid, not only for 
their future services, but also the money that was due to them by Mr. Ureeze. 
They accordingly resumed their duties, and, as the result proved, endeavoured 
to make the defendant liable for the amount of their claim. Theie were two 
witnessei called In support of the plaintiff's case, who were also bringing actions 

S tainst Alderman Hughes Hughes, under similar circumstances as the present 
aintiff. It was stated at the trial that the plaintiff and some other parties siml- 
rly situated had gone to the office of the company in Moorgate Street in 
February last, when they saw the defendant acting as vice-chairman, who. on 
bearing their complaint, commiserated their situation, saying that it was a very 
painful one ; that the company had not had their depo* its paid up, and they were, 
therefore, about to wind up their affairs ; that they (the claimants) ought to send 
in their accounts and the company would see them paid. On the part of the de- 
fondant it was submitted that this was but the ordinary case in which surveyors 
were employed to carry out the engagement entered Into between the engineer 
and a railway company, in which the engineer had undertaken to perform a cer- 
tain work under certain conditions, in the same way that a builder who had con- 
tracted for the building and completion of certain houses, was bound to employ 
painters, glaziers, and other persons to enable him to perform his engagement 
with his employer, who, even though he should urge these workmen to hasten 
with their work, was, nevertheless, only liable to the contractor, with whom he 
had originally entered into an engagement. It was also urged on the part of the 
defendant that a Mr. Bawsley, who had succeeded Mr. Breeze as engineer, had

employed the plaintiff exactly in the same way s> the latter gentlemau had done, 
and Mr. Bawsley, who was called to prove these facts, stated that on the 2‘id 
November he entered upon his duties, which were to complete those works that 
Mr Breeze had originally undertaken. On this gentleman being asked by the 
defendant s counsel whether he had not engaged t > do tins work lor a fixed sum 
of money, the under-sheriff objected to this question being put. The facts of 
this part of the care, as proved, were these. Mr. Bawsley having contracted to 
do this work, ha went to London for the purpose of procuring asais'ance to enable 
him to carry out his engagement. He there found the plaintiff and other per- 
sons unemployed, who had becu previouslv occupied as surveyors n|»on the line 
under tho former engineer, Mr. Breeze. He accordingly hired them at the rate 
of 10/. a mile. The plaintiff had received no instructions from the company, but 
Mr. Bawsley engaged him sjlely upon hit own responsibility. 

Mr. Justice W igmroan. — This gentleman in his evidence uses the expression 
" I employed hnn to do the surveys for the company.” 

Mr. Macauley said that these words, when placed upon paper and rend, were 
calculated to bear a different meaning to that wiiicli it was really mlemW they 
should bear when they were uttered in evidence. This language was used 
merely for the purpose of describing the particular employment lor which he had 
employed the plaintiff, to distinguish it from other railway lines in which Mr. 
Bawsley was engaged. He had a strong affidavit from the secretary of the com- 
pany, who was .present 'at every meeting of the committee, showing that the 
plaintiff was engaged by Mr. Bawsley. who was the only party with whom the 
C impany had contracted. As counsel for the defendant he wanted to .show that 
Mr. lhiwsley had contracted to do this work for a fixed sum — sty 500/ . but his 
question was objected to by the under-sheriff. If he could have shown this, he 
submitted that it would have gone a long way in upsetting any inference which 
Che jury might hsve be**n previously disposed to entertain, as to the personal lia. 
bility of the defendant from the alleged admission of Alderman Hughes in Moor- 
gate Street. The learned counsel was then proceeding to read, from the notes 
be had made ou his brief, the grounds upon which the under- sheriff had rejected 
this evidence, wheu 

Mr. Justice Wightman objected to this course; the undrr-sheriff gave no 
statement as to the terms of his summing up. In ordinary cases whrre actions 
were brought in the superior courts, the judges who tried them staled the points 
that were generally taken. In the former case, however, this practice was 
omitted ; there was. therefore, a great difficulty in this respect. 

Mr. Macaulay sdd that he had not certainly a,verifi«d report of what the 
under-sheriff had stated upon the occasion, not considering that it would be ne- 
cessary, under the circumstances. There was a letter put in evidence for the 
drfence, which was written by the plaint iff to Mr. Bawsley. to this effect : — “ In 
compliance with your request, I send the account, and should be glad to hear 
that you are in a condition to pay it. The under-sheriff, in summing up, told the 
jury that this letter wa« immaterial, although it was produced (or the purpose of 
corroborating Mr. Bawsley '$ statement as to the plaintiff having been employed 
by himself, and solely upon his own responsibility. 

Mr. Justice Wightman said it seemed to him that the only point for the learned 
counsel to rely upon was. whether the under-sheriff had a right to reject the 
question which, it was stated, the counsel lor the defendant had put to the wit- 
ness Bawsley. Application granted. 

BANKBurrcY Court.— In as Bromley.— Important Commercial Question. 
— Tuesday was appointed for a dividend In the estate of the bankrupt, who was 
a solicitor In Gray’s Inn, and failed for a very great amount. Mr. Cooke ap- 
peared on behalf of the Metropolitan Investment Society, to support a proof for 
about 1400/., to 1100/. of which there was no objection ; the remainder was for 
money paid to Messrs. Hoare and Co., to redeem deeds belonging to the com- 
pany, and deposited by the bankrupt for money advanced. Mr. Wilde appeared 
on behalf of the assignees, and objected to the proof, on the ground that the com- 
pany had a legal or equitable claim on the estate, as they were not bound to pay 
the money, but did so for their own benefit and advantage. Mr. Cooke quoted 
the case ” Ex parte Young,” 2 Rose, in which case one of the partners of a firm 
bad signed a bill of exchange which had been taken up. and it was afterwards 
sought to prove the debt against the estate ; and Lord Eldon held, that although 
they were not, strictly speaking, sued, yet they were persons liable, and that the 
most liberal interpretation ought to be put on the words. ” or legallv liable,'' 
where the party was morally entitled to protection. lit this case the aeeds had 
been deposited with the bankers without the knowledge of the company, and the 
bankers threatened to sell the property ; and the only resource of the company 
was to pay the money advanced. It was quite clear that Messrs. Hoare and Co. 
might have sued for their debt if they had thought proper, hut they did not, and 
tne company stood in the place of the original creditor. The learned commis- 
sioner said that depended on whether there was a legal liability to pay. Did the 
papers get Into the hands of the bankrupt as solicitor to the company ? Mr. 
Cooke answered in the affirmative. The learned commissioner: Then the 
deposit of the deeds was fraudulent, and the company was neither legally nor 
equitably bound to pay. Tnat fact, I think, excludes the proof entirely from 
Lord Eldon's opinion and judgment— morally, the proof ought to be admitted; 
but th.- question is, can we admit that to be a liability which was a voluntary 
act /—Mr. Cooke : Lord Eldon goes on to say that in all cases of tiiis kind ail the 
circumstances must be considered, and that the moral justice of the case be 
looked to. In the present instance the estate has not been damnified, and they 
(the company) now sought to stand in the position the bankers were At the time 
of the bankruptcy. The learned commissioner «aiJ, in the case of Young, the 
partners were legally liable ; but no liability arose here, as the company could 
not have been compelled to pay the money. Mr. Cooke said that the estate 
would have been sold if the money had not been paid — The commissioner : 
Would not • court of equity have luterlered to prevent a sale, or would not an 
action of trover lie in a case of illegal and unjustifiable depostt ? — Mr. Cooke : 1 
cannot say what a court of equity would have done, but persons ought not to bo 
compelled to resort to courts of law. The commissioner : supi>osing no bank- 
ruptcy had taken place? — Mr. Cooke: Trover would have laid against Bromley, 
as our rights ag tins! him, in my opinion, follow his estate. The learned com- 
missioner asked if any cases precisely similar could be adduced ?— Mr. Cooke : It 
Is a novel case. The commissioner said, as to the moral justice of the case there 
could not be a doubt ; but he was not prepared to decide in favour of the proof. 
Mr. Wilde said, that whatever the disposition of the assignee might be to sympa- 
thise with the claimants, they were bound to raise the question. Here had been 
a criminal act committed — an embezzlement — and had an action of trover been 
brought, the bankers could not have made any reply. The claimants had made 
a sacrifice of their money for their own benefit. The learned commissioner said 
be could not at present tikke the proof, but would consider the point. 

Vick Chancellors' Counts. — De Beauvoir v. Sa mi.— This was a demurrer 
to a bill filed by the next of kin of a deceased gentleman, and praying that in tho 
event of the death without Issue of the last devisee under a wi.l, the plaintiff 
might be declared entitled to all the personal property in the possession of the 
testator at the time of his death. The bill also asked for an account and the 
appointment of a receiver. By his will, dated July 27. 1800, the Rev. Peter de 
Beauvoir gave and devised all his estates Iq fee simple — his freehold, leasehold, 
and copyhold estates, and also his estates in the funds of England, and all his 
other lands, tenements, and hereditaments, to Edward Benyou (since deceased) 
for life, with remainder in tail to several persons in succession, with the ultimate 
remainder to the defendant Richard Benyon (now R. Benyon de Beauvoir), and 
to bis sons in tail male, but in default of such issue to the " right heirs of the 
testator fjr sver.” Tbd question now was, whether the personal property, 
amosuitlng to 550,000/., in case the tenant in tail should die without issue, de- 
volved to the next of kin, or, in other words, whether the heir took by descent, 
or as designate persona. Mr. J. Parker, Messrs. Lee, and R. Palmer supported 
the demurrer. Mr. Bethel!, Mr. Hodgson, and Mr. Bagshawe appeared for the 
bill. The vies- chancellor thought, that as the testator employed the same set of 
words in reference to estates in fee simple, leasehold, copyhold, and personal 
property, and as it appeared to him clear, from the construction of the will, that 
one person was Intended to succeed to the whole property, therefore the heii 
(ook as perwm designate, and not by des ce nt . The demurrer must be allowed,. 


At the Stamford end of the Peterborough and Syston railway relays of 
n 'ght workmen ar« shout to be put on.

Suspected Murder at Manchester.— Inquest The inquest on view of the 

body of Daniel Drinkwater, which was adjourned ou Tuesday se’ennight, was 
resumed on Tuesday last, when the jury, after a short deliberation, found that 
the deceased was taken out of the Rochdale Canal dead, witn several marks of 
violence upon bun, but how those marks were produced, or what was the cause 
of death, there was no evidence to show. 

Benjamin Hawes, F.sq , M.P., and J. H. Green, Esq., of Hadley, have been 
appointed commissioners for governing Pentonville prison, in the room of the 
late Lord Wharnclide, and the Duke of Richmond, who has resigned. 

Sir Wm. Boothbt, receiver- general of Customs, died on Tuesday morning. 
He was the husband of Mrs. Nlsbeti, the popular actress, who U now, for the se- 
cond time, a widow. 

King’s Colleob, London — Yesterday the theological department of this col- 
lege, established for the purpose of training young men as candidates for holy 
orders, was opened for tiie first time, the bishops heving consented to receive 
the students who have passed the regular curriculum, without requiring them to 
graduate at Oxford or Cambridge. The course is to embrace divinity In all Us 
branches, and before a student can obtain the honorary certificate from the prin- 
cipal, necessary before he can present himself to the bishop, be will be required 
to go through six terms, extending over two years.

Suicide at London Bridge.— On Monday night, about half-past ten o'clock, 
the paskengers on London Bridge saw a man enter the middle recess on the 
eastern side, and mount the stone seat, from which he immediately plunged 
headlong into the river. The act was so very sudden that, although several per- 
sons were near him they could not prevent him. The tide carried him down the 
river, aud before any boat could be manned he disappeared and was drowned. 

Another Suicide in the Serpentine.— On Tuesday) morning the body 
of a respectably dressed female was taken out of the Serpentine river, In Hyde 
Park, by the men belonging to the Royal Humane Society. This makes the 
fourth body taken out of the Serpentine with the last three weeks. 

F.XTRAOiDtNARY Suicide by a Boy. — On Tuesday an inquest was held In 
Sho-editch, on the body of William Thomas Figess, aged nine years. The de- 
ceased asked liis mother for a halfpenny to parchuse an India-rubber ball of one 
of his playmates. He was refused, and after sitting awhile in a chair in a sullen 
manner, he suddenly rose and left the room. In less than five minutes after- 
wards a little boy found him hanging by a rope which was passed round his neck 
and fastened to the bannister of tne stairs leming to his mother’s room. — Verdict, 
” Temporary insanity.’’ 

Parliamentary Furloughs— Several members of Parliament have availed 
themselves of the debate on the corn laws for the purpose of travelling. One 
honourable gentleman, who has a taste for military adventures, has gone over 
to India, having left directions with his servant that he is to be-seotfor as soon as 
there is the most distant prospect of a division on the third reading.— Punch. 

The Real Railway Kino A gentleman in the Queen's Bench has papered 

his room with nothing but railway shares. The effect is rery rich. It Is calcu- 
lated that not less than three millions of capital have been sent in this way to the 
wail. Every county in the United Kingdom is there represented. The whole 
railway world is compressed into the space of eight feet by six. The gentleman 
breakfasts in England, takes bis tiffin in India, dines at Paris, and sups in Swit- 
zcrland, just according as he moves his chair.

the public works in Prussia, for his assistance in connection with the objects of 
the institute ; the medal of the institute, to Mr. Thomas Worthington, for an 
essay on tho manufacture of brick ; and medals of merit, to Mr. Nicholls, for the 
second best essay on the same subject, and Mr. Wadmore, for a design for n royal 
chapel. The neble president also announced that her Majesty had promised an 
annual medal, at the disposal of the council, for the best essay or design on any 
subject proposed by them. 

The Bird* in St. James’s Park— T his Interesting collection which, through 
the liberality of the Ornithological Society, affords daily gratification to many 
hundreds, is, through the scientific treatment pursued, much ou the increase the 
present season. Amongst other novel species which have already been reared, 
are three cygnets from the black swans of Australia, eight Egyptian getse, and 
two Chinese ducks, whilst several other varieties are now sitting. The collec- 
tion at present contains three species of swans, eight of geese, fifteen of ducks, 
one sheldrake, two gulls, ana seventeen other Individual specie* of water- 
birds. 

The Hall of Conciliation witnessed but a thin attendance on Mondav, but the 
business went on in the usual way. Mr. Caugghy, barrister, was called to the 
chair ; but mode no speech. The rent for the week was 194/. 1 Is. Id. 

Coal Mins Explosion — Bilston, Monday. — This morning a second ex- 
plosion took place in the mine of Messrs. Benton and Pemberton, where the fite 
men lost their lives Iasi week. It appears that about six o'clock this morning 
three men went down the pit, and that one of them, a man named Dyke, took 
the safety lamp, and proceeded all round the woi kings of the pit; everything ap- 
peared safe. After some necessary preparations had l>een made for the purpose 
of forcing air into a part of the mine which hod been worked through the solid 
coal into a gate-road at the hack, a man named Roberts proceeded into the open- 
ing for the purpose of showing Dyke some work to be executed. The latter 
advised him not to go. but the former assuring him all was safe, the two pro- 
ceeded up the mine, Roberts carrying a naked candle. They had not proceeded 
many yards before an explosion took place, by which both were very seriously 
injured, to much so that doubts are entertained as to whether Roberts will re- 
cover. The purpose of the men going into the mine was to prepare it for work, 
by forcing air into an excavation, in order that the combustible matter might be 
driven out. Hence this second catastrophe. 

SUSPECTED MURDER OF MR. ASTLEY. 

(From the " Brussels ‘Gazette.") 

Our English readers will be much shocked to learn that it Is now strongly sus- 
pected that Mr. Astley, whose melancholy fate we communicated in a former 
number, did not meet with his death by accident, as was theu supposed, but that 
he hod been foully assassinated. Various rumours are in circulation on this sub- 
ject, but we believe the following are all the facts that have transpired. It ap- 
pears that the unfortunate gentleman had dined with a friend at his own house ut 
llouton; after dinner they went together to a cabaret in the village, which he 
habitually frequented, and remained there till about eleven o'clock. On leaving 
the house, Mr. Astley remained behind on the bridge for a necessary purpose, and 
his companion walked on ; but had not proceeded far when his name was called, 
not in a lone of urgency, or as if in any danger, but in his usual manner. He. how- 
ever, paid no particular attention to| this, and went into the house, but finding, 
after a lapse of ten minutes, that Mr. Astley did not return, he went back to the 
inn, and procuring a lantern, searched the banks of the river, which was not more 
thau two feel deep at the sides, accompanied by the landlord's son, without dis- 
covering any trace. This, however, did not excise much alarm, as Mr. Astley'g 
habits were very eccentric, and it was concluded tnat lie had gone away on some 
sudden whim— a not very unusual circumstance. When the next m >rning 
arrived, without his making his appearance, his friend became alarmed for his 
safety, and sent men all over the country to search for him, and had boats out to 
drag the river. But it was not until after the lapse of two days that the body was 
found at a place about three leagues down the Ourthe. It had a large wound, 
seemingly inflicted by some heavy blunt instrument, which hod broken iu ail the 
crown of the skull, and some slight contusions on the legs. The sleeve of his 
coat was tom, aud the knees of a pair of heavy fishing-boots he wore much 
abraded, as if he had been dragged along a stony road. These appearances led to 
the suspicion that murder had been committed ; and upon the examination before 
the tribunal at Marche, it came out that two men who had been drinking ut a 
neighbouring cabaret had left just about the lime when the affair must have oc- 
curred. These men were carpenters, and it was stated that there existed a 
quarrel of about two years’ standing between them and the deceased, relative to 
a disputed account. They avowed that they were both tod rfiuch intoxicated to 
recollect anything that had happened ; and there not being soffi Clout evidence to 
criminate trtem. they were liberated ; but still remain under the surveillance of 
the police. An old inau, inhabiting a cottage near the bridge, said that he had 
heard cries for help, but on going out could not perceive anything unusual. No 
attempt at robbery seemed to have been made, as the watch, money, ring, Ac., of 
the deceased were all found on the body ; a Urge German pipe be carried, and 
his hat being the only articles missing. The officers of justice are still engaged 
in the investigation of this sad affair ; but It remains up to this time Involved in 
Impenetrable mystery. Lord Hastings came from England to be present at the 
examination before the Juge <f Instruction, and has conveyed his unhappy bro- 
ther’s remains for interment in the family vault.

Additional Membbrs for the County op Cork. — Mr. O’Connill gars 
notice that be should postpone his motion for leave to introduce a Bill to enable 
the county of Cork to send two additional members to replace those formerly re- 
turned for Sudbury, till Tuesday next. 

Outragbs and Distress in Ireland. — Mr. D. Biowni wished to ask the 
Right Hon. Baronet at the head of her Majesty's Government, whether he had 
received any official Information with respect to the fearful state of the poor In 
the south oi Ireland from the want (of food, that they had stopped and robbed 
several mills, cars, and boats laden with floor and meal. He wished to ask if 
such information had reached her Majesty's Government, and whether they had 
taken any steps to afford relief to those unfortunate persons who bad been re- 
duced to such a state, and induced to commit violence by the want of the neces- 
saries of life ? He did not ask the question with any intention to embarrass the 
Government, bur in order to allay the anxiety which prevailed in Ireland on the 
subject— Sir K. Peel assured the Hon. Gentleman that both hia Hon. Friend 
(Sir J. Graham) and himself had received information from time to time, from 
the proper authorities, with respect to the outrages which had been recently 
perpetrated in Ireland, and with respect to the sufferings of the people from the 
want of food, caused by the failure of the potato crop. He must say that these 
accounts testified the forbearance with which the people had borne their suffer- 
ings. Outrages had been committed, the perpetrators of which must be pu- 
nished ; and steps had accordingly been taken by the executive to punish those 
concerned in them ; and the Hon. Gentleman and the House might rest assured 
that every means would be taken to diminish and altogether suppress these 
outrages. With respect to the sufferings of the people, the Government had 
takeu steps, by the introduction of maize and other food into Ireland, to alleviate 
them ; hut he could assure him that the exertions of the Government to accom- 
plish this would be greatly facilitated, and the people of Ireland consequently 
benefited, by the House passing the Corn Bill without any unnecessary delay. 
The adjourned debate on the Irish Coercion Bill was then resumed. 

INSURRECTION IN GALICIA.

ATTEMPT TO ASSASSINATE THE KING OF THE 
FRENCH. 

(EXTRAORDINARY EXPRESS FROM PARIS.) 

Paris, April 17, Eight o'clock. 

At half-past five o'clock on Thursday afternoon, at the moment when the King 
was returning from a drive, and was passing through the park of Fontainbleau, 
a man mounted upon a wail fired at his Majesty. 

Providence has onde more watched over the days of the King. 

The Queen, the Princess Adelaide, the Duchess of Nemours, and tha Prince 
and Princess of Salerno were in the King’s carriage. 

No one was hurt. 

Three balls cut the fringe which ornaments the char-a-bancs. The wadding, 
which fell between the King and the Queen, was picked up by the Queen. 

The assassin was immediately arrested. His name is Lecomte. He is an old 
wood-keeper (arnkn garde general) of the forest of Fontainbleau. 
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THE BRITISH ARMY AT LAHORE. 

THE PUNJAUB. 

Onr luminary of the 3d instant cloved with an account of the crowing of our 
troops from Ferozepore. and their advance on Lahore. The fint division had 
got over the river on the 10th ; it was the 17th before the whole were within the 
.Sikh dominions. The governor-general having proceeded with the leading di- 
vinon, was at Kussoor on the 14th, whence the proclamation given in our last, in- 
timating that the Punjaub was to retain its independence, was issued We were 
to retain possession of the protected states on the south-eastern side of the Sut- 
lej, roniisi .ited hy proclamation ot the Kith of December, and to anuex to our 
dominion* the region betwixt the Sutlej and the Bean, hill and dale. The terri- 
tory thus become ours is in the form ol an equilateral triangle; the rivers already 
liinni d. IO the extent of one hundred mites each, constituting two; an extension 
ol the m >untain range on which Simla stand*, forming the third of its tides. It 
comprises an area ot about 5000 square mdes, and yields a revenue of 400,000/.— 
cqu.d to that of Sclnde under the Ameers. The level part of the country is con- 
sidered the most fertile portion of the Punjaub, and it surpassed in productive- 
ness, in excellence of toil, and salubrity of climate, by no part of Hindostan. Its 
chief town is Jullmder, containing a population of about 40, 000. Phuiloor, 
I’.igwarr.a, and Sultanpore are places of minor consideration. Full particulars of 
the disaster the Sikh troops had sustained at Sobraon on the I0ih, and of the ad- 
vance of our army, reached the court of Lahore on tbe 13th. Their loss waj re- 
ported at 20, (.00 — about double its actual amount. Goolab Singh reported to 
tin* que-n, tnat the advance of the British would be the signal for a general iu- 
surrrction ; and the troops and officers of Lahore readily complied with the 
request that a written declaration of their fidelity to the queen .and wuneer 
should be sent in hy them. Goolab Singh, meanwhile, prepared to go out and 
make submission, and to express contrition for what had occurred, anxious to 
accept ol whatever Uv ms we might be disposed to concede to him. He took with 
him two elephants, twelve noble horses, 5000/. In money, with other gifts of 
value, to l»e presented to the governor-general. The rn/jeeb (militia) battalions 
were lelt in charge of the town, and the Sikh soldiers were directed to be ex- 
cluded. The wuzzeer having despatched messengers intimating his intention to 
appear before the governor-general, started on his appalling and unwillingly un- 
de. liken journey on the afternoon of the 14th. The governor general had that 
d*y arrived at Kussoor, ami having issued the proclamation alluded to at first, 
resolved to halt his army for a couple of days, till the centre and rear found 
leisure to cross and close up, and tbe effect produced by recent measures had 
time to mai.i'est itself. On the 16th Goolab Singh approached Kussoor, where 
preparations had been made for lus reception. He was four hours behiod his 
tune, and was received with cold and distant haughtiness. His gifts were all 
declined ; and when endeavouring to open the discussion with the governor - 
goner *1, he was referred to the secretary, Mr. Currie, and Major Lawrence, the 
political agent. These gentlemen were engaged till past midnight in close con- 
lerence with the rajah and his chiefs. The terms of the treaty prescribed by us 
were the Iree and peaceable cession oFthe territory south-eastward of ihe Bess, 
the payment of a million and a half sterling in money — naif a million now, ano- 
ther hall as soon as possible, and the balance in 1848. All the cannon not already* 
in our bands which had lieen used against us, were to be surrendered to us, and 
the Khali.* army to be disbanded, and never again re-organised. On the 17th 
another interview of no less than 10 hours' duration occurred betwixt the con- 
tracting parti* s, when matters were considered finally closed. Goolao Singh 
had, on parting from the governor-general, intimated that the presence of the 
maharajah was desired in camp — a dispatch of like import was forwarded by 
Sir Henry Ilardinge. 1 he maharajah, on the assurance supplied by the events 
at Kussoor. was ahoady on his way to our camp when these important missives 
arrived, lie had taken with him C000/. in cush, with many articles of value, as 
pilt* to the governor-general. On the iHih the camp advanced to within sixteen 
ii> lies of Lahore, and in the evening the tnaharaiah Dhullcep Singh visited the 
governor-general in his tent. The 9th and IGth Lancers lined the way; Mr. 
Secretary Cur tie and a small personal escort went out to meet the prince. He 
was received without salute, and as soon as he had passed on the body guard 
whecleJ round and closed the avenue by which he had advanced. For an hour 
and a hall the durbar was closed. W hen the maharajah withdrew a royal salute 
imheaied to the army that his recognition as ruler was completed. The queeu- 
iimther appears to hare been delighted with the reception experienced by and 
terms granted to her son. The following proclamation to the chiefs, merchants, 
traders, ryots, and other inhabitants, was issued tbe s ime evening. 

“ PROCLAMATION BY TIIB RIGHT HON. THR GOVERNOR- GENERAL OP INDIA. 

“ foreign Department, Camp Lulleeanee, Feb. 1H. I84G. 

*' The chiefs, merchants, traders, ryots, and other inhabitants of Lahore and 
Umritstr, are hereby informed that his Highness Maharajah Dhuleep Singh has 
this day w ai iv'd upon the liigi.t Hon. the govet nor-general, and expressed the 
contrition of himsclfand the Sikh Government for their late hostile proceedings. 
The maharajah ami ourbar having acquiesced in all the terms and conditions 
impo-ed hy the British Government, tne governor-general has every hope that 
the relations of triendvhip will speedily be re-evtablished between the two go- 
vernments. The inhabitants of Lahore and Uinritsir have nothing to fear from 
the British nriny. The governor-general and the British troops, if the con- 
dition* move adverted to are fulfilled, and no further hostile opposition is offered 
by the Khalsa army, will use their endeavours for the re-establishment of the 
government of tiie descendant of Maharajah Runject Singh, and for the pro- 
tection of it* subjects. 

I'ne inhabitants of the cities in the Punjab will. In that case, be perfectly 
safe in pt r*on and property from any molestation by the British troops, and 
they are Jhereby called upon to dismiss apprcheuiiou and to follow their re- 
spective callings with all confidence.

The escort will consist of two regiments of Kuropean Cavalry, two regiments of 
Native C'avAlry — the body guard to be one ; one regiment of Inegular Horse, 
two troops of Horse Artillery, one European and one Native. 

“ The secretary to the Government ol India, F. Currie. K»q., will take charge 
offhis highness «n<l his suite, and will be accompanied by the political agent. 
Major Lawrence, the governor-general’s private secretary, Charles Hardinge, 
Esq.. the aides-de-camp of the governor-general ; two aides-de-camp of the com- 
inander-m-chtef, one aide de-camp from each general officer of division, in uni- 
form.

“ 1 1>» highness the maharajah of the Sikh nation, selected by the chiefs as their 
sovereign, having on the 18th inst. intimated his intention to proceed to the 
governor-general's camp at Lull canee, attended by hi* highness’s wuzeer, the 
Rajah Gholuh Singh, and other chiei*, was received in durbar on the afternoon of 
that day by ih** jpivernor-peneral, the coinmauder-ln-chief and the staff being 
pr-.ent. Ills highness'* ministers and chiefs there tendered bis submission mid 
soli, iied the clemency of the British Government. 

l’he governor-general extended the clemency of the British Government to 
a prince tne descendant of the maharajah, the late Runject Singh, for so many 
years the faithful ally and Iriend of the British Government, as the represent!- 
ti * *■ of the Sikh nation selec ed by the chiefs and the people to be their ruler, on 
the condition that all tbe terms imposed by th»* British (Government and pre- 
vious v explained to hi» highness's ministers and chiefs should be faithfully ex- 
ecuted. 

“ On wbhdrawing from the durbar the maharajah received the usual salutes 

due to Ins highness's exalted rank. 

" llis highnc** ha* since remained near the governor-general's camp, and as 
It will be conducive to bis highness’s comfort that lie should lejoin his family, 
the governor-general desires that he may, with all honour and In saiety, he con- 
ducted by the British troops to the gates of his palace thi* day. 

The lolbiwmg proclamation was issued ou the IfUh inst., by the governor- 
general, promising protection to all |*r*t>ns at Lahore and eUewnere who 
peac«'«hly i o ninue i . i their usual employments of trade and industry. 

*' The governor-general i* satisfied, alter the e* periencc of this campaign, that 
he can r. iy i n ihe discipline ol this invincible army, as fully and securely ns he 
ha* always been confident that the day of battle under their distinguished com- 
mand* r w..uM lie one of victory. 

*' He trust* at present that no officers or soldiers will pass the advanced 
sentries of their encampment to enter the town of Lahore, ami he requests his 
exc-lleiicy the comm under- in-cir.ef to give the necessary instruction to carry 
this order strictly into effect, as well ax to prelect all persons bringing pro- 
visions into the camp.

To avoid unnecessary alarm or irritation, and prevent the possibility of 
collision with the people, sentries were placed at the gates of the city to pre- 
c.mle the entry of any of our troop*. 'i he fort alone was, in token of 
submission, plan'd in charge of a native regiment w ith some artillery, which 
to this extent assumed the duty of a garrison The maharajah was desired to 
be provided with a guard of honour to escort him to his palace ; R consisted of 
In r Majesty'* 9th and I Oh Lancers, two troops of Horse Artillery, the governor- 
general’s nody-gjiard, with the 3d regular and 'Jth irregular cava ry. This was 
tominaudeii by Colonel Cureton, one of the mo*t distinguished officers m the 
c ivair> service, and accompanied bv the secretary to the gov* rnor- general and 
chmf members of his staff. Of thu proceeding ’Mr. Curris has made the suc- 
i ceding report. 

In pur .nance of these instructions Dhuleep Singh wss conveyed to his palac® 
of which proceeding Mr. Currie has given the following interesting report : — ’

to i«d,iri tl,,. Maharajah Dhuleep Singh to his palace m the citadel of Lahore.'

” The procession was arranged in the following order: — 9tb Irregular Ca- 
valry ; 3d Light Cavalry ; her Majesty’s I6th Lancers; troop Horse Artillery, 
Europeans; troop Horse Artillery, Natives; her Majesty’s 9th Lancers; the 
secretary with the maharajah and suite ; the governor-general’s body guard. 
The escort was formed iu open columu of troops left iu front commanded by 
Brigadier Cureton, C.B. 

Wr proceeded in this order to the encampment of tho maharajah, about one 
and a half mile from our pickets, aud nearly the same distance from the citadel 
gate of the city. 

" At about three quarters of a mile from the maharajah's camp I was met by 
the minister. Rajah Gholab Singh, and some of the chief*. 

“ Intimation of our approach was then scut on to the maharajah, that he might 
be ready on hi* elephant upou our arrival. 

“ On reaching the maharajah's c imp the troops of our escort drew up, and the 
maharajah, with Bhaee Rain Singh on the same elephant, came forward from his 
tent, accompanied by several chief*. 

*' After the uiual salutation and complimentary questions and replies, I placed 
the maharajah 's elephant next to mine, and the troops having laden in, as at 
fir.t, proceeded round the walls of the city to the gate of the citadel. 

'* On arriving. Brigadier Cureton drew up the escort in line in front of the 
gateway, and I took the maharajah, accompanied hy the officers enumerated in 
the former part of this letter, with Rajah Gholab Singh and the other chief*, iulo 
the interior ot the citadel, and to the inner door of his palxee. 

“ 1 then observed to the maharajah and chief*, that hy order of the right hon. 
the governor-general 1 had thus brought (he maharajah, conducted by the 
British army, to his palace, which hi* highness had left for tne purpose of 
tendering submission to the British government, and fur placing himself, his 
capital, and Ins country at the mercy of the governor -general, and requesting 
pardon for the insult that had been offered ; and that the governor-general had 
thus restored him to hi* palace as a mark of the favour which l\e desired to show 
to tho descendant of t lie late Maharajah Ilunjeet Singh. 

“ A salute ot twenty-one guns was then tired hy the Horse Artillery. 

“ We then took leave of the maharajah at the gate of his palace, and returning 
to the outside of the city, we continuing our progress round Lahore, thus re- 
turned to our camp. 

" As our camp is situated opposite the south-east end of the city face, and the 
citadel is immediately within the city walls at the north-west angle, wc made the 
entire circuit of Lahore. I considered this preferable to going through the 
city, the streets of which are very narrow, and would hate much impeded the 
progre** of our large escort. 

*' We did not see oue gun upon any part of the walls ; all their embrasures 
were empty. “ 1 have the honour to be, Ac.,

Supplies of all sorts began to be brought in abundance Into the camp; the 
civility with which those who brought them were received, and punctuality with 
which they were paid, contrasting strikingly with the reception they had been 
accustomed to meet with from the Khalsa troop*. Tej Singh, the commander 
of the forces, had been twice severely wounded at the battle of Sobraou. He 
hail, after the defeat, retired alone to Umiitsur, to watch the course of events; 
and seeing further resistance hopeless, reiolved to give in. The other chief* in 
time tendered their submission ; and finally, the la.*t remnant of the Sikh armies 
lindii'g that to hold out was hut to draw certain destruction on themselves, sur- 
rendered their cannon, and it wa* hoped would probably disband themselves. 
Goolab Singh is reported to have been averse to the arrangement which placed 
our troops in the fort ; but was informed that it was at the wish of the queen, 
who was apprehensive of an attack from the rabble soldiers of the Sikh army, 
that it had been mode. Latest advices from Lahore extend to the 1st March. 
There were numberless bands of armed desperadoes — the debris of the de- 
feated army — wandering about the country. There are said to be not lewer 
thag 20.000 armed tnen, fit for any mischief, prowling about the narrow lanes 
and streets of I^ahore. Permission for men from the 16th Lancers and 3Dt foot 
to volunteer into other regiment* had appeared in general orders of the 25th of 
February — the immediate preliminary of the return of the corps home. It was 
on this day that the commander-in-chief issued the following order to the British 
army. 

PROM HIS EXCELLENCY THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF TO THE RIGHT HON. SIR 
HENRY HARDINGE, O.C.B., GOVERN OR- GENERAL OF INDIA, Ac. 

Head-quarters, Army of the Sutlej, in front of Lahore, Feb. 22 
Bight Hon. Sir,— I have row to offer my congratulations on some of the 
earliest fruits of our victory of the |0th inst. A cout noon, on the 20th, a day 
henceforth very memorable in our Indian annals, the army under my command 
pitched it* tents on the plain of Myan Meer, under the walls of the Sikh capital. 

'I he entire submission ot the maharajah and bis advisers to the will of (he British 
Government had b- en before personally tendered to |you, and graciously ac- 
cepted ; and this morning, in fulfilment of one of the conditions which your 
wisdom had dictated for the real interests ol t lie ruler and people of the Punjab 
I had the honour to conduct a brigade of troops to the city, which took formal 
possession of the Badshahee Musjid and lloozooree Bagh. forming a part of the 
palace and citadel of Lahore. 1 trust, bv the observance of a strict discipline, to 
preserve unshaken that confidence which the people of the city and country 
around It evidently repose in the generosity, clnncncr, and good faith of their 
conquerors. Supplies or .all sorts are willingly brought to our camp and punc- 
lu illy paid for; and 1 believe that by every class of persons iu this v.einity the 
presence of our troops it felt to be a national benefit ; none cerUiuly have had 
real cause to lament it as a calamity. I have, &c.

This was accompanied by tbe following general order from tbe governor- 
general : — 

GENERAL ORDER HY THE BIGHT HON. THE GOVRRNOB -GENERAL OF INDIA. 

Foreign Department, Camp Lahore, Feb. 22. 
The Britiih army has this day occupied the gateway of the citadel of Lahore 
the Badshahee Mosque, and the Hoozooree Bagh. ’ 

The remaining part of the citadel Is the residence of his highness the maha- 
rajah, and also that of the families of ihe late Maharajah Runjeet Singh, for so 
many years the faithful ally of the British Government. In consideration of 
these circumstances, do truops wi.l be posted within the precincts of the palace 
gate. 

The army of the Sutlej has now brought Its operations in the field to a close 
by the dispersion of the Sikh army and the military occupation of Lahore, pre- 
ceded by a series of the most triumphant successes ever rrcorded In the military 
history ol India. The British Government, trusting to the faith of treaties and 
to the long-kubsisting friendship between the two states, had limited military 
preparations to the defence of it* «wn frontier. 1 

Compelled suddenly to assume the offensive by the unprovoked Invasion of its 
territories, the British army, under the command of it* distinguished leader, has 
in sixty dav* defeated the Sikh forces iu four general actions, has captured 220 
pieces of field artillery, and it now at the capital, dictating to the Lahore durbar 
the term* of a treaty the conditions of which will tend to secure the British pro- 
vinces from the repetition of a similar outrage. v 

The governor-general being determined, however, to mark with reprobation 
the perfidious character of the war, has required and will exact that every re- 
maining piece of Sikh artillery which has been pointed against the British army 
during this campaign shall be surrendered. 7 

The Sikh army, whose insubordinate conduct is one of the chief causes of the 
anarchy and misrule which have brought the Sikh state to the brink of destruc- 
tion, is about to be disbanded. 

The soldiers of the army of the Sutlej have not only proved their superior 
prowe*s in battle, but have on every occasion, w.ith subordina.ion and patience 
endured the fatigue* slid privations inseparable from a state of active operations 
in tile field. Tile native troops of this army have also proved that a Dutiful at- 
tachment to their colours and to the compauy’s service is an honourable feature 
in the character of the British Sepoy. 

Tbe governor-general has repeatedly expressed, on his own part and that of 
the government of India, admiration and gratitude for the important services 
which the army has rendered. 

I he governor-general is now pleased to resolve, as a testimony of the appro- 
bation of the government of India of the bravery, discipline, and soldicr-like 
bearing of the army of the Sutlej, that all ihe generals, officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, and privates, shall receive a gratuity of twelve months’ batta. 

Every regiment which, in obedience to its orders, may luve icimuned in posts 
and lorts between Loodiana and Ferozepore, arid was not present in action, as in 
the case of the troops ordered to remain at Moodkee to protect the wounded, and 
those left in the forts of Ferozepore and Loodiana, shall receive the gratuity of 
twelve months’ Imta. 7 

Obedience to orders is the first duty of a soldier, and the governor-general, in 
affirming this principle, can never admit that absence caused by the performance 
of indispensable duties, on wnich the success of tne operations in the field greatly 
depended. ou.ht to disqualify any soldier placed in these circurmtaiu.es from 
participating in the gratuity gi»en for thu general good conduct of the arm? in 
the field. . 

AH regiment* and individuals ordered to the frontier, and forming part of the 
army of the Sutlej, which miy have readied Loodiana or Busseeau before the 
date of this order, will be included as entitled to the gratuity.

The army would break up on the 10th. Major-General Sir J.l R. Lumley 
died at Ferozepore on the l*t. He is succeeded, pending the pleasure of the 
Court of Directors, by Major Patrick Grant. Sir C. Napier had not arrived at 
Fero/.ervire on the 1st; he hid left Bahawulpore on the 22d uIl, the distance 
being “30 miles. It was rumoured that lie had been dirreted not to join, and again 
that he was to be appointed to command the troops on our new frontier — a change 
of governor* being desired for Scinde. We know not which is most probable or 
if either be well founded. Our troops were to return by Umritsur into the 
newly-ceded provinces. Major Abbott is the engineer selected to make arrange- 
ments for our new cantonments. In our last issue we memioned the occupation 
on the lKih, of Phuiloor, by Colonel Wheeler’s brigade; the troop* bad moved 
• lowly forward, and had, about the 28th, been for seme time encamped at Sultan- 
pore; and it was understood that somewhere here they would stand last till a 
lac** for cantonments jomewhere within the province* was determined on. lie 
ad tor the present moved on to Kapoortullao, snd been received with much dis- 
tinction by one of the chiefs, a portion ol whom estates east of the Sutlej had 
1 h en forfeited. Light detachments of our troops wore able to move from one 
point to another without experiencing the slightest annoyance; the villagers 
everywhere offering gilts, and manifesting every desire to oblige and he of service 
to u». The troops were everywhere in the highest health, and from no quarter 
as yet, hare those censure* which might have been looked for from an army 
am sted in its career of conauest, by the pacific line of policy which has been so 
unexpectedly adopted, be«u heard. The Attgbans are said to be making prepa- 


rations to attack Peshawar, believing themselves now tbl easily t to recover tho 
territory formerly taken from them by the Sikhi. 

Having now, as we trust, arrived at the conclusion of our present mlfunder- 
•tandings with the Sikhs, we may be permitted to give a short summary of tbe 
casualties which have occurred during a campaign of sixty days— unparalleled in 
our records for the obstinacy with which it has been maintained by tbe enemy, 
and the destruction it hss occasioned. It was preceded by no manoeuvring, skir- 
mishing. or affairs of posts— Interrupted by none of those petty fighta or collisions 
of detachments which usually diversify the character and add to the destructive- 
ness, of a campaign— bringing out in strong relief, even more conspicuously than 
great battles themselves, the personal qualities, as well as professional charac- 
teristics of the combatants. The Sikb army threw Itself at once and in masses 
on our froutler ; they appeared before Ferosepore 30,000 strong, and were, fortu- 
nately for us, diverted from converting their demonstration Into an attack by the 
approach of the force of the commander-in-chief— the battle of Moodkee on 
tbe 20th, a id Ferozeshah ou the 21st and 22d of December, with their immediate 
results. In these two tremendous actions we loit fifty British officers, including 
two major-general*, two colonels, three major*, eighteen captains, twenty-five 
subaltern officers, with R59 native and non commissioned officers, rank and file. 
At the battles referred to there were 119 British officers, and 2*259 rank and file 
wounded — a formidable casualty list for the first week of the campaign. The 
particulars of the rencontre on the 21st of January of Sir Harry Smith with the 
enemy have never yet been fully given ; there appear on this occasion to havo 
been about *200 casualties, of which probably one-tenth were fatal. Lieutenants 
Rideout, 47th Native Infantry, and Campbell, her Mgjesty's 9th Lancers, wero 
amongst the slain. At Aliwui, on the 28th of January, we had 5 officers and 147 
men killed, with 24 officers and 389 men wounded. 

The tearful day was Sobraon. on the 10th of February ; though the transiency 
of tbe engagement made ft less bloody than Moodkee or Feroseshah, no two 
hours of fighting had on any preceding occasion been attended on either side 
with such carnage. On this occasion 13 Kuropean (officers and 307 men were 
killed — 101 officers, and 1913 men were wounded. On the whole coropaign 
we have lost 70 officers, and 1813 men— 4800 men and 844 officers have been more 
or less severely wounded. Some 12 of the officers wounded have since died. 
The loss of the enemy cannot easily be estimated ; it was probably the heaviest 
where ours was the lightest. At Aliwal and Sobraon the casualties in the river 
mutt have been feariul in amount ; a*. Moodkee and Feroseshah we were unable 
to follow up our victories. Of the 60,000 which appear to have been in all in tbe 
field, not fewer, probably, than one-third must have fallen— from the manner in 
which they suffered ; their wounded, probably, numbered less than one-half the 
amount ot their slain. Within the brief anu murderous sixty days which com- 
prehend the campaign, 300 pieces of artillery— of which 220 were taken in action 
— became ours. Our frontiers were first advanced to the Sutlej by the confisca- 
tion or the protected Sikh states, and then to the Beas by the annexation of tho 
territory which sheltered the most vindictive, powerful, and ioexorable of onr 
enemies. Our territories have probably been increased by an area of 5000 square 
miles, our subjects hy one million, and our revenue by nearly half a million ster- 
ling annually. In no wars were we ever engaged where such magnanimous for- 
bearance was displayed — where we so honestly showed ourselves averse to terri- 
torial aggrandisement. We have given four spirited engravings of the events re- 
corded in the foregoing account. 

LATEST INTELLIGENCE. 

We have a very small amount of what can strictly be called news from the 
army of the Sutlej. The first instalment of the indemnity money, the raising of 
which has, according to our native correspondent, been a matter of no small 
difficulty, had not, we believe, been paid at the date of our latest advices, but the 
guns belonging to the remnant still in arms were being brought in and given up, 

" with many groan*.” Some of our officers seem to have been permitted to 
visit the town, as one of them gives the following general description, which we 
extract in his own words: — 

'* Lahore appears to me the filthiest city I ever entered, and can boast of but 
few lions. Tne mosque close to the Summun Boorj (Badshahee) has been a 
noble structure, and is still a splendid ruin. Runjeet Singh demolLhed the cu- 
polas, and turned the whole place into a magazine; his own summed Is now 
being garnished with the marble taken from the domes. The area of the citv Is 
not great, but the houses are lofty, and every spot crowded. The place is filled 
with desperate vagabonds ; almost every second man is armed. They received 
us quietly just now, although some 20,000 soldiers are lurking , in the narr.tw 
courts and streets. Lahore is begirt with a double .line of defences, the walla 
lofty, the ditch deep and wide, and the bastions magnificent in size, but the whole 
utterly weak. The Shalecinar gardens are large, but In beauty by no meant 
equal’ to Deig. The Bhungee Top, or monster gun, would be a fine trophy, but 
he is to be left here, as not having taken the field against us.” 

Nothing was positively known of the destination of the several corps about to 
return to the provinces, though the breaking up of the army cannot be very dis- 
tant, as the preliminary orders for the departure homeward of her Majesty's Hkh 
Luncers and 31*t Foot are already issued, and we may therefore dally expect the 
general orders detailing the arrangements lor the cantonment of troops. 

From the Julenh.ter Doab we learn that Brigadier Wheeler had moved from 
Sonltanpoor to KapoorthulU or Kapoortulao, and been received there with much 
distinction by Sirdar Nehal Singh, Aloowallah, who is doubtless anxious to 
secure, if possible, ihe restoration of his justly forfeited estates east of the Sutlej. 
We believe that Major Abbott, of the Engineers, is the officer selected by the 
governor-general to examine the localities thought of for new cantonments, and 
are happy to see tnat Nadown, indicated by us some ten dsys since, will, in alt 
probability, be one of them. 

From l’erozepoor we learn that Major-General Lumley, who had a day or 
two before resigned the high office of adjutant-general, which he had filled for so 
many years, died on the l»t of March, from the effects of the illness from which 
he has lately been suffering, and that he was interred with military honours on 
the evening of that day. Major Patrick Grant had been appointed adjutant- 
general, pending, we presume, the pleasure of the Court of Directors ; and we 
have some reason to believe that the objections to his being recommended in 
high quarters for the permanent incumbency have been considerably shaken by 
the late services of Major Grant. Sir C. Napier was, with his escort, tbe Scinde 
Camel Corps, expected at Ferozepoor on the 1st, but had not reached that we 
are aware of. Is his appointment to the command of the troops beyond our late 
frontier, which seems pretty certain, significant of the government bt»«t anxious 
to nominate a new governor of Scinde ? 

This morning’s dawk brings advices that the army will, under existing arrange- 
mentx, break up on the 10th. A grand durbar to be held ou the 9th._2)d!*tf 
Gazelle, March 7. 

THE NIZAM’S DOMINIONS. 

The overwhelming interest of the events upon the Sutlej hare for many 
months past so engrossed public attention, that occurrences which on ordinary 
occasions would have been carefully noted, have been overlooked. Amongst 
these the affairs of the state of Hyderabad, Deccan, may be enumerated. We 
take the following from the ‘‘ Madras Spectator ” of the 26th ultimo ; —*• Anarchy 
and bloodshed appear to be more than ever rife in the dofoinioos of the power- 
lets Nizams, as will be gathered from the following particulars of what lethere 
going on. U;*on the 9th of this month Suffer (says the translation of a Persian 
paper with which we have been favoured), oue of the sons of Suifbras Jung met 
his brother on the high road, and, having had a quarrel with him, he sent after 
him two horsemen, by whom he was cut down. On the 13th, agaio, a sepoy of 
the line, under the command of Ghoree Ram, was killed by an Arab follower of 
Abdoolla Bin All. The cause of the quarrel is not mentioned; we, however, 
hear that all the commandants of the line intend to go in a body to the Nisam 
for the purpose of demanding redress ; and should they fail in obtaining it, they 
will attack the Arabs in revenge. (This purpose has since, we believe, evapo-, 
rated.) The government will do nothing for them, and there is not unity enough 
for any independent coarse among the commandants. Moostaaed Gar Jung (the 
same person who fought his brother across the street) had a battle with a party 
of Arabs on the 13th or 14(h, when two of his horsemen were killed andfour 
Arabs wounded. These Arabs did not belong to any of the great military chief- 
tains, which is perhaps the reason of Moostaeed Gar Jung being suffered to find 
security from further violence. A son of Rao Rumba, one Suldar Ood Dow la, 
by a Mussulmanee, complained to the Nisam that his legitimate half brether, 
Lrjoon Buh«door, the head of the family, would not sufficiently provide for his 
maintenance. His highness, however, would take no cognisance of the matter 
as it wa* a family affair. Suidur Ood Dowla accordingly raised troops, and laid 
waste and seized upon — but uot without bloodshed — the family of Jagbiret. it 
was then llrjoon Buhadoor’s turn tocomplain, and, on his doing so, the Nizam 
gave sentence that he should accede to Sufdur Ood Dowla's demand as the 
means of obtaining a restitution of the Jaghires. A portion of a body of horse- 
men called the Rissalai Khas, consisting of small parties unoer different com- 
mander*, were largely in arrears of pay ; and the government, not having tbe 
means of adjusting their demands, referred them to Hussenood Dean Khan, the 
chief of the Kobillas, who undertook, upon receiving assignments on the country, 
to supply the immediate wants of their number. Money was accordingly lent to 
them by him. not, however, upon any regulated terms, but according to his own 
pleasure, and in some instances he fumisned none at all. Two of these latter 
(brothers) who received nothing from him, were reduced to the extremest desti. 
tution ; for (as it was subsequently found) they could neither pi ovide themselves 
with oil by the light of which to dress their wounds, nor jet o Xain rags to bind 
them up. They applied, therefore, earnestly for pecuniary assistance to Nusseer 
Ood Deen Khan, whom they found at the house of the mluLter Rajah Ram 
Bux ; but, thougn urged on tne ground of his undertaking, he peremptorily re- 
fused to comply. One of the brothers then seised him by the waistbaud, and 
wa* struck for so doing; he, however, returned the blow, and Nusseer Ood De«n 
Khan’* turban fell, or was struck off in the scuffle. On this swords were drawn, 
and Nusseer Ood Deen Khan received five wounds, but none amoog them dan- 
gerous, from his assailant. Of the two brothers, one was slightly and the other 
mortally wounded. What a deplorable state of things is this ! Surely the Nta«m 
might take these Inmentable events as lessons, and profit by them to his own po- 
litical sal van on and that of his state ! it is, howerer, feared that his highness 
will never heed nor understand until he finds the naked swords now drinking 
blood among his miserable people directed actually towards himself. At that 
juncture, like Sardanapulus, he may, perhaps, awake too late.'* 


Inhabiting Unwholesome Cellars — Yesterday, (Monday) at the police 
court, no fewer than fifty-seven persons, owners or tenants of premises chiefly In 
Lace’s Street and Freemason's Row, appeared before Mr. Ruxbton to answer 
summonses for allowing persons to live and sleep in cellars ef dimensions In 
height, site, windows. &c., hel >w what is allowed by the local act affecting such 
domiciles.

'Reynolds are so full of natural expression and sentiment, that they 


were but literal transcripts ol life unimprovea oy pucuc «»uui OU ,, 
and unembellished with the graces of flowing outlines and »nteU>E« nt 
expression. 44 It would be idle,” say. Mr. Cunningham, “ to seek 
among their Gothic creations for works which could be placed side 
by side with the poetic works of Greece and Rome.

Fatal Aocidants ok the Eastern Counties Railway — On Monday, be- 
tween twelve and one o’clock, an elderly female, named Jane Baas, was killed a 
short distance from the Wilham station. The inquest on the body was held on 
Tuesday, at the Albeit Hotel, near the station, before Mr. Codd, one of the coro- 
ners for Essex ; snd from the evidence adduced, it appears that the poor creature 
hvd been receiving parochial relief from the onion workhouse, and on return 
home, instead of taking the footpath which passes under the line, and which the 
company had so formed for better security, to avoid crossing It on a level, she 
crawled up a slight embsnkment and proceeded to pass over the rails. At this 
moment the elrv/Tn o’clock train from London was coming up, and the engineer 
had shut off the steam to stop at the station. On perceiving the deceased on (he 
line, he Immediately sounded the whistle. She seemed, however, not to take any 
notice of the approaching train, and in a few moments the buffer of the engine 
caught her in the chest, and with great force dashed her on the up line. On the 
train being stopped, the guard* Instantly ran to her assistance, and found her 

S uite dead. The jury returned a verdict of “ Accidental death," considering 
sat not the slightest blame could be attributed to the officials of the compear. — 
On Tuesday afternoon, about four o'clock, a pointsman, named Jennings, died 
at Chelmsford from the effects of a severe injury which he received by a cattle 
train on Sunday night, at the station of (hat town. He was detaching the 
coupling of the engine from the trucks, in order to take some on. He had done 
no; and unfortunately on leaving did not take the usual precaution of passing 
over or under the buffers, but went in front, or between them, and the engine 
slightly becking, the engineer thinking it necessary to unshackle the coupling, 
the poor fellow was caught between the buffers and severely injured internally. 
Ho was removed home in the greatest suffering, and it is a matter of much sur- 
prise how he could have survived so long. 

Death of a Miser — On Monday an inquest, adjourned from Monday last, 
was held before Mr. Baker, at the King's Arms, Charles St r eet, City Road, on 
view of the body of Mr. John Jaoobs, a bachelor, aged seventy-five, formerly a 
farmer carrying ou business at Am port, Andover, but latterly a stockjo b be r , in 
which profession he amassed a considerable property, and he died in St. Luke’s 
workhouse on Mooday week, haring been removed there the previous day. under 
a parish order, from a room hr occupied at 6. Powell’s Place, which exhibited a 
state of the utmost destitution. The Inquiry was adjourned by the coroner, in 
order that a post mortem examination of the body should take place, and that the 
friends might have an opportunity of Identiiying the deceased, as there had been 
to md in his possession a 900/ . Bank of Eugiabd note, a 50/. note, about 100 sove- 
reigns, Peruvian, Spanish, and Brazilian bonds f >r 8490/., coupons to the value 
of 367/. 10s., and scrips of certificates of shares in the Peruvian Mining Company, 
with other documents, o( nearly 9000/. In consequence of the reports in the 
journals a nephew of deceased identified the body, and, since then, Mr. Bacon, 
master of the workhouse, has been applied to by numbers of persons of the name 
of Jacobs, under which initials also he has received many letters. Two nephews 
and a sister of the deceased, who reaMe at Winchester, were preeei t, who were 
represented by Mr. Cole, a solicitor. A gentleman of the name of Jacobs also 
attended from Manchester, to lay claim to the property. The coroner, however, 
decided that be could only take evidence relstive to the cause of death, and that 
this court could mot enter Into the inquiry, who was the lawful claimant to the 
property ? Mr. Courteney, the parish surgeon, said that the deceased died from 
neglect aod disease. On a post mortpas examinati'm, no food was found in the 
stomach. There was an effusion in the pericardium arising from inflammation 
and effusion in the brain. There was also great Internal disease, but If he had 
had proper assfetaaee, his life might have been preserved some mouths. Verdict, 
" Natural death." 

Death or Gi*ejul Sir Moore Disney, K.C.B. — We have to record the 
d*ath of another general officer, Sir Moore DUuey, K.C.B., who expired on Son- 
day hut, after a lengthened illness, at his res'dence in Upper Brook 8(reet. 
The gallant deceased was in his 8ist year, having been in the army since April, 
1783, a period of exaotly sixty-three years. He was the eldest son of Mr. Moore 
Disney, of Cburchtown, Waterford, and married Miss Yarborough, daughter of 
the l*fe Mr. George Cooke Yarborough, of Streethouse, Yorkshire. Sir Moore 
Disney entered the army as ensign in the 1st Foot Guards, aud served with that 
regiment to the dose of the American war. In 179<, he was ordered with his 
regiment to join the army in Flanders, and, after being encaged in most of the 
actions at that seat of war, he returned with the forces To England in May, 
1795. In 1808 he proceeded to join the army in Spain, under Sir John Moore, 
and was present at the disastrous battle of Corunna, where he commanded a 
brigade of reserve. As a distinction for the distinguished services he rendered 
during that unsuccessful campaign he obtained a medal. In the succeeding year, 
be accompanied the Walcberen expedition in the command of the first brigade of 
Guards. 1« 1810 he was ordered to Cadiz as second in command, and, in the 
next year, obtained the full command there. The deceased general was created 
a Knight Commander of the Bath In 1815. His commissions were dated as fol- 
lows: —ensign, 17th April, 1783 ; lieutenant and captain, 3d June, 1791 ; captain 
and lieutenant-colonel, 12:h June, 1795; colonel, 99th April. 1809; major 
general, 26th October, 1809; liout.. general, 4th June, 1814 ; and general, 10th 
January, 1837. He was appointed to the colonelcy of the 15th (the Yorkshire 
Rast Riding) Regiment of Foot in July, 1814, which now becomes in the gift of 
the commander-in-chief, the annual value of which is upwsrds of 1300/.

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THE TREATY OF VIENNA. 

It it impossible to recal the events which led to the memorable 
compact at Vienna, or to contemplate the portraits of the illus- 
trious statesmen who figured in the congress, without a renewal 
of the expressions of honest indignation that the provisions of the 
treaty have been so shamefully violated. We care not whether 
the Poles were or were not of one mind in respect to the value of 
independence ; it is immaterial to the question at issue, whether 
the nobles irere the true interpreters of the wishes of the people, or 
whether the serfe were the mere slaves of aristooratio ambition. 
Equally irrelevant to the point at issue is the allegation, that Rus- 
sian or Austrian despotism is more acceptable to the masses than 
a national oligarchy, — a power existing nominally and by suffer- 
ance, and held of no account in the great European transactions 
of the day. It is sufficient that a solemn treaty, perhaps the most 
solemn and important entered into during the last century, has 
been basely infringed at the very moment when the civilised na- 


the cherished nucleus of future political existence, in the eyes of 
the exiled Poles. No matter which ; the independence of the 
little republic had been guaranteed by the great continental 
states and greater Britain, and nothing can possibly excuse its 
violent destruction. 

It is now a serious question how the evil can be remedied. La 
former times the infringement of a solemn compact was a signal 
for war ; and even at the present day, when the accomplishment 
of some separate and important object is to result from a success- 
ful appeal to arms, we are not slow to assume an offensive atti- 
tude. The quadruple treaty, the treaty with Shah Soojah, the 
rupture of the treaty with Runjeet Singh, the pledge to uphold the 
interests of Portugal, all these have supplied England with a suf- 
ficiency of motive, within seven years, for sending her fleets to 
Acre, her armies to Cabal and the hanks of the Sutlqj, her emis- 
saries and her ships of war to the Tagus. But the civilised 
world is getting sick of bloodshed : the immediate cost and subse- 


results this would ultimately lead l Nothing short of a total dis- 
organisation of the system of European society could proceed 
from such mutuality of perfidy, or such studied isolation. Com- 
merce, the arts apd sciences, education, in a word, the great 
cause of oivilisatioo, would retrogress, and the proudest modern 
states be added to the catalogue history has furnished of the em- 
pires that have declined and fallen through their own suicidal 
proceedings. 

This is a fetor® toe frightful and humiliating for contempla- 
tion $ we cannot imitate the baseness of others ; the morale of 
Great Britain an uet be preserved when all else is lost to her, and 
her geographical position and dependence on foreigners for her 
markets is a bar to her isolation. 

What then is to be done to vindicate the obligations of treaties, 
and teach to the despots of eastern Europe that we are not to he 
trifled with? A question more easily asked than disposed of. A 
I protest, we believe, has gone forth. Oar courageous foreign ml

dom, if one of the rapacious parties to the treaty is permitted to 
step in, appropriate the territory, and annihilate the independent 
government, without good cause shown, or the assent of the other 
parties duly obtained? Cracow may have been the rallying 
point of disaffection, according to autocratic interpretation, or it 
may merely have been the valued souvenir of bygone freedom and 


quent taxation find poor equivalents in glory and an accession of 
dominion. Lt jeu ne tiaut pa & la chandelle. War with the 
Northern Powers is, d fortiori , ‘still more objectionable. The 
price of the pleasure is very much heavier ; the risk is infinitely 
greater ; the ultimate advantages, at the best, doubtfbL We can, 
therefore, only play a negative part when circumstances bring us 
into collision with such states. We must either retort by disre- 
garding at pleasure the terms of other treaties with the offending 
nations, or we must steadily refuse to enter into any future ar- 
rangements with people who attach so little importance to the 
obligations of honour and good faith. And see to what direful 


jiister, disdaining to borrow strength by a compromise with per 
fldiotxs France, whose government has sought the honour of a 
combination with Great Britain on this special occasion, has dared 
to assert the dignity of the country he represents, and to call Aus- 
tria to some account for her atrocious disregard of the solemn 
pledges of her representative in the heart of her own empire. 
But what if she answers in a tone of insolence corresponding with 
her audacious usurpation? Can we resent in any other form 
tfian the empty protocol or idle manifesto ? Our situation, poli- 
tically, is one of difficulty, if not of humility. We are learning, 
too late for present uses, if not too late for future purposes, that it

we cannot enforce, or to menace powers whom we cannot conve- 
niently reach with our ships or our arms.

The portraits will be readily recognised as those of the most astute 
statesmen of 1815, some of whom have long since gone to their 
last account Each in his time filled a large space in the thoughts 
of the civilised world ; each contributed to the accomplishment of 
some great object in which his country was deeply interested. 
The crafty Metternich still survives to blush, if blushing be given 
to an apt pupil of the Machiavellian school, at the wreck of the 
vessel to whose preservation he ance devoted himself. But Cas- 
tlereagh is gone, and Talleyrand is gone ; Talleyrand, the witty 
and the unprincipled, who served alike King and Emperor, Con- 
sul and Republic. Of those who remain, we doubt if there is one 
beyond the Austrian minister, whose spirit does not revolt at the 
deliberate measure which has finally extinguished the very name 
of Poland. 

But why dwell upon a subject that pains and nauseates ? We 
must have room for other griefs ; for assuredly this will not be 
the last of the results of that unfortunate Spanish marriage, into 
which a weak desire to aggrandise his posterity has led the King 
of the French. Russia will not probably be long before she 
avails herself of the destruction of the entente cordiale to make 
another attempt upon Turkish independence, and extend the 
southern boundaries of her empire into Persia; and Prussia, who 
has her own designs upon smaller German States, would make 
small scruple of stretching forth her hand to grasp at the most 
contiguous. The certainty of sinning with impunity is a great 
temptation to the commission of profitable crime. France cannot 
move ; she has lost her commanding position, and must submit, 
like schoolboys who have perpetrated disgraceful offences, to be 
pummelled by all her companions. She tries to please Russia by 
oppressing the Poles in Paris ; she is now endeavouring to con- 
ciliate England by recalling from the Mauritius an insolent consul 
who has treated an English admiral cavalierly. All will not do. 
Until she has made a clean breast of it, and voluntarily renounced 
all future claim to the Spanish throne on behalf of the issue of the 
Due de Montpensier, she will be virtually excluded the pale of ci- 
vilised society ; and the covetous sovereigns of the north will take 
their own fraudulent courses, unimpeded by menace or re- 
monstrance.

Cracow. — The “Silesian Hnndelsbiatt ” contains the following 
dcclarrtioti : — •* We, the undersigned deputies of the town and com 
merce of Breslau, feel it our duty to inform the public, that the higl 
authorities have acknowledged .the importance of maintaining the 
free commerce with the territory of the former republic of Cracow, 
and guaranteed by Art. 8. of the treaty of the 3d May, 1815, in its 
full extent, and that thev have received the satisfactory assurance that 
the maintenance of that free commercial intercourse should serve as 
the foundation of nil commercial arrangements which might ulti- 
mately be made with the Austrian authorities. — (Signed), Pen her, 
Graff, Chalenari, Mildk, Dyhrenfwith. Breslau, November 
30, 1846. 

The Levant. — Saloniclii, in Macedonia, has been visited by 
dreadful calamity, by which an immense'lnumber of the inhabitants 
are reduced to the utmost distress. On the 20th ulL, at eight o'clock 
in the morning, a gun, fired from the fortress, gave the alarm of fire; 
but at that hour few persons entertained any serious apprehensions. 
The fire bad begun in the Jews’ quarter, in a small bazaar situated 
between the Palace and the Mosque of St. Sophia. In an instant 
the surrounding habitations were in flames, the furious wind spread- 
ing the devouring elnnent. Yacoub Pacha and the Reys of the 
surrounding country \ver»* the first to come to the scene of disaster. 
The hours passed away, the men were exhausted with fatigue, there 
was a want of water, and unhappily the cold was intense. The crew 
of the Ottoman brig, and that of the steam-boat, the artillery men, 
&c., laboured in demolishing some houses, which was the onlv chance 
of setting a limit, as far as possible, to the extent of the fire. At 
length the wind abated at nine o’clock in the evening, 'and the work- 
men succeeded in extinguishing the flames, which had raged with 
tne utmost fury lor some lime. 860 houses are destroyed, among 
which there arc only about 20 Greek houses near St. Sophia and 
St. Elerussa. 1500 families are houseless. The day after the disaster 
a committee, composed of the mo^t respectable merchants, was 
formed, and made an eloquent appeal to the public benevolence. In 
one day 70,000 piastres were subscribed The committee having 
waited on the governor, he promised that two large camps should be 
furnished lor four da\ s with bread and fuel at his expense, and his Ex- 
cellency further promised to do for them in the sequel. The members 
of the Municipal Council have subscribed 13,000 piastres. The 
Europeans, Greeks, Turks, and Je-*s have all manifested a like 
sympathy and ardour in relieving the urgent distress occasioned by 
this fearful calamity. 


THE SEIZURE OF CRACOW. 

A public meeting was held at the Na iotial Hall, Holborn, on 
Wed t esday evening, on the subject of the “ Seizure of Cracow by 
the three despotic powers — Austria, Russia, and Prussia,” on which 
occasion the spacious hill was filled by a respectable and enthusiastic 
audienc.*. l)r. Bowring, M. P., took the chair at eight o'clock. The 
Chairman in opening the proceedings of the evening said, that at the 
close of the Iasi session of Parliament, > motion was brought before 
the House of Commons, calling upon it to inquire whether the 
treaty of Vienna had not been violated ; and, further, to inquire into 
those calamities which had occurred in Galicia. Since then occur- 
rences had taken place, with which they were {all acquainted. After 
a long speech detailing his *»pioions upon the subject. The hon. 
chairman then sat down, ar.d was succeeded by several other speakers, 
propo ing certain resolutions, which as they embody the sentiments 
expressed, and which seemed to be those entertained by the majority 
of ihe meeting, we subjoin in lieu of the speeches — 

1st. That this meeting, though It views with d(«gu>t and abhorrence the at- 
tempt of the three powers to complete the annihilation of Poland, and the 
destruction of the Poluh cause by the seizure of Cracow, yet ca: not help ex - 
pressing its satisfaction at the violation, hr such seizure, of that infamous 
compact known by the name of the Treaty of Vienna, in <itmich as that violation 
exp ses nakedly to the world the designs and objects of the three powers, and 
deprives them of all pretence for again appealing to that treaty iu support of the 
present tyrannies of Europe. 

‘2d. That the Treaty of Vienna, which pretended to finally settle the govern- 
ments of Europe, being now overthrow n. there can no longei he any queMion, 
ewn among those who respected the treaty, as to the necessity of reconsidering 
the present construction of what are called the j ov! mr.ents of Europe; that 
this meeting, therefore, deems the present a fit o, por. unity for reasserting the 
right of every nation to choose iisown government, »o protect its own nationality ; 
and that it re-echoes the appeal of the Liberals of France, in expressing towards 
the Poles it* warmest sympathy, confident of the resurrection of Poland, and the 
ultim-'te triumph oi liberty and justice. 

3J. That an association be now formed, whose object shall be to spread over 
the widest field the principles of national lib-rty and progr-ss, and to aim in 
establishing a good understanding among the people of all countries. 

These resolutions having been unanimously carried, thanks were 
voted to the chairman, and the meeting dissolved.

—In a deep and retired valley of the 
Pyrenees exis's the small independent slate of Andorre, under the 
joint proteciion of Frsnce and .Spain, it has laws by prescription, 
whim are administered bv two judges, one French the other Spanish. 

T >e little republic comprises 54 villages, with a population of about 
1- LOO inhabitants, living on the produce of the Hocks and herds, their 
chut wealth. When Napoleon crossed the Pyrenees, on his way 
imo Spun, he stopped at Andorre, the capital, and promised to con- 
fer on the repubtc • written code of laws. But this promise con- 
current political events prevented him from performing. Ihe inha- 
bitants have at icugth iromed a code for themselves, and it was pro- 
mulgated last month at the chief town. It is of the greatest simpli- 
city, comprising all us enactments, civil and criminal, in 100 articles 
o iv. Muruer is a crime extremely rare in this little state, and, wht n 
sentence of death is pronounced, it cannot be executed until it is 
con irmt’d by a general assembly of representatives oi ihe villages 
convoked at Andorre. The mode of execution is consistent witn the 
future of the people. At a short distance from the road into Cata- 
lonia is a tremendous precipice, the bottom of which no eye of man

Salaries at the Post Office. — The new scale of salaries just 
authorised by the Lords of the Treasury for clerks of the inland ue- 
partment of the General Post Office comprehends the following: — 
Three seniors at 450/. per annum ; 6 seniors at 400/. per annum ; 33, 
if above 20 years’ servitude, 300/. per annum ; if above 15 years’ ser- 
vitude, 250/. per annum, if above 10 yenrs’ servitude. 20o/. per an- 
num ; 36, if above 15 years’ servitude, 200 /. per annum ; if above 10 
years’ servitude, 160/. per annum ; if above 7 years’ servitude, 120/. 
per annum; 90 juniors, if above 10 years’ serviiude, 120/. per an- 
num ; if above 7 years’ servitude, 100/. per annum ; if above 3 years’ 
servitude, 90/. per annum ; under 3 years’ servitude, 80/. per annum. 
The above scale will give the advantage of pioinotion by seniority 
from c ass to Hass, the advance in each class being regulated by the 
length of servitude. 

Thk Weather and thk Parks. — Inconsequence of the frost 
which has prevailed duiing the week the ornamental waters in the 
Parks have been completely frozen over, and gieat numbers of people 
have ventured upon it to enjoy the amusement of skating, &c. Se- 
veral casualties have occurred. On Monday afternoon, a young 
man named George Wright, in the employment of Mr. Hollebone, 
wine merchant, Stockbridge Terrace. Pnnlico, was drowned in the 
ornamental water, St. James’s Park, in consequence of the ice 
having given way, while three others, who were plunged into the 
water by the same accident, narrowly escaped a similar fate. About 
3 o’clock the same day, from 300 to 400 persons were amusing them- 
selves on the ponds in Regent’'. Park, when suddenly a portion of 
the ice gave way, and three gentlemen we«e immersed in the water. 
Fortunately, Superintendent Williams and a number of the Royal 
Humane Society’s icemen were on the banks at the moment, by 
wnose exertion the parties were rescued from iheir perilous position. 

Death bt a Blow from a Winch. — On Saturday last, an in- 
quest was held by Mr. W. Baker, at the London Hospital, on the 
body of William Whitelock, aged 21, an apprentice to Messrs. Hart- 
ley and Reed, mast and block-maker*, Fore Street, Limehouse. On 
Friday, the 12th inst, deceased, with others, was employed in heaving 
a mast out of the factory into the river. He was at the winch, and 
Laving incautiously left the “ pall ” of the crane on the ground, before 
he could prevent the chain running out, the handle reversed, and 
striking him on the head, fractured his skull, and caused his death. 
Verdict, “ Accidental death.” 

The Expedition of General Flores — The coals on board the 
Glenelg, the flag-ship of General Flores, were publicly sold on Mon- 
day, according to a notice posted on the Coal Exchange, in pursu- 
ance of an order of the Hon. Board of Customs. The government 
authorities have determined upon vigorous measures for the suppres- 
sion of this ill-designed expedition. Mr. Forsayth, who seized the 
squadron, has given directions to the pilot to take the Glenelg into 
the East India Docks as soon as prac’icab e, and to moor her in a 
convenient situation towards being discharged, and to have her sails 
unbent and her inasu struck; and he has also given notice to the 
officers, crew, and other persons on board to leave the snip without 
delay, as none of them will be allowed to remain on board her after 
she enters the docks. 

Cleansing thr Foot Pavements — On Saturday the 12lh inst., 
notice was given by the Commissioners of Paving, that by the recem 
Police Act, in Southwark and Westminster, kousekeepers are re- 
quired to scrape and cleanse the footpath in front of their houses at 
least once a dav, and that before nine ociock in the morning; and 
that all persons having flowerpots slat ding on the w indows in front 
of their houses are liable to penalties, which the commissioners will 
in future cause to be inflicted by summoning the ofTenders before a 
police magistrate. 

Revival or the Bookselling Trade At the annual sale by 

Mr. Murray, at the Albion Hotel, last week, the number of books 
deposed of wholesale greatly exceeded any dimand made for the last 
seven years. Messrs. Longman had an euualiy active demand on a 
recent occasion. These are symptoms of a returning prosperity to 
that channel of intelligence which has too long been in a declining 
State. 

Fielh Lane Ragged School. — The fifih annual meeting of the 
friends and subscribers of the F’’eld Lane Kugicd Schools was held 
at the Theatre cf the Mechanics’ Institution, Southampton Buildings, 
on Tuesday afternoon. There was a very numerous attendance. 
The Right Hon. Lord Asliley was called to the chair, and opened 
the business of the meeting by observing, the Field Lane Ragged 
Sch ols were first established in the year 1841, at Nos. 64 ami 65. 
West Sm thfield, but the committee deeply felt that the instruction 
they were enabled to impart being limited to four hours on Sundays 
and tw'o hours on Thursday evenings, was quite in adequate to meet 
the wants of the neighbourhood.

The S ate of the River. — The Thames already exhibits East 
floating masses of ice, and a fall of snow, followed up by the existing 
severe frost, will, in the opinions of old and experienced watermen, 
render the navigation of ihe river above bridge impossible. On 
Tuesday numbers of men h*d to be employed in clearing away the 
drift ice that had collected round the various steam-boat piers, before 
vessels could touch. The damage done to the floats of the paddle- 
wheels in the above bridge steamers, by collision with the ice, warn 
very great. The Putney boat was obliged to lay up, not being able 
to pa>s through Putney Bridge. Above that structure the river is a, 
field of ice. 

The Death or Major R. F. Eames On Wednesday evening 

the adjourned inquest on the body of Major Richard Fairfax Eames, 
aged fifty, who committed suicide by shooting himself through the 
heart on the morning of Wednesday the 9th inst, was resumed be- 
fore Mr. Bedford, the coroner, at the Prince Albert Hotel, Leices- 
ter Place. After some unimportant evidence the inquest was again 
adjourned. 

Cheapness op Poultry in the Metropolis. — Notwithstanding 
the high prices of provisions generally, poultry and game are now 
selling in London at unnsuatly low prices. Pheasants are being 
sold at 4r. a brace; hares at Is. 6(L each; geese at 3s. each; and 
fowls at 3s. a couple. On Wednesday there was a large ar.ival in 
London of live ducks and geese tor the poultry market* at Christmas. 

An Old Trick newly revived. — Caution to Ladies. — A fe- 
male has lately been in the habit of calling at gentlemen’s housea 
with a packet of common edging, which she tells th- servant has been 
ordered by her mistress, and that there is half-a- crown to pay ; the 
servant unthinkingly pays the money, as the woman always give* 
the description of her mistress’s dress, whom she watches out previous 
to her calling This trick has been very successfully ca rted on 
within the last few days, in the neighbourhoods of Kennington and 
Lambeth. 

Custom House Frauds A fraud of a most extensive character 

has just been discovered, committed in one of ihe largest warehouses 
belonging to the Sl Katharine s Dock Company, by the connivance 
of the officer in charge of that warehouse. The amount of whicht 
the revenue has been defrauded is said to be between twenty and 
thirty thousand pounds. Sugar is the article by which this fraud has 
been effected, and ihe way it has been done is simply this: — Upon 
the presentation of warrants for ihe delivery of goods to the com- 
pany’s clerks, it is the practice to present the document to the locker 
on ihe premises, for him to certify that he has teceived the necessary* 
order from the Custom House that the duty has been paid, before* 
the delivery is allowed to take place. In this instance the locker 
asserted that he was in receipt of the “order,” when such was not the 
case, no duty havmg been paid. The Dock Company delivered the- 
sugar, and, we presume, stands exonerated. Jt was a “split” among 
the actors which brought this affair to light, and it is to similar dif- 
ferences that the public are indebted for all they know of frauds upon 
the Customs, and the Chancellor of the Ext hequer for all he uu*j 
have received, in the shape of verdicts, from fraudulent traders. 



THE COUNTRY. 

Faversham. — Considerable anxiety was occasioned in the town 
of F'aversham, on F'nday the 4th inst., by a serious explosion hap- 
pening within the boundaries of the powder mills of Messrs. Half, 
which, from its violent character, led persons to suppose that one of 
the mills had blown up. A large number of the inhabitants imme- 
diately hastened to the works, and found that the mills were all safe, 
as well as the adjacent premises. On the following day the explosion 
was ascertained to have resulted from an experimental trial of gun- 
cotton. About 301 bs. of it, it was stated, had been buried in a barrel 
on Monday, with a quantity of dung mixed, with a view of testing n* 
liability to explode when heated. It had not been disturbed since tc 
had been so deposited, and the result of the experiment was forcibly 
told by the loud character of the explosion, and the mutilated state 
of the ground in which it had been placed. 

Norfolk Laie on the night of Saturday, the 12th inst., a dread- 

ful fire broke out at Flixton Hall, the residence of Sir Suafio Adair. 

It appears that about twelve o’clock at ni K ht, a boy was passing along 
the road adjoining the park, when his attention was called to a great 
body of flame which appeared to be issuing from the windows of the 
hall. He immediately gave an alarm and aroused the domestics. 
Shortly afterwards the engines arrived, and began to play on the* 
burning pile, but not to much effect, as the fire had got such a ltoldi 
as to defy all their efforts to stop it. The mansion was destroyed, 
with ail its valuable and ancient pictures (one worth 1000 guineas), 
and costly furniture. Nothing was saved from the devouring element 
but a few bolsters and pillows. The family were absent, and tbeie 
were only six domestics in the house at the time. 

Ra msg at*. — Tne omnibus which runs between Deal and Rams- 
gate, and left the former place, was upset in the snow storm about a 
mile from Sandwich. The driver missed the road, and got on a heap 
of stones, which caused the vehicle to turn over, ana left it standing 
on the end, blocking up the door-way, throwing together at the fur- 
ther end the passengers, consisting of three ladies, a child, and two 
gentlemen. Fortunately, no life was lost. One of the passenger* 
(Mr. C. Whetham, of London,) was bruised and cut over the Jcfli 
temple. He extricated himself by breaking the w-indow and getting; 
through the aperture, and the other passengers followed. Shortly 
after, another omnibus coming up, conveyed the passengers to- 
Ramsgate 

Yorkshire. — Committal of a Quack Doctor for Man- 
slaughter.— At Hull, on Friday, the 11th Inst., an inquiry was 
brought to a termination in the committal of a quack doctor on a 
charge of poisoning a female. Three years ago, the deceased, Mrs. 

F. K. Cox, the wile of a tobacco merchant in Hull, had what is 
termed a fungous tumour appear on the left wrist. She applied to 
several medical gentlemen, who pronounced it to be incurable, and 
thdt eventually the arm would have to be amputated as the only mode 
ot saving her life. Various remedies were applica to delay the ope- 
ration as long as possible, which was fixed to take place as last week, 
when a man named Cotton, who prolessed to cure diseases of all de- 
scriptions, was introduced to her notice. Cotton examined the tu- 
mour, and induced the gullible female to place herself under his , 
treatment. He informed her that he would not only save her «rm, 
but would, in a few weeks, make a perfect cure. He then took out 
front a packet a red powder, which he rubbtdover the tumour. Tnis 
took place on the 21st of last month. Soon after the powder had 
been applied, a surgeon came by accident to see her, and hearing of 
the application, he endeavoured to persuade her to wash it oft’. This 
she refused to do, and in a day or two she was seized wuh violent 
vomiting and purging; exctucia’ting pat ns ensued in various parts of 
the body, and, notwithstanding the most skilful treatment of various 
surgions, she gradually sunk, and expired on Tuesday, the 8th inst. 

A post mortem examination proved that her death had been occa- 
sioned by the absorption into the system of the irritating powder ap- 
plied by Cotton, which the medical witnesses believed to be com- 
posed entirely of arsenic, particles having been discovered by the 
post mortem examination. The jury returned a verdict of “ Man- 
slaughter" against Cotton, who was committed to take his trial at the 
ensuing assizes. 

Detention of the Mails by Snow. — A vast quantity of snow 
has fallen in various parts of the provinces, particularly in the north 
and no th -w est, as w ell as part of the south of England, and also in 
Scotland. In many parts between Carlisle and Edinburgh the snow- 
lies to the depth of eight or nine »eet. The moors of Westmore- 
land and Cumberland are quite impassable, and in the neighbour- 
hood of the city of Durham and other parts of the county the snow 
his drifted to the depth of about eight feet, and in the vicinity of 
Margate, Ramsgate, Dover, Canterbury, &c., to the depth of nearly 
three feet. At Swansea, Abergavenny, Carnarvon, &c., the snow is 
many feet deep. Many men are employed on the various lines and 
roads in order to clear away the snow, but from the constant dulling 
of snow the^NVrk has proved comparatively abort ivv. In conse- 
quence, a vtrv general detention of thcTtp^jf* hiurmzcSuFr^l on the 
lai wass asQ)jU as^^fihe ordinary road*. I he train bringing the 
mailbags froth? Rugby on Tuesday did net arrive till near tweive

arrived. 

Shiunhs. — O n Thursday nighty the 10th inst., the inmates of the 
Fountain Hotel, Sheerness, were much alarmed by the following 
occurrence: — Shortly after Mrs. Gregory, the landlady, had retired 
to rest, she heard her bed-room door opened and shut again, but ima- 
gining it to be her husband she took no notice of it; however, shortly 
afterwards hearing a rustling noise under her bed, at the same time 
noticing a smell aa of something burning, she became alarmed, and 
disstening to her mother's bed-iooni for assistance, returned, and 
looking under the bed observed the naked feet of a man. Alarmed 
at the circumstance, they immediately ran down stairs for help, when 
Mr. Gregory, accompanied by the waiter, proceeded to the room. 
The fellow, having been disturbed in his concealment, attempted to 
make his escape, and which he would have effected at the moment, 
but for two gentlemen who were staying at the hotel, and who inter- 
cepted him in his flight. He was then handed over to a watchman, 
from whose custody he escaped, and running down to the pier took 
refuge in a barge lying alongside. The crew quickly routed the in- 
truder from his retreat, and after inflicting on him a severe chastise- 
ment, he was suffered to depart. Under Mrs. Gregory's bed were 
found his stockings and a piece of burnt rag, which he had ignited, 
for what purpose does not appear. 

PrraasHAM. — On Friday, the body of J. Cato, the well-known 
Petersham and Richmond carrier, was found in the Thames, near the 
Eel Pie House at Twickenham, and in water not two feet deep. 
The deceased had not been home since Monday last, and was seen 
last alive on Thursday in London. He had latterly given way to 
habits of intemperance, and his affairs had become embarrassed. 

Manchester.— A person of the name of Smith, for many years 
the confidential manager for Mr. Shuttle worth, of the Stamp Office, 
has absconded from Manchester. Mr. Shuttieworth,as is well known, 
has had the exclusive sale of a peculiar kind of yarn, but he, since his 
appointment to the Stamp Office, has, it is understood, left the full 
management to Mr. Smith, who has also acted as a kind of cotton 
broker for various parties. The exact mode in which he has contrived 
to involve several parties is not fully known ; there is no doubt, how- 
ever, but that be has, in more instances then one, sold the same lot 
of cotton twice over, obtaining, of course, payment in both cases, 
without handing over tbe proceeds to Mr. Shuttleworth. Report 
states that Mr. Shuttleworth will be a considerable sufferer, and also 
a Mr. Trueman, and we have heard that the executors of a person 
deceased have been thus swindled out of a sum little short of 1000 /. 
The amount of bis defalcations is differently stated, varying from 
50004 to 10,0004 it is one of the most extensive cases of embezzle- 
ment that has occurred in Manchester for a very long period. 

Ramsgate — The port of Ramsgate, although for so many years §o 
much esteemed as a watering-place and of resort during the summer 
and autumn seasons, has never assumed so great commercial import- 
ance as a port as has been the case during the last few months. The 
extension of the railway from the metropolis, and the direct steam 
communication established between this place and Belgium, m route 
to the Rhine and entire continent of Europe, has given to it a vast 
degree of importance, and it was deemed prudent by the revenue 
authorities, in the busiest part of the sutumn, to despatch officers of 
experience from London to render assistance in the examination and 
pasaing of the baggage of passengers arriving from the continent, in 
order to prevent delay and inconvenience. 

Gloucester. — We last week recorded a story, told by a travelling 
stationer at t>e city police station on Saturday night week, that the 
aaid hawker, whilst travelling to Gloucester, was joined by a youth 
who entered into conversation with him, and on being told that the 
stationer had a few shillings about him the youth fell upon him with 
murderous violence, and knocked him about the head with a blud- 
geon, but that in the struggle which ensued the man of paper got the 
boy’s nasal organ between his teeth, and actually bit it off, leaving 
the juvenile highwayman to make his way home to his friends minus 
his nose. Since then the police have been engaged in investigating 
the matter, with the following results : — A boy named John Wells, 
who resides at Elmore, pnd who is about 17 years of age, states that 
about aix o’clock on Saturday evening, the 28th ulL, he was met by a 
travelling man on the side of the Gloucester aod Berkeley canal, and 
walked with him for some distance, that as thev walked along the 
mm asked him what he gave for his boots, to which he replied llz. 
The man said be wanted a pair himself, but could not afford to give 
so much money for them. He also remarked that if the boy had 
had been at Gloucester fair that day he could have earned some 
money, to which the lad replied that he had been there, and had re- 
ceived 2s. for driving some sheep to Charlston Kings. The ruffisn 
then knocked him down with a blow from his fist in his face, knelt 
on him when he was on the ground, and began feeling for his poc- 
kets. The boy cried 44 murder," and the man seized him by the 
throat, threatened to throw him into the canal, and in the scuffling 
did get the poor boy's nose in his mouth and bit it, but only left the 
marks of his teeth in it ; he did not bite it off. The boy begged for 
mercy, and the fellow ultimately let him go, giving him back a knife 
which he had taken out of his pocket ; but the boy missed his 2s., and 
supposes that the man appropriated them to himself, or that they 
were lost in the struggle. The boy Wells states his willingness to 
come forward at any time. With regard to the pedlar all trace of 
him has been lost, and it seems probable that, for fear the boy should 
make complaint to the police, he determined to turn the tables upon 
him aod be the first to have his story heard, preferring to appear in 
the character of a prosecutor rather than to stand at the bar as a cri- 
minal charged with highway robbery and violence. The activity of 
Superintendent Griffin in so far unravelling this affair is creditable to 
him, but it is right to state, on the other side, that this new version 
of the whole story does not obtain implicit credence, and that mys- 
tery is still suppewed to attach to some of the circumstances of this 
singular narrative. 

Nottingham. — A meeting of the donors and subscribers to the 
People’s College was held early in the last week, when the first 
report of ihe directors was read and adopted. The report states that 
the building has progressed very satisfactorily, and that the college is 
now nearly completed, presenting an erection creditable to the 
architect, and ornamental to the town. That the land and building 
have been conveyed to ten trustees fur the benefit of the working 
classes of Nottingham and the neighbourhood ; that the donations 
nod subscriptions paid into the bank up to the present time amount 
to 17034 10s. 6d. ; of this sum 1200/. have been paid to the con- 
tractors, a nd that a further payment will shortly have to be made to 
them. That a considerable expense will aUo have to be incurred for 
furniture and fitting up the lecture room for books, apparatus, Sec. 
The directors hope that the college will be opened by Midsummer 
next, and in the interim they will endeavour to secure the services of 
a principal fully competent to undertake the duties of his office. 

Cheltenham. — A n inquest was held on Friday, the 11th inst., at 
the Suffolk Arms Inn, before J. Cooke, Esq., on the body of Thomas 
Manning, aged 57, who had filled the situation of pumper at the 
Montpellier Spa for forty-two years. It appeared from the evidence 
that the deceased was in his usual health on Wednesday morning, 
aod went to his employment at half-past six o'clock. About halT- 
past eight o'clock he had just served a glass of water to a gentleman, 
when he was taken sick and giddy, and fell with his head over the 
pump trough. Mr. Taylor, sen., who was present, caught him, and 
assisted him to a chair. He was afterwards removed home, but al- 
though medical assistance was promptly obtained, he never rallied, 
and died about half-past one o’clock in the afternoon. Verdict, 
M Died by the visitation of God.” 

Norfolk. — A distressing affair occurred on Monday night last at 
Forncelt, St. Peter’s, a small village in Norfolk, near New Bucking- 
ham, and about twelve miles from Norwich. This is an agricultural 
village, and the name of one of the farmers residing there is Robert 
Bailey. Mr. Bailey has two sons living at home with him, and 
about the middle of Monday night one of these observed some men 
enter his father's barn. He haa no doubt but their object was to rob 
it, and he awoke his brother and father, and these, being dressed, all 
thr«5 proceeded to the barn. Here they found three men in the act 
of filling sveks with wheat, having already filled three, when Mr. 
Biiit^y surprised them, and demanded them to surrender. One im- 
•ediately struck him a severe blow with a large bludgeon, with 
which he was armed. One of the sons had taken the precaution to 
*nn himself with • «mn and tUm k* kl»» 


eyes, and were chiefly lodged in his head. The others were so 
frightened that a second was secured, while the third fled. Messrs. 
Ba'ley recognised them all as their o*n labourers, and one of them 
the thrasher. The man that was shot, whose name is Brown, arrived 
at the Noiwich Hospital about three o'clock on Tuesday morning, 
and we have not heard that he is at present dead. The other, who 
was apprehended, has been examined, but had not arrived at Norwich 
Castle in the early part of this afternoon. He will no doubt be 
committed for trial. 

Makciib<.ter. — Railway Accident. — Another dreadful collision 
took place on Tuesday on the Manchester and Bury Railway, by 
which one man lust his life, and a number of others were more or 
less injured. The express train for Manchester, which should leave 
Bolton ten minutes before eleven, but which on that day started at 
eleven, had reached a little on this side of the Clifton station, at a 
place called Pepper Hill, near the junction with the East Lancashire 
line, when the passengers became sensible of a series of unusually 
violent jerks and jolts, caused by the engine having in some manner 
got off the rails, and the wheels on one side running over the wooden 
sleepers between the rails. After running in this way for a short 
distance, when within fifty yards of the junction of the East Derby 
line, the engine ran up a small embsnkment, and then came down 
again in a curve upon the line, and was there overturned across the 
line. Apparently, on being overturned, the tender was violently de- 
tached from it, and hurled quite over it, falling from forty to fifty 
yards in advance of where the engine was found. The carriages 
were also separated, and some were thrown one way, some another. 
The last carriage kept on its wheels, but a third class carriage was 
overturned, and the passengers were taken out through the window. 
On the passengers getting ii Derated from the carriages, they disco- 
vered the engineer lying on the road, quite dead, and in the rear of 
the carriages, the stoker, or fireman, sitting on the other line of rail, 
holding his leg, and it was found that his right foot was cut off by a 
wheel, and his left leg fractured in two places. Several of the pas- 
sengers sustained material injuries. 

Guernsey. — A fracas of a very extraordinary nature took place on 
Saturday, the 12ih inst., at Havilland Hall, the residence of Major- 
General W. P. Napier, the lieutenant governor of this island, be- 
tween his excellency and Mr. Wools, the ordnance storekeeper of 
Alderney, which terminated in the forcible ejectment of the latter. 
According to statements, Mr. Wools had called on General Napier 
to make an official communication respecting some act of duty which 
he (Mr. Wools) had been executing at Sark, in obedience to orders 
given to him by the Board of Ordnance. The conversation which 
took place on this occasion became, after a time, ail altercation, and 
this led, as it is stated, to an interchange of personal acts of violence , 
which were terminated by Mr. Wools being forcibly expelled from 
Havilland Hall. Complaint, in the course of the evening, was made 
bv the lieutenant governor to the police, who thereupon arrested Mr. 
Wools, and exacted from him bail to appear before the court to 
answer to the accusation. Accordingly, on Monday, Mr. Wools, 
who was habited in full uniform, was brought before the court, com- 
posed of the bailiff, Mr. Carr6, and Mr. Andros, and after a long 
conversation upon disputed points of law, witnesses on both sides 
were sworn, and the court was cleared. At six o’clock the court 
committed Mr. Wools for trial, Advocate Tupper giving bail of 1004 
for his appearance. 


IRELAND. 

Thi Rcteal Association Thk Conference declined. — Mr. 

Nicholas Maher, M.P. for Tipperary, was ebaitman of the weekly 
meeting held on Monday. Mr. Ray read the minutes of the last meet- 
ing. Mr. O’Connell announced the receipt of some subscriptions, 
•nd handed in a contribution from his grandson, Master O’Connell 
Fitz&imon. He bad made a mistake in omitting this juvenile 
patriot on the last day, who made the thirtieth of his grandchildren, 
and wbo was as fine a specimen of the 44 tribe of O'Connell ” as 
could be wished for. After taking occasion to advert to tbe distress 
existing, Mr. O’Connell then made his speech for the day, and said 
that he wai most anxious for conciliation. He had been assailed for 
making an offer on the subject. It was said tbe Young Irclanders 
had gained a victory over him ; but he thought the fact was other- 
wise. He denied their capacity to manage the affairs of a nation. I 
Who were they? Why, the mere writeis of a newspaper. It was 
degrading to the country that the clique of a 44 compositors' room” 
should set themselves up in opposition to the people. He had pro- 
posed an arbitration, but the secedera had not met him m a candid 
spirit. They had passed resolutions utterly foreign to the main 
question. He did not regret, however, anything he had done. He 
maintained that the physical force principle would vitiate the con- 
stitution of the association, and render it illegal. He had sent a 
clergyman, as a missionary of peace, to Cahermoyle, to Mr. Smith 
O’Brien; thst clergyman was Dr. Miley. However, Dr. Miley 
had not succeeded in his mission. He would read Dr. Miley 's re- 
port of their interview. ( Mr. O’Connell read over twice, and with 
great emphasis, one passage, in which Mr. W. S. O’Brien acquitted 
Mr. O'Connell of any malversation of the repeal fund*, and gave it 
as his opinion that the accounts had been all satisfactory. ) He ( Mr. 
O’Connell) would now aak what more he could have done to conci- 
liate the seceders? They had now refused even a conference; but 
he still hoped that a reconciliation might be effected. He despised 
the talk about lighting, although he knew there was something very 
captivating in it. His system, however, was strictly one of moral 
force*. He would hare nothing to do with the sword. He proposed 
a vote of thinks to Dr. Miley for the trouble he had taken in this 
business, and the ability with which he had conducted it. Tbe rent 
for the week amounted to 1014 

Limerick. — Three vessels arrived in our port from Odessa, Vigo, 
and New York, with cargoes of Indian corn, on Wednesday, the 9th 
insr., beside four vessels from London, Glasgow, and Waterford, 
with flour and grain. The Isabella, from New York, with Indian 
corn, arrived here on the 11th inst., and was purchased at 154 per 
ton. J. N. llustell and Sons, of this city, have entered notice of 
application to the grand jury for 23C0 4, amount of loss sustained by 
them in consequence of the plunder of their ship, the Sea Lar k, and 
her cargo, at Ballybunnion, last month. 

Tteonr — On Sunday night, the gamekeeper of Sir Hugh Stewart, 
Bart., on going his rounds in the demesne of Baliygowley House, 
county of Tyrone, saw a man armed, who, on being challenged by 
the keeper and being closed on by him, discharged the contents of 
his gun with fatal precision into the body of the keeper, who died on 
the spot Every exertion was being made by the police to ariest tbe 
murderer. 

Hunger — Cold— Disease— Death. — Accounts from the north- 
ern parts of this county are most deplorable. What the poor people 
earn on the public work it barely sufficient to support them. All 
their earnings go for food; and the consequence is, that they have 
nothing left to procure clothing. Since the extreme cold set in, 
sickness and death have accordingly followed in its train. Inflam- 
mation of the lungs, levers, and other maladies, resulting from 
excessive privation, have .been bearing away tbeir victims. Many 
died in the course of last week ; and the illneis in every case was 
traceable to the want of clothing and firing, if not of sufficient food. 
We feel true pleasure in stating that Mr. Boyse, of Bannow, has ex- 
pended 1000/. in the purchase of corn to guard against the alarming 
contingency before us. 


SCOTLAND. 


Perth. — About a week or ten days ago, an sged female, who 
during a long widowhood had kept a very small public-house nearly 
opposite the military barracks here, took ill and died. She lived pe- 
nuriously, but this wss believed to be in consequence of her poverty 
— being apparently at all times somewhat straitened in circum- 
stances. After death her depositories and coffers were of course in- 
spected by her relations, when, to the surprise of every one of them, 
her wealth, chiefly in bank notes, but partly in silver, was found to

Sir George Sinclair, Bart., of Ulster, 
has applied for 1500/., for the improvement of Uibster, in the parishes 
of Thurso and Halkirk; and for 3300/. for the drainage of lands 
called Uibster and Tannoch, in the parish of Wick; and of Clyth, 
in the parish of Latheron. Kenneth Macleay, of Wick, has also 
applied for 1500/. for tbe drainage of Bilbster, in the parish of Wick. 

Hawick — The magistrates and town council of Hawick have, by 
a majority of 14 to 4, resolved to memorialise the directors of the 
Edinburgh and Glasgow Railway Company in favour of the resump- 
tion of the Sunday trains. The resolution was moved by the senior, 
and seconded by the junior magistrates. 


WALES. 

Montgomeryshire An Earthquake is stated to have been 

felt on Monday se’nnight at Almwch. It wss attended with a very 
slight tremor, and a noise like the rolling of carriages, ending in a 
whizzing sound. It took an horizontal direction over the west part 
of the town. The cattle in the neighbourhood where the shock wax 
felt seemed terrified, and ran to and fro. This phenomena was pre- 
ceded and succeeded by appearances, which indicated an electrical 
state of the atmosphere. A variety of meteors were witnessed in the 
early part of the week, one in particular, which was stationary for two 
minutes, and ran its course due north.

In our last publication we considered the 44 moral influence of the 
seclusion provided bp the cemetery," as distinguished from the oblivious 
or repulsive character of the fetid, iron-bound, noisy, and public 
burial-ground of the 44 rattling city.” On the present occasion, we 
propose to exhibit the superior opportunities afforded by the cemetery 
for imp oved practice in the neglected art of monumental design. 
The following general remarks will introduce the subject : — 

The pious memory of the dead — tbe 44 composing of the body to 
burial,” and the honouring of it afterwards, is an instinct of human 
nature. 'The living desire it for themselves, and in nil ages they 
have shown a munificent desire to pay these holy offices to their 
friends. 44 I am not very desirous,” says Jeremy Taylor, 4t to have a 
tearle s funeral; some flowers sprinkled on my grave would do well 
and comely ; and a soft shower, to turn those flowers into a springing 
memory or a fair rehearsal, that I may not go foith of my doors as 
my servants carry the entrails of beasts.” He was ambitious of 
what we all love — an honourable memory. Christianity has seized 
on this feeling, and refined it with the hope which fadeth not away ; 
and, in like manner, the architect, the poet, and the sculptor have 
given it the dignity of a long existence. But it is in the cemetery 
only that the latter agents of immortality work with true effect for 
the benefit of ages and generations. In the cemetery, their beau- 
tiful works are seen to advantage, and there alone do they receive 
the care and honour which they deserve, being zealously guarded 
and openly exhibited at all limes and to all classes of the community. 

A single visit to Kensall Green would convince the most interested 
burial-ground proprietor — or body destroyer, as he should more pro- 
perly be designated — of the truth of these remarks. 

Abroad the moral effects of the cemetery have long been well 
understood, and large secluded and rural places of burial are now 
very generally established. Wherever they exist tbe people hold 
them in deep affection. To some of the cemeteries in the United 
States an horticultural garden is attached ; the garden walks being 
connected with tbe places of interment, which, though decorated, are 
kept apart. These cemeteries are places of public resort, and are . 
there observed, as in other countries, to have a powerful effect in 
soothing the feelings of those who have departed friends, and in re- 
fining the feelings of all ; a necessary preliminary, be it observed, in 
elevating the taste of the ornamental designer. At Constantinople, 
the place of promenade for Europeans is the cemetery of Pera. which 
is planted with cypress, and haa a delightful position on the side of a 
hill overlooking the Golden Horn. 

In Russia, almost every town of importance has its burial place at 
a distance from the town, laid out by the architect of the govertiment . 

It is always well planted with trees, and the opportunity being af- 
forded, is frequently ornamented with good pieces of sculpture. 
Nearly every German town has its suburban cemetery, planted with 
trees and ornamented with public and private monuments. Most oy 
the cemeteries have some choice work of art or public monument , whuh 
alone render them an object of attraction. For instance, at Saxe 
Weimar, the cemetery contains the tombs of Goethe and Scluller 
placed in the mausoleum of the ducal family. In Russia it is the 
practice to hold festivals twice a-year over the graves of their friends. 
In several parts of Germany similar customs prevail. At Munich, 
the festival on All Saints’ Day (Nov. 1st) is described as one of the 
most extraordinary spectacles that is to be seen in Europe. 

The tombs are decorated in a most remarkable manner with 
flowers, natural and artificial, branches of trees, canopies, and every 
conceivable object that can be applied to ornament or decoration. 
The day and the day following the cemetery is visited by the entire 
population of Munich, including tbe king and queen, who go there 
on foot, and many strangers from distant pans. Mr. Loudon states 
that when he was there it was estimated that 50,000 persons had 
walked round the cemetery in one day, the whole, with very few ex- 
ceptions, dressed in black. These extraordinary acts of funeral 
homage not only tell the living that 44 their departure shall not be 
folded up in silence, ” they furnish a great motive to the artist, and 
give him noble opportunities of adding dignity to a nation’s sorrow. 
He 44 paints the morsl” and “adorns the tale” of death; but the 
pent up churchyard gives no scope for his vocation. Accordingly 
we find that in Bavaria the art of monumental statuary is rapidly 
advancing in poetry of thought and religious truth of expression, 
while in England it has remained forages almost the exclusive trade 
of the stonemason. But in these respects, Kensall Green, supported 
by a discerning public, will not fall short of Munich, supported 
though it may be by the purse of a munificent king. 

But the value of the cemetery is still further enhanced by the 
eminently social feelings which it exhibits and inculcates. 'Ihere 
the brotherhood of death is seen. In the midst of such relationships, 
and giving due expression to them, the sculptor finds his highest 
employment. But in the city churchyard he discovers no such com- 
panionship; unless indeed it be in the confused heaps of the pauper 
poor. Abroad it is otherwise. At Berlin there is a cemetery con- 
nected with the Invaleiden haus, founded by Frederick the Great, irt 
which many of the generals are buried with the private soldiers. 
The ground is well laid out, and ornamented with monuments, the 
latest of which are executed by Tieck and other celebrated sculptors. 
Similar examples might be multiplied. The great moral force and 
the incentive to public spirit furnished by monuments placed in such 
circumstances is entirely lost sight of in our churchyards, and can 
indeed only be effectually secured in places of corresponding capa- 
city with Kensall Green. In the metropolis there are few occupa- 
tions which could not furnish examples for pleasurable contempla- 
tion to the living who are engaged in them, and claim honour from 
the public. Kensall Green is chiefly remarkable in this respect as 
the burial-place of the aristocracy and the learned dead. Ihe 
central avenue and “circle” displays a cluster of tornhs of the 
illustrious dead, whiirh, while itfjBespeaks the dignity of the nation, 
and the power and worthiness of her departed sons, shows what gieat 
artistic effects might be produced by an extension of ihe principle. 

Kensall Green Cemetery is admirably adapted for a dispay of 
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mote, to be obtained of every particular tomb, while at the same time it allows it to be seen in con- 
nection with the monuments in its neighbourhood, and the group of which it forms a part, to be 
contemplated in connection with the arrangements of the whole cemetery. Individuality of effcct is 
thus combined with the universal impression of the cemetery. A more hilly site or a more richly- 
wooded locality would have been unfavourable to the production of the one grand idea of the 
sepulchre, which is here produced by the aggregate of the tombs. A few gentle undulations in the 
eneral surface varies, but does not disturb, the grand and touching quietude of the solemn picture, 
landing in the midst of this great city of the dead, we not only feel its vastness, but we can at a 
glance see the compass of its stately boundaries. Artists have not been slow in taking advantage of 
circumstances so favourable to their labours. 

* In the interior the grounds are disposed in the manner of a stately garden, in which 
wood, lawn, and parterre succeed and interweave their charms in an endless variety of picturesque 
combinations, imbedded in these natural beauties stand the tombs, the inalienable freeholds of the 
families or friends of the deceased ; the exponents of our faith, the emblems of our sentiments, and 
the witnesses of our taste. It is desirable they should bear creditable testimony of all these matters ; 
and as we believe them to deserve more than a passing record, we have sketched a few examples, 
arranged in the order of age in which their several styles were introduced to this country. 

I. Gothic. — Sepulchral monuments made their appearance among us soon after the Norman con- 
quest, and from that period to the reign of Henry VIII. they were exclusively Gothic in character. 
Of these, the sculptured crosses of the time of Edward I., and the rich altar tombs of the reign of 
Edward III., are splendid examples. Independent figures were rarely attempted, and then were only 
dealt with in subordination to architectural arrangement, being in themselves bad literal transcripts 
of life, deficient in sentiment, and rude of execution. 

Gothic is well suited to the requirements of our climate and the solemn spirit of the cemetery. It ’ 
admits of infinite variety of design, and may be more cheaply worked than any other style. 

Green contains many fine specimens, which deserve to become models to provincial artists. One, in 

S rticular, we think worthy of imitation : it is an altar tomb in early English, built to the memory of 
ary Bond ; a sketch of it forms the central object in the subjoined group.

II. Allkoomcal. — To the simple, durable, and picturesque structures of the Gothic period, suc- 
ceeded the fancies of allegory, and the embodied witticisms of a vain and frivolous age. Tombs 
becoming strangers to humility, assumed an air of lavish but meretricious magnificence. Gradually, 
however, as two centuries rolled on, a purer taste was engendered; but it was not till Roubiliac 
appeared — a man of poetic feeling, well acquainted with the marble miracles of the sculptors of old — 
of unbounded enthusiasm, and who devoutly believed the maker of a fine statue to be the noblest of 
all God's creatures — that allegory became the handmaid to truth. The cemetery boasts several costly 
monuments in this style; but the finest is, perhaps, the one erected to the memory of “ Emma,” the 
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celebrated wife of A. Soyer, of the Reform Club. It was, we believe, designed by the great 
- gastronomic regenerator” himself, and executed by M. Ruyenbroeck, of Brussels. Ifte capa- 
bilities of the allegorical style for the production of sinking effects isunqueationable^bat in oar 
opinion it is unsuited to funereal purposes, and we should be sorry to see it extensire y adopted. The 
question too often arises, “ It may be all very fine, but what does it mean . . 

^ III GaaciAN. — In our own days, resort has been made to the pure models of antiquity, and with 
the happiest effect The Grecian tombs of Kemall Green may vie with those of any age or nadoo. 
This style was introduced by the sculptor Flaxman, and perfected by the architects hmirke and Soane. 
Its elements are founded on the noblest principles exhibiting the purest lines with the moat exquisite 
proportions. One example, designed in the spirit of the Athenian temples, we have engraved. It is 
the tomb of the venerated scholar. Dr. Valpy. The structure is of fine Sicilian marble, and being 
simple and massive in its arrangements, it will doubtless outlast most of the sepulchres in its neigh- 
bourhood. The epitaph inscribed beneath the portico exhibits a kindred purity ol style and expression 
It was written by Mr. Sergeant Taifourd, and is as follows: —

Roma*.— Along with the Grecian, various revivals of the styles belonging to the ciues of an- 
cient Italy took place, but they were generally of a debased character. In Kensall Green an attempt 
has been made to purify and restore the classic practice. A mausoleum by Mr. Sievier, to the me- 
mory of John St. John Long, the celebrated physician, shows the success which has attended these 
labours. Much as this may be admired, we are yet of opinion that for Lngland the Grecian or the 
early Gothic are the styles to be observed, and we look forward to much benefit arising from their 

more general introduction in cemeteries. * . . . , .

There were some ap- 
parent discrepancies in the evidence against the prisoners. The 
charge of ihu judge was distinct and impressive; the whole pro- 
rei-fiing* of the trial were perfectly correct ; but the unsatisfactory 
tern inaiio!i of the jury's deliberations, and the very unfavourable 
light cast upon the state of the police, call loudly for further 
Inquiry. 

From Canada we have account* which are not very Important. 
A breach had occurred in the Welland Canal, and consequently 
serious interruption to the operations of commerce ensued. Symp- 
toms of an early winter were evincing themselves. 

One of the Quebec |nqiers mentions that a diabolical attempt was 
made to fire a powder may urine at St. Pierre, Newfoundland, with 
the intention of destroying every house in the place. From thirty to 
forty houses are said to fove b«en blown up, and two lives destroyed. 
The villain wno attempted the dialiolical deed, fell a victim to his 
infernal designs. The commercial advices from Montreal are not 
irn porta nt. From the 21 n h to the 24th of November 45.<X;0 barrels 
of Hour, and 70,0/0 bushels of wheat had arrived at Montreal. 

Mauritius. — The following circumstance haa given rise to 
much conversation. Admiral Dacres was invited to a ball by the 
officers on ihe station. According to etiquette a list of the guests 
whs laid before him, and on the name of the French consul meeting 
his eye, he observed that that gentleman had omitted to pay hirn his 
reipcctt according to mage. Thereupon two officers wailed upon 
the Frenci consul to withdraw the Invitation, with a courteous ex- 
planation of the c.iuse. The consul, so far from apologising, wrote 
un insulting letter to the admiral, which the latter enciosco to his 
government. Lord Palmerston laid the case before the French 
Government, and the latter have decided upon recalling the uncivil 
official. 


FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 

France. — The Furls papers of Sunday are filled with accounts 
of rne»'»iug* of tho electors of tha different arrondiukrinanu of Paris, 
pivpaiutory to the fn nine ip* I vlertfons, which were to uil/o pUce thu 
tiny hinre ih:;o Farrs, instead of having one mayor and one mu- 
nicipal council, li divided into twelve nrrondissements, each of 
winch electa iu own mayssr adjoin ts. The duties of these func- 
tionaries being merely municipal and local, the choice of them wj* 
originally not considered political, but within the last few years 
pool ics have begun to mix themselves up gradually with the affair, 
and at the present day the municipal elections are looked to with 
nlmost as much interest as those of the members of the Chamber of 
Deputies, At the time the post left Paris the ballot was still going 
on, but it was supposed that in a large majority of the arrondisse- 
inrnts the Opposition candidates would carry the victory. 

A rumour was current in Paris on the 12th inst. of a negotiation 
having being opened by Abd-el- Rader, with a view to his at length 
submitting to the power of France. 

A letter from St, Omcr states that on the night of the 7th a boat 
laden with corn was attacked near Sept Kcluses by a hand of per- 
sons, who carried o(f about thirty bogs. The next day thirteen per- 
sons were arrested, both men and women, most of them from the 
village of Mnl hove, commune of Argues. The Duke do Tsrento, 
son of the late Marshal M 'Donald, has been sent to Munich, In 
(nullity of attache to the French legation, lie formed part of the 
French mission s«nt to China. 

An appeal by Suisse, the valet of the late Marquis of Hertford, 
against the decree of the Cottr Koyale, Issued on the 3d August, 
JK44, ordering him to deliver up lo the executors of the marquia the 
stock receipts for 30,ixx>f. rentes, which Suisse was accused of sur 
reptitiotiilv taking fiom the drawer of the marquis, has been heard 
before the Chamber des llequctes of the Cour dt Cassation, at Faria, 
and dismissed. 

Murder discovered rv Circumstantial Evidence. — Two 
young girls were murdered lately nt Albi, under very mysterious cir- 
cumstances. 'The perpetrator of this crime has since been discovered 
by r curious chain of circumstantial evidence. It appears that in the 
chamber of one of the girls was found a shirt stnined with blood. It 
w.is by means of this that the law officers of the crown succeeded in 
coming to » knowledge of the murderer. The shirt the Proeureur 
du II oi remarked wns new, never having been washed. It was not, 
therefore, unlikely that it had been lately purchased, nnd in nil pro- 
bability in the town. He immediately summoned to his olllce all tho 
persons nt Albi that sold rently-tnnde shirts, and submitting the ar- 
ticle In question to them individually, inquired if they could remem- 
ber thst iliry had sold it lately, and to whom. One woman declared 
that she had some recollection of having sold, a week before, a shirt 
of about the texture of that produced to a man who appeared to have 
been u soldier. \V hat made her recollect the circumstance was, that 
a young workwoman having been employed in making the shirt, had 
inserted one of the wristbands with the wrong side out, and, in addi- 
tion, hnd lor/otteii to place a second buttonhole in front. The sol- 
dier had perceived this last-named fault, and had got a second one 
nude, which being worked bv another perron, whs better done than 
the other one. On examination, the marks alluded to were nil found 
to he exact, nnd there could he lift doubt that sho had sold the shirt 
to the murder* r of the two girls The woman added that she re- 
collect* d nls«) that the unit had said that he had been a drummer, 
and had spoken of lodging at the auberge of n man named Gesse. 
Ihe loner being brought forward, deput'd thst n man had for tome 
short tone lodged in htv house, but he did not know his name. He 
nlso declared that the man in question hud returned home exceed- 
ingly late on Die i»i.*ht of the 27th of November, which was the dale 
ot the murder. '1 he question next to be solver! wuf, who was this 
man f A workman camo forward, and stated that he hnd known him 
for some time ; thnt his name was ( a reuses ; that he hnd been a 
drummer in the nrntv, nnd he generally resided at Puylaurens, in the 
deportment of the ! urn. A corroborative proof of the identity of 
the man spoken of with the murderer was allbrded bv the deposition 
of a trumpeter of the 21st Light Infantry, who declared that he hud 
contrived to get out ol harrnrks at holf-pust one on the night of the 
*„Mh, and hud gone to the lodging of the two girls. When he knocked 
mil* <d them itd-i him that the drummer, whom he hud seen a lew 
d i\\ Indore with them, was inside, nnd thev could not admit unvone. 

I Iu- trumpeter tin n withdrew. Ihe chain of evidence appearing 
complete, measure* were then taken to urreit Carcasses, and he was 
tal imi pnsouer at I'uvlmicn*, One of his bools was found to be 
<ii«imd with blo.id, lie b.»d In his possession a stun of 345f., for 
which he could not sauslactorily aacount, and had also in bis room 


some handkerchiefs bearing the initials of the girls. He was Inter- 
rogated a» great length by the P'ocmeur do Itoi, and being unable 
to account for the manner in »hicn he spent the night of Nor. 27, 
refused to answer any other questions. He was then delivered over 
to the custody of the gendarmes, who locked him carefully up. 
They, however, were so imprudent as to leave him by himseif, and 
the consequence was, that when they entered his room in the morn- 
ing, they found he had hanged himseif with a handkerchief. 

Sr* iw. — Don Heorique arrived in Madrid on the 5ib instant, 
accompanied by M. Vicente Gonzales A mao. secretary to the 
Spanish embassy at Farit. Four of the six electoral districts into 
which Madrid is divided had on the 6th formed their mesa or board, 
in favour of the ProerrsHta candidates. In the other two the go- 
vernment had gained the advantage. The formation of the rneta is 
considered more or less a sign of toe final result of the elections. A 
rumour, generally credited, was current at Madrid on the afternoon 
of the bih inst., lo the effect that some of the ministers had tendered 
their resignations. 

'The ministerial crisis is still impending. Mon and Isturitx are at 
variance. The difficulties of their position are further increased by 
the countenance given to Senor Pacheco, for it is now asserted that 
the Queen, at the instigation of her husband, refuses to give her 
sanction to his resignation, and that, in consequence, Senor Isturitx 
ha* discontinued hi* official visits at the palace. 'I he arrival also of 
Don Henry, who is in great favour at court, and who is strongly 
protected hy his brother the King, tends to complicate matters, at 
least as far as the present ministry is concerned. 

Portugal. — Accounts from Lisbon, dated the 5th inst, have been 
received. Nothing of importance had occurred iri the neighbourhood 
of Lisbon since the departure of the last mail. It was reported that 
Baron Caul and Viscount Vinhaes were marching on Coimbra, and 
some battalions from the Duke de Saldanha’s army had left Cartaxo 
to join them. Tha late wet weather had, however, for the present. 
Mopped the movements of Saldanha and Das Antas. At Oporto 
all was quiet in the town. The junta were pieparing to resist any 
attack that might be made in the neighbourhood. Tney mustered 
about 7000 m»m, including the National Cuard, for the defence of 
the town. The fortifications are said to be in a better state than when 
It held out so successfully against Don Miguel. Das Antaa, by his 
last dispatch, says he is only waiting the arrival of a reinforcement of 
cavalry to strike a decisive blow on the capital. He also ftates that 
Bomfin had lately joined with his column of excellent troops. 'Ihe 
province of Alemtejo is nearly deserted by the Queen’s troops, with 
the exception of the fortress of Elvas, where a small force still re- 
mains. From Vigo we le*rn that about 270 or 300 men from the 
crews of the Portuguese squadron, and a few refugees, landed here 
on the lot Dec., with permission from the provincial government, 
assisted with money and arms, and the complement military escort, 
and marched and took possession of Valenz*, it having been given 
up by an understanding beforehand. lleijes, a Portuguese noble- 
man, was at the head, accompanied by tha Portuguese consul, both 
staunch Quecnites. 

Home, Dec. 3 . — The old established bank of Brancadoro and 
Co. has closed its doors, and rumour says under circumstances not 
very creditable. The Portuguese minister is a sufferer, and also a 
celebrated character, Gaetanmo, the late Pope’s barber, whose suf- 
fering amounts to 8CC0 dollars, in fact, a good portion of the legacy 
he derived under his defunct master’s will. Last March the Duchess 
of Piutnbina was a victim to homoropathv, and this week a lovely 
daughter of Colonel Brian, of Kilkenny, died under this treatment, 
none of the many English physicians resident there having been suf- 
fered to attend. She had arrived there but a few weeks ago in per- 
fect health. 

Austria. — A letter from Tarnow (Austrian Galicia), in a Frank- 
fort paper, states that several bands of armed peasants have been 
formed near Mount Feilra, with- the famous Ssela at their head. 
Intelligence has been received afc Vienna that .M. Dembinski, chief 
of the insurgent Poles, who hid disappeared after the defeat of the 
nobles of Gvhcia, near Lissa, lias been arrested sU Cilly ( Carniola). 
He had been concealed in Hungary, and by meaua ol a false pass- 
port, wns * ravelling with a lady when arrested. 

The •• Universal German Gayeite’ mentions ft report thftt the 
Duke dc Bordeaux intends ip (be spring to fix his residence at 
Treves. 

Greece. — Piract in the Mediterranean. —On the 31st t>f 
October, a small boat, loaded with fruit, from Scala Nova, arrived at 
Scio. The captain deposes that on the 28th he encountered strong 
conirury winds, which prevented his doubling Cape Corbo, and he 
was compelled to seek refuge In a port of that cape, where he had 
scarce anchored when he was assailed by two boats, manned by eight 
armed men. The pirates seeing his cargo offered nothing of value 
to them, turned their attention to two Jewish pilgrims, passengers 
on board. They demanded money from them, and having, on 
searching, found none, they seized one of them,. bound him with 
cords, and plunged him several times intothe sea; they also indicted 
every other kind of atrocious torture. Nothing revealing, under 
those tortures, they finished them by blowing out the poor fellow’s 
brains. The second Jew, more dead than alive, escaped, after some 
torture, with his life ; he hiving given up hia own money and also 
that of his companions. On the 9th instant the land-pool between 
this and Constantinople waa also stopped by a band of fifteen bri- 
gands dressed as Albanians, and armed. A xebec was much hurt, 
and two hnrset were killed. The courier (query^-i* he not an asso- 
ciate ? ) left the mails and bags in the hinds of the robbers ; by which 
means they came into possession of a sum of money amounting to 
18004 sterling. 

Netherlands.— On the 8th inst. his Excellency the Minister of 
the Interior gave notice to the persons interested, that, conformably 
with the advertisement, the public lottery for drawing ten shares in 
the lo*n of 950.000 florins, for the constructing of a causeway from 
Macitricht to the frontiers of Guildersland, took place on the 7th of 
this month. The ten series drawn were, Nos. 6. 152. 165. 196. 198. 
203. 418. 636. 735. and 804. 

The Hague, Dec. 9. — All the boata, except one, have returned 
in safety from the English coast to Scheveringen ; the number of 
herrings they have brought is nearly four milllions and a half, which 
is more by half a million than last year. The fishery has been very 
successful, only two of the owners are said to have barely covered 
their expenses, the rest hive all ample reason to be satisfied. The 
prices have lately risen. 

Florence. — On the day a subscription was opened at the French 
legation at Florence, for the sufferers from the inundations of the 
Loire, the Duke of Devonshire, who arrived only the preceding day, 
went to the Count de la Kochefoucault, the King’s minister in 'Tus- 
cany, and presented a rouleau of 30 louis. This noble example was 
quickly followed by many of the resident English, some contributing 
400 f. and some 200 f. 

Turret. — Letters from Constantinople of thc27lh ult announce 
that Tahir Pasha, governor of Mossoul, had defeated the rebels of 
Kurdistan. The cholera had unfortunately made Us appearance at 
Mossoul, but the mortality was not great. Letters from Smyrna of 
the 27th ult, also state, that 860 houses had been destroyed by fire at 
Salomca on the 17th ult., by which calamity 1500 families were re- 
duced to indigence. 

PoLANn. — A letter from Warsaw of the 5th states that “The 
ukase relative to the dress of the Jews has produced a great change 
in their social relations. A great number of the Jews of this city 
are much pleased with the ukase, as it enable* them without dread to 
assume the modern costume. Many of them retained the old dress 
only out of deference to some member* of their families.” 

1 it k Kio Plate. — F'rotn the Hiver Plate accounts to u late date in 
September had been received. Hostilities had been resumed under 
the waffs of Montevideo. An attempt hss been made by a partisan 
of Orine to assassinate him. The attempt was unsuccessful. Ihe 
assassin was securtd, and was being tried. 

Bavaria. — The custom house and excise officers on the banks of 
the Great Ludwig Canal, connecting the Danube and the Rhine, 
and thus opening an uninterrupted water communication between 
the Baltic and the Black Sea, have received orders that all goods 
pjs\iug on this c«nal, without being unloaded and forwarded by any 
land carriage, shall be henceforth exempt from ail duties hitherto 
Imposed on them. 

Em pt, — improvements In the transit service continue graduall) 
to take place, and the road between Cairo and Suez has just beat 


surveyed by order of bis H ighnets, prepa ra tory to the commencement 
of extensive contemplated improvements in the desert. It is quit# 
evident now that the Pasha appreciates the advantages which will 
accrue to his territory by an es tended sphere of transit, and it if 
equally certain that he will spare no expense to render the sertic* 
efficient, as far as perfection is attainable in a country like this, so 
apparently devoid of resources. 

America. — The Great Western arrived at Liverpool on tho 
12th inst after a fine run of sixteen days from New York. 'The ex- 
pedition despatched from the American squadron in the Gulf of 
Mexico had partially succeeded in its purpose. Two Mciican 
steamers, and a small fleet of Mexican trading schooners at anchor in 
the river, were captured ; and having penetrated up the river during 
the night, the town of Tobasco on the following dar was aligbtly 
bombarded, guns and batteries were spiked, and the American 
forces then returned to Anton Lizardo, the rendezvous of the main 
squadron. Two American vessels had been made prizes for attempt- 
ing to run the blockade of the coast. 

The accounts of the fleet reach to the 8th nit. inclusive; bat 
from the interior of Mexico we have no intelligence beyond that re- 
ceived by the West India mail. The American papers publish vast 
masses of official documents, rumours, and statements of every de- 
scription with regard to Mexico, her internal position, and the pros- 
pects of the war. If we may judge from these, the Mexicans are 
raised to a surprising degree of energy with regard to the American 
war. In the United States nine additional regiments of volunteers 
had been called for by the executive, and though one of the New 
York journals states that a semi-official correspondence has taken 
place between a certain party and the American secretary respecting 
a treaty of peace, yet now the hopes recently evinced that a return to 
amicable relations would shortly be attained would appear to have 
died away. 

From Monterey, the head quarters of the army of the left, we have 
accounts to the 4th ult. General Taylor was preparing for another 
movement, and all the regular troops were being advanced up the 
riser. The volunteers were relied upon to maintain the line of com- 
munication with the Rio Grande. From the army of the centre we. 
have official dispatches to the 14th of October. 'Ihe passage of the 
Presidio was accomplished on the 11th of the month. F’rom Santa 
Fe we learn that the Mormon levv had at length arrived, and would 
shortly set out en route to California, in the track of General Kear- 
ney's force. General Scott had been ordered from Washington, to 
unite with General Taylor in pushing the winter campaign. No 
new details with regard to the contemplated attack on Tampico are 
supplied by this arrival. Mr. John Quincy Adams had been attacked 
by paralysis, but was recovering. 

The steam-ship Acadia, which sailed from Boston on the 1st, and 
Halifax on the 3d inst., arrived at Liverpool oil Wednesday morning, 
after a passage of about fourteen days and a half. The news by this 
arrival extends our previous account* for a period of five days latei, 
and although the time is short, still many occurrences have taken 
place highly interesting. The accounts from Santa Anna, as they 
come through the American press, state that he is concentrating a 
large force at San Louis Po'osi, betwren Monterey and 'Tampico. 
It is stated that General Taylor cannot receive reinforcements at 
Monterev before the 1st of January ; nor can he unite his forces with 
those at Tampico without passing near San Louis Potosi ; nor can 
the United States land more than 7000 men at Tampico. Thesa 
considerations seem to have raised a fear in the minds of the con- 
quering citizens of the United States, for they suspect that Santa 
Anna will have his whole strength at San Louis, on the only road 
by which the United States force a can be united. A battle, san- 
guinary and dreadful in its results, is anticipated about the end of 
January, or early in F'ebmary. The Americans estimate Santa 
Anna's army at San Louis to be about 30.000 strong. The papers 
state that ihe Mexican cabinet had been dissolved, and that the Hon. 
Mr. Bankhead, her British Majesty’s 'Plenipotentiary, had ordered 
*the restoration of the two millions of specie which had been reizipl 
by Santa Anna. General Almonte bad been appointed minister to 
England for the purpose of soiicitrw^ the aid of the British Go- 
vernment. * 

\Maxfco. ^ It was reported that $9 Maxicans were killed by tha 
bombardment of 'Tobasco.' Members of the new Congress were 
elected on the 15th of November.

In consequence of the 
time gained in the inland office through the abolition of the esily de- 
livery, the general post letter- carriers will be employed in the $ 
o'clock distribution of local letters, ind the officers in the London 
district post have received orders to attend at that office henceforward 
» quarter of an hour earlier than heretofore, to prepare the corre- 
spondence for the carriers to deliver. >It is also said that an extra 
number of sub-sorters will be appointed in the district office. If 
possible, the deliveries of letters in this office will- take place every 
hour, and there will be additional sorting offices arranged upon the 
“central” principle in several parts of the metropolis, at points of 
despatch considered most eligible. It is also rumoured that the pay 
of the letter-carriers of the district post will be amended, and that the 
scale will be adjusted at the January quarter ef 1847. As soon as 
the fittings in ihe new office in Aldersgate Street are completed, the 
whole of the business of this important banking branch or the post- 
office will be transferred thither, and arrangements are being made 
for a considerable simplification of the duty. Some idea may be 
formed of the amount of duty in this department, and of the great in- 
crease since the reduction of the commission on money orders in 
November, 1840, from the fact that the number issued and paid at 
the London office in the quarter ending the 5th of 'April, 1839, was 
9423 — amount 17,40)/. 14s.; for the quarter ending Aprils, 1846, 
the number was 391,918 — amount paid, 081,998/. 13s. 3d. 

The Bodrcum Marblfs in thx British Museum. — Our 
national collection now contains what is conjectured to have formed 
a portion of one of “ the seven wonders of the world " — sculptures 
from the famous sepulchre of Mausolus, king of Caria, at Petro- 
nium, the modern Bodroum, and the ancient and celebrated city of 
Halicarnassus, in Asia Minor. The tomb of Mausolus is stated to 
have been in existence so late as the twelfth century; indeed, it 
would appear that it was only finally destroyed in the early part of 
the sixteenth, for k is expressly stated by historians of the period 
that the knights of Rhodes destroyed the edifice* which they had 
opened up in the course of excavating for materials to repair a fort 
at the entrance of the harbour. Portions of the sculptures were 
then removed and built into the walls of the fort, and there they re- 
mained till, through the exertions of our minister at Constantinople, 
permission waa obtained from the Sultan to transfer them to this 
country. They were recently brought to England, and are now de- 
posited in the British Museum. Thev are Tn baa reliefs, and ie- 
present that favourite subject of ancient myth, combats between 
airwizons and watrior*. 

Loan Dundonald's War Plan. — The scientific commission ap-

MEMBERS AT A PREMIUM. 

Thkre is A difficulty in getting people to stand for vacant coun- 
ties and boroughs at this particular juncture. Mr. Foley has 
relinquished East Worcestershire, and Renfrew has returned a 
new member, who met with no kind of opposition. It is not 
deemed worth anybody’s while to represent Parliament for one 
session only. 

What does this mean ? Why should competent men dread the 
necessity of a second, and a comparatively early appeal to their 
constituents ? Do they anticipate being called upon to violate 
their pledges, and make ducks and drakes of their principles ? 
Do they apprehend that it will be impossible for them to render a 
good account of their stewardship when the day of reckoning 
arrives ? No. — We suspect they are troubled with no idle fears 
of this kind ; their considerations are quite of another com- 
plexion. The purse is the barometer of their feelings ; they are 
alarmed at an early renewal of an appeal to their pecuniary 
resources. 

And herein is involved a curious commentary upon the purify- 
ing influence of the Reform Bill. That notable measure was to 
render bribery difficult, if not impossible, by a multiplication of 
the number of electors. Two hundred borbugh voters w ere for- 
merly to be bought for two thousand pounds ; five thousand pos- 
sessors of the franchise, at the same rate of payment, cost fifty 
thousand pounds. Corruption has not been exterminated, but it 
has been rendered more expensive. The fortunate candidate is 
the man with the longest purse ; it is ten to one upon the mil- 
lionaire against the poor patriot. 

And what is the remedy for this state of things ? How shall the 
country obtain a fair representation, when superior wealth alone 
is the true key to popular suffrage ? The petition is an expensive 
and an uncertain cure — the ballot a hazardous preventive. There 
is but one resource open to us, if we do not wish to lose the fran- 
chise altogether. It is to balance the few pounds received for a 
vote against the extreme folly of entrusting our sacred political 
privileges to unscrupulous men, who use their position as a 
stepping-stone to political advancement ; a and then open our eyes to 
the result So long as members are compelled, by direct or indi- 
rect means, to purchase their seats, ao long will they be careless 
of their pledges. They not unreasonably conclude that they have 
a right to the free exercise of a power they have obtained through 
the venality of electors, and they regard as a piece of barefaced 
dishonesty all invitations to them to resign before they have had 
their money’s worth. Let the electors learn to attach a high 
moral value to their votes, and the country will never be at a loss 
for worthy representatives, and all the great advantages springing 
from purity of principle and perfect independence. Until then 
they must be content to take whoever they can get, and not pre- 
sume to quarrel with the tergiversation and apostasy born of 
“ expediency,” or other convenient plea. 

TAXATION. 

Ip Sir Robert Peel’s M great difficulty” was Ireland, it seems 
probable that Lord John Russell’s difficulty will be, how to carry 
on the government of the country without money. So many 
combined efforts are now making to get rid of the various imposts 
levied for purposes of administration, that the day appears to be 
by no means remote, when the question of Cruikshank’s lacquey, 
“ What it taxes, Tummas,” will receive for reply, “ An exploded 
method of obtaining from the people the means of paying an 
army, a navy, an ecclesiastical establishment, a bureaucracie , and 
all the machinery of a protective government.” Not content with 
crippling the finance minister by enforcing areduction.of the duty 
on foreign corn, the people’s quasi friends are now studiously en- 
deavouring to get rid of the tea duty, tbe malt tax, and the win- 
dow tax ; and before Parliament meets, we dare say the iniquity 
of a variety of other taxes will be discovered, and their repeal in- 
sisted upon. * • 

The theory of taxation is pretty well understood by all states- 
men and men of education; but tbe safest and most satisfactory 
method of its application is a problem which few have been able 
to solve. There is not one impost which does not touch some 
special interest, or against which a new M.P. has it not in his 
initructions to protest. But the very constituency which, in the 
aggregate, is the most clamorous for the reduction of the guber- 
natorial resources, is often in its integral parts the most avid of 
place and preferment “ Vote against; all taxation,” cry the 


worthy and independent electors of a borough to the successful 
candidates for their sweet voices. “ Abolish sinecures ; cut 
down the pension list; reduce our cumbrous establishments ; and 
get us, or our friends , situations under government.” How to re- 
concile principles of action so utterly at variance is an enormous 
and intricate puzzle ; yet, in effect, the legislature is called upon 
to overcome the difficulty every hour of its existence. It is com- 
missioned to recognise the necessity of a certain form of govern- 
ment with all its expensive machinery, and in the same breath it 
is entreated to withdraw the numerous sources of the 44 ways and 
means.” 

Let the people ponder on this incongruity. We register our- 
selves among their earnest friends, and shall ever be found ready 
to lift up our voice against the imposition of an oppressive bur- 
then. Our whole course of conduct has been in accordance with 
this profession of honest sympathy ; we shall not, therefore, be 
suspected of an improper bias, if we conjure the constituencies of 
our Lower House of Representatives, not to be easily led away by 
interested clamours against separate taxes, but to examine each im- 
post with particular reference to its bearing on the general scheme 
of government The question, in respect to the Malt Tax, for 
example, is not exclusively whether the labourer and the artisan 
shall drink their sustaining ale and porter at a farthing the quart 
below its present price, but whether the sacrifice of some of the 
blessings conferred upon us by a paternal government is worth 
incurring for the sake of such a trifling addition to oar creature 
comforts. 


TnE SALT TRADE TO INDIA. 

A deputation of gentlemen interested in the removal of ob- 
structions to the trade with India in salt, and in the abolition of 
the East India Company’s monopoly of manufacture, was received 
by Sir John Hobbouse on Thursday, at the office of the India 
Board. Amongst the gentlemen present there were Mr. Davis 
Le Marchant, M.P. for Worcester, Mr. D. C. Ayliom, of the 
house of Ayliom, of Calcutta, Mr. Worthington and Mr. Ashton 
from Cheshire, Mr. Shawcross and Mr. Peel from Manchester, 
Mr. Greenshields aud Mr. Rufford from Worcester; Mr. Ridley, 
of the London Ship Owners’ Association, Mr. M. Fielden from 
Blackburn, Mr. Sbipton from Gloucester, Mr. Storgneler, the 
secretary to the Salt Trade, and several others. Sir John Hob- 
house listened with great attention to the deputation, and assured 
them that tbe subject they had brought to his notice should im- 
mediately be laid before his colleagues, and the fullest consider- 
ation given to it. Sir John was addressed by Mr. Ayliom, 
Mr. Greenshields, Mr. Fielden, Mr. Shawcross, and others upon 
the subject of the absurd bonding system in force in Bengal, and 
the iniquity of the monopoly of manufacture.

The Duke of Wellington entertained a select circle at Strath- 
fieldsaye during this week. 

Viscount and Viscountess Palmerston do not leave Carlton 
Gardens so soon as expected. Monday next is appointed for their 
departure for Brondiands. near Romsey, where the noble viscount 
and viscountess purpose entertaining a numerous and distinguished 
party. 

Th* Athol Family. —There is a notification in Tuesday night's 
“ Gazette” that the Queen has been pleased to gTaut to the brothers 
and sisters of the Duke of Athol the same titles, place, pre-eminence, 
and precedence, as would have been due to them in case their late 
father, who died on the 14th September last, had survived their elder 
brother, the present duke. This order and declaration to be re- 
gistered in the Royal College of Arms. 

A Cabinet Council was held on Wednesday afternoon at the Fo- 
reign Office; at half-past two o’clock the following ministers assem- 
bled : — Lord John Russell, the Lord Chancellor, the Marquis of 
Lansdowno, the Earl of Minto, Sir G. Grey, Viscount Palmerston, 
Earl Grey, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, the Earl of Auckland, 
Sir J. Hobhouse, Lord Campbell, Viscount Morpeth, the Earl of 
Clarendon, and the Right Hon. T. B. Macaulay. The Council sat 
two hours and a half. The Cabinet Ministers again assembled in 
the evening at the residence of Earl Grey, in Belgrave Square, the 
noble Earl giving a Cabinet dinner.

The RoyaL Exchange.— On Tuesday the remaining portion of 
the asphalte that formed the pavement of the Royal Exchange was 
removed, to be rep aced by a very hard material, termed •* Turkey 
stone,” that formed the paving of the Exchange destroyed by fire in 
1838, a quantity of whicn has been some time laid down, but this 
being insufficient to cover the euiire area, the works have remained 
in an unfinished state for some months, till m fresh supply could 
be obtained from Turkey. 

Mortality of London. — The total number of deaths which oc- 
curred in the metropolis during the week ending iast Saturday, as 
returned by the registrar-general, was 1163, showing a further in- 
crease in the mortality as compared with the previous week, and 
attributable, no doubt, to the extreme severity with which the frost 
has set in. The returns have during the whole autumn been con- 
siderably under the average, but since the winter may be said to have 
fairly commenced, namely, during the last two weeks, the number 
has exceeded the average. The return of the present week exceeds 
the weekly average of the last five years by 195. The number of 
deaths in London during the corresponding week of last year 
was 970. 

Accident to the Earl or Lauderdale. — We regret to inti- 
mate that his lordship, while out with a shooting party on the 9ih 
current, at Drumore, on the lands of the Earl of Selkirk, near St. 
Mary’s Isle, unfortunately met with an untoward accident. After 
filing, he was in the act of reloading, when from sma 1 pr - : ons of 
wadding having been left in the gun, or some o'her cause unknown, 
the powder flask expodtd, and was biown into we know not how 
many pieces. Providentially, we rejoice to say, his lotdship’s hand 
escaped injury ; but his eyes and face were severely scorched. He 
is, however, convalescent, and will ere long surmount, even in ap- 
pearance, the inconveniences arising from the work'of a moment.— 
Dumfries Courier. 

Jersey. — Government is about to construct a naval port in St. 
Catherine's Bay. Two engineers, who arrived on 1 hursday last, are 
already employed in taking muisures for the const! uction of this 
port, as well as for the fortifications that will be erected there. It is 
added that the garrison of this island will shortly be reinforced, and 
will be composed of the 71st regiment of foot and the depot of the 
92d Highlanders. 

Turkish Justice. — A correspondent at Damascus mentions an 
interesting anecdote of the justice of the sera»kier, or Turkish mili- 
tary governor of that city, where a few year? ago no Christian could 
show himself with saletv. A Christian, to whom a Mussulman 
owed 250 piastres, and who could not obtain payment, made a com- 
plaint to the cadi. The Mussulman, however, brought two witnesses 
to prove that, so far from owing anything to the complaining party, 
the Christian owed him 1000 piastres, and the cadi thereupon or- 
dered the latter to pay the money. The Christian then presented a 
petition to the ser»skier, who had all the parties brought before him 
and examined. Upon this the two witnesses became frightened, and 
confessed that they had been bribed with ICO piastres each to give 
false evidence. The seraskier then ordered the Mussulman debtor 
and his witnesses to be mounted on an ass, to be taken round the 
town, and after an ample public expo>ure, to be sent to prison. Con- 
sidering how intolerant the law and practice have been hitherto wdth 
respect to the testimony of Mussulmans in disputes between them 
and Christians, • fact like this is no slight proof of the progress of 
toleration and civilisation in the Turkish empire. 


CASHMERE (OR KASHMIR). 

War, politics, and commerce are sadly antagonistic to the poetical. 
They destroy our brightest dreams, investing with a serious matter-of- 
fact aspect, images on which the fancy long has dwelt in pleasing 
confidence. Before the Punjaub acquit ed a political interest in 
Eng*ish eyes, our faith in C n shine re 'and its exquisite bayaderes 
rested on the charming descriptions of Thomas Moore. We be- 
lieved in the paradisaical attractions of the vale, and the unrivalled 
fabrics which stately Indiamen brought from the far East for the 
adornment of our fair countrywomen served to confirm the agree- 
able delusion. What loom in Manchester’s pride could ever produce 
a Cashmere shawl ? But the insane ambition of the Sikhs forcing 
us into a collision which has given the British a permanent footing 
: .n the Punjaub, has utterly destroyed the ideal in respect to the far- 
famed oasis; we have learnt to inquire into its revenual and com- 
mercial uses; and the day cannot be far distant when we shall have 
to consider its advantages as a frontier military post. Geographers, 
travellers, and p diiical agents are the authoriiits now consulted in 
preference to the pages of “ Lall* Rookh,” and from these sober 
worthies we glean the following particulars : — 

41 The valley of Cashmere is an elevated tract inclosed by very 
lefty mountains, having in the middle a level and alluvial soil watered 
by the river Jailum, and on ail other parts a very uneven surface 
formed by numerous ridges or gorges, extending from the plain to 
the culminating line of the surrounding range. The grandeur and 
splendour of the scenery results from the sublimity of the huge 
inclosing mountains, the picturesque beauty of the gorges, the nu- 
merous lakes and fine streams, rendered more striking by cataracts, 
the luxuriance and variety of tne forest trees, and the rich and mul- 
tiform vegetation of the lower grounds. 

The city of Cashmere, which stands in the heart of this glorious 
valley, contains 200,000 inhabitants. Formerly the population num- 
bered 800,000, but the awful dispensations of earthquakes, pestilence, 
and famine have reduced the amount by three fourths in the short 
space of twenty years. The greater part of the people profess the 
Mahometan religion; but there are likewise a great number of 
Brahminical Hindoos. In phvsical qualities, the Kashmirians excel 
all other branches of the great Indian nation. The men are of broad, 
robust, Herculean make; the women have full-formed symmetrical 
figures, being light brunettes in complexion, with regular and beauti- 
ful features, blooming cheeks, fine white teeth, and large, clear, dark 
eyes. The peop e live by their manufacture of shawls, gun barrels, 
leather, paper, lacquered ware, and attar of roses; all of which articles 
are exported to India, Affghanistan, and Persia, or consumed in the 
Punjaub.” 

Cushmere was recently ceded to Gholab Singh, as part of his re- 
ward for the neutral position he occupied during our war with the 
Sikhs. He will be allowed to retain it in perfect security if he ob- 
serves good faith towards the British government; but this condition, 
from what is noiv known of the Sikhs, appears so problematical, that 
we may not rashly anticipate the early absorption of Cashmere into 
our scheme of Eastern dominion. 


DEBARKATION OF THE THIRTY-FIRST FOOT. 

A touching sight is the return of a regiment from the far East ; 
and more especially of one that has been distinguished as foremost 
in the fight in the terrible campaign on which the very existence of 
our empire was staked. Fuil of hope, proud of i>s brilliant equip- 
ments, and resolute to fulfil its country’s warmest expectations, a re- 
giment embarks for India— the El Dorado of the merchant, the 
boundless field of the warrior. Twenty years elapse, and behold the 
skeleton of the gallant corps, its healthy flesh and sinews withered 
and destroyed by the dreadful assaults of disease in its most hideous 
form, by long and weary marches under a burning sun, by the sick- 
ening influence of expatriation, and by the blasting effects of san- 
guinary war. The youths who survive return bronzed veterans; the 
experienced soldiers of the higher ranks have long since left their 
bones in Hindostan, or withdrew from service before their frames 
had been completely shattered by a baleful climate.. 

The 31st foot has been greatly distinguished during its service in 
India. Not to go further back than the campaigns against the Aff- 
ghans; after the cruel slaughter of our troops in the Cabul passes, 
the regiment bore a most conspicuous part in clearing the Khyb<r 
heigh. s, and storming the town of Istaliff, feats which contribuicd to 
the rescue of the prisoners and the vindication of British honour.

the instinctive homage of nature 
to truth always paid, on recr- 
uiting an indisputable production 
of genius. It is, indeed, a speak- 
ing likeness; and though so dif- 
ferently treated to tha subject last 
tgken rrom the Count's *udu> (the 
itatuette of the Emperor Napo- 
leon), we can still perceive the 
same character of thought and 
touch, which attach the person- 
ality of a clever artist to his 
works, just as much as if he had 
inscribed his name upon them with 
his chisel, 

From the artist to the subject 
of his work, Nicholas I. of Rus- 
sis, we turn, however, to glean 
from past history and passing 
events something to interest and 
iostruct. Late occurrences on 
the continent with regard to the 
suppression of the tree city of 
Cracow, and its annexation to 
Austria, has brought the Em- 
peror again before the public in 
no very pleasing light Previ- 
ously our instinctive love of li- 
berty, gratified by the advances 
we have been able to make in so- 
cial civilisation, had led us to 
consider the absolute autocrat 
of the North with feelings of no 
very great love or admiration. 
Some injustice, in fact, has been 
done, for we have been too apt to 
reflect the evile of hia situation 
upon the monarch, and have 
blamed him for much, incompa- 
tible with our ideas of regal re- 
sponsibility, that ought to be 
attributed to the system which 
has placed so much power and 
authority in the hands of a single 
arson. There ie little doubt, 
indeed, that the Emperor is at 
absolute now as in the days of 
Ivan the Terrible. But either 
progress of civilisation or natural 
goodness of disposition has modi- 
fied considerably the capricious 
rule of former monarch*, for by 
his own subjects, It is certain 
Nicholas is both respected and 
revered. Several classes of his 
subjects now enjoy privileges and 
immunities previously unknown; 
and though they may have no 
other guarantee then the pleasure 
of the monarch, there is little ex- 
pectation but that this will con- 
tinue during his life. The people 
will then have some kind or right 
by prescription to expect the seme 
indulgences from hia successor, 
and a sufficient ground of com- 
plaint should they be withdrawn. 
When Nicholas ascended the 
throne he had an elder brother 
living. This was the Archduke 
Constantine, who, before the 
death of the late Emperor of 
Russia, had renounced aU claims 
to the succession. We may here 
also observe that Alexander, Con- 
stantine, and Nicholas were the 
sons of the Emperor Paul, who 
was murdered in 1801. 

On the death of Alexan- 
der, the eldest son of Paul, in 
18S5, Nicholas ascended the 
throne, but not without aome 
difficulty, a series of military 
tumults occurring in which much 
blood was shed. Since the ac- 
cession of the preaent monarch 
aggressions on the southern bor- 
ders of hia dominions have charac- 
terised his policy. 

Still iti« not to the man, but 
to the circumstances of the situ- 
ation in which he it placed that 
we are inclined to attach the 
harsh judgment of abused power. 
In the first place, surrounded by 
■ycohants or slaves, do these de- 
serve the consideration due to 
honest and free men? Would 
they not be inclined to consider 
indulgence, weakness, and repay 
wuh ingratitude any treatment 
better than that for which they 
abjectly sue? To teach them 
improvement, the misery of their 
position must be impressed bv 
cruel injustice, and this cannot 
be charged against Nicholas by 

j °" n subjects. That they live 
quietly and contentedly, is to us, 
therefore, convincing proof that 
master is not a bad man ; 
whilst every one must admit, that 
bis power and opportunity for 
«vi1 result alone ; from the de- 
pravuy and ignorance of the serfs 
over whom he governs. Our 
nationality .however, require* us 
|n conclusion to remind our 
w^ymen of the formidable 
»pect Russia, or her absolute 
mpsewntative Nicholas, is now 
Mfume towards the 
W„° f E ® w P e - The events of 

*e years have rendered her almost 


the arbltress of the destinies of 
her former Mahomedan oppo- 
nents, Turkey and Persia, whilst 
the organisation of her diploma- 
tic and military services in ac- 
complishing this long-provided* 
for, result have enabled her mi- 
nisters and generals to take rank 
with, and even to be considered 
superior to, those of many of the 
second-class kingdoms of the con- 
tinent. The advantages derived 
from this advanced step in civil- 
isation, and which makes the offi- 
cers of the Russian government 
so far superior to the vast body of 
the people, were for the last ten 
yean more than neutralised by 
the unwilling obedience of many 
tributaries on the southern con- 
fines of Russia. The Polish na- 
tion, for example, were a con- 
stant source of trouble and an- 
noyance, requiring a standing 
army to be always in the field to 
keep them in subjection. This 
has nowbeeu effectually removed, 
and however disinterested Nicolas 
may appear to have acted towards 
Austria in respect to the Cracow 
annexation, he is, in fact, the 
greatest gainer, having exeban* ed 
a turbulent and hostile neighbour 
for a quiet ally, bound to assist 
him and his projects in other 
directions. Again, during the 
reign of Aleiander, Russian ag- 
grandisement was materially re- 
tarded by an extensive disaffection 
which prevailed among the an- 
cient nobility, whose patriarchal 
privileges and power were gra- 
dually sapped by succeeding em- 
perors until they became wholly ' 
suppressed, whilst at the same 
time an increasing knowledge 
latterly made them fully sensible ■ 
of the advantages of which they 
had been deprived by the est*- 
blishment of an arbitrary govern- 
ment. Since the accession of the 
present Emperor, the bad feeling 
towards the reigning family ap- 
pears to have declined consider- 
ably, and whether we attribute it 
to the personal virtues of Nicho- 
las, or to consummate skill in 
the management of the internal 
economy of his empire, still the 
advantages arising from this dis- 
position of his subjects towards 
himself is an item of the first im- 
portance in summing up his ca- 
pabilities of aggression, and his 
opportunities of carrying out any 
grand scheme of military inva- 
sion and dominie n over any part, 
either of Europe or Asia. All 
these things being duly consi- 
dered, it is very natural that the 
smaller states of Europe, and 
those whose prosperity depended 
greatly upon peace, should watch 
anxiously or jealously, as their si- 
tuations might be, any symptoms 
of increasing power being thrown 
into the scale of Russia. It is 
singular, also, that France, to 
which Spain may also be added as 
a dependency, is hostile to any 
further encroachments of Russia. 
Without the causes other govern- 
ments might justly assign, r ranee 
appears to be her most inveterate 
foe, and which perhaps, in a great 
measure, must be ascribed to the 
wounded amour propre of that 
sensitive nation by the result of 
the unfortunate Moscow expedi- 
tion. This universal hostility in 
feeling, though latent in deed, 
speaks with the voice of Europe 
of the enormous power of Rus- 
sia, and the necessity of combina- 
tion to prevent her absorption of 
all time-honoured nationalities in 
one Sclavonic empire. The fear 
of this is becoming general on 
the continent, and however ab- 
surd and impossible such a cen- 
tralisation of barbarism may ap- 
pear, it is useful to keep before 
our eyes pretensions, that, despised 
or overlooked, might lead to se- 
rious attempts of ignorant barba- 
rians to interfere with the inte- 
rests and happiness of at present 
peaceable and contented coun- 
tries. That they would if they 
could is certain, and without 
charging Nicholas with any such 
weak and foolish design, still it is 
well to recollect that he has col- 
lected recently, for no very suffi- 
cient reason, a vast body of troops 
on the frontiers of Turkey; that 
he has also two large fleets 
in the Baltic and the Black Seas ; 
an army numbering more than 
800.000 men ; and a compact evi- 
dently with the two neighbour- 
ing powers, Austria and Prussia, 
that under other circumstances 
have always sought to strengthen 
themselves against Russian en- 
croachment by alliances between 
themselves and England. lo 
secure a temporary advantage, 
thay have acted unjustly and most 
unwisely towards us. They have 
broken treaties and outraged 
human feelings, marshalling the 
way for their own destruction or 
dishonour. Turkey we believe to 
be doomed to a similar fate as 
Poland; and by this act of politi- 
cal treachery our Eastern pos- 
sessions, and intercourse with 
them, are exposed to more im- 
pending danger from Russian 
amrression, than even in 1808, 
when the Emperor Alexander 
leagued with Napoleon, to hu- 
miliate and ruin us. 


RUSSIAS. 
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FINE ARTS. 

The improvement late years have witnessed in public taste and 
Opinion as regards the Fine Arts, must be justly referred to the en- 
couragements held out to native genius, and the untiring exertions 
of the Society of Arts, to develop* improvements in our manufac- 
tures. This useful and patriotic association held its first ordinary 
meeting of this it* ninety-third session on Wednesday last, in the 
great room of the society's house, John Street, Adelphi. We were 
sorry to hear, that during the past year so many patrons and dis- 
tinguished ornaments had been cut off by death ; on the present 
occasion however the meeting seemed more fuily attended than 
any we had previously witnessed. One of the recommendations con- 
tained in the report, and which, if we understood rightly, was sug- 
gested by his Royal Highness Prince Albeit, the president of the 
the society, is to increase during the present session the number 
of special prizes and premiums for decorative designs; thus in the 
words of his Royal Highness “wedding mechanical skill with high 
art, a task worthy of the Society of Arts, and directly within the 
path of its duty.” To this we give our unqualified approbation, for 
we cannot conceive any thing more likely to elevate the character of 
the middle and lower classes of English society, than making them 
familiar with forms of beauty and chaste design through the medium 
of the commonest every day articles of dress or domestic economy. 
Other countries, whilst they have always failed in the texture and 
strength of their manufactures, as compared to our own, huve never- 
theless surpassed it in perfection of colouring, symmetry of form 
nnd in the beauty of their patterns, and therefore nothing more use- 
fully effective in the objects of the Society of Arts, could have been 
proposed than the additional stimulus they now hold out for genius 
to display its powers in producing models for the improvement of 
many of our very ordinary and misshapen articles of household 
furniture. 

The adornment of our residences is another subject to which we 
are glad to observe public attention is being directed. The next 
general meeting of the Decorative Art Society will take place on the 
23d of December, and we trust on that occasion to receive as favour- 
able a report, and as useful suggestions as we had the pleasure to listen 
to at the Society of Arts meeting i his week. 

LAW? 

Equity Courts. — Tuesday. — Tiie Electric Telegraph 
Company v. Nott. — Motion tor an Injunction. — Mr. Bethell 
appeared in support of a motion commenced on Monday for an in- 
junction to restrain the defendant from using a certain mechanical 
instrument, called the electric telegraph, which the plaintiffs con- 
tended was an infringement of a patent already obtained by them. 
It appeared that several patents had been taken out. commencing in 
the year 1837, by William Follyger Cook and Charles Wheatstone, 
for the eletric telegraph and for various improvements in working it. 
The last patent was in September, 1812, after which a company was 
formed for carrying out the invention. In January last, the de- 
fendant obtained n patent for an improvement upon the invention 
used by the plaintiffs, and a telegraph constructed upon his principle 
was in use on the Northampton and Peterborough Railway. The 
discovery of this instrument was made at the Blisworth station, 
where it had been seen by a person who had placed a ladder against 
the window of the station for that purpose. Mr. Stuart for the de- 
fendant contended that there had been no infringement of the 
plaintiff’s patent. The principle of moving needles by electricity 
was not new, neither was it new to arrange the needles so as to give 
signals — these two objects contained in the plaintiff’s specification 
had been long known, the only new invention was the adaptation of 
these principles to the use of the telegraph upon railways. The 
method devised by the plaintiff was to cause the needles to vibrate a 
certain number of times, according to the letter intended to be de- 
noted, so that four vibrations would des'gnaie the letter D, and so 
on, in pursuance of conventional sUnuls at the different stations; 
but the defendant had invenUd a completely different system; he 
had arianged a dial pl.itc with the alphabet upon it, and the needles, 
when moved by the electric agency, would point at the ac ual letter 
intended. The instrument was so simple and so easily managed, 
that no mistake could possibly arise; moreover, the defendant's in- 
vention was complete with one wire, whereas that of the plaintiff re- 
quired five. Mr. Rei hell objtcted to the motion being proceeded 
with; but the vice-chancellor said he thought the best plan would 
he to let the motion stand over, with liberty for the plaintiff to bring 
an action at law. 

Loan Mayor’s Court — Prote tion or Ambassadors. — Mary 
Anne Murphy v. Don 'Thomas Jose Murphy. On Wednesday the 
recorder sat specially to hear some motions connected with the juris- 
diction of i he above court, the most important relating to the above. 
'The defendant is the envoy extraordinary and minister plenipoten- 
tiary from the republic of Mexico lo the court of Su James’s. From 
whit could be collected of the proceed ines, — which have not as yet 
been brought into the Lord Mayor’s Court — it would appear that 
the plaintiff, who is ihe executrix of her deceased husband, John 
Murphy, had attached the sum of 3£50/ in the hand* of Messrs. 
Kchenieder, merchants, and agents to his excellency Don Thomas 
Jose Murphy, the defendant. Mr. Locke said he was instiucted to 
m ive that the action and attachment made in the matter of “ Murphy 
v. Murphy,” and ail the pr.»ceedings thereon, be adjudgtd utterly null 
and void, on the grounds that the court had no jurisdiction. The 
defendant, being the accredited minister and plenipotentiary from 
the republic of Mexico, was protected from anest and attachment by 
the 7th of Anne, cap 12. ; an act which was passed expressly for the 
protection of ambassadors, foreign ministers, and their servants, in 
consequence of the Kuisian minister in that reign being dragged 
out of his carriage in the streets of London. A rule nisi was 
granted. 

CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. 

John Denny, 43, was indicted for setting fire to a dw elling house, 
in the occupation of Alfred Cole, the said Alfred Cole and other 
persons being therein at the time. 'The prisoner occupied a room in 
a house in Kent Street, kept by the proscutor; and upon the day 
mentioned in ihe indictment, the 7lh December, an alarm of fire was 
raised, and the prisoner was seen to rush from the room, which was 
then found to be on fire in five differ* nt places. 'The jury found the 
prisoner “Guilty,” and sentence of death was recorded against him. 

John Orchard, 23, a drummer in the Coldstream Guards, was in- 
dicted for stealing a gold watch nnd a sovereign, the properly of the 
Hon. Charles Grim -ton. The co*e was clearly made out against 
the prisoner. Par iculars are given elsewhere. lie was found 
• Guilty,” and sentenced to hard labour for n ve »r. 

'The grand jury then came into court, and tiie foreman stated that 
they had concluded their labours He at the same time called ihe 
attention of the court to the want of proper accommodation for the 
witmsse*, which, he said, they considered must be calculated to 
deter persons from prosecuting. 'They were then discharged. 

N ► w Court. — Thomas JJinson , a carter in the employ of 
Mi ssis. Chaplin and Horne, the railwnv carriers, was indicted for 
stealing, on the 12th of la-t month, a bale of silk, the propeity of his 
m m»ers, of the value of 12 lit Fiona the statements of counsel, and 
the evidence adduetd, it appeared that on the day in question the 
prisoner, accompanied by a lad named Fry, fetched the siik in ques- 
tion from ihe South Western Rsil May terminus. The bale was di- 
rected to a house in Hunhiti Row. and the prisoner, on his way 
there, as it was alleged, purposely left Ins parcel-hook at a chemist s, 
whe*e he had to call, in order that he might get rid of Fry by sending 
him lor it. 'This was done, and in the interim the bale was missed 
from the cart. According to the evidence of a man named \\ est the 
rait cf the prosecutors luid been followed by a van and three men 
from the railway s ation up to the time when ihe boy Fry was sent | 
for ihe parcel book, and that urmt diately upon his leaving, the silk ! 
wa* put it. to the v.m, and the men drove off with it. Mr. Huddle- j 
stone was counsel for the prs ncr, m,d contended that he ought to 
bv acquitud cn ihe ground that Wi-t was a witness unworthy of 
credit. The jury acquitted tne prisoner. j 

Charles liar i e.U. a cabman, was indicted for stealing from Joseph 1 
Groces., a currier, four sovereigns and other monies. The prosecu- 1 
tor stated, that last Saturday morning he hired the prisoner to driv$ 1 


him from Notting Hill to Ealing, for which he was to pay him a 
shilling. After getting into the cab he felt tired, and fell asleep, 
and so continued to his journey’s end ; upon his arriving at Ealing, 
nnd gelling out, he put his hand into his breeches pocket t o pay his 
fare, when he misled all his money, which he was positive was safe 
when he hired the vehicle. He taxed the prisoner with the theft, 
who made various excuses. Some time elapsed before a policeman 
was called, and the prisoner in the meantime was busy doing some- 
thing inside the cab. When the cab was searched by the officer, the 
money was found artfully concealed at the back. In answer to the 
court, the prosecutor swore he was perfectly sober, and only tired 
from the effects of his day’s work. Other circumstances were ad- 
duced against the prisoner, and the jury found him “ Guiliy.” 'The 
common sergeant said that he cer ainly should have transported him, 
but as he had hitherto borne a good character, he should therefore sen- 
tence him to one year s imprisonment in the House of Correction, 
and to be kept to bard labour. _ 

POLICE. 

Marliiorough Street. — Wonderful Escape. — 72. Hawkins , a 
lad, was charged with having thrown William Hingsby, another lad, 
from the gallery of the Tottenham Street Theatre into the pit. It 
appeared from the evidence that a dispute arose between the defend- 
ant and the conplainant at the theatre on Monday night, principally 
through the misbehaviour of the complainant towards a couple of 
young females, who were seated near the defendant, 'i he constable 
on duty was appealed to, and he threatened to remove the complainant 
from the theatre if he persisted in his improper conduct. At the 
close of the performance the dispute was renewed between the par- 
ties. 'The complainant aimed a blow at the defendant, which was re- 
turned by a blow on the head that knocked him over the low railing 
of the gallery, causing him to fall into the pit. 'The complainant 
was token up in an insensible state and removed to Middlesex Hos- 
pital, whe _ e he was examined by a surgeon, but no bones were found 
to be broken. As the occurrence was quite accidental Mr. Long or- 
dered the prisoner to be discharged. 

Southwakk. — T* keparations for Christmas spoiled. — On 
Monday, James Clist and Richard Godfrey were brought before Mr. 
Sicker, charged with having conveyed a quantity of rum and brandy 
without a permit, whereby they incurred penalties of ICO/, each. 
Falconer, an inspector, stated that he met the defendant Godfrey on 
London Hridge, carryinga parcel containing two gallons of rum and 
two of brandy. He stopped him, and while asking him if he had a 
permit the other defendant came up, chimed the articles as his pro- 
perty, and said that he had merely employed the man to carry the 
spirits home for him. He further said that he had purchased the 
articles at a public house at Limeliouse, and that he was not aware it 
was necessary to procure a permit for the quantity. The inspector 
accordingly seized the spirits and took both the defendants into cus- 
tody. Mr. Seeker said, that as Clist claimed thp spirits, the other 
defendant was entitled to his discharge, but the offence having been 
proved, he must pay the mitigated penalty of 23/., or be committed 
for three months. Mr. Seeker said the public ought to be made 
aware at the approaching festive season of the year, that they were 
not justified by law in conveying spirits above a gallon without a 
permit; and with respect to the defendant’s ca e e, he advised him to 
send a memorial to lire commissioners of Excise, as they were the 
only persons vested with the power of mitigating the penalty still 
lower, or remitting it altogether. 

Guildhall. — Alleged Concealment or a Will. — On Wed- 
nesday morning. Aldermen Wilson, Moon, and Faiebrother met at 
an earlier hour than usual by appointment, to listen to the applica- 
tion of Mrs. Eliza Denman, niece-in-law to Lord Denman, respect- 
ing a certain will made by a Mr. John 'Thomas Roe, late a barrister 
in the Inner Temple, but now deceased, wherein he left her a legacy 
of 500/., but which will had either been concealed or destroyed by 
certain parties from interested motives. Two private hearings hail 
taken place in the magistrate's room, when it was decided to grant 
summonses for the attendance of all parties who could throw any 
light on the transaction, and accordingly the ltev. Mr. Roe, nt- 
tended by his solicitor, Mr. Poccck, a clerk from Messrs. Oberton 
and Hughes. solicitors to the testator, n Mr. Hart, who had been in 
the habit of lending money to the dt ceased, Mary Anne Morrell, a 
female who lived with him, and at one time hud the keeping of the 
will — her sister, brother, and a number of other per*ons. Mrs. 
Denman then stated, that a few years hack Mr. Hoe’s father died 
suddenly, leaving four children without having made any will. Mr. 
Thomas Roe. the elder, laid claim to the property against the wishes 
of the re t of the family, who thought it ought to be divided amongst 
them, and alter a great deal of litigation it whs decided in favour of 
the eldest son. Applicant accidentally became acquainted with Mr. 
J. T. Roe, at the house cf a Mr. Williams, to whose daughter he 
was paying his addresses. While there, Mr. Roe was requested by 
a lady to draw out a will for her, in which she bequeathed a sum of 
200/. to her (Mrs. Denman). Mr. Roe did so, arid having placed it 
in his pocket, went to play at billiards; that night the* lady died ; and 
on its being announced to Mr. Roe, he said, “ Good God, 1 have 
been the means of losing you 200/. ; ” but he said he would recom- 
pense me, and he made out a will on paper in applicant’s presence, 
leaving her a legacy of 500/. This was attest* d by two witnesses and 
handed over by deceased into Miss Williams’s care. A breach took 
place between Mr. Roe and Miss Williams, in consequence of the 
former having an intimacy with a person named Mary Ann Morrell, 
in consequence of which Mr. Roe wrote for his letters, &c., which 
Miss Williams sent to him, as well as the will. He then went into 
chambers, Morrell going to live with him, and it was into her hands 
that he gave his paptrs and the will to take care of. In the will Mr. 
Roe had appointed Mr. Williams his executor, and upon the sudden 
death of the former he applied to Morrell, but she refused to give it 
up or let them have the slightest information on the subjtcr. In- 
quiries were made, and applicant received informarion that Morrell 
had the will, and had written to Lady Dimmock a letter relative to 
Mr. Roe’s papers, in their possession. After that all parties disap- 
peared, and she gave up the pursuit. Last vear she look a house at 
Windsor, nnd wrote to the ltev. Mr. Roe lor apart of the legacy, 
but received no answer. She then went to his residence in the 
coumry, and had an interview with him, and he slou ly denied that 
there was any will amongst his brother’s papers. She also asked 
Mr. Focock relative to it, and he said lie knew' nothing about the will. 
Under these circumstances she had obtained summonses against the 
parties, to put such questions to them as she thought would elicit the 
truth respecting the will. 

Mr. Colwell, of the Queen’s Bench Prison, wns then asked if he 
was not aware of a will Deing in existence, and he said he had heard 
some talk about such a thing, hut never saw ir. The Rev. Mr. Roe 
then answered a number of questions put to him, and said he sup- 
ported the child out of c!nritv. There was no will among his 
brother’s papers, nnd, in fact, he died insolvent. His estate was sold 
for 7040/., which did not cover his debts. Alderman Farebrother 
said bethought ihe best course for Mrs. Dennan to pursue would be 
lo consult her legal adviser, and get him to have everything in a 
proper train, and then attend him>elf, and he would be much better 
uble to put questions to the point, and eiicit facts for the benefit of 
his client than Mrs. Denman could her«clf. The aldermen ulti- 
mately decided, that there were no grounds for proceedings before 
them, norhad anything transpired to imp icate any parties in the de- 
struction or concealment of the will, although it appeared an extra- 
ordi naiy affair. 

CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

Daring and Dexterous UonasiiY. — On Tuesday morning the 
following daring as well ns dexterous robbciy was committed at 
Messrs. Cox Savory and Co.'s, the silversmiths at.d watchmakers, of 
Cornhtll. It appears that tile shopman, according to custom, opened 
the shop shortly before eight, amt then, l« eking up the door, went to 
breakfast. During his absence, a thief, or thieves, who had evi- 
dently been watching h s movements, contrived either to pick the 
lock, or to enter the shop by means of a false key, and swept off trays 
containing no less than 149 gold and silver watenes of the value of 
nearly lux;/.

Accidents in St. James’s Park. — On Tuesday afternoon an ac- 
cident of a very serious nature occurred to a lad named Brooks and 
a man named Simpson. They w ere sliding on the ice in St. James's 
Park, when they ran agamst each other with such violence as to 
knock each other down. The former received a severe fracture of 
the skull, and the latter broke his arm and received several other in- 
juries. Shortly after, another accident occurred to a man named 
Brown, residing in Berkeley Street, Lambeth Walk, who was skating, 
and by some accident fi ll and broke his collar-bone. 

Accident on the Great Western Railway. — On Saturday 
last, Mr. G. J. Mills, deputy coroner for Middlesex, held an inquest 
at the De Burgh Arms Tavern, opposite the West Drayton station 
of the Great Western Railway, on the body of Thomas Webber, a 
guard of one of the luggage-trains on the Great Western Railway. 
Mr. Whitehurst, superintendent of the Great Western line between 
Paddington and West Drayton, attended the inquiry on the part of 
the company. Deceased was guard of a train on Tuesday night, and 
having alighted at West Drayton, attempted to ascend it again while 
it was going at a speed of from five to ten miles an hour. The de- 
ceased laid hold of the handle of one of the trucks with the intention 
of mounting it, but the force with which the train was at that instant 
going instantly pulled the handle out of his hand, and he immediately 
fell, the wheels of the succeeding trucks passing over him, almost 
completely amputating his right arm, tearing also the scalp from off 
the right side of his head, and otherwise most seriously injured him. 
He died sixteen hours after. The jury returned a verdict of “.Acci- 
dental death.” 

Fire at a Lucifer, Match Factory On Tuesday evening a 

fire took place on the premises of Mrs. Hynam, lucifer match ma- 
nufacturer, Wilson Street, Finsbury Square. The nature of the 
property on fire caused the greatest alarm, but the firemen, who 
speedily arrived, exerted themselves in the most praiseworthy man- 
ner, and the fire was extinguished, after having done considerable 
damage. The factory is iron-roofed, and has been two or three 
times on fire before. 

Coroner’s Inquest. — On Tuesday, Mr. W. Carter held an ad- 
journed inquest at the Swan Tavern, Battersea Bridge, upon the 
body of a man unknown, who had been found drowned. On Thurs- 
day morning, the 10th inst., a lighterman named Baldwin picked the 
deceased up as he was floating npwaids with the tide, and conveyed 
him to this house. The body was in a very bad state, from having 
been in the water some time, but there were marks as of ill usage. 
The neck was very much discoloured, as if some ligature had been 
fastened round it; and there were two incised wounds on the face. 
The deceased, who was about forty years of age, five feet ten inches 
high, had dark features and large whiskers, was dressed as seamen 
usually are; but all the property found on him was 2 d. and a comb. 
There was a paper containing the name of a ship, with the address 
of the owners on it, and this formed the only clue to his identity. 
On Saturday evening Mr. Carter commenced an inquiry, but the 
presence of the wounds on the face and the discolouration of the 
neck were facts so fraught with suspicion, that the coroner deter- 
mined upon having a post mortem examination, and accordingly 
adjourned the inquiry. On Monday, Dr. William Connor, who bed 
made a post mortem examination of the body, gave evidence to the 
effect that the wounds on the face and the discolouration of the neck 
had not been the cause of death, the latter having been caused by the 
natural process of decomposition. His opinion was, that death was 
caused by immersion in the water. After the examination of one or 
two witnesses, the jury returned the following verdict : — “ That the 
deceased was found drowned in the Thames; that he had no marks 
of violence so as to cause death ; but who he is, or by what meant 
he came into the water, we (the jury) have uol sufficient evidence to 
determine.” 

Convicts roR Australia. — On Monday the steamer Walerman, 
No. 10., brought down forty prisoners from the Millbank Peniten- 
tiary for the Juslitia convict hulk, lying at the Royal Arsenal. On 
the 4th, 7th, and 12th instants the steamers Walerman, No. 7. and 
No. 10., brought down one hundred and ninety-one prisoners, which 
were transferred on board the Sir Thomas Arbuthnot transport, 
Iving off the a^eual, which will sail in a few days for Van Diemen’s 
Land. 

Death from Starvation An inquest was held on Tuesday 

night by Mr. W. Payne, at St. George’s workhouse. Southwark, on 
the body of John Tracy, who died from starvation in a lodging-house 
in the Mint. The body presented a most deplorable sight, being no- 
thing more than a few bones, 'l ire fee t appeared sodden with wet 
and mud, ns if the poor old creature had for many weeks been com- 
pelled to tramp about the streets without shoes or any kind of cover- 
ing to protect them fionr the inclemency of the weather. His cloth- 
ing consisted of a few filthy rags. Cornelius O’Brien, of 5. Vine 
Yard, Mint, said the deceased .first came to lodge at his house on 
Thursday night, but he did not see him until F'riday night. When 
he got into the room he shook and trembled so much, and apprared 
as if he would get right into the fire A woman was making gruel 
by the fire, and the deceased begged of her to give him a drop. Wit- 
ness said to him, “ Why, old man, you are dying ; ” when he replied, 
“ Oh no, l shall be all right.” He then led him upstairs to his bed. 
The following day, between eleven and twelve o’clock, witness’s wife 
told him that the old man was not up. He went upstairs, and sup- 
posing the man was dying, sent for a doctor, bnt before he arrived 
the old mm expired. By the coroner: He told me that he was a 
native of Kildare. I said lo hinr*, “ Why did you not apply for re- 
lief?” when he replied, “ 1 went there, but they pushed me away 
from the door and I fell from weakness.” He further said, that it 
was at St. George’s workhouse, and that it was on the Thursday 
when he applied. He never had any food after the gruel until he 
died. Messrs. Karslake and Leckhart, the relieving officers, and 
William Benton, the door-keeper, all swore positively that if such a 
circumstance as the deceased being pushed down had occurred, they 
must have known it. They never saw him on the Thursday. The 
coroner summed up at great lens'll!. With regard to the application 
for relief, it was evident that he had not applied. The jury returned 
a verdict, “ Natural death, accelerated bv want.” 

Sudden Death in the Streets. — On Tuesday an inquest was 
held before Mr. Baker, at the Bell, in Petticoat Lane, Whitechapel, 
on the body of Jacob Mormon, a sugar baker, in the employ of 
Messrs. Martineau and Co., Whitechapel. On Sunday evening 
last the deceased was proceeding along Petticoat Lane, when he 
suddenly staggered and fell to the ground. He was immediately 
raised from the ground by a city police constable, who discovered 
him in a state of insensibility. He was conveyed to the above house, 
but he expired before he reached there. Verdict, “ Natural death.” 

Numerous Fires. — On Tuesday morning a fire broke out upon 
the premises occupied by Mr. F. H. Cloake, shop fixture dealer, 
which did some considerable damage before it was extinguished. The 
fire is said to have originated in the stove at the next door. The 
building nnd contents are insured in the Phoenix Office. Also the 
same evening, at 69. Cornhill. upon the premises of Mr. Walter 
Berdoe, tailor. This fire did but trilling damage. Contents insured 
in the Dissenters’ Office. At 45 minutes past eleven considerable 
injury was done to the premises of Mr. Robert Frost, butcher, 
38. Back Road, St. George’s in the East. I he fire caught the 
flooring, and the ceiling underneath was much damaged. The fire 
was caused bv a cinder shooting ftom the hearth stone. On Wed- 
nesday morning, at one a. m., upon the premises of John Johnson, 
Esq , coal-merchant, known as New Wharf, Abingdon Street, 
Westminster. Fire coil porters’ lobby was destroyed, and the roof 
burnt oil, and a shed adjoining was much damaged. Contents in- 
sured in the Licensed Victuallers’ Office, — building in the Sun. 
Again, at half past ten the same day, a serious fire occurred on the 
premises of Mr. P. Olney, lellinonger, Market Street, Bermondsey, 
by which the drying stove was nearly destroyed. Insured. About 
the same time, a (ire broke out in Shoreditch, upon the premises in 
the occupation of Mr. It. Attwell, butcher, of Holywell Lane. The 
Damage was fortunately confined to the contents of the second floor.

„ ^"Ancixnt Wreck off Whitstabl*. — At a meeting of the 
British Archawlogical Association, last week, some remains from a 
wreck off w hitstable, which had occurred, it would appear, in the 
time of Queen Elizabeth, were exhibited. It was stated that the ex- 
istence of the wreck had long been known, but that recently the go- 
vernment had directed an examination to be made by means of 
divers, who^ had brought up a vast quantity of ingots of tin, stone 
shot, &c. The objects forwarded to the Archzeological Association 
consisted of a specimen of the ingots, stamped with the royal mark 
of a rose surmounted by a crown ; a round -toed leather shoe, quite 
BJ rl » knife marked wiLh a double/eur-cfc./w; and a silk jacket. 
Mr. Blanche stated that the jacket was one of the dagged or pounced 
kind, in fashion in the time of Elisabeth; aud he pointed out, in an 
engraving of the time, an example precisely similar to that upon the 
table. Captain Becher and Mr. Crofton Croker stated that it was 
probable that much infpmnation connected with the mysterious wreck 
would be soon obtained. 

Munchibs, on White Inmans — A race of white savages, called 
Munchies are said he actually existing in a valley among the 
hierra de los Mirobros, in the province of Sonora, in Mexico.

Useful to Corn Dealers. — Mr. W. Tate, a well-known 
authority in matters of commercial calculation, writes : — “ The 
anxious attention which is now directed to the prices of corn on the 
Continent giving rise to frequent quotations of these prices in 
France, 1 beg to inform those of your readers who may not be ac- 
quainted with the manner of convertingtuch prices into those of this 
country, that assuming the par of exchange to be 25} francs per 
pound sterling, if 228 shillings be multiplied by the number of the 
francs in the price per hectolitrr, and the product.be divided by 100, 
or the two lower figures be cut off, the result will be the uumber of 
shillings per imperial quarter. Thus a recent quotation for the 
price of wheat being 25 francs per hectolitre. 228s. multiplied by 25 
equals 5700, giving 57s. for the equivalent price per imperial quarter. 

It may be serviccntrie further to inenlion, that a variation of 1 franc 
per hectolitre is about equal to that of 2s. 3d. per imperial quarter.” 

Remarkable Ammal Ihstinct. — While staled on an old trunk 
of a tiee, which was lying on the beAch about high-water mark, I 
observed that along the score here crabs of varit»u* sizes abounded ; 
and as I had to wait for some time till my luggage was landed, I 
amused myself by watching ihe operations of a sniail>pccies, belong- 
ing to the genus Gelastmvs, that wa« making its burrow in the sand. 
About once in every two minutes it came up to the surface with a 
quantity of sand encioitd in its left claw, which by a sudden jerk it 
ejected to the distance of about six inches, always taking care to vaty 
the direction in which it was thrown, so as to prevent its accumula- 
tion in one place. Having a few small shells belonging to a sped* 8 
of Turbo in one of my jacket pockets, 1 endeavoured to throw one of 
these into its hole, in order to see whether it would bring it up again 
or not ; of the four that were thus thrown, one only entered ihe hole, 
the others remaining within a few inches of it. Jt was about live 
minutes before ihe animal again made its appearance, bringing with 
it the shell w hich had gone down ; and catrying it to the distance of 
about a foot from its burrow*, it there deposited it. Seeing the others 
lying near the mouth -of the hole, it immediately carried them, one 
by one, to the place where the first hod been laid down, and then re- 
turned to its former labour of currving up sand. It was impossible 
not to conclude that ihe actions of this little creature, which holds ?o 
low a stRlicn m the chain of beings, were the rebult of renson rather 
than of blind instinct; for man himself, under ihe same circum- 
stances, could not have acted with more judgment.

FINE ARTS. 

In i country like ours, where the cultivation of the Fine Arts has 
become so decidedly a feature of national progress, it cannot be out 
of place in a popular vehicle of such information, to devote occa- 
sionally a page to the discussion and illustration of some of the ab- 
stracter principles connected with the sciences of sculpture and 
painting. We have accordingly this week placed in contrasting 
groups a few representations of maternal affection and solicitude, 
taken from the works of eminent masters ; two very characteristic 
ones indicative of the delicacy for which Reynolds and Earle were 
remarkable, and by the tone of which, indeed, their productions may 
frequently be determined. This impression of individual character, 



however, we may observe is very different to the mannerism in colour 
and subject, so often complained of in artists, and which evinces 
either a barrenness of invention, or a dogmatic adherence to rules of 
art, rather than to the suggestions of nature. That which makes the 
inferior artist tolerable, mars the really great one ; and whilst man- 
nerism always betrays the former, freedom and independence of art 
to produce effect, characterise the latter. In the examples of mater* 
nel affection we give, this variety of conception in treating the same 
subject is well illustrated, whilst the identity of expression is admira- 
bly preserved In each. There can be but' little doubt that the artists 
had each his own domestic picture of endearment in bis mind’s eye, 
whilst working up his subject on the canvass ; and this suggests an- 
other important element of successful painting, inasmuch as many 
believe that the astonishingly effective products of genius result 
merely from ideal excellence and imaginative ability. This is a great 
mistake indeed, for it is the affectation ot, or the aiming at the 
transcendental, which has prevented many clever and laborious com- 
positions ever becoming generally popular, however much admired 
by the cognoscenti, or the knowing in the art. But where allusions 
and chief features are drawn from supernatural fancy, how can it be 
expected a picture can command any veiy extensive sympathy. 
Representing nothing in nature, some scholastic acquirements art 
certainly necessary to perceive beauty in distortion and unnatural 
combination. Yet these classic sacrifices of truth to etifrct, form the 
standard by which the dilettanti would judge the populace, and who 
are accordingly condemned by them, to a level but little superior to 
the brute creation, for want of taste and an apathetic indifference to 
those false godi of beauty they themselves bow down before and wor- 
ship. England especially has long been thus reproached on the con- 
tinent, for her distaste or the fine arts, though we contend that, con- 
sidering the nature of the subjects that characterised most of the 
gems submitted for her approval, an enlightened judgment would 
award to her the meed of praise, for not sllowing false displays of 



rich colouring and extravagant design, to impose on her common 
sente perception of what is right and true. Bad taste in matters of 
some generally-admitted excellence often presumes good principle, 
and though in England we may be dead to rich colouring and extra- 
vagant design, no one can charge against us, any want or due feeling 
of admiration when pictures convey satisfactory representations of 
what Nature herself is. We do not regret, however, that our too 
puritanical strictness, though almost instinctive, should have thus 
excited the ridicule of these cavaliers of the pallette and pencil, since 
we have been roused to activity in the cultivation of the nne arts, and 
have now entered into a rivalry with our former detractors that we 
are convinced will soon produce full and sufficient evidence of our 
equality, with those who have so long presumed themselves to 
be, not only our superiors, but separated by a very wide chasm from 
our darkness and ignorance. 


Not to want sources of information, we have even entered the 
camp of our opponents, and from thence selected a goodly number 
of their best paintings, not certainly for models or examples to be 
servilely copied, but as being really excellent works of art, or from 
being good specimens of the various masters, whose fame has be- 
come universal, and not to know, would certainly betoken ignorance. 
Our national collection having thus been formed for the public in- 



struction, has produced good fruit indeed. Its effects are already 
evident in the numerous art unions and the general adoption of 
pictorial or illustrated editions of every popular author. We attri- 
bute this remarkable feature in the literature of the present sge to 
the influence excited by the ready access now afforded to recognised 
works of excellence, and which, giving popular opportunities of 
comparison, are a constant stimulus to the producers of new works 
to meet the increased fastidiousness of a picture possessing people. 

Occasionally we have given engraved copies of some of the best 
paintings contained in the National Gallery, and in so doing we 
assist in carrying out the grand object of its design, by conveying 
to those at a distance the representations, as correct as art will allow, 
of those works that are continually being referred to in the conver- 
sations of country visitors returned from London, or in books of 
general reading; authors sometimes alluding, for purposes of com- 
parison or explanation, to works which from their situation, they 
presume must be familiar to the majority of their readers. Our cut 
of St Salvador, a masterpiece of Guido, for example, is a subject 
which is the frequent theme of admiration by the poets and the 
writers of our popular novels, and not unfrcqueotly our summer

tourists writing to friends at borne compare foreign works of the seme 
master, with those they have been accustomed to see in their own 
country. We trust to be enabled to give a succession of illustrations 
thus drawn from our national resources; for, independently of the 
choice specimens of some of the most distinguished painters con- 
tained in the gallery in Trafalgar Square, numerous other collec- 
tions, public and private, afford ample opportunity for extensive ob- 
servation and selection. 

Two groups of female singers, taken from two pictures of Poussin, 
will be readily recognised. They are chosefi to illustrate the ease 
and grace the painter has managed to throw into their posture, en- 
cumbered as they would otherwise seem to be, with Numerous and 
very ample folds of drapery. This circumstance, however, is made 
to contribute admirably to the effect of the groups, knd whichever 
view ia taken, the same tact and artistic character will be found to be 
preserved throughout. The difficulty of attaining excellence in the 
arrangement of drapery, both in statues and pictures, is very great. 
It is here most study and application is necesmry; and we have 
known painters confess, after a long Life of fame and profitable em- 
ployment, that whilst the drawing of the figure would appear at if 
produced at the command of thought, the ordering and arranging 
costume to their perfect satisfaction would be a work of considerable 
anxiety and difficulty. Young artists cannot too assiduously culti- 
vate a knowledge of those points of their art which contribute to 
freedom and grace ; nor is there any better study for this purpose 
than the depending folds of a large curtain, or the ample flowing 
robes of some properly adjusted model. In statuary, we need not 
sey the effect of the work, as a whole, depends very much upon the 
manner in which the drapery is arranged. It is that part of the sub- 
ject which is most familiar as a light and flexible materiel, end if 
this character be preserved in the atone, the public went little more 
assurance of the excellence of the work, or the ability of the artist. 
It wet to this the stonemason Thoms owed his popularity as the 
sculptor of the clever statues of Tam O'Shenter and Sou ter Johnnie; 


for though much was owing to the nationality impr es se d , and ori- 
ginal genius displayed, the natural truth and freedom of the costume 
prepossessed opinion at sight, and secured universal approbation. 
Another illustration of the force of our obeervations is the anecdote 
taken from classic history, of two rival painters who proposed to teat 
their comparative excellence by producing two pictures. One repre- 
sented some fruit so naturally, that birds deceived were tempted to 
peck at them. The other, however, chose to depict a curtain, the 
folds of which he ee cleverly arranged, that his opponent on seeing 
the picture requested the curtain to be drawn aside, and acknow- 
ledged himself defeated when he discovered his mistake, confessing 
that to deceive birds required much less talent then to impose upen 
the eye of an experienced artist.

Ths Wellington Status.— On Monday workmen commenced 
preparing footing for the scaffbld-poles In the open space wsst of the 
Horse Guards, for the purpose of erecting a pedestal for the Weir 
lington statue, which is to be taken down forthwith, and subsequently 
placed upon an appropriate resting-place in the above locality. 

Sociktt or Arts. — The first general meeting for the session, 
which has been postponed on account of the extensive decorations 
and restorations which have been in prog r e s s, was held on Wednes- 
day evening. The chair was taken by Dr. Roget, P.K.8 n one of 
the vice-presidents, end the large meeting room was crowded. Mr. 
J. Scott Russell, the secretary, reed a report of the pr og r es s which 
the society hsd made within the last twelve months, and a long list 
of subjects connected with decorative art, for which pecuniary re- 
wards, as well at honorary medals, were offered. Amongst these 
were several of 25 guineas, one of which was for a model of a silver 
goblet of the value of 100 guineas, which, with a great amount in 
money, was left by the late Dr. Sweeney for the most approved 
Essay on Jurisprudence, end premiums for various articles of do- 
mestic interest and necessity. These additional premiums would be 
given without at all lessening those hitherto given to the other 
classes, which would, in many cases, be increased, while it was grati- 
fying that the additional funds of the society were commeneurata 
with these further cells upon its retourcea. The council also re- 
ferred to the success which had attended Mr. Hay's exertions in im- 
proving the appearance of the meeting. Two papers, by Mr. R. D. 
Hey, on the First Principles of Symmetrical Beauty, and on the 
principles employed in the recent decorations, occupied the re- 
mainder of the evening. 

Columbus Sociktt On Tuesday a numerous meeting of pei^ 

sons interested In geographical inquiry was held at the London Li- 
brary, St. James’s Square, for the formation of a society under the 
above name, the object of which is the re-publication of ancient 
works and travels illustrative of geographical research, ffhe chair 
was taken by Sir R. L Murchison, the late president of the Royal 
Geographical Society, and several resolutions for the formation and 
conduct of the society were adopted. 



Tux Polae Ex r edition. — Very considerable apprehension exists 
amongst the relatives and connections of the seamen engaged in the 
expedition of the Erebus snd Terror, which sailed from the river ia 
June last year, under the command of Sir John Franklin and Cent 
Crosier, and many anxious applications have lately been made to the 
Admiralty on the subject. No tidings have been received since last 
December, when, from Information obtained from Esquimaux, and 
conveyed to the Danish settlements in Greenland, opposite to Discos 
Island, and thence overland, the expedition was preparing to winter 
in Gilbert’s Sound. The last whaler for the season has retaraed 
without bringing any intelligence, end from ell a cco u n ts this, tMr 
second winter in the ice, has set in at the north |^th greet severity. 
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THE INDIAN CORN HARVEST. 


The harvest in America wean an aspect so different to the *ame 
season in our own country, that a sketch of it must interest the public 
in England— the more so from the fact of Europe deriving so large 
a portion of food from the fertile regions of the new world. It may 
be stated that the corn is planted in rows about two feet apart, and 
as it grows is earthed up like celery ; between the rows pumpkin vines 
are generally planted, and the pumpkins being a summer fruit, are 
gathered long before the corn is ripe. The corn grows on tall 
stalks, somewhat similar to the sugar cane, and each ear is enclosed 
in leaves which fold tightly round it; within, and adhering to these 
leaves, is a thick coating or layer of soft fibres, glossy and silken ; 
i this grows out at the top of the ear while the latter is covered. In 
! the autumn, at harvesting time, numbers of workmen assemble ; 

| they pull down the ears, and strip off the leaves with their silken 
; lining; the ears are then broken off and thrown into baskets holding 
about a bushel each. When the baskets are filled they are emptied 
! into large waggons, and the corn is so carried off. The leaves and 
stalks are afterwards used to feed pigs and other animals. Many of 
these fields of corn occupy a space of several square miles. The 
average height of the corn when fully grown is from nine to ten feet ; 
a specimen was exhibited at the f«ir of the American Institute, held 
at New York last October, which was thirteen feet high ; but this 
was an extraordinary circumstance. The length of the ear varies 
from eight to twelve inches. 

In the month of June, when the ears of corn, though of full size, 
are young and green, they are gathered with the leaves on, and sent 
to market, as a vegetable, in large quantities ; they are stripped of the 
leaves, then boilea and brought to table in their natural shape. At 
this period too it is regularly cried about the streets of New York, 
and other large towns, being carried in palls, ready boiled and sold 
hot for about two or three cents each. The cry is “ Hot corn ! hot 
corn 1 buy my nice hot corn." This business is mostly followed by 
youths, and the corn is bought with great avidity by the poorer 
classes, particularly the coloured population, and it is eaten at once 
, in the open street, the corn being bitten off the ear k as the latter is 
held horisontally across the mouth ; it is of a delicate sweet flavour.

PREPARING FOR CHRISTMAS. 


Many philosophers heve thought it necessary to apologise for the 
carnivorous appetite of man. But that is really absurd. They will be 
recommending next, hospitals and asylums for the infirm and aged 
among the brute creation. Such doctrinaa, however, are not likely 
to become very popular In England. The animals themselves pro- 
claim against them, for they get plump and good-looking by proper 
tending, and seem, by implication, to say, “ Come and sat me. 
The best of all reasons indeed for slaying them is, that they aro fat, 
and it is i mercy to some of them that would gradually die of ple- 
thora, if not saved by the knife from the horrors of so cruel a fate, 
In their ove r grown condition, at thus dying by inches. Besides, 
nature indicates that man requires in cold weather a considerable 
a ugment ati on of ftt to his diet, and he provides accordingly. As 
we go northwards, we find the natives indulge more and more in 
such food. Th4 Russians and Laplanders use train .oil as we do 
hotter, only to a greater extent. The Esquimaux again live almost 
entirely on blubber and seal fat, and that their condition and com- 
fort is vastly improved by such provender, all physiologists and 


chemists aver, by reason of the much greater amount of natural 
heat engendered in the system during the process of its digestion. 
The reverse situation also confirms this, for the Negro and Indian 
live almost entirely on vegetable diet, the cooling nature of which is 
best adapted to their climates. No one therefore can reasonably 
object to our system of providing for Christmas weather, that fare 
which experience and observation prove so suitable to the time; 
and if We have long acted upon a great truth in nature without being 
aware of it, the direction in which instinct has led us, is an interest- 
ing illustration of the same divine influence in man, which has 
taught the bee to construct her cell, and the careful ant to provide 
for future watats. Our illustration refers to a process that provides 
our markets with the stock, to which the following paragraph, cut 
from a Lincoln paper, not unaptly refers : — 

“ A short time ago, two large lots of geese, in number £400, from 
the neighbourhood of Boston, were on the road for an extensive 
dealer in poultry at Spalding.

LOSS OF THE STEAMER ATLANTIC. 

In the “ Heraid for Europe” we find an account of a very melan- 
choly shipwreck : — 

It is with feelings of the molt pslnrul nature that we find ourselves constrained 
to publish the particular* of the loss of the once m ignificent steamer Atlantic, 
and about forty li»e*. The passengers for this ill-fated steamer left Boston on 
Wrdncsdiv. There they went on board the Atlantic. She loft for New York 
on Thursday morning. the 2Mh ult. There were between seventy and eighty 
persons on board in all, including passengers, officers, crew, and servants. The 
Atlantic got we'd under weign, and was running along linely, when the steam- 
chest exploded; and nearly «t the same moment the wind shifted from the 
north-enst to the north-west, and blew almost a hurricane. The steamer u as 
thrown into the midst of dxrkn**** and confusion, and the air resounded with the 
Cries of the scalded. Captain Dusun instantly called all hands to the fore deck. 
And ordered them to heave over the anchors, but U was found almost Impossible 
fir a man to stand on deck, in consequence of the violence <f the gale. Owing 
t » this.it took nearly an hour to get out the three anchors. The steamer worked 
iit-avdv, plunging her bow» (under at every lurch, and dragging her anchors. 
Between the tune oi anchoring and d.n light it is thought that the dragged over 
the distance of about eleven miles. The fires were all put out at daylight on 
1 hursdav, and from that time to the period of going ashore, the passengers and 
c*ew sulIVred from the iu'rnsecold. Tne only means of keeping warm was to 
wrap themselves in blankets, and walk briskly around the steamer. All at this 
time hetran to look to their own personal safety. All put on the life preservers 
that the boat was so plentifully supplied with, and prepared themselves for any 
emergency. Some pul on one, some two, and some four life preservers. The 
doors, shutters, settees, Ac., were detached and cut away, for raft* to drift ashore 
in, on. whenever the steamer should strike. The gale increasing in violence, 
Captain Dustan ordered about forty tons of coals to t>e thrown overboard. About 
noon on Thursday, the smoke pipes, which were Urge and heavy, were ordered 
to lie thrown overboard. This w,»« done, the captain assisting, and the steamer 
was rued for a short time. Alter this less resistance was offered to the wind. 
The steamer continued to Jr if. . however, and ever) thing looked hopeless. The 
danger increased so rapidly, that between two and three o’clock Captain Dustan 
order-d the decks to he cleared of all merchandise, of every thing that was in 
the way. Css-s of hoot*, shoes, barrels of dour, stoves, Ac., Ac., including one 
park .ge said to contain 7000 d-ds. worth of plate, were thrown overboard. There 
were six to eight thousand dollars worth of lace on board, belonging to one of 
the pa««-ngers. This lace was afterward* seen strewn along the beach. All 
these < If oris, however, to *ave the s'eatner w. re unavailing. No p r«on worked 
harder than Capt-in Dustan, and his passenger* and crew. It was for life or 
death. After these renea'ed and milted efforts had failed, all hopes of safety 
were over, and aU lelt dtsiron* and anxious that the steamer should strike tho 
beach. About midnight she parted one of her cables, there being lour out, ono 
attached to thirty hundred weight of furnace bars, and the others to anchors. 
Alter thl« the gale continue*! to increase, and now blew a perfect hurricane. 
She wav driven still nearer the shore, but passed a point that ali expe ted she 
wo ild strike upon. She then drilled about eleven mile* more, m. king in all 
tweurr-two mi.es, which ocrupied about forty eight hours of ten b!e un- 
re law. tv ,»nd s'tfTer ng. She (hen struck, stern frit, on a ledge of rocks on 
Fi d»*-r’» UUnd. when a tremend mi in wee ned to lift her up on to the top of 
Hi-* 1,‘dgc ; so ur up. indeed, a* auno«t to ihrow her over on to the other side. 
Mil* v .si the rrut« m the dustier; it w.is terrible and heart-rendi-ig in the 
extr * .!»•«. In five n.l'Mi'o a!i‘*r i f struck she w** in pieces. In these fi-e 
in ;nu;**v .it lc.i»i orm h df oi in >*e on b i .rd the AM.iu 1c were t.ik'-n from time 
i f » .-ter .its . Sune were drowned, some crushed, and some frozen to death.

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MISCELLANEOUS. 

Fatal Accident in getting Ice — On Wednesday afternoon at 
a man named John Forster, residing in Strution Ground, Westmin- 
ster, was getting ice out of the Thames, off Thames Bank, near 
Vauxhall Bridge, he incautiously advanced too near the edge, when 
his weight caused it to break in, and he was immersed, together with 
a man named Allen, who, however, clung to the edge, and was res- 
cued by means of a ladder. Forster same directly, and every effort 
that was used to recover his body was unattended with success. 

Fire at Bermondsey. — On Tuesday night, shortly after eleven 
o’clock, a fire broke out in the extensive range of premises belonging 
to Mr. Olney, fellmonger, Upper Russell Street, Bermondsey. An 
instant alarm was raised, and information sent to the engine station!. 
In the course of a few minutes the pxrish engine, with several be- 
longing to the London brigade, arrived, followed by those of the 
West of England and county offices. There being plenty of water 
on the premises, the firemen were enabled to discharge copious 
streams of water upon the flames, which arrested their further pro- 
gress. The drying-stove, three floors high, was nearly burnt out, the 
wool-loft adjoining severely damaged by fire, and the stock by water. 
The cause of the fire was not ascertained. 

New Railway Bridge. — A series of experiments have been 
made at Brussels on a fixed cast-iron railway bridge, invented by 
Mr. Neville, in the presence of a numerous body of spectators, and 
under the immediate direction of a committee specially appointed for 
that purpose by the Belgian Government, 'i he bridge was erected 
on the Northern Railway, with a span of twenty-two yards. A loco- 
motive and tender, followed by four waggons, loaded with five tons 
each, besides the weight of the waggous, (usually about two tons 
and a half each,) were first driven across. Two train* similar to the 
above were then driven over, but in opposite directions, so as to pass 
each other at the middle of the bridge. Similar ex periments-were 
tried with double trains; the trains were also suddenly stopped on 
the bridge. The effect of a displacement of rails was afterwards 
tried, the end of one of the rails being raised in the centre of the 
bridge, and a waggon loaded with ten tons weight impelled forcibly 
along the line; on reaching the displaced rail it fell with all its 
weight on the bridge, the shock being so violent as to break the axle- 
tree of the waggon. None of these experiments, not even the last, 

E roduced the least derangement in the parts of the ensemble of the 
ridge. After experiments of this nature, carried to extremes, the 
bridge may be considered as judged; and it may be affirmed that, in- 
dependently of the enormous advantages presented by its mode of 
construction, as regards economy and lightness, it also offers the re- 
quired guarantees for solidity. 

A Negro Priest A manual composed by the celebrated Abbe 

Gregoire for his “children of colour,” snd which he published at his 
own expense some 30 or 40 years since in Paris, was decorated with 
the portraits of some half-dozen black saints. The following para- 
graph from the 44 Moniteur Parisien ” of Sunday, the 13tn inst., 
shows that, in France, colour is no objection to ordination : — “A 
negro, the Abbe Monssa, who was ordained six years ago, will this 
day celebrate a solemn grand mass and preach a sermon at the 
church of the Petits Peres. This is a subject of great interest to us, 
and we think it worthy of the attention of the puolic to see one of 
those men whom the colonists treat as beasts of the field speak from 
the Evangelical pulpit in the centre of the civilised world.” 

Meeting of Landed Proprietors. — There was a meeting of 
landed proprietors in Dublin. Amongst those present were the 
Right Hon. F. Shaw, M. P. ; Messrs. G. A. Hamilton, M. P. ; 
Daniel O’Connell, M.P. ; Lieutenant Colonel Taylor, M.P. * Ed- 
ward Grogan, M-P., &c. Sec. It was resolved — “ That with a view 
to meeting the difficulties of the present alarming crisis, a committee 
be formed to collect suggestions to be laid before the Irish members 
of both Houses of Parliament, as to the measures which oughj, to be 
brought forward.” 

Durham. — Wednesday’s Government 41 Police Gazette" contained 
the offer of -a reward of 1004 for such information as will lead to the 
apprehension and conviction of the individual who, in th« middle of 
the night, shot at a police constable named William Sumuurson, 
whilst on duty at Ryton, in the county of Duream. 

Ruoelcy A reocontre took place between the gamekeepers and 

watchers of the Marquis of Anglesey and Joaiah Spode, Esq., of 
Armitage Hall, near Rugeley, and a determined gang of poachers, 
from twelve to fifteen in number, in a preserve on the Armitsge 
Hall estate, on Monday night last. After a desperate conflict, in 
which one of the keepers was severely wounded, and a poacher shot 
through the thigh, five of the offenders were secured. '1 hey have 
since undergone an examination, and been committed for trial. 

Mancheyter. — Omnibuses are about to be established in Man- 
chester on ihe penny a mile system, which has been found to answer 
in London. This is about to be effected by means of a company with 
a capital of 250, OCX)/. We cannot doubt that the scheme will an- 
swer; it is one that lias never yet had anv approach to a trial, with 
the exception that low fares have been found to pay well on many 
lines of road out of Manchester, in cases where with high fares the 
parties could do little more than pay the expenses. 

Haverhill. — The Ris bridge Union. — On Wednesday the ceunty 
magistrates assembled in petty sessions, to investigate the alleged 
cruelties of Abraham Slater, a late nurse in the Rtsbridge Union, 
toward the deceased John Webb, whilst a pauper inmate of that es- 
tablishment. The presiding magistrates were the Rev. T. B. Leyer 
and Mr. Layton. As may be recollected by our readers,, the evi- 
dence showed that the deceased was bedridden and very imbecile. 
Slater was a nurse in the ward of the infirmary in which the deceased 
was confined. On his relatives visiting hi in i n the early part of Oc- 
tober, he complained of being ill-treated by Slater, and on one occa- 
sion blood was seen trickling down his face, and a blow was observed 
on his head and an injury over his right eye. Slater was spoken to 
on the subject, and he replied that he had only hit him with a book. 
In addition to his placing many difficulties in the way of his friends 
seeing him, severai disinterested witnesses of respectability came for- 
ward, and swore to frequent acts of cruelty. A Mrs. Hinds, wife of 
a commercial traveller, saw from her garden, which adjoins the in- 
firmary, Slater thrust the handle of a broom into the deceased’s face. 
Another person, named Nunn, noticed Slater hit the deceased in the 
face while sitting up in bed, and when he got up there was blood 
flowing from his temple. Foul language was frequently heard to 
issue from the nurse; but the most atrocious act was related by a 
lad of the name of Hurrell, who was in the infirmary while the de- 
ceased was there. He ( Hurrell), according to his testimony, once 
saw Slater shove Webb down the stairs sideways, and afterwards saw 
him pulling him upstairs with a rope which was tied round his 
ancles. Webb was lying on his back, and his head was dangling 
down the stiirs. After he had pulled him up four or five stairs, a 
pauper named Byfonl lifted up his head, and he was thus carried into 
the ward. Tne magistrates decided upon sending the case for trial 
at the ensuing sessions at Bury St. Edmund’s. 

A Munich Journal relates the following : — u Near the Caroline 
Gate of this city, three little girls were admiring, in a shop window, 
a number of beaoti'ul dolls most splendidly dressed, and each ex- 
pressed an earnest desire to have the one of her choice, but being 
without the necessary cash, they were turning away with their hearts 
filled with regret, when a person who had been listening to them 
took them into the shop, piid for and presented to each her favourite 
doll. Great was their delight and gratitude, but still greater was 
their astonishment when they learned that their kind and generous 
friend was no less a personage than the King of Bavaria.” 

On Wednesday, at the petty sessions in Warrington, a number of 
workmen, seventeen in number, weie committed on a charge of con- 
spiracy, arising in connection with a “ trades union.” Evidence was 
adduced to show that these men hid induced persons who were ap- 
proaching the works in search of employment to return, snd that they 
had u*ed threats to persons who ventured to go to work, that they 
would soon be able to work neither at Messrs. Jones and Potts, nor 
anvwhere in the kingdom ; that their names would be put down in 
the black book, and similar expressions. Mr. Roberts, the “miners* 
attorney- general,” made a long speech for the defence, contending 
that the charge of conspiracy had not been proved in the case; but he 
did not succeed in convincing the bench, who committed the whole 
number for trial at the Liverpool assizes. Bail, however, was ac- 

ranted . 


Singular Death. — On Tuesday Mr. Mills held mn inquest at 
the Middlesex Hospital on the body of Owen Murray, an Irish 
labourer. It appeared that decensed, while dining on Sunday week, 
swallowed a piece of bone of considerable size, and suffering much 
from the accident, became a patient at Middlesex Hoxpil. at The 
bone was found to be fixed in the larynx, and on Monday last the in- 
flammation and oporession of breathing increased, and an operation 
was recommended ; but this he refused to undergo, and ditd the 
same night. In consequence of injurious accusations made by some 
Irish friends of the deceased against the hospital, the governors 
thought it advisable to prove to the jury that the operation mijiht be 
performed with perfect safety, and a patient was brought in who had 
met with a similar accident, and having submitted to the operation 
was now doing well, respiration being carried on through a silver 
tube inserted into the larynx through an incision. The jury ap- 
peared satisfied, and finally returned a verdict, 44 that deceased died 
from suffocation," caused as above described.
